Honorable Members of the City Council, School 
Committee, Distinguished Guests, Ladies and 
Gentlemen. 


1963 is a year of bright hope for Boston. 
It may also be a year of fateful decision for our 
beloved city. 

This year will determine whether we have 
just concluded the third successful lap in a race 
against time and blight — or whether we have 
merely been pacing on a treadmill all the while. 


1963 will decide whether the city will 
continue to go forward —on the course 
which we have charted — toward the real= 
ization of its fondest dreams — or whether 
our municipal ship will be permitted to 
founder on the rocks of fear, indecision, 
and petty political strife. 
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1963 may also determine the ultimate 
fate of all the cities and towns of the Com= 
monwealth, for 1963 will demonstrate 
whether the state government is finally 
willing to assume the functions and ex-= 
penses which properly should be borne by 
the Commonwealth and furnish fair and 
just relief to cities and towns so that they 
may have the wherewithal to fulfill their 
necessary municipal objectives. 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS 


Three short years ago Boston was at the 
edge of fate —its outlook bleak, its prospects 
gloomy, its future dark. ‘To compound the 
difficulties of its many problems, the sidelines 
did not lack for professional mourners ready to 
officiate at its graveyard rites. 

Yet, today, our municipal condition is 
healthy, our outlook cheerful — our prospects 
bright and optimistic —so bright indeed, that 
we can realistically look forward to the actual 
creation, in the second half of the twentieth 
century, of one of the great cities of the twenty- 
first century. 

Today, the city that all of our critics were 
ready to bury in the dismal sands of failure and 
obscurity is one of the finalists in the Look 
Magazine national competition for the title of 
‘All-American City.” 

Today, the city that seemed destined 
for financial and political bankruptcy holds 
its head high, with the encouraging feel 
of cash in its pockets. 

Today, the city that seemed fated for 
physical unattractiveness and cultural oblivion 
is rapidly regaining its leadership in city 
planning and the propagation of the arts. 

Today — believe it or not — our crities are 
asking ‘‘whether the city is not moving too 
fast’? — not realizing that municipal blight, if 
not attended to, has a built-in speed of its own. 
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EXCITING CITY 


And how have we been able to work this 
transformation — this change from dejection and 
discouragement to courage and confidence? 


By turning to Boston’s greatest natural 
resource — the resource that has always in the 
past carried it through every crisis in its his- 
tory —the inexhaustible natural resource of 
its people — people of courage, good will, and 
enterprise — people of talent, energy, and im- 
agination — men and women who know not 
the meaning of fear, and who have never been 
long deterred by any challenge — the people of 
Boston who have always made this the exciting 
city that it is, by the daring, the boldness, and 
the inventiveness with which they have even- 
tually met and conquered every challenge. 


Yes, ladies and gentlemen, the great im- 
provement in the health of Boston’s body 
politic, and in the dynamism of its spirit, has 
come about through the inspiring demonstra- 
tion, during the last three years, of the creative 
possibilities inherent in the unselfish union of 
citizen efforts — of the vast accomplishments 
which can be achieved through the enthusiastic, 
unstinting, nonpartisan cooperation of people 
planning with people — of people working with 
people — for the common good of Boston and 
all of its people. 

Housewife and teacher — tradesman and 
lawyer — businessman and artisan— we owe 
them all a great and permanent debt, for all they 
have done and helped us also to perform. 


OUR TAX OUTLOOK 
In surveying the prospects for the year, 
paramount in the minds of many citizens is the 
question of our 1963 tax rate. 
The real estate tax rate will always depend 
first, on what we can do locally to create new 
valuations and effect internal economies, and 
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second, on what the state will finally do to 
relieve local real estate from some of its un- 
necessary burdens. 

However much we may accomplish in the 
first direction, no truly substantial tax reduction 
ean be achieved until we make real progress in 
the second direction. 

On the local level, no matter how high our 
January hopes, our good intentions are at best 
an informed estimate of what we can actually 
do in June. 

Such estimate must take into consideration 
built-in increases in anticipated expenditures and 
known decreases in revenues formerly enjoyed, 
while at the same time being limited to more or 
less hopeful speculation as to increased revenues 
and reimbursement from state sources. 


On the debit side, so to speak, we have 
the known loss in valuations resulting from 
takings by the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, amounting to some 15 million 
dollars, and takings by the Boston Rede= 
velopment Authority. While these takings 
are made in the public interest, and will 
eventually result in greater substituted tax 
revenues for the city, the temporary loss in 
revenues is immediate and substantial. 
We also have the continuing trend of acqui= 
sitions of previously taxable property by 
tax-exempt institutions, averaging 3 mil= 
lion dollars a year. This is a serious and 
growing problem which requires intensified 
study in the interest of all citizens. 


In addition, we have the built-in increases in 
pension costs, Blue Cross and Blue Shield ex- 
penses, and School Department costs, and some 
unavoidable increases in Departmental Appro- 
priations. It is also anticipated that MDC 
assessments will rise. If, as I hope and intend, 
the Jacobs compensation and classification plan 
for city employees is put into effect, this will cost 


~ 
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an additional 2 million dollars. Similarly, if, as 
I expect, substantial pay increases are granted 
to our uniformed forces, another 2 million dollars 
will be required. Without taking into account 
rising costs of public assistance, these items 
alone total more than 9 million dollars, and if 
not offset would require a tax rate increase ‘of 
about 6 dollars per thousand. 


On the other hand, our financial house 
is in good order, and we look forward to 
decreases in debt and interest costs, to 
substantial savings in the Police Depart= 
ment, and to increased hospital revenues. 
Our MTA assessment will fortunately be 
reduced, and 1963 will show the first sig= 
nificant increase in revenues from new 
construction. 


Looking at the entire picture cautiously 
but hopefully, there is a very good chance that 
I will be able to announce, this coming June, 
the fourth successive tax reduction since 1959, 
and in an amount which may be greater than 
the first three combined. 


STATE MUST AID 


There are two things on which all 
citizens are agreed, regardless of party 
persuasion or economic philosophy: 

First, that the state must furnish sub= 
stantial relief to the cities and towns, to 
the extent of at least 100 million dollars. 


Second, that we must do more for edu= 
cation on the local scene. 


Everybody agrees about these matters, but, 
as in the case of the weather, no one seems to do 
anything about them. 

A way appears in which both objectives can 
be accomplished, to the satisfaction and with 
the support of all citizens concerned. 
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I refer to a limited tax on sales with the 
proceeds exclusively devoted to educational pur- 
poses in the cities and towns. 

It is difficult to exaggerate the local need 
for tax relief for real estate. It is also difficult to 
exaggerate the local need of increased educa- 
tional facilities and the pressure for improved 
standards of compensation for teachers. As 
matters stand, the pressure of each results in 
further burdens on real estate, without ade- 
quate satisfaction of educational needs. 

In the City of Boston, for example, School 
Department expenditures will amount to nearly 
40 million dollars in 1963, or about 28 dollars 
in our tax rate. Every increase in this appro- 
priation, no matter how necessary, defeats our 
efforts to minimize the real estate tax rate. If 
financial urgency dictates elimination or post- 
ponement of otherwise desirable educational 
appropriations, we almost certainly risk harm to 
our educational system and resources. 


ACTION NEEDED NOW 


The situation of the City of Boston in this 
respect does not differ, fundamentally, from that 
of the other cities and towns. 

A limited sales tax for local educational pur- 
poses would solve both problems: The proceeds 
would permit an immediate substantial reduc- 
tion in local tax rates, and our expanding local 
economy would provide, I am confident, a 
gradually but constantly increasing source of 
funds for our expanding educational needs. 


The important thing, I submit, is that 
the time for action by the state is now. 
There is no time for further studies and 
reports. Fortunately, there is no need for 
further studies and reports. 

I have the most complete confidence 
that all citizens will support legislation 
which has as its dual purpose the provi= 
sion of funds for education of our children 
and the reduction of local tax rates. 
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FISCAL HIGHLIGHTS 


Once again I am glad to report good progress 
by the city in the field of its fiscal affairs: 

Budget: As compared with 1959, the com- 
bined 1962 city and county budgets have hardly 
varied, despite the fact that we have had to 
absorb more than 6 million dollars ($6,196,201) 
in increases in wages, holiday pay, health in- 
surance, pension costs, and other fringe benefits. 
Indeed, were it not for increases in the County 
budget over which the Mayor and Council have 
minimal control, the 1962 budget would show 
an actual decrease from 1959. 


Our success in this regard is principally 
due to careful adherence to the ‘‘No Hire — 
No Fire’’ policy with regard to city employ= 
ment, under which we have succeeded, 
since January, 1960, in eliminating 1,063 
permanent positions, 1,038 of which were 
in departments under the Mayor’s direct 
control, and only 25 of which were in city 
and county departments not so controlled. 


It is estimated that faithful adherence to 
the ‘‘no hire — no fire”’ policy has enabled us 
to save nearly four and one-half million dollars 
annually in the city’s budget. 

Our budgetary success rests also, however, 
on the care with which our department heads 
have managed to get the most out of each dollar, 
by rendering increased services at less than 
previous costs. 

The numerous activities of our Public 
Works Department, for example, were carried 
out in 1962 at a cost which was 570,000 dollars 
($570,572) less than in 1959, and I am firm in my 
belief that the performance of the Public Works 
Department this past year was the most out- 
standing in a decade. 


PURCHASE ECONOMIES 


The Purchasing Division continues to find 
new and fertile fields for cost-cutting. The dual 
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policies of unrestricted ‘‘open door’ bidding 
and bulk buying have resulted in savings of as 
much as 50 per cent from former prices, espe- 
cially in the areas of medical, hospital, and food 
supplies. 

In these connections, it is interesting to 
note that since April 5, 1962, when the Legisla- 
ture returned budgetary and other control over 
the Boston Police Department to the City of 
Boston, the Police Department has been able 
to reduce its permanent staff by 138 positions, 
and that the Purchasing Department has been 
able to effect startling savings in prices, as com- 
pared with prior Police Department purchase 
prices. 

For example, raincoats formerly costing $12 
each have been furnished for $8.59; tire chains 
costing $7.15 have been bought for $4.53; 
lubricating oil with a previous cost of 83 cents 
a gallon, now costs 56 cents a gallon, and certain 
breathing apparatus formerly rented at an annual 
rental cost of $54 is now bought outright for $49. 

Our ability to make such quick and 
substantial savings in costs of manpower 
and supplies in the Police Department cer= 
tainly confirms the representations made 
by us to the Legislature that budgetary 
control of that department should be re= 
turned to the city. 

I may add, in this connection, that it is the 
policy of the Mayor’s Office essentially to leave 
the internal affairs of the Police Department in 
the capable hands of its commissioner, who has 
already taken steps to implement the Tamm 
report and whose forward strides in police 
management and reorganization have been 
widely and favorably noted. 


COLLECTIONS UP 
Collections: I am also able to report that 
1962 also showed improvement in every area of 
collection of sums due the city for taxes and 
services. 
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Each year since 1959 has shown an im= 
provement in the percentage of real estate 
and personal property taxes collected for 
the current year. Part of the 1962 record 
results from our improved billing pro= 
cedures, which enabled us to send out all 
real estate tax bills one month earlier than 
in 1961, and two months earlier than in 
1960. This in turn has reduced the neces= 
sity for temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes, with resulting savings in interest 
paid. 


Motor vehicle excise collections increased 
2,400,000 dollars over 1960, and with im- 
proved methods and cooperation from the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles we look forward soon to 
becoming fully current in billing for this excise. 


In the matter of collection and foreclosure 
of tax titles, 1962 was a banner year. The total 
collected in cash or in the book value of fore- 
closed properties was nearly 3 million 150 
thousand dollars ($3,144,688), or almost double 
the total realized in 1959. Of this amount, 
more than $2,230,000, or 71 per cent was in 
cash, whereas the amount of cash collected in 
this manner in 1959 was less than 33 per cent 
of the total realized. The strict, uniform and 
impartial policies followed by the Law Depart- 
ment during the last three years have thus been 
successful in two important respects: they have 
not only brought in more dollars in total, but 
have saved the city further incidental expenses 
by proportionately reducing the number of prop- 
erties which the city has been forced to take 
over in satisfaction of these tax obligations. 


In turn, cash collected from rentals of fore- 
closed property have increased 19 per cent over 
1959, and cash realized from sales of foreclosed 
property increased to nearly 650,000 thousand 
dollars ($646,450) in 1362, or more than four 
and one-half times the sum realized in 1959 
from this source. 
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Collections both of fees and rentals from 
parking facilities likewise showed a progressive 
trend in 1962. 


DEBT GOES DOWN 


Debt, Interest Costs and Credit: 1962 
saw further important reductions in the city’s 
permanent debt, with a result that the city’s 
net debt has been decreased almost 7,814,000 
dollars since 1959 — or more than 7% per cent — 
while the city’s gross debt went down in the 
same period by 18,065,000 dollars, or more than 
114 per cent. 


Temporary loans issued in 1962, in the 
amount of 25 million dollars, were the 
lowest in amount since 1947. Such loans, 
which were as high as 90 million dollars in 
1957, still amounted to 55 million dollars 
in 1959, but have been successively reduced 
by 10 million dollars each year since 1959. 


The resulting cost of interest has not only 
been correspondingly decreased, but in 1962 
was more than offset by interest received by 
the city from temporary investments of surplus 
city funds in United States obligations. 

This illustrates the salutary effect of legis- 
lation which the city succeeded in obtaining in 
1960. Prior to 1960, if the city had surplus 
funds remaining on hand from time to time after 
redemption of temporary loans, it was never- 
theless forbidden to invest such funds in income- 
bearing securities, but was forced to hold the 
same in cash. Since 1960, the city has been 
permitted to invest such surplus funds in treasury 
bills. Income received from such investment of 
1962 surplus funds amounted to more than 
213,000 dollars, or more than 36,000 dollars in 
excess of the entire cost of interest on 1962 
temporary loans, which was only 176,000 dollars, 
as compared with $1,403,000 dollars, as recently 
as 1957. 
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1962 also marked a further improvement 
in the city’s financial credit. The acid test of 
our credit is always determined by the rate of 
interest we have to pay on our permanent bor- 
rowings. That our credit has steadily improved 
in the financial community is forcefully demon- 
strated by the fact that in each year since 1959, 
we have been called upon to pay a decreased rate 
of interest. 


In 1959, the net interest rate to the city 
was 3.83 per cent—in 1960, it was 3.46 per 
cent and 3.38 per cent. In 1961, it was 3.14 
per cent, but on October 24, 1962, it was only 
2.71 per cent — lower by a full percentage point 
than in 1959 — and the lowest rate enjoyed by 
the city since 1956. 


DEPARTMENTAL ADVANCES 


Time does not permit a report, however 
brief, of all departmental accomplishments. A 
few highlights are, however of special interest. 

If statistics are a test, then the reorganiza- 
tion of the Assessing Department and its adop- 
tion of uniform assessing standards have been 
successful, as judged by the fact that average 
abatements decreased by more than 50 per cent 
in the last three-year period, dropping from an 
average of $12,515,000 in 1957-1959, to an 
average of $6,189,000 in 1960-1962. Moreover, 
the number of applications for abatement fell 
945 from 1961, and 2,196 from 1959 — a reduc- 
tion of 28% per cent since 1959. 


CONSTRUCTION DOUBLED 


The Building Department reports that new 
construction permits more than doubled in 1962, 
from 37 million dollars in 1961 to nearly 79 
million dollars as of December first. Taxable 
construction and alterations almost exactly 
doubled from 1961, and represented more than 
two thirds of the total. 
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The Public Works Department reports that 
1962 highway reconstruction increased almost 
50 per cent over 1961 and increased more than 
210 per cent over 1959. It also reports that 
equipment modernization continued in 1962 by 
the replacement of approximately 75 pieces of 
major streetcleaning and snow-fighting equip- 
ment. 


URBAN PLAN TOPS 


By far the major accomplishment of the past 
year — indeed, of the past three years — has 
been our performance in the fields of redevelop- 
ment and rehabilitation. 

In this respect, I believe that Boston has 
the most outstanding, the soundest, and the 
most creative urban renewal program in the 
United States, if not in the entire world. 

I congratulate the members of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, the Development Ad- 
ministrator, and you, the Honorable Members 
of the Boston City Council, on the industry, 
intelligence, and energy which have attended 
your efforts in this vastly important field. 


The purpose of this program is not 
merely to improve the shelter and facilities 
of our inhabitants, but to add to their en= 
joyment of life itself, by adding to the social 
and aesthetic amenities of their environ= 
ment. 


But the key to the program — and the 
foundation of its success — is and will re= 
main the concept of planning with the 
people, and for the people, and according 
to the people’s own enlightened desires. 


Moreover, the program is highlighted by 
these three advanced fundamentals of policy: 
early acquisition, to prevent irreparable eco- 
nomic injury to those displaced; reimbursement 
of relocation costs, for those displaced; and, 
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most important, a stepped-up program to pro- 
vide, in advance, adequate, low-cost residential 
facilities for families unavoidably relocated. 


To every program, no matter how well 
conceived, there will always be voices of 
dissent, however misinformed or insincerely 
influenced. We shall of course do nothing 
to prevent or suppress dissent, because we 
know, that through the democratic process 
of public hearing and testimony, no urban 
renewal program has had or will have your 
approval unless it is plainly in the public 
interest and for the public benefit and has 
the informed support of the public at large. 


I think that in the future years, you and I 
will derive the greatest satisfaction from such 
projects as the Washington Park Urban Re- 
newal Plan — which will involve the gradual 
transition of an entire area of our city from a 
condition of increasing blight to a condition of 
constantly increasing pride in citizenship in 
Boston. Planning with the people themselves, 
the redeveloped area will provide better homes, 
better schools, better neighborhood facilities for 
those very people, and within their means. 

Similar projects, involving advance construc- 
tion of privately-financed attractive low-cost re- 
location housing are planned for Charlestown 
and other areas of the city — but always, in 
consultation and planning with the people af- 
fected. 

Other plans, are in process for other districts, 
such as the South Cove, the South End, t 
Central Business District, the North Terminal 
area, the Waterfront and others. Indeed, there 
is hardly a section of the city that is or will 
remain untouched by the beneficial effects of 
rehabilitation, redevelopment, and renewal. 

Examples already exist—-and soon will 
abound — of the favorable results to the city 
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from the union of initiative, enterprise, and co- 
operation which has created a new spirit in 
Boston. 

Just a few years ago, and because of many 
technical difficulties, it seemed that the hopeful 
plans for the Prudential Center would never get 
off the boards. Nevertheless, thanks to the 
determined cooperation of numerous public and 
private agencies, we today can see the Pru- 
dential Tower reaching skyward. 

Just a few years ago, it seemed that the 
Charles River Apartment Project would never 
get off the ground. Yet today, the first two 
units in that project are completed and rented, 
and two more are under construction — further 
evidence of the vitality of the city. 


PRIVATE CONSTRUCTION 

Numerous other  privately=financed 
buildings are under construction through-= 
out the city, adding perceptibly to our tax= 
able property. 

Just last month the White Fund Trus= 
tees received first payment of rent on 
Tremont Street property which had been 
untenanted for more than half a decade, 
but which now not only is productive of 
income to the White Fund but has also 
been restored to the city’s tax rolls, as the 
site of a new 25=story apartment and 
specialty=shop building. 

Construction is expected in 1963 of the 
new British=sponsored building on Pearl 
street. 


These are examples of private construction 
that have been stimulated by the new spirit in 
Boston. As our plans proceed, we can look 
forward with confidence to additional private 
construction running into the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in the next decade. 
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Our new Municipal Auditorium and Con- 
vention Hall will be well under construction in 
1963. Already 26 national groups have selected 
this building for future conventions. 

At the same time, 1963 will see the start of 
construction, in our great new government 
center, of a new federal building, a new state 
office building, and a new city hall—each a 
source of permanent architectural pride and a 
monument to the people of Boston. 


BOSTON WANTS BEST 


Boston has a special character, a special 
spirit, a special pride. [t always will. 
Bostonians know it, and nonBostonians 
acknowledge it. I think they also envy it. 

Boston has great universities, great 
hospitals, great museums, and a great 
symphony orchestra. Boston is also unique 
among large cities— as recently noted — 
in having no racial violence, little juvenile 
gang warfare, and little teenage narcotics 
traffic. 

Boston has a special tradition and a 
special character because it has special 
people. 

These people — regardless of race, re= 
ligion, economic background, or party af= 
filiation —want what’s best for Boston. 
They believe in the programs that have 
come before you. They are grateful to you 
for speeding these programs on their way. 

But they are as watchful as they are 
hopeful. This year, there will come before 
your Honorable Body numerous new and 
necessary proposals. These proposals have 
been carefully planned and worked out with 
the people themselves — otherwise they 
would not be permitted to come before 
you. 

Neither you nor I can permit any harm 
or delay to befall these great proposals — 
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nor to let them sink into the graveyard of 
indifference and indecision, or into the mire 
and morass of petty or personal politics — 
lest we incur the people’s censure or dis= 
approval. I am confident that you and I 
share our citizens’ concern, and will not 
disappoint them in their plans and hopes 
for our beloved city. 

As the new municipal year begins, we 
pray once more to Almighty God for guid= 
ance and inspiration, and devoutly express 
our gratitude for the efficacy of our prayers 
during the past three years.

ANNUAL REPORT

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the ninth annual report 
of the Administrative Services Department for the 
year commencing January 1, 1962, and ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1962. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Serv- 
ices Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is the Chairman of said Board, an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets, an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel, an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent, and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 
Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nances, it is the duty of the Board, and more especially 
of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
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respect to the organization, activities, policies, and pro- 
cedures of all departments, boards, and officers of the 
city government, so that the administration thereof 
shall be economical and efficient. 

The following Board membership changes took place 
during the year because of transfers, promotions, or 
new appointments: 

Appointment of Henry T. Brennan as Supervisor of Budg- 
ets on January 10, 1962, vice John T. Leonard, who 
transferred to the Auditing Department as a Principal 


Budget Analyst in a permanent capacity and who was ap- 
pointed on the same day as Temporary City Auditor. 


Transfer of Joseph P. Lally from City Auditor, from 
which position he was granted a leave of absence to accept 
the position as Deputy Superintendent of Finance in the 
Hospital Department, on January 10, 1962. 


The above resulted in the Board losing the services 
temporarily of Joseph P. Lally and acquiring the services 
of a new Supervisor of Budgets, Henry T. Brennan, 
while retaining the services of John T. Leonard, who, 
by virtue of his office as Temporary City Auditor, re- 
mained as a member of the Board. 


The city and this Board were most fortunate, through 
your selection, in securing another competent and ca- 
pable official to serve both as member of the Board and 
as Supervisor of Budgets. Mr. Brennan, who attended 
Boston College and Boston College Law School, has had 
extensive experience in the fields of budgeting and 
auditing, having been engaged for a period of 16 years 
as an auditor of city and town accounts in the State 
Department of Corporations and Taxation. We are 
certain that his experience and training in these areas, 
in addition to his training in the legal profession, will 
prove most beneficial to the Board and to the over-all 
operations of the department. We are pleased to have 
such a qualified and competent civil servant associated 
with us. 


The practice of holding formal meetings of the Board 
was discontinued temporarily during the past year for 
the reason that several plans for the expansion and 
reorganization of the department had not been finalized 
to a point where it would be possible to submit clear 
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and definite programs for consideration of the full 
Board. At a formal meeting of the Board, held in 
January last, the Director furnished Board members 
with a notice to the effect that a reorganization study 
of the department was in progress and suggested that 
every courtesy and complete cooperation be extended 
to those undertaking the study. During the course of 
the year many conferences were held with heads of the 
divisions involved with the Director present. This 
study, to which reference is made, has not been com- 
pleted to the present time due to several factors which 
interrupted and delayed progress in the development of 
the over-all picture. 

The Jacobs Classification and Salary Survey for City 
and County Employees, which has been in progress 
since May to the end of the year, has tended to retard 
definite action on the reorganizational structure of the 
department, the results of which may throw a different 
light on previous and present planning. The results of 
this survey have not been accepted or approved to the 
present time. 

The establishment of an Organization and Methods 
Section within the Administrative Services Division, 
which has been under consideration for several years 
under previous and present Administrative Services 
Boards, has been explored and reviewed by the Reor- 
ganization Committee, but nothing has been resolved 
in the way of a definite recommendation on this issue 
to date. However, a systems and organizations man 
has been assigned to the department to implement the 
various departmental organizations and systems studies 
which are being conducted in several departments to 
improve efficiency in operations. This consultant 1s 
under contract with the Boston Government Center 
Commission, which agency was established by the 
Legislature to provide for the construction of a new 
City Hall and for the equipping and furnishing of same. 
His studies are still in the planning and exploratory 
stage, as are the plans for a new City Hall, and, until 
such time as definite recommendations are prepared for 
submission to this Board, no formal action by the Board 
is required or necessary. 
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REVENUE ACCOUNTING DATA PROCESSING 


Becker and Becker Associates of New York, who con- 
ducted a space study for the Government Center Com- 
mission in connection with the erection of the new City 
Hall, recommended in August of 1959 that a Central 
Electronic Data Processing Unit be established under 
the control of the Administrative Services Department, 
which would operate as a ‘Service Bureau’ for the 
using departments. This recommendation, with which 
the Government Center Commission concurred, in- 
volves the consolidation of all data processing and bill- 
ing operations at one location. While it is not antici- 
pated that the data-processing operations of the various 
departments will be fully integrated at the outset, cen- 
tralization, however, will permit eventual functional 
integration if desired. In addition, centralization will 
permit consolidation of special power, air-conditioning, 
and floor-loading requirements in the new City Hall. 


It is reasonable to expect the use of electronic data- 
processing equipment to increase in the future. The 
old City Planning Board, now associated with the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority, for example, sub- 
mitted a report back in 1959 outlining the benefits it 
would derive from adapting data-processing techniques 
to the performance of some of its duties. Several other 
departments have indicated a desire to apply these 
techniques to their own work. 


We have been heavily engaged in planning and de- 
veloping new and improved methods and systems for 
performing certain of the city’s revenue accounting, 
billing, and collecting functions. The objectives of the 
program are and continue to be as follows: 


1. To increase the yield from existing revenue sources by 
improved control and by reducing interest paid on 
short-term borrowing; and, 

2. To achieve gradual cost reduction through improved 
procedures and mechanization. 


The principal features of the program, which is de- 
signed to achieve the above ends, are: 


1. Considerable changes in the functions of some of the 
clerical personnel in the Assessing Department, brought 
about by changes in the record-keeping system and files. 
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2. Changes in the method of commitment sheet listings 
from alphabetic, in the case of real estate, to a parcel 
number type of control. 


3. Use of punched card source documents for the prepa- 
ration of poll tax bills and commitments. 


4. With respect to sewer and water billing, the use of 
typical punched card utility billing approaches, with 
apparent substantial clerical cost savings once the 
conversion and transition periods have been completed. 


5. In connection with all tax billing and with water and 
sewer billing, the use of a punched card bill which 
will eventually free personnel from the tasks of manual 
posting by permitting mechanical cash posting by 
machine. 


As the program planning was developed during 1962, 
it became apparent that it could not be developed and 
implemented fully during the year, due to the fact that 
rather extensive changes in existing methods of opera- 
tion would be required for the total development of an 
integrated system. Hence, a partial implementation in 
1962 was agreed upon, with continued expansion 
through 1963 and a target date of 1964 for complete 
implementation. It was further agreed that, since the 
work on water and sewer charge billing was farthest 
along, these two functions should be initiated during 
the last quarter of 1962 and the first quarter of 1963. 


Accordingly, space was made ready on the fourth 
floor of City Hall Annex, and, in October, equipment 
was delivered. Since that time the master accounting 
files for water service and sewer use, some 120,000 items, 
have been converted to punched cards, and the meter 
reading information has been keypunched, in prepara- 
tion for water billing in the first quarter of 1963. In 
addition, the sewer use charge assessment for 1963 has 
been prepared, and commitments and bills are presently 
being completed. 

During 1963 the Data-Processing Unit will be con- 
cerned with the conversion of the files used for the 
preparation of the Police and Voting Lists, and will 
prepare, with the concurrence of the Assessor, the poll 
tax bills and commitments, and will begin the conver- 
sion of the city’s real estate billing files, subsequent to 
the 1963 real estate tax billings. 
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In addition, we have been actively concerned with the 
development of data-processing requirements for other 
agencies which will be occupying space within the new 
City Hall. Listings of equipment are being prepared 
for the use of the Government Center Commission and 
the architects, who will shortly be reviewing the layouts 
and arrangements recommended for the building. 


Appropriations for the Data-Processing Unit for 1962 
were $52,000, based on a relatively short period of 
operation. For 1963 the sum of $258,000 is being re- 
quested, and is based on a full year with a complete 
staff. It is anticipated that this sum, of which $115,000 
is for personnel, will be adequate for the completion of 
the program as it is now defined, although nonpersonnel 
items may be required to improve processing methods. 


An informal meeting was held early in the year to 
acquaint Board members with data-processing plans, 
and, in order to expedite the operation, the staff re- 
quired to initiate the system were placed on the payroll 
of the Administrative Division rather than creating a 
new division at this time. It is planned, however, to 
create a unit in the early part of 1963 to centralize con- 
trol and segregate costs of operations. 


It remains our belief that substantial reductions in 
clerical costs will be made through attrition, although 
these reductions are not the major justification for the 
program. It is reasonable to suppose that, as soon as 
the necessary changes in method have been made, it 
will be possible to shift employees to other work, per- 
haps even to other departments of the city. 


More importantly, in addition to the routine data- 
processing functions presently being performed or being 
proposed, this installation will provide the type of serv- 
ice capability to other city departments which is pres- 
ently a requirement for effective nae of a 
modern city government. 


GROUP LIFE AND HEALTH INSURANCE 


In conjunction with the acceptance of Chapter 32B, 
exclusive of Sections 9A and 114A, of the General Laws, 
which concerns contributory group general or blanket 
insurance for persons in the service of the city and their 
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dependents, a committee of five, representing various 
city organizations, was appointed by you to review the 
various plans available and make recommendations as 
to their findings. As a result of both actions, a life- 
health insurance plan, considered to be one of the finest 
and most attractive available in the Commonwealth, 
with the city sharing one half of the total cost, was 
placed in effect on August 1. 

In order to place the selected plan in effect at the 
earliest possible date, it was necessary to implement the 
staff of the Administrative Division with two additional 
employees — one at the outset, and an additional em- 
ployee later in the year. It is difficult to ascertain at 
this time just how many employees will be required to 
handle operations in the future, and, rather than estab- 
lishing a new division for this specific purpose, it was 
deemed desirable and advisable to absorb the expense 
within a division already established. 

Since the inception of the plan only five months ago, 
16,500 employees have been enrolled with payments for 
hospitalization totaling in the vicinity of $700,000. In 
addition, thirty death claims have been processed in 
the amount of $2,000 each in the same period of time, 
while accidental death payments, under the double 
indemnity clause, in the amount of $4,000 each, were 
paid to beneficiaries in four of these cases. 


When one considers that total payments for hospital- 
ization and deaths amounted to over $771,000 in a five- 
month period, it is quite clear that your action in ini- 
tiating this program has not only been a godsend for 
the many employees and families of the employees in- 
volved but it has contributed substantially to the 
security and morale of all employees who are enrolled 
in this wonderful program. The indications are that, 
as time goes on, the work load in administering the 
program will increase and expand. When the present 
contract expires and negotiations are under way for re- 
newal of the existing contract, in all probability new 
types of plans may be available, and, in accordance with 
your wishes, we shall again endeavor to procure the 
best type of plan obtainable at the lowest cost to both 
the employee and the city government. 
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We will continue our studies in several other areas of 
administration with a view to applying modern methods 
and techniques to our daily operations. We are hopeful 
that sometime prior to our moving to the new City 
Hall, we will have explored every avenue of adminis- 
trative planning which, as an integral part of municipal 
operations, has been recognized only in very recent 
years and by a relatively small number of cities. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


This division, which has been functioning since its in- 
ception with limited personnel, has been handling many 
phases of municipal administration in various fields 
and has been the key division in carrying out a major 
portion of administration policies emanating from the 
Director. During the past year some thirty-five direc- 
tives and/or memoranda were issued concerning various 
administrative subjects, namely:

SPECIAL MEMORANDA

In reviewing the above directives or memoranda, cer- 
tain subjects or issues which are not of a routine nature 
are referred to below in a more detailed form. 


In Directive No. 1 it was announced that a new form 
(General Form 69) had been established to tighten con- 
trol over the filling of permanent vacancies caused by 
promotion, transfer, resignation, retirement, or death. 
It was customary in the past to carry vacancies and 
request appropriations for the monies involved from 
year to year without any logical reason ever being 
given by a department head. In many cases positions 
would be vacant for several years without being filled, 
and the funds involved amounted to a substantial sum 
each year. This policy has been discontinued, and 
department heads at the present time and in the future 
will have to indicate their intentions regarding future 
activation of such vacant positions, thereby minimizing 
personnel costs and resulting in a more accurate picture 
of projected personnel requirements. 


Directive No. 3, which requires that all service orders 
be forwarded to the Supervisor of Budgets prior to 
transmittal to the City Auditor, has resulted in the 
tightening of control over the expenditure of funds for 
various purposes. This new procedure affords the 
Budget Division an opportunity to review such orders 
prior to their being processed by the Auditor to ascer- 
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tain whether or not funds are being spent under the 
correct program and whether or not funds are available 
in a certain program to cover the expenditure involved. 
It serves also as a double check on the expenditure of 
large sums of money and eliminates to a large extent 
embarrassing situations when it is found that monies 
are not available and programs not established for 
specific purposes. 

Directive No. 6, another expenditure or cost control 
procedure, requires approval by the Supervisor of Bud- 
gets before advertising of all work projects for repairs, 
construction or otherwise, involving bids exceeding 
$2,000. This procedure eliminates the possibility of 
departments requesting bids for projects for which they 
have no funds or requesting bids on projects when funds 
they assume available are already encumbered. 


Directive No. 11 concerns the compilation of an up- 
to-date municipal directory, and, although one of the 
employees of this division was engaged in this work for 
several months, he was obliged to interrupt progress 
already made in order to assist the editor of the City 
Record in administrative functions. We hope to revive 
this all-important project soon and are hopeful that a 
new municipal directory with a modern format will be 
published before the end of the year. 


Directive No. 28 concerned legislation enacted during 
1962 pertaining to the definition of employer in the law 
relative to unlawful discrimination. This directive is 
being reprinted for the edification of all concerned.

To Att BoARDS AND OFFICERS OF THE CiTy OF BOSTON AND 
Country OF SUFFOLK 


Chapter 627 of the Acts of 1962 prompts me to call to 
your attention that under Chapter 151B of the General 
Laws, as amended, it is unlawful for you: 


A. Because of the race, color, religious creed, national 
origin, age, or ancestry of any individual, to refuse to 
hire or employ or to bar or to discharge from employ- 
ment such individual or to discriminate against such 
individual in compensation or in terms, conditions, or 
privileges of employment, unless based upon a bona 
fide occupational qualification. 
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B. To print or circulate or cause to be printed or circu- 
lated any statement, advertisement or publication, or 
to use any form of application for employment or to 
make any inquiry or record in connection with em- 
ployment, which expresses, directly or indirectly, any 
limitation, specification, or discrimination as to race, 
color, religious creed, national origin, age, or ancestry 
or any intent to make any such limitation, specifica- 
tion, or discrimination, or to discriminate in any way 
on the ground of race, color, religious creed, national 
origin, age, or ancestry, unless based upon a bona fide 
occupational qualification. 

C. To aid, abet, incite, compel, or coerce the doing of any 
of the foregoing practices, or to attempt to do so; or to 
discharge or expel or otherwise discriminate against 
any person because he has opposed any of the fore- 
going practices or because he has filed a complaint, 
testified, or assisted in any proceeding respecting such 
a practice. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, it is not unlawful to 
inquire of an applicant for employment as to whether or 
not he or she is a veteran or a citizen. 


The Executive Secretary of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination advises me: 


1. That such commission has the sole authority to grant 
exemptions based on a bona fide occupational qualifica- 
tion. 


2. That no person may now be denied employment be- 
cause of age, whether the position is subject to the civil 
service laws or not; and 


3. That by age is meant forty-five to sixty-five years.

The activities of the division, which, in the main, are 
strictly administrative in character, have expanded 
during the past year by the initiation of new functions, 
such as the administration of the health-life insurance 
program and the installation of a data-processing sys- 
tem which, in all probability, may be established as 
separate units at some later date. In addition to the 
routine work of compiling statistical and analytical 
reports concerning the activities of various departments 
and agencies of city government, many functions in the 
field of public relations were either initiated during the 
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year or continued from previous years. A breakdown 
of some of the more important acomplishments of the 
division are submitted below: 


1. A review and survey was condueted in the Building 
Department covering job descriptions of all personnel, 
prior to the time the Jacobs Survey group initiated 
their project. 

2. Assistance was rendered to the Jacobs Survey group 
by a member of the staff on a full-time basis from 
May until the end of the year. 


3. Another member of the staff was engaged in activities 
as a member of the Northeastern Planning Board for 
the programming of the Annual Motor Vehicle Fleet 
Supervisors Course held at the Henderson House, 
Weston, from May 14 to 18. His services have also 
been made available as a lecturer at Northeastern 
University on this particular subject at any time 
requested. 


4. Cooperation was extended to the Boston Traffic and 
Parking Department in their promotion of Public 
Safety Education Week held on Boston Common in 
June. Transcribed radio talks were prepared explain- 
ing the aims and motivations of the city in the build- 
ing of a safe city. 

5. The annual Conferama was organized and held, fea- 
turing Boston’s cultural assets, at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, to which further reference is made later in 
this report. 


6. Monthly meetings of the Public Safety Commission 
were held in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by Chapter 194, 
Acts of 1961. 


7. Services were rendered to the Greater Boston United 
Fund 1963 Campaign, in which a staff member served 
in a dual capacity, namely, as Co-Chairman of the 
City of Boston Employees Campaign and as District 
Director of the City Hall District, General Business 
Division, Commerce and Industry Section. As a 
result of this assistance, a sum of $29,961 was donated 
by city employees as against a sum of $27,904 donated 
during the previous year, while a sum of $10,000 was 
collected from the General Business Division of the 
City Hall District. A commendation for the work 
performed by this staff member was forwarded to you 
by Mr. John 8S. Howe, Chairman of the 1963 United 
Fund Campaign.

10. The handling of all correspondence addressed to the 
Director and/or the Board. 


11. The compilation of annual reports of the department, 
which includes the activities of the Public Safety 
Commission. 


1962 CONFERAMA PRESENTATION 


For the first time since the inception of the annual 
Conferama idea, we veered from the policy of featuring 
subjects closely associated with the operations of munic- 
ipal government and selected a theme of not only 
local significance and interest but national as well. As 
a report is to be published in the near future on the 
actual presentation, we would only like to mention 
here that the 1962 program to date was the most suc- 
cessful and most popular of all. 


Featuring education, entertainment, fine arts, medi- 
cine, music, and sports, with well-known figures in 
each category participating, was an innovation for the 
members of our municipal family and the public gen- 
erally. The time and energy expended by the Director 
and staff of this division in making the arrangements 
necessary for the presentation required several months 
of concentrated effort in procuring the best talent avail- 
able in the fields of art and culture. Out of a total of 
some fifty people contacted by phone, correspondence, 
and/or personal interview, some thirty-six speakers were 
procured. This required a tremendous amount of cor- 
respondence between the speakers and staff members in 
addition to personal calls on each and every speaker for 
briefing on our format of presentation and discussions 
on the various approaches that would be made by the 
various speakers in presenting their remarks. 


In the preparation and printing of the official pro- 
gram; the arranging for the use of the facilities of the 
Museum of Fine Arts; the arranging of catering service 
for the distribution of refreshments during the course of 
the Conferama; the printing of name and subject plac- 
ards for the panel presentations; the handling of public- 
ity; the printing of pamphlets containing information 
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on reading matter pertaining to the subjects being fea- 
tured; the compilation of the official report; and many 
incidental services rendered, we received excellent co- 
operation from employees from the following agencies 
and are exceedingly grateful: Office of the Mayor; 
Printing Section of the Administrative Services De- 
partment; Boston Redevelopment Authority; Library 
Department; and last, but not least, the management 
and employees of the Museum of Fine Arts. 


Your presence and active participation in the open- 
ing hours of proceedings was another innovation wel- 
comed by all present. Your inspiring talk at the open- 
ing of the Conferama, which will be included in the 
report of the proceedings, set the tone for a most enjoy- 
able and successful meeting.

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BUDGET DIVISION 


As is customary in the early part of the year, the 
Budget Division is involved in the. preparation of your 
budget allowances for submission to the City Council 
on the first Monday in February, which is a statutory 
requirment under the provisions of the City Charter as 
amended. 


It was noteworthy that the 1962 budget, as sub- 
mitted, showed a decrease under the previous year of 
slightly more than $2,000,000 for city departments. 
This decrease was offset, to some degree, by the county 
budget’s reflecting an increase of $107,000. It might 
have been possible, however, to ‘“‘hold the line’’ on 
county expenditures if it were not for legislative action 
making it mandatory for the city to increase expendi- 
tures in specific areas of county government. 


The original departmental budget requests, after 
careful study by the Budget Division and in consulta- 
tion with the Director of Administrative Services, under 
your direction, were reduced by $8,134,423. 


The use of ‘Available Funds’’ in 1962 allowed for an 
early announcement of the tax rate, which resulted in 
revenue being available to reduce temporary borrowing 
to $25,000,000. In previous years a supplementary 
budget was submitted to the City Council which de- 
layed the tax rate declaration for many months. 


The subsequent appropriations for snow removal, 
down payments on loans authorized, a new health and 
insurance program, and many others were made possi- 
ble by the appropriating of available funds. These 
appropriations exceeded, in the aggregate, more than 
$1,500,000. 


The experience of the budget analysts with the de- 
partments and their activities has resulted in a marked 
increase in cooperation between all concerned. A fur- 
ther benefit derived by the city from this closer unity 
has been the acceptance by the departments of the 
recommendations for savings suggested by the Budget 
Division. 
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Emphasis was stressed on revenue due the city from 
all activities, resulting in a substantial increase in in- 
come in the City Treasury for 1962 over previous years. 
With a declining tax base due to loss of valuation by 
urban renewal projects, and the extension of the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike into downtown Boston, these in- 
creased revenues will be a tremendous aid to stabilize 
the financial structure of the city. 

It can be anticipated that with the acceptance of a 
new personnel survey during 1963 expenditures for per- 
sonal services will rise, with a resultant upward trend 
in personnel costs. 

It has been most encouraging to note, however, that 
as a result of the economic and businesslike manner in 
which budgetary matters have been handled under your 
direction, the image of Boston has risen to new heights. 
The Budget Division is proud to be playing such an 
important roll in your ambitious and progressive pro- 
gram. 

It is hoped that through constant surveillance and 
more thorough inspections of each and every expendi- 
ture, which policy was improved upon during the past 
year in various categories, it should be possible to con- 
tinue to render maximum services at a minimum cost. 
This is and has been our goal and, with stricter observ- 
ance during the course of the current year to all areas of 
disbursements and collections, we are certain that the 
results will reflect favorably upon the future of our city 
and our municipal plant. 


COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


This division has been serving a most useful purpose 
in the adjudicating of complaints registered by the 
public for various reasons. It has been and shall con- 
tinue to be our policy to treat the public with every 
courtesy regardless of how serious or minor a com- 
plaint may be. 

The number and variety of complaints registered con- 
cerning the unsanitary conditions of streets and alleys 
have been decreasing considerably during the past few 
years due primarily to your establishment of the Office 
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of Neighborhood Improvement within the structure of 
the Mayor’s office staff. However, we still receive a 
great many complaints and requests for more adequate 
lighting and complaints of a routine nature, many of 
which are now registered in person because of the prox- 
imity of the office to the street. 

The investigation and processing of complaints has 
been speeded up to a large degree by the excellent co- 
operation received from the departments involved, more 
especially the Police, Fire, Building, Public Works, 
Parks and Recreation, Health, Traffic, and Civil De- 
fense agencies. Your Office of Neighborhood Improve- 
ment and certain divisions of the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority have been most helpful in providing 
information and aid concerning proposed urban renewal 
programs, plans for redeveloping and rehabilitating cer- 
tain districts, and in educating certain segments of the 
population in the rudiments of keeping a city clean and 
improving neighborhood surroundings. 


From a public relations standpoint this division has 
been serving another useful purpose by supplying in- 
formation to tourists concerning every type of inquiry 
pertaining to our historical past and by offering sug- 
gestions regarding facilities available for lodgings, din- 
ing, sports and recreation, hospitalization, education, 
etc. This particular phase of operations has proven to 
be most interesting and challenging, and, with the 
cooperation of our own Public Library, the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, and several other pri- 
vate and state organizations, we have been able to pro- 
vide this service with little or no cost to the city govern- 
ment. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The year 1962 brought increased activities in the 
various programs administered by the Personnel Divi- 
sion. 

The facilities of our statistical information function 
have been steadily improved, and we are better able to 
provide considerable data whenever requested by many 
agencies from all over the country. 
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The pre-employment and health medical program is 
operating on a more efficient basis due to the assign- 
ment of a physician from the City Hospital on a full- 
time basis. 


A contract was made with J. L. Jacobs & Company 
of Chicago, for a review of the Compensation and Classi- 
fication Plan for the City of Boston and County of 
Suffolk. 


This concern made extensive surveys involving ap- 
proximately 8,000 positions, and as a result presented 
recommendations for the establishment of new rules, 
salary schedules, and certain classification changes. 


During the period of the survey the services of the 
employees of the Personnel Division were enlisted to a 
considerable degree in the typing of the many letters 
and forms prepared by the Jacobs & Company repre- 
sentatives for distribution to city and county employees. 
The final results of the survey will be determined early 
in 1963. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 322 of the Acts of 
1962, effective as of April 5, 1962, the appointment of 
the Police Commissioner was placed under your juris- 
diction. As a result, all personnel actions involving 
Police Department employees became subject to ap- 
proval by the Supervisor of Personnel and the Director 
of Administrative Services. 


The records of all these employees, numbering ap- 
proximately 3,000, were permanently installed in the 
files of the Personnel Division, and all personnel re- 
quests submitted by the Police Commissioner are now 
processed by this division before final approval. 


During 1962 there was a gradual leveling off in the 
city working forces. However, an over-all reduction of 
103 was accomplished in the twelve-month period. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


A review of the 1962 purchasing statistics will show a 
continuation of the policies established in 1960 and 1961. 
Substantial savings made by effective procurement of 
supplies and materials during the past year and the 
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previous two years should clearly point out to our tax- 
conscious public the capabilities and recognition of the 
Purchasing Division as a profit-making function of the 
city. The cooperative efforts of the employees of the 
Purchasing Division and the assistance of personnel 
from various departments make such savings possible. 
The policy of the Purchasing Division has been one of 
unrestricted listings of prospective bidders, thereby cre- 
ating greater competition with resulting savings to the 
city. Market trends and new methods to streamline 
operations with using departments are constantly being 
studied and revised in order that buyers can intelli- 
gently discuss and service said departments. Bulk 
buying is the keystone of good purchasing, and con- 
stant attempts are being made to have various depart- 
ments anticipate their future needs in advance to enable 
the Purchasing Division to buy commodities in this 
manner. Policy of ‘‘open door’ bidding brings new and 
valuable sources of supply. 


Since April 5, 1962, when the Police Department 
came under your jurisdiction, substantial savings have 
been made, some of which are listed below:

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On our laboratory and surgical bid, eleven additional 
manufacturers have been added to this bid, which 
means that it is now possible for thousands of items to 
be purchased at the manufacturer’s lowest price which 
were previously purchased through dealers. Parts and 
accessories for anesthesia and inhalation therapy equip- 
ment, previously purchased at a net list price, are now 
being purchased less 18 per cent of list price. Ether, 
formerly purchased at $.676 a can, is now being pur- 
chased at $.52 a can. Flu vaccine, formerly purchased 
at $4.97 per vial, is now purchased for $2.40 per vial. 
On a program which was started in 1960 concerning the 
reclaiming of silver nitrate from X-ray solutions at the 
Boston City Hospital, the cost has been reduced consid- 
erably. As an example, during the year 1961-62 the 
total purchase price of X-Omat solutions was $14,732.08. 
On the 1962-63 bids, the award totaled $9,664.50. The 
purchase of X-ray film in cartons of 500 rather than in 
smaller quantities has made substantial savings. One 
example of this is the cost of 14 x 17 film, which in 1959 
was $.626 as compared to the 1962 price of $.569 each. 
The total amount of film bought in 1962 for this single- 
size film was 200,000, which is 12,500 more than was 
purchased in 1959, thus making the price reduction 
even more significant. 


Another example of the constant search by buyers for 
new products to be used by city departments is the dis- 
covery of a product to replace skim milk, which re- 
sulted in a saving of approximately 25 per cent without 
any nutritive loss. In the case of ice cream, a saving of 
approximately 10 per cent has been realized by solicit- 
ing new bidders. In the purchase of beef hearts used 
by the Boston City Hospital for research, a savings of 
approximately 25 per cent has been made. 


A routine function of this office is the continual 
checking of specifications to determine if the city is 
getting the desired product at the lowest price. For 
example, the specifications for tea and coffee were modi- 
fied after a careful check, and costs were lowered ap- 
proximately 10 per cent without any sacrifice in quality. 
As a result of changing our method of purchasing Ford 
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replacement parts, a contract was initiated at a saving 
to the city of approximately 13 per cent over prices pre- 
viously paid. 


Approximately 2,500,000 cubic feet of liquid oxygen, 
formerly purchased for the Boston City Hospital at a 
price of $.50 per cubic foot, is now being purchased at 
$.40 per cubic foot. The approximate saving on this 
item alone is $2,500 as a result of soliciting new vendors. 
An original offer for floor maintainers was made to the 
Boston City Hospital at a price of $3,267.73, but after 
solicitation of additional bidders and public opening of 
bids by the Purchasing Division they were purchased at 
a price of $2,717.90. As a result of closer inventory 
control, savings of approximately 20 per cent to 25 per 
cent have been realized on purchases of bituminous 
products and cement, and savings of 15 per cent to 20 
per cent on cemetery supplies. Price on loam and ferti- 
lizer has been reduced from 10 per cent to 15 per cent. 


As a result of research and coordination with the 
University of Massachusetts and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture a radical change resulted in our 
specifications used in previous years. Additional bids 
were received from leading national growers and sup- 
pliers, resulting in a savings of approximately 20 per 
cent of our cost. By consolidation of bids and stock 
piling of lumber, savings in the amount of 15 per cent 
were realized when we obtained direct bids from New 
England mills. As a result of an appreciable reduction 
in the volumes of hardware and paint products, a sav- 
ings of approximately 20 per cent has been realized. 


Once again a repeat of what was said in our 1960 an- 
nual report appears to be in order: 


“The Purchasing Division is at present operating 
on a limited basis and until the legislature and 
community as a whole realize that funds are lost 
by not functioning as a central purchasing division, 
that is, purchasing supplies, materials, and equip- 
ment for all departments whose budgets are appro- 
priated from the tax dollar, savings will only be of 
a limited nature.” 
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SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The establishment of this unit in 1954 to centralize 
recordings, distributions, and disposals of surplus prop- 
erty has proven to be another important function of 
municipal operations. The results to date have been 
most gratifying in every respect, and the adoption of 
procedures in reporting, transferring, storing, and dis- 
posing of surplus property in a businesslike manner 
was a worth-while move. 


Prior to the establishment of this unit it was custom- 
ary for many departments to retain surplus property 
over a long period of time without giving any consider- 
ation to whether or not such property could be used 
elsewhere or disposed of while it had some intrinsic 
value. When the unit was established it was found 
that many items declared as surplus in one department 
could be used to advantage by another department or 
departments, thereby obviating the necessity for in- 
cluding such items in annual or supplementary budgets. 


At the present time every channel of disposal within 
city departments is explored before any item is stored 
or disposed of by sale. For example, during the past 
year, some 125 requests were made by various depart- 
ments for desks, chairs, filing cabinets, tables, and 
other office furniture, and we were successful in honoring 
a majority of these requests by delivering surplus and 
serviceable equipment which we had stored in the depot 
established in the laundry building on Dover Street. 
When we were unable to furnish some specific type of 
furniture or equipment, a visit was made by a repre- 
sentative of the unit to the Massachusetts Surplus 
Property Depot in Taunton, Massachusetts, where, in 
most cases, we were successful in securing the item or 
items requested. 


Surplus property classified as ‘‘junk’”’ was disposed of 
to the highest bidder, with a representative of the unit 
present to observe removal and weighing. As a result 
of the disposal of this type of material, we were success- 
ful in securing for the city a sum of over $7,000, which, 
if this unit were not functioning, would never be realized. 
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When the new City Hall is ready for occupany, this 
unit will be most active for the six months or so prior 
to moving in order to dispose of all property that will be 
declared as ‘‘surplus”’ at the time. Our experience and 
training in this field during the past eight years should 
prove most beneficial when the time arrives for this unit 
to accelerate these activities. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This unit, now in its seventh year of operation, has 
also proved most valuable as a centralized administra- 
tive function of city government. 


In 1962 some 2,100 inspections of office machines 
were made, consisting of cleaning, oiling, and adjusting, 
with any necessary repairs, for which outside contractors 
would charge from $8 to $12 per inspection. In several 
cases departments requested service for machines which 
required a complete overhaul, and, in approximately 35 
cases, it was found that machines were beyond reason- 
able repair and departments were advised to trade in 
the old for new equipment. The unit received 690 emer- 
gency calls for immediate repairs which were handled 
promptly and efficiently. Parts for equipment are pur- 
chased at wholesale prices, and savings up to 300 per 
cent on certain parts were realized. 

It is estimated that the cost of service rendered if 
performed by outside contractors would approximate 
over $25,000 annually, and, with the cost of operations 
for the year 1962 totaling in the vicinity of $11,000, 
and with savings averaging $9,000 for the past seven 
years, savings of $63,000 over the 7-year period not 
only justifies this operation but warrants consideration 
for expanding it with additional help, additional equip- 
ment, and the possibility of serving the School Depart- 
ment and other city and county agencies that are 
located in areas remote from the center of the city and 
which are presently being serviced by outside firms. 

In addition to the savings realized from this opera- 
tion, the prompt and efficient servicing of machines has 
also been an important factor in eliminating delays in 
production in the departments presently being serviced. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT BH 


PRINTING SECTION 


The Printing Section has continued to abide by the 
“‘No-Hire No-Fire” policy of your administration and 
has effected economies in every area possible. With an 
absolute minimum of help, we have managed to produce 
during the past year an unusually elaborate report for 
the Superintendent of Schools which has attracted wide- 
spread attention, produced the lengthy and complicated 
Probate Index, and have continued the production of a 
monthly issue of the B.P.L. News, which function was 
taken over from the Library Department in 1961. 
This was work performed over and above our regular 
workload, which consists of meeting the printing needs 
of all city departments, including the production of 
Police and Voting Lists. 


Despite the fact that payroll costs have actually in- 
creased since 1959, due mainly to a 10 per cent raise to 
eighty-three per cent of the Printing Plant employees 
who are union members, theoretically they have de- 
creased. In other words, if we had not reduced the 
number of employees since 1959, our payroll costs for 
1962 would have been $658,000 rather than $561,000, 
as indicated by the following table:

By adhering strictly to the ‘‘No-Hire No-Fire”’ policy 
we have actually realized a savings of some $97,000. 

It is contemplated during the current year to elimi- 
nate the addressograph operation at the plant in the 
production of Police and Voting Lists and to transfer 
these functions to the Police Department and the Data- 
Processing Unit of the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment where IBM installations have been established. 


When the addressograph offset system was installed 
in 1955 there were differences of opinion among Board 
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members as to whether or not an IBM or addressograph 
installation should be considered for the production of 
Police and Voting Lists. It was the vote of the majority 
at that time to acquire the addressograph equipment, 
which, it was believed, would serve our purposes at a 
minimum cost. However, the operation has not worked 
out satisfactorily for the reason that labor costs for its 
proper functioning have been rising steadily far and 
above costs that were established and projected at the 
time of installation. Because of the union requirement 
that union men perform the work involved, this resulted 
in utilizing the services of union men receiving wages 
ranging from $98 a week in 1955 to $124 a week in 
1962, while female operators of the addressograph 
system in private industry receive at the present time in 
the vicinity of $70-$75 weekly. Other factors that 
prompted reconsideration were the delays experienced in 
producing the routine printing work of the plant, which 
has been attributed directly to the work involved in the 
printing of Police and Voting Lists by the addresso- 
graph method, coupled with the fact that the routine 
printing work of the plant would sometimes interfere 
with the production of Police and Voting Lists within 
legal time Jimits. 


It is our belief that the abolishment of the addresso- 
graph operation and the adoption of IBM procedures 
should result in the following: 


1. The prompt and efficient production of all printing re- 
quirements of city departments and the possible addi- 
tion of other printing work that is presently being per- 
formed by outside firms for several county agencies. 

2. - reduction in costs for printing the Police and Voting 

ists. 


3. More efficient handling of Police Lists through the 
proximity of the printing operations to the Police files. 

4. More efficient handling of Voting Lists through the 
proximity of the printing operations to the Election 
Department records. 


5. The elimination of unnecessary delays in producing 
Police and Voting Lists within legal time limits, with 
Police Lists being made available in April and Voting 
lists in July of each year. 
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We believe the above action will solve in some degree 
several of the problems with which we have been faced 
for several years in improving the efficiency of opera- 
tions at the Printing Plant. 


ART COMMISSION 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board or any member thereof, however, under the pro- 
visions of the existing ordinance the annual report or 
any other report of the Art Commission is obliged to be 
made through the Board, and, in accordance therewith, 
we submit the annual report of this commission. 

The members of the commission include the following: 

Nelson W. Aldrich, chairman, nominated by the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, term expiring May 1, 
1964. 

William B. Osgood, nominated by the Trustees of the 
Boston Public Library, term expiring May 1, 1966. 

Margaret Fitzhugh Brown, nominated by the Copley 
Society of Boston, term expiring May 1, 1967. 

Alice M. Walsh (nee Maginnis), nominated by the Museum 
of Fine Arts, term expiring May 1, 1963. 

Marvin Goody, nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, term expiring May 1, 1965. 

David McKibbon, 103 Beacon Street, Boston, employed 
as a Glerk on a part-time basis. 


As you are aware, the commission has the custody 
and care of all works of art owned by the city. No 
work of art can be accepted by the city, erected, or 
placed in any public way without the approval of the 
Art Commission. In addition, it is also responsible for 
the upkeep of monuments in public squares and the 
care of existing paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large ex- 
penditures of public funds. 

During the past year the War Memorial in the Fen- 
way was cleaned and restored to a condition of respecta- 
bility by the removal of paint, tar, and indelible inks 
from the tablets and the bronze figure in front, and the 
Robert Burns statue in the Fenway received similar 
treatment. 
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Many requests were made to the commission during 
the past year for permission to use the Healey painting 
of Daniel Webster’s ‘““Reply to Hayne,’’ which is hung 
in Faneuil Hall. This painting, incidentally, continues 
to be one of the most popular for the illustration of 
history textbooks. 

This department is privileged in having associated 
with it such outstanding individuals who comprise the 
membership of the Art Commission and who contribute 
their services to the city. 

Boston has always enjoyed a high standing among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its apprecia- 
tion of the arts, as was so well demonstrated at our 
1962 Conferama presentation, and it is comforting to 
know that personages of such high calibre in this par- 
ticular field have been selected to take charge of this 
important phase of governmental operations. 


SUMMARY 


The Administrative Services Department, as the key 
management agency of the city government, has the 
responsibility of carrying out administration policies 
and complying with the provisions of the ordinances as 
set forth in the beginning of this report. This responsi- 
bility involves all phases of public administration, in- 
cluding administrative, financial, personnel, and fiscal 
management. 

To carry out part of these functions and responsi- 
bilities eight divisions and/or commissions have been 
established or included within the department structure, 
namely, Administrative, Budget, Personnel, Complaints, 
Purchasing, Printing, Art Commission, and Public 
Safety Commission, with the operations of all these 
divisions, excepting the Art Commission, under the 
general supervision of the Director. We have endeav- 
ored to cover in this report a detailed account of the 
activities of these various divisions, commissions, and 
units of divisions for the past year and have noted that 
possibly one or two more units may be established dur- 
ing the current year. A report of the activities of the 
Public Safety Commission is contained in Section 2 of 
this document. 
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When the department was organized in 1954, only 
three divisions and one section were established, with 
the Art Commission included as a separate entity within 
the department. Since that time the following divisions, 
commissions, and/or units have been added to the 
organizational structure either by ordinance, statute, or 
Board action. Complaints Division, Budget Division, 
Public Safety Commission, Surplus Property Unit, and 
the Office Machine Repair Unit. Actually, we now 
have ten divisions or units within the framework of our 
organization, if we include the Data Processing Unit 
and the Health-Life Insurance Unit which are presently 
functioning within the Administrative Division, and 
the indications are that the department will continue 
to expand until control and coordination of many other 
administrative functions have been achieved. 

During the past year we have made tremendous 
strides in our plans to streamline and improve tech- 
niques in operations. As stated previously, we have 
embarked on a plan to centralize billing procedures, 
and, as this operation is only in the first stage of several 
other operations that we intend to incorporate in this 
new function, it is reasonable to assume that prior to 
our moving to the new City Hall we will have perfected 
this operation to a degree where automation, which was 
suggested originally at our 1957 Conferama presenta- 
tion, and has been discussed on several occasions since 
that time, will be substituted for many antiquated and 
obsolete methods of procedure which have been in 
existence since the turn of the century. 

We are keenly aware of the tremendous tasks ahead 
and the many problems with which we will be faced in 
the future, but we are always open to suggestions, 
recommendations, or constructive criticism, if war- 
ranted, not only from the public or civic organizations 
interested in better management but from the depart- 
ment head and the city employee who are members of 
the vast organization to which we refer as our municipal 
government. ‘To meet each problem as it occurs and 
to solve it in a manner that will reflect credit upon you 
and your administration is our first and foremost desire. 
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We trust that our endeavors will result in Boston’s 
attaining a position in the municipal management field 
that will be second to none in efficient and economical 
administration.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the ninth annual report of 
the Public Safety Commission for the year commencing 
January 1, 1962, and ended December 31, 1962. 


This is the third Public Safety Commission annual 
report that is submitted as part of the Administrative 
Services Department annual report, all other previous 
annual reports having been submitted as part of the 
Building Department annual report. 


The chief function of this commission under legisla- 
tion enacted in 1959 (Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as 
amended by Chapter 194, Acts of 1961) is to coordinate 
the work of all departments of the city concerned with 
public safety, to the end that there may be efficient and 
concerted action by said departments, particularly in 
times of emergency and/or disaster. 


The members of this commission, including the secre- 
tary to the commission, serve without compensation 
and without an appropriation of any character, thereby 
obviating the necessity of submitting a financial state- 
ment in accordance with the provisions of the ordinances. 


Under date of July 15, 1962, Dr. F. Robert Freckleton 
resigned as Health Commissioner and as a member of 
this commission to accept an assignment with the fed- 
eral government, and, under date of July 16, 1962, Dr. 
John T. Foley, appointed by you as Temporary Health 
Commissioner, became a member of the commission 
by virtue of his appointment. 


After returning from military service in the European 
area, Brigadier-General Charles W. Sweeney was sworn 
in as Director of Civil Defense on September 5, 1962, 
which automatically returned him to his previous mem- 
bership as a member of the Board. During his absence 
Fire Commissioner Thomas J. Griffin, who was ap- 
pointed by you as Acting Director of Civil Defense, 
served in a dual capacity on the Board, both as Fire 
Commissioner and Acting Director of Civil Defense. 
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However, in many instances, the Deputy Director of 
Civil Defense, Waldo Pisco, was present at many of the 
monthly meetings to assist and advise in matters per- 
taining to Civil Defense activities. 


Under date of March 15, 1962, Police Commissioner 
Leo J. Sullivan resigned as Police Commissioner, and, 
during the period from March 15, 1962, to April 5, 1962, 
the Superintendent of Police, Francis J. Hennessy, 
served as Acting Police Commissioner and a member of 
this commission. Under date of April 6, 1962, Edmund 
L. McNamara was appointed as Temporary Police 
Commissioner and was sworn in as the official Police 
Commissioner on May 1, 1962, under the provisions 
of Chapter 41, Section 61A, of the General Laws, as 
amended, which action by the Legislature returned to 
Boston the control of its Police Department. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held at least monthly during the year 1962 on the 
following dates at Room 43, City Hall: 


January 16 July 26 
February 27 August 9 
March 20 September 20 
April 24 October 25 
May 29 November 15 
June 26 December 13 


Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building De- 
partment in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
203, Section 2, of the Acts of 1959, and a report on its 
activities for the year will be included in the annual 
report of the Building Department. 


SNOW COORDINATING TABLE 


One of the most important accomplishments of the 
commission during the past year was the establishment 
of a more efficient type of operation in the handling of 
various hazards that occur during and subsequent to a 
major snowstorm. The first real test of the value of 
the Snow Coordinating Table was demonstrated during 
the storm which occurred on Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day of 1961, the results of which were not divulged 
until January of 1962. 
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Mr. John Flaherty, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Public Works Department and Chairman of the Snow 
Coordinating Table, reported at the January meeting 
that the over-all operation was most satisfactory and 
successful. However, he recommended a few minor ad- 
justments in the original plan of operations which the 
commission agreed to place in effect when the city was 
again visited with a heavy snowfall. We have been 
most fortunate during the past year insofar as major 
snowstorms are concerned, but we are prepared and 
ready to meet the situaton when and if we are faced 
with either a major snowstorm or a major disaster of 
any character. During a minor snowfall on Decem- 
ber 26, 1962, alternate members of the Snow Coordi- 
nating Table reported to the Snow Center and handled 
the situation without requiring the presence of com- 
mission members. 


New equipment acquired by the so-called public 
safety departments will certainly improve and speed up 
previous operations to a large degree. At the present 
time the Public Works Department is considering the 
possible acquisition of a snow melter, which is to be 
demonstrated to Public Works officials upon the advent 
of our first major storm of the season. 


Under new rules and regulations of the Traffic and 
Parking Department which can be put into effect by the 
Traffic Commissioner in the event of a major snow- 
storm or disaster another contribution to the efficiency 
of operations can be realized. 


The delegating of alternate representatives from each 
public safety department to serve on the Snow Coordi- 
nating Table in the event a designated member of the 
Table finds it impossible to report during an emergency 
is another factor that will guarantee full representation 
of all departments involved at all such times. 


The assurance of transportation by the Traffic and 
and Parking Department for all members or alternate 
members of the Table who find it impossible to reach 
headquarters by other means during emergencies will 
eliminate problems of transportation experienced by 
designated members in the past. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT 35 


' We believe it can be truthfully stated that this is the 
first time in the history of the city that a workable and 
methodical plan has ever been adopted for the safety 
and protection of our population during times of emer- 
gency. With the cooperation of the Administrative 
Services Department, the Traffic and Parking Depart- 
ment, the Health Department, the School Department, 
the Fire Department, the Public Works Department, 
the Metropolitan Transit Authority, the Police Depart- 
ment, the Civil Defense Department, and the Building 
Department, together with the coordination of their 
specific functions and duties, one can visualize the 
potential of all these safety departments acting as a 
team rather than operating on an individual basis in 
times of distress and emergency. The plan has worked 
out favorably to the satisfaction of all concerned, and, 
with further experience and continued improvements, 
we predict that the operations of this Table will result 
in a pattern which many other large cities will copy in 
the future. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


As there appeared to be some conflict of opinion as to 
whether or not the School Department or the Fire De- 
partment was vested with the responsibility of inspect- 
ing and maintaining the fire alarm systems in public 
schools, coupled with the fact that the Board of Com- 
missioners of School Buildings unanimously passed a 
motion to have the function transferred to the Fire De- 
partment, a request was made to the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion concerning the vote and the 
question of responsibility. The opinion of the Corpora- 


tion Counsel is submitted below: —

Sussect: Fire Alarm Systems in the Boston Public Schools 


You have asked my opinion concerning a vote of the 
Board of Commissioners of School Buildings in which the 
Board asks that the responsibility for inspecting, testing, 
and maintaining the fire alarm systems in the public schools 
be transferred to the Fire Department. 
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In my opinion the change desired by the Board of Com- 
missioners would require legislative action. ‘The Depart- 
ment of School Buildings of the City of Boston is governed 
by St. 1929, c. 351, as amended. Section 7 of that Act reads 
as follows: 


“The school committee of the city of Boston shall sub- 
mit all proposed budgets and appropriation orders for 
the construction and furnishing of new school buildings 
both temporary and permanent, including the taking of 
land therefor, and for school yards and the preparing of 
school yards for use, and for the rent of hired school 
accommodations, and for the alteration and repair of 
school buildings, and for furniture, fixtures and means 
of escape in case of fire, and for fire protection for exist- 
ing buildings, and for improving existing school yards, 
to the board of commissioners who shall make written 
report thereon to the school committee after such 
examination and investigation as said board of commis- 
sioners may desire to make, and no appropriation of 
money for any of the above-named purposes shall be 
made by the school committee until such report shall 
have been made to the school committee by said board 
of commissioners. All such reports of the board of com- 
missioners shall be incorporated in full in the minutes 
of the school committee meeting next following the re- 
ceipt thereof.”’ 


It could appear that the clear implication of that Act is 
that the appropriation of money for ‘fixtures and means of 
escape in case of fire, and for fire protection for existing 
buildings” is the duty and responsibility of the School Com- 
mittee and that these items are the duty and responsibility 
of the Department of School Buildings for operations. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that the matter of fire protec- 
tion, having been imposed upon the Department of School 
Buildings by legislative mandate, would require a similar 
mandate to change this responsibility. 

The transfer of duty to maintain fire protection systems 
from the School Buildings Department to the Fire Depart- 
ment is not part of the city’s current legislative program.

After receipt of the above opinion and after it was 
directed to the attention of the commission, the School 
Department placed in effect a new system whereby 
responsibility for fire protection in the public schools 
would be shared by head masters and principals in the 
Boston school system. A new form was adopted (Form 
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482), which presently is being filed monthly, covering a 
report for each school building concerning fire drills and 
fire alarm systems. A copy of this report form is sub- 
mitted herewith: —

After these reports are filed monthly with the Super- 
intendent of Schools, they are carefully reviewed, and, 
in the event corrective action is necessary in any specific 
instance, the matter is handled promptly and efficiently 
at the direction of the Superintendent of Schools, a 
member of this commission, Dr. Frederick J. Gillis. 
This new system, inaugurated during 1962, will result 
in a more centralized control over these important 
facets of safety and protection for our children and will 
minimize and actually eliminate the possibility of such a 
catastrophe as occurred during a parochial school fire 
in Chicago in 1958. Both the Fire and School Depart- 
ments have been coordinating their activities to insure 
maximum safety for our school population, both public 
and private, through the means of periodic fire drills, 
education in the field of fire protection, and the monthly 
inspection of fire alarm systems. 


DEMOLITION 


This commission, since its establishment in 1954, has 
taken more than ordinary interest in the city’s various 
demolition programs for obvious reasons and, in its 
desire to coordinate the demolition programs of the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority with that of the 
Building and Health Departments, requested an opinion 
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from the Corporation Counsel as to its powers in this 
respect and received the following opinion under date of 
February 8, 1962: —

Dear Mr. CostEtuo: 


By letter dated February 2, 1962, you inquire whether the 
Public Safety Commission may properly exercise its coordi- 
nating function over the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 

St. 1959, c. 204, s. 1, so far as material to the question 
presented, reads as follows: 


“Tt shall be the duty of said commission to coordinate 
the work of all departments of said city concerned with 
public safety to the end that there may be efficient and 
concerted action by said departments, particularly in 
times of emergency and disaster.” 

Redevelopment authorities exist by virtue of the pro- 
visions of G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 121,s. 26QQ and s. 26RR. Sec- 
tion 26QQ provides, in part, that: 

“There is hereby created in each city and town in the 
Commonwealth a public body politic and corporate to 
be known as the ‘Redevelopment Authority’ of such 
city or town. 


This language is ‘aaNten with G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 121, s. 
26K, which establishes housing authorities, except for the 
substitution of the word “Redevelopment” for the word 
‘‘Housing.’’ 

In the case of Johnson-Foster Co. v. D’ Amore Construc- 
tion Co., 314 Mass. 416, 419, in considering the legal status 
of housing authorities, the court said: 


“The statutes establishing housing authorities make it 
plain that such an authority, although organized by 
and in each city and town in cooperation with the State, 
is nevertheless, when organized, a complete corporate 
entity in itself, distinct from the municipal corporation 
within whose territory it is set up, and exercising its 
powers in its own independent right.” 

In my opinion, the language of the court is equally appli- 
cable to redevelopment authorities. 

Since the authority of the Public Safety Commission is 
confined to “all departments of the city concerned with 
public safety,” I conclude that the Commission may not 
include the Boston Redevelopment Authority in its coordi- 
nating function.

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In view of the Corporation Counsel’s ruling, we were 
unable to take the action desired. 

Under Building Department jurisdiction, a total of 
129 structures were razed during the past year at a cost 
of $114,316, while thirty-four structures required repairs 
at a cost of $27,037.61. Other charges, including the 
costs for taking photographs, the recording of liens, 
title research, and other contractual services, amounted 
to $5,916.94, or a grand total of $147,270.55. 

Programs of the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
were accelerated to such an extent during the past year 
that it obviated the necessity for appropriating city 
funds for demolition projects under Health Department 
jurisdiction. Many of the rundown areas where struc- 
tures ordinarily would require condemnation proceed- 
ings by the Health Department were either acquired or 
are in the process of being rehabilitated by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, thereby saving the city the 
direct expense of demolition costs in these specific areas. 

The demolition of dilapidated structures within the 
various sections of the city has been a program of deep 
concern to this commission not only because of the 
hazards they create but the eyesores they contribute to 
areas that are considered to be in the category of pre- 
ferred residential districts. 

Direct costs for our demolition program in 1961 totaled 
in the vicinity of $195,000, while in 1962 direct costs, as 
set forth above, totaled $147,000, or a saving, due pri- 
marily to Boston Redevelopment Authority takings, of 
some $48,000. An important factor in the rebuilding of 
an old city is the razing of structures that have seen 
better days and substituting, wherever possible, new 
properties that will bring additional tax revenue into 
the city. Part of the costs of demolition are recovered 
when properties are disposed of, and these costs can be 
very well considered as sound investments for future 
expansion of the tax base. Insofar as this commission 1s 
concerned, our prime interest is in the elimination of 
hazards in the interests of public safety while at the 
same time contributing to the elimination of blight in 
many of the better sections of the city. 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


Pursuant to the enactment of legislation in March 
transferring control of the Police Department to the 
city, an invitation was extended Mr. Tamm and Mr. 
Leonard of the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police, who were conducting a study and survey of the 
Police Department, to attend our April meeting. In 
their absence from the city, Mr. Francisco, a member 
of the survey staff, attended our April meeting and 
briefed the members of this commission on the studies 
of the staff to date. Since that time the survey group 
completed their studies and submitted their report as to 
their findings. 


At the meeting attended by Mr. Francisco the matter 
of enforcement by the Police Department of city ordi- 
nances, codes, and other various departmental rules 
and regulations was accorded more than ordinary inter- 
est because of the laxity in the past of strict enforcement 
in certain areas when the Police Commissioner was an 
appointee of the Governor. The newly appointed 
Police Commissioner, a member of this commission, was 
most emphatic in his determination to increase coopera- 
tion and improve coordination between and among the 
various city departments in the matter of enforcement, 
and requested that violations of any character, more 
especially concerning public safety matters, be directed 
to his personal attention so that he could see to it that 
such cases were adjudicated or corrected and justice 
meted out when required or necessary. For the past 
six months this system has worked out to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned, and further improvements are 
contemplated during the current year. 


As a result of the Tamm Survey many improvements 
in police operations have already been put into effect 
and many additional ones are being considered for im- 
mediate or future implementation of police efficiency. 
The streamlining of operations through the elimination 
of a surplus working force by attrition; the consolida- 
tion of divisions where it is found one division can 
handle the functions of two divisions more efficiently; 
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the acquisition of new and modern equipment; the 
hiring of women to handle traffic at school grade crossings 
to relieve police officers from this duty for more impor- 
tant assignments; and several other major improve- 
ments for the safety of the public are in the process of 
being incorporated into reorganization plans. During 
the latter part of December sixty women were appointed 
to handle traffic at school grade crossings, and it is con- 
templated to appoint an additional 120 during the 
current year. 


The prospects of the Police Department’s returning 
to its prior rating as one of the most efficient police 
agencies in the country are very bright, and we pre- 
dict that before the end of the current year this goal 
will be achieved. 


TRAFFIC AND PARKING 
As a result of new legislation enacted on July 1, 1962 
(Chapter 338 of the Acts of 1962), the name of the 
Traffic Department was changed to the ‘Traffic and 
Parking Department” under the supervision of a five- 
member board now known as the Traffic and Parking 
Commission. 


Under this new legislation the Commissioner of 
Traffic and Parking can now make rules and regulations 
without requiring a commission hearing. This has re- 
sulted in the expediting of many traffic problems which 
required commission action in the past and unnecessary 
delays which impeded the type of action which the 
public expects in times of emergencies. 


This legislation gives the Traffic and Parking Com- 
mission authority to approve sites for off-street parking 
garages, which was previously under the jurisdiction of 
the Real Property Department. No longer can off- 
street parking garages be erected until traffic engineers 
have checked for ingress and egress requirements. An- 
other feature of this legislation is that the Commissioner 
of Traffic and Parking is now the sole licensing authority 
of all privately owned open-air parking lots in the city. 
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This now allows the Traffic and Parking Department 
to tighten controls of these operators by daily inspec- 
tions. 


A so-called jay-walking law was enacted by the Legis- 
lature in May of 1962 (Chapter 409, Acts of 1962), 
which is still pending in the City Council for acceptance 
by the city. Steps have been taken to establish educa- 
tional programs featuring the important provisions of 
this legislation in the School, Traffic, and Police De- 
partments, and, after acceptance by the City Council, 
it is planned to utilize every advertising medium, in- 
cluding radio, TV, newspapers, etc., to acquaint the 
general public with its requirements before strict en- 
forcement is adopted. It is the belief of this commis- 
sion that after the public becomes accustomed to com- 
plying with the safety measures contained in this new 
legislation, a substantial decrease in the number of 
pedestrian deaths and accidents should result through- 
out the entire city. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


This particular agency has been of tremendous value 
to our over-all safety program through its ability and 
authority to acquire much needed equipment from the 
federal government at astounding savings to the city. 
Such departments as the Public Works, Fire, Police, 
Hospital, and Welfare Departments have been the 
beneficiaries of equipment secured through the Boston 
Civil Defense Agency. | 


The telephone system at Civil Defense Headquarters 
has been implemented with three additional phones to 
handle snow emergencies and other types of emergen- 
cies that might arise. A radiological program was 
initiated during the year, with one of the key employees 
of the department attending the OCDM Chemical, 
Biological, and Radiological Defense Course at the 
Eastern Training Center in Brooklyn, New York, at no 
cost to the city, the expense being borne by the federal 
government. Approximately seventy-five radiological 
monitoring stations have been located at police divi- 
sions, fire stations, the United States Public Health 
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Hospital in Brighton, the Employers Liability Insur- 
ance buildings, etc. These stations are fully equipped 
with kits containing Geiger counters, survey meters, 
dosimeters, chargers, and gas masks, all furnished by 
the federal government. 


Surveys have been conducted covering all siren, bell, 
and light warning systems, some 156 in all, throughout 
the city, and widespread distribution has been made of 
printed material explaining warning signals and what 
the public should do in the event of a warning. 


As a result of the Cuban crisis, the shelter program 
was accelerated in October with the marking and stock- 
ing of existing public and private buildings in conform- 
ance with federal and state directives progressing at a 
fast pace. At the end of the year 188 buildings in 
various sections of Boston have already been marked as 
shelter areas. Supplies are arriving daily, and within 
the next two or three weeks these supplies will be deliv- 
ered to the buildings already marked and licensed as 
shelter areas. 


It is estimated that the number of shelter spaces 
available in Boston will approximate 1,440,000 square 
feet in some 1,200 buildings and should be more than 
adequate for the protection of the daytime population 
of the city, which is in the vicinity of 1,200,000. 


Consideration is being given to the possibility of 
equipping some of our larger buildings with emergency 
power to cope with the risks of commercial power 
failure, which was experienced in the City of New York 
during the past year for a period of six hours. 


A basic guide line for a natural disaster plan was 
developed by the Civil Defense agency and is presently 
under study by this commission. We have had such 
excellent results with the Snow Table operation in the 
handling of several emergencies during the past two 
years which were outside the area of snowstorm emer- 
gencies that we are contemplating the integration of 
the important phases of the Civil Defense natural 
disaster plan in the Snow Coordinating Table operation. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


A proposal of the Court House Commission to remove 
from the cupola of the Court House certain radio trans- 
mitter facilities utilized by the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, Fire and Police Departments to a space 
located on the fifteenth floor of said Court House 
prompted the Court House Commission to recommend 
that separate meters be installed for the respective 
agencies for billing purposes. After it was learned 
that the billing recommendation of the Court House 
Commission would require the extension of cables from 
the basement to the fifteenth floor at a cost to the city 
in the vicinity of $7,000 and, coupled with the fact that 
the entire monthly charge for the three agencies in- 
volved amounted to less than $50, it was considered not 
only impractical but a waste of money for this commis- 
‘sion to agree to such an arrangement. 


In the course of deliberations at our May meeting 
the attention of the commission was directed to the 
excellent work of a humanitarian nature being per- 
formed by “The One Hundred Club of Massachusetts, 
Inc.,”’ which was established when our chairman was 
Fire Commissioner. The chairman’s remarks concern- 
ing this fine organization are included herein for the 
purpose of emphasizing the point that men risking life 
and limb daily in the performance of their duties are 
not entirely forgotten by the civic-minded leaders of 
our community. Mr. Scagnoli’s remarks follow here- 
with: 


“The One Hundred Club of Massachusetts, Inc., consists 
mainly of some 100 businessmen in the Boston area (from 
which the Club derives its name) who contribute $250 
annually, $25 of which is placed aside for two social 
gatherings of members each year, the balance of $225 
being placed in a revolving fund to be used for the benefit 
of those members of a family left behind through the 
death of a fireman killed in the line of duty. To the 
present time, there were two firemen killed in action, and, 
only the other day, the family of Patrolman John J. 
Gallagher of the Police Department, who was killed in the 
performance of his duties, were the recipients of this fine 
organization’s financial assistance. 
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“T have had the opportunity of joining with these men 
when they visited the homes of widows of firemen. The 
set procedure is to present $1,000 to the widow and to 
assume any mortgage payments up to and _ including 
$10,000; also, they absorb any extraordinary expenses 
that may be outstanding, such as doctors or nursing fees, 
automobile payments, etc. I believe, as members of the 
Boston Public Safety Commission, we should go on record 
as approving these humanitarian acts, thereby indicating 
our appreciation for their extraordinary concern for the 
families of those who have given their lives for the safety 
and protection of others.” 


As a result of the Chairman’s suggestion, the following 
resolution was passed and sent along to the president of 
the organization. 


Resolved, That the City of Boston Public Safety Commission 
commend the membership of The One Hundred Club for the 
extraordinary assistance it 1s rendering to the families of 
firemen and policemen killed in the line of duty, more 
specifically in the case of the family of Patrolman John J. 
Gallagher who was killed recently as a result of a holdup 
in the Kenmore Square district of Boston. 


The civic-minded enterprise of The One Hundred Club is 
to be commended, for not only is the organization of 
assistance in hours of great distress but it also reflects 
acts of charity and kindness in keeping with the precepts 
of the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of man. 


The following letter was received from the president 
of the organization upon receipt of the above resolution:

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SUMMARY 


One of the most important accomplishments of this 
commission, as stated previously, can be attributed to 
the splendid teamwork displayed by the various public 
safety agencies of government in the operation of the 
Snow Coordinating Table. With the officials of Civil 
Defense, Police, Fire, Public Works, Traffic, School, 
Health, Metropolitan Transit Authority, and the Build- 
ing Department combining their energies and thinking, 
it has been possible to come up with an operation which, 
after a year and a half of trial and testing, has proven 
to be one of the most efficient and methodical disaster 
relief agencies that can be found either in the Common- 
wealth or perhaps in the country. The confusion and 
duplication of effort which was evidenced many times 
in the past during emergencies of not only major signifi- 
cance but minor as well have been eliminated. Modern 
equipment has been and is being procured as speedily 
as possible to augment the efficiency of our public safety 
programs. 


For the first time since the installation of traffic 
signals in Boston in 1929 a major installation of a modern 
electronic traffic control system for the entire Back Bay 
area has been effected to replace an obsolete and out- 
moded system. Other areas for modernization in the 
traffic control field are being explored, and it is expected 
that when work proceeds in the Government Center 
area another modern installation will cover the needs of 
the downtown area. 


Through the joint efforts of the Public Works De- 
partment and the Traffic and Parking Department, our 
street sign program has been accelerated. A contract 
has been awarded for the furnishing of modern reflective 
street name signs for the downtown area, and it is 
planned to replace many of the old street name signs 
throughout the remainder of the city during the current 
year. 


Of tremendous importance to the effectiveness of 
emergency operations was the enactment of legislation 
which permitted the establishment of a new schedule of 
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fines for parking violations and the adoption of a sys- 
tem placing visible tags on vehicles for illegal parking. 
The results of these two items alone, to which the Traffic 
and Parking Department devoted a great deal of time 
and effort, should reflect favorably upon the over-all 
safety program of the city during the current year. 

The creation of a new organizational structure for 
the Police Department. 

Improvements in and possible expansion of Metro- 
politan Transit Authority operations. 

Public works plans for improving their many opera- 
tions in the fields of engineering, highway construction 
and repairs, sanitation, sewerage and drainage, snow 
removal, etc. 

Plans for expediting the issuance of licenses and per- 
mits under the jurisdiction of the Building Department, 
without decreasing safety hazards, to speed up the 
many construction projects planned and contemplated in 
various sections of the city. 

The constant vigilance being kept by the Health 
Department over the health of our community at all 
times. 

The alertness of the officials of the School Department 
in all matters pertaining to the safety and protection of 
the children attending their many institutions. 

The long-range plans of our Civil Defense Agency. 

The modernization of fire-fighting techniques, the 
acquisition of new equipment, and improved technical 
training. 

Traffic and Parking Department planning mentioned 
previously. 

The coordination of all these efforts and plans by the 
chairman of this commission can only result in the 
public receiving the maximum of protection during all 
times of emergency, catastrophe, or distress. 

We have endeavored to systematize our operations in 
such a manner as to be prepared and ready to meet any 
type of emergency requiring speed and concerted action. 

In addition to several severe snowstorms experienced 
during the past three years, we have been visited by a 
tornado scare, two MTA strikes, a major hurricane, 
and the Cuban crisis, all of which have aided us in 
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evaluating and analyzing Boston’s needs in the safety 
field. We believe that as a result of these various ex- 
periences we are well on the road to producing for 
Boston one of the most efficient teams in the field of 
public safety that can be found anywhere in the country.

Moror VEHICLE EXCISE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1938, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 


This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1962. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, City Clerk, appointed by the Mayor, 
City Auditor John T. Leonard (ex officio), and Thomas 
J. McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy 
is chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of the 
funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive 
officer. | 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by chap- 
ter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened in the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
non-members and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 
payments of the STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1962.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement — at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement — Group I, last day of 
the month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, 
and all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire De- 
partments not classified in Group I. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability — A member of the retire- 
ment system who has not attained age fifty-five and who 
has completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, 
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or a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who 
has completed ten or more years of creditable service, 
and while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member must 
be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4. Accidental Disability — In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability re- 
tirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and the 
third representing the employee member. The Retire- 
ment Board will act upon the recommendation of this 
panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 
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REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful occu- 
pation. The law further provides that if the income from 
gainful occupation added to the pension payment exceeds 
the regular compensation which would have been paid 
to the member had he continued in service, such excess 
shall be refunded to the Retirement Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of credit- 
able service, and salary. An additional sum of $15 per 
year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, is al- 
lowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall the 
retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of either the 
highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest two- 
consecutive-year average salary, whichever is applicable 
in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity based 
on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each surviving 
dependent child under age eighteen, or for each surviving 
child over age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or 
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mentally incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity 
based on the member’s accumulated deductions, provid- 
ing that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and ac- 
cumulated deductions. 


Options AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option (a). 
This allowance is so calculated that in the event of death 
before the total payments under the annuity portion of 
the allowance equals the amount of the accumulated total 
deductions to the member’s credit at the date of retire- 
ment, the balance is paid to the beneficiary. 
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Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the beneficiary 
dies before the effective date of retirement, member may 
make a new election of either of the three options. After 
the retirement allowance becomes effective, the death of 
the beneficiary, before the death of the member, elected 
under Option (c) does not alter the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (bd). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 

OTHER BENEFICIARIES 

Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, or 
sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form and 
such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the time 
of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
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performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 


In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his sur- 
viving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 per cent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance allow- 
ance payable to him while he was holding the grade held 
by him at his retirement, and payable from the same 
source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
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allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 per cent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent in 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 


The above sections apply also to members of the Bos- 
ton Retirement System and those veterans who are mem- 
bers of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, 
not including overtime or bonuses. Additional contribu- 
tions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, not 
to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 


All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 


The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 


Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 


Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
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priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 


The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 


The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 484 members from 
active service; of this number 345 were for service, 24 
for ordinary disability, 40 for accidental disability, and 
9 were termination retirements. Survivorship allowances 
granted amounted to 57, and 9 accidental death benefits 
were granted. 


The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,278, of which 484 were retirements, 665 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retire- 
ment systems, 68 were due to veteran retirements, and 
55 were due to death. 


Members enrolled in the system during 1962 amounted 
to 1,145, of which 36 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System in accordance with Chapter 391 of the 
Acts of 1958, and 80 were temporary teachers who were 
allowed to become members in accordance with Chapter 
578 of the Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount 
of active members to 19,720. The amount of cash 
refunded as a result of resignations, dismissals, deaths, 
veteran retirements, and transfers to other systems 
throughout the Commonwealth was $1,175,742.21 for 
the fiscal year ending December 31, 1962. 
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Boston Hovusina AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of 
chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 11 male members 
and 2 female members due to superannuation, 1 for 
accidental disability, and 8 survivorship allowances 
Were granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 19. 

New members enrolled during 1962 amounted to 82, 
bringing the net number of active members to 822. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations 
was $20,609.38. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further 
provided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees mem- 
bership in the State-Boston Retirement System under 
the provisions of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year 98 new members were employed. 
Withdrawals from membership amounted to 22, 1 
member was retired for superannuation and one member 
transferred to another retirement system, leaving a 
total net membership of 228. The amount of cash 
refunded due to resignations and transfers was $8,994.39 
for the year ending December 31, 1962. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 

All employees who were members of the Boston 
Retirement System or of the State-Boston Retirement 
System on the date of the transfer retained all their 
retirement rights. Any person who became an employee 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after said 
date of transfer was not eligible for membership. 
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During the year 3 members resigned, 4 were retired 
in accordance with the so-called veterans law, and 
one survivorship allowance was granted. This brought 
the net active membership to 67. 

The amount of cash refunded due to resignations 
and veteran retirements was $21,304.17 for the year 
ending December 31, 1962.

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a number 
of non-contributory retirement plans for employees of 
the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation of- 
ficers, and judges. 


Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 1, 
1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 


The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action on 
their part, unless they waived this right. AIl persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on the request of the head of 
his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to the 
annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not exceed 
one half of the employee’s average salary for five years 
immediately preceding retirement. 
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If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 

For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 

MepicaLt Boarp 

The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 

ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 

If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occuring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 
Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
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pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 


REpPorRT OF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 


This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


Oprions AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or beneficiary. 


Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 

Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 
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Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. The 
member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 


If a member resigns or is dismissed from active Service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound interest 
at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal representative or to 
the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Beneficiaries must 
be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The ‘‘veteran law’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Kach member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 


The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability on 
account of current services of members. The accumulated 
liability contribution covers the liability on account of 
services rendered before the establishment of the system 
and will be discontinued when the liability is liquidated. 


The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 
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STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year 1 Accidental Death Benefit was 
granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 92, 
of which 1 was an Accidental Death Benefit, 2 were 
resignations, 9 were due to death, and 45 were veteran 
retirements. Also included were 35 members who 
joined the State-Boston Retirement System in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter 391 of the Acts of 
1958. This brought the net active memberhip to 571. 


The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations, 
deaths, and veteran retirement was $308,855.06 for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1962.

2 City DocuMENT No. 6 


The Boston Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938, as amended, places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dy- 
namos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other 
heat-producing apparatus governed by the code. 


The department also administers the provisions of 
Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924, the so-called ‘‘ Zoning 
Law,’ as well as the provisions of Chapter 148 of the 
General Laws insofar as they are applicable to the 
City of Boston. The department inspects and certifies 
all places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, 
taverns, dance halls, and places of similar occupancy 
accommodating fifty or more persons. 


Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 
of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the historic Beacon Hill district. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 


_Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state-wide 
regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings through- 
out the Commonwealth. These regulations superseded 
the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations on February 1, 
1961. 


Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing 
such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT 3 


Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 
open-air ioe spaces. oo transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962.

Total cases for former years were: 1956, 73; 1957, 93; 1958 
73; 1959, 119; 1960, 93; 1961, 97. 

The membership of the commission has remained un- 
changed since the last annual report. 

We believe that the commission is fulfilling the pur- 
pose of the law and is maintaining and guiding the 
improvement of the historic and architectural integrity 
of the district. 

We believe that this architectural control law has 
contributed significantly to the rise of real estate values 
that this area has enjoyed in the last few years. 
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That the law has proved successful is demonstrated 
by the fact that in 1958 the property owners of lower 
Beacon Hill secured an amendment adding that section 
to the historic district, and that, led by the Beacon Hill 
Civic Association, property owners in parts of the north 
slope are petitioning the Legislature in 1963 also to be 
included. 

It has been well demonstrated in Beacon Hill and 
elsewhere throughout the country (there are now over 
fifty historic districts under architectural control) that 
these laws encourage improvement and are a potent 
factor in preventing blight, which might lead eventually 
to urban renewal. 

The commission recently received notice from the 
United States Department of the Interior that the 
historic Beacon Hill district has been designated as a 
national historic landmark. In accepting this honor, 
the commission and the Beacon Hill Civic Association 
are pledged to do their utmost to maintain the integrity 
of the area. We are convinced that we are performing 
an important service to the city, state, and nation.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 20, 
Chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
thirty-ninth annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year 
ending December 31, 1962. 

During the year there were no new appointments or 
reappointments in the membership of the Board. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, the 
Board organized at an executive meeting on May 9, 1962, 
by its election of the following officers: Albert V. Colman, 
chairman; Samuel 8. Eisenberg, vice-chairman. 

Miss Mary T. Downey and Thomas E. McCormick 
were reappointed, respectively, as secretary and engineer. 

John E. Cassidy, Jr., was reappointed as assistant 
engineer. 

RESIGNATIONS 


During the year the Board lost the services of three 
principal members and one alternate member. 

In April Mr. Mark Linenthal, who had served since 
1953 as an alternate member, representing the Boston 
Society of Architects, resigned. 

In September Mr. Carroll P. Sheehan, who had held 
office ex officio, in 1960, as chairman of the City Planning 
Board, and later by direct selection of the Mayor, also 
resigned. 

At its meeting on June 13 the Board received notice 
of the resignation of Mr. David Supple, who had served 
since 1950, representing the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts. By vote of the Board a letter of 
appreciation for his interest and work in connection 
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with Board duties was sent to him with the annotation 
that it is hereby spread upon the records of the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment. 

The Board regretted keenly the loss of these members, 
because of business and personal reasons. 


DEATH 


In July the Board lost the services of Judge Raymond 
P. Delano, who passed away on June 29, 1962. The 
Board by a vote taken on August 22, 1962, spread upon 
the records of the Board of Zoning Adjustment and 
sent to Judge Delano’s family the following resolution: 

‘““Whereas, Almighty God, in his wisdom and mercy, has 
seen fit to remove from our midst by death our faithful 

and esteemed associate and friend Judge Raymond P. 

Delano; and 

“Whereas, Judge Delano served faithfully, conscientiously, 
and constructively, first as a member of the Zoning Advisory 

Committee for a time previous to the adoption of the Boston 

Zoning Regulation in 1924, later serving as a member of 

the Board of Zoning Adjustment since May, 1945, as vice- 

chairman in 1953 and as chairman in 1954; and 

‘“‘Whereas, The work of zoning in the City of Boston, as 
one of the chief implements in the field of planning, has 
benefited greatly by Judge Delano’s contributions for nearly 

eighteen years, and in his death the community has lost a 

loyal citizen and an able and devoted public servant; there- 

fore, Be it 

‘Resolved, That these resolutions, conveying a deep ap- 
preciation of his cooperation and assistance, and cherished 
memories of his friendship and good will, be spread upon the 
records of the Board of Zoning Adjustment, and that a copy 
be forwarded to Judge Delano’s family as an expression on 
the part of the members of the Board.” 


The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundaries of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive sessions, 
and inspection trips were held as found necessary, the 
staff of the Boston Redevelopment Authority rendering 
such assistance as was essential in the way of investiga- 
tions, field surveys, drafting, and clerical work. A 
detailed record of the proceedings has been filed by the 
Board in the office of the Building Commissioner, as 
required by law. This record is open to public inspection, 
and notice of the decision has been mailed to all parties 
in interest. 
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Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 494 petitions has been received. A summary 
of action taken on petitions received during 1962 and 
a condensed summary of all petitions are contained here- 
in in Tables I and II.

The Zoning Commission submits herewith, in accord- 
ance with Section 25, Chapter 3, Revised Ordinances of 
1961, its fourth annual report, containing a statement of 
its acts and doings and receipts and expenditures for the 
year ending December 31, 1962. 

The commission membership was unchanged during 
the year. 

At the meeting of June 22, it was voted that the 
present officers and appointees be retained for the 
balance of the year and that the vacancy in the office 
of vice-chairman be not filled at this time. 

During the latter part of the previous year the com- 
mission had submitted the proposed zoning code to the 
City Law Department for legal review. Consultations, 
which had been taking place with Mr. Kerr, assistant 
corporation counsel, continued during the early part of 
the year, resulting in a fourth printing of the proposed 
code. A new edition of the zoning maps was also 
printed. Both documents were dated July 6, 1962. 


PusBLic HEARING AND CopE ADOPTION 


On August 15, 1962, the commission held a public 
hearing in the City Council Chamber on the new 
edition of the code. This was the third successive 
year in which hearings had been held. The current 
hearing was an all-day session, starting at 10 a.m. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the hearing 
the commission went into a business session, and 
further changes in the code and the maps were voted 
as a result of arguments developed at the hearing. Asa 
last order of business the commission voted to officially 
adopt the code and maps as amended. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT or 


Mayor’s VETo 


In accordance with enabling act, Chapter 665 of the 
Acts of 1956, as amended, the code as officially adopted 
by the commission was submitted to the Mayor on 
October 29. 


On November 13 the Mayor returned the document 
without his signature and disapproved it, stating that 
it appeared that the maps needed to be revised to reflect 
current conditions and to correlate recent developments 
such as the Boston extension of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike. 


The commission received the Mayor’s message at a 
meeting on November 16. At a following meeting on 
November 28 the commission discussed the Mayor’s 
message, but no action was taken, and the matter was 
still pending at the end of the year.

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BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Board of Examiners in the Building Department 
was created by ordinance in 1913 and was re-established 
under legislative act in 1938. Its three members are 
appointed by the Mayor and are delineated under the 
law as an architect or engineer, a contractor or building- 
trades mechanic, and an attorney or person with some 
legal knowledge. 


The Board acts upon applications of persons desiring 
to be licensed in Boston as construction superintendents, 
approving or rejecting said applications under certain 
regulations adopted by it as procedure. 


Under such rules the Board in 1962 continued to 
examine and qualify applicants and to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Building Department in the matter of 
licensing superintendents.

Statement of Policy 


The National Fallout Shelter Survey, which was 
initiated during the last fiscal year has caused drastic 
changes in this department’s plans and program. The 
survey, which was initiated by the Department of 
Defense, signalled the change in basic planning policy 
from evacuation of urban target areas in the event of 
enemy attack to that of ‘‘directed movement to shel- 
ters.” 

Boston is one of three major American cities to be 
selected as a pilot city in the survey which is expected 
to provide 1,440,000 fallout shelter spaces in existing 
buildings in Boston. 

The spaces have been selected, licensed, marked, and 
readied for stocking with federally purchased supplies of 
water, food, medical supplies, radiological instruments, 
and sanitation supplies. To date, more than 200 build- 
ings have been licensed and marked to accommodate 
approximately 250,000 persons, and the first shipment 
of shelter supplies received at the Charlestown Navy 
Yard Supply Depot. 

This department has worked closely with the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers and Stanford Research 
Institute in all phases of the fallout shelter program, 
which has been conducted as follows: 


1. Designated buildings must have a minimum 
occupancy of fifty and a protection factor ranging from 
one 1/100 of the expected outside radiation to more 
than one 1/1000 of the exterior radiation. 

2. Phase I of t e survey was conducted by selected 
groups of architect-engineers under contract to the 
United States Army Corps of Engineers. Data col- 
lected was then sent to National Computing Base at 
Jeffersonville, Indiana, and fed into computers and then 
sent to the National Bureau of Standards, Washington, 
D. C., for evaluation and establishment of protection 
factor and results forwarded to this department. 

3. Phase II involved physical inspection of the 
facilities and the actual marking sketches developed by 
the engineers for shelter areas in the buildings. 

4. Shelter licenses have been and are being negotiated 
with building owners and meetings held to discuss 
details involved such as immunity from liability, provi- 
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sion for storage space for shelter supplies, furnishing 
engineering sketches to the licensees, and other pertinent 
information. 

5. Recording of data relative to this program is- 
suance and negotiation of licenses, recording of all 
designated facilities, licenses received, and buildings 
marked has entailed and will continue to require a 
tremendous amount of work on the part of this depart- 
ment. The stocking program will also demand intensive 
effort from staff members. 

In addition to working closely with the United States 
Army Corps of Engineers, the department has also 
worked with the Stanford Research Institute, particu- 
larly with respect to research, population studies, and 
shelter utilization problems. 

Because of the many complex and difficult problems 
involved in the marking, stocking and utilization of the 
Boston Fallout Shelter Program and the urgent need 
for trained qualified personnel to operate and ad- 
minister this program, an administrative budget under 
Public Law 85-606 was submitted for 1962-63 fiscal 
year whereby the department shall be eligible to partici- 
pate in federal funds for personnel and administrative 
expenses in the amount of 50 per cent as well as in the 
federal and state surplus and matching funds programs 
for the acquisition of valuable and badly needed supplies 
and equipment. 

With respect to staffing, General Charles W. Sweeney 
has returned to his post as Director, and all employees 
with seniority employment prior to September 15, 1961, 
as per Executive Order 42 and subsequent amendment, 
have taken either competitive or qualifying civil ser- 
vice examinations, and needed additional personnel has 
been submitted in our budget. A full-time public 
information officer has been added to the staff, and an 
intensive and accelerated public information program 
initiated to publicize all phases of the Boston Civil 
Defense program with particular emphasis on the 
marking and stocking program. 


Training Exercises 


All members of the Boston Civil Defense staff par- 
ticipated in the National Training Exercise, Operation 
Alert 1962. Representatives of the Boston Police, Fire, 
Public Works, Traffic, Health, Welfare, and School 
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Departments, as well as those from the United States 
Army Reserve and Electric, Gas, and Telephone Com- 
panies also participated. 

Members of the RACES (Radio Amateur Emergency 
Service) have conducted several sector to area com- 
munications tests and are in the process of acquiring 
equipment and of extending their activities and adding 
to their personnel. 

- The Boston Civil Defense Underwater Rescue and 
Recovery Team has continued practice training at 
Hanscom Field (Bedford) and at other locations. 
Acquisition of a 65-foot boat through the surplus 
property program is expected shortly and should prove 
invaluable both in actual emergencies and for training 
purposes. Members of this team expect to receive 
basic training in the use of radiological detection and 
monitoring instruments in the near future. 


Training Program 


Due to the need for qualified personnel in all phases 
of a growing, complex program in all phases of Civil 
Defense operations, particularly with respect to the 
fallout shelter program and in conjunction with federal 
and state training officers, a comprehensive program 
has been set up for the training of Civil Defense per- 
sonnel and to provide guidance and assistance to public 
and private agencies and personnel, particularly in the 
following field 

Radiological. The assistant radiological officer has 
recently taken, passed, and been certified as passing 
the Department of Defense’s Chemical, Biological, and 
Radiological Defense Course at the Brooklyn, New 
York, Eastern Training Center. 

In addition to a continuing program of instruction 
in the use of radiological detection and monitoring 
instruments for Civil Defense personnel and members 
of the Boston Police and Fire Departments, many 
private business and industrial concerns have signified 
their intention to send designated personnel to the 
Federal Radiological Training Course at the Eastern 
Training Center. Trained radiological personnel are 
urgently needed, not only for service in the national 
fallout shelter program, but also to assist In manning 
approximately 75 fixed radiological monitoring stations 
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and to provide training and guidance to monitors in 
large fallout shelters. (See other sections of this report 
for additional information on training.) 


Shelter Program 


Addition of a full-time, qualified shelter officer to 
the Boston Civil Defense staff is imperative, and such 
appointment, subject to passage of a civil service ex- 
amination, is under consideration. 

As pointed out previously, the scope and complexities 
involved in a vast program to provide the people of 
Boston with approximately one and a half million 
shelter spaces in existing facilities; the licensing, mark- 
ing, stocking, and inspection of stocks supplies; the 
recording, filing, and maintenance of essential informa- 
tion in connection with the fallout shelter program; 
the development and writing of shelter utilization 
plans; the provision of guidance, information, and 
training to public and private building owners and their 
employees are demanding and will continue to demand, 
intensive, unremitting effort on the part of all concerned 
with this program. 

Currently, this department has negotiated hundreds 
of shelter licenses (240), completed all of the necessary 
paper work connected with the licensing and marking 
of several hundred buildings, and is gearing itself to 
meet the tremendous effort needed to requisition, 
assemble, and distribute hundreds of tons of food, 
water, medical, radiological, and sanitation supplies to 
the shelters. 

It is expected that designated staff members will be 
sent to Shelter Management Courses at the Eastern 
Training Center in the near future. To date, several 
public agencies and private business and industrial 
concerns have sent, or will send, selected personnel to 
these invaluable instruction courses. 


Plans and Operations 


Because of the change in basic planning policy from 
evacuation of the city to directed movement to shelters, 
the Civil Defense operations plan for Boston will have 
to undergo drastic revision in many of its key elements. 

Stanford research personnel, in a briefing to city offi- 
cials, utility company officials, and Civil Defense per- 
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sonnel, pointed out some of the many problems involved 
in the development of a shelter utilization plan. Briefly, 
the following are the basic elements involved in such a 
plan: 
1. Analysis of Boston’s shelter system 
2. Primary objective: development of a plan for 
allocating people to shelters 
3. Secondary objective: detailing the problems 
arising in writing an operational shelter 
utilization plan 

An integral part of plans and operations is to provide 
basic briefings to U. 8. Army Reserve personnel, Civil 
Defense officers in private and public agencies, and to 
nursing, medical, and other groups and individuals who 
have emergency planning responsibilities. It is ex- 
pected that designated personnel will attend the De- 
partment of Defense Planning and Operations Course 
at the Eastern Training Center. 

The difficulties involved in developing plans for 
shelter utilization have been stressed by the Department 
of Defense and the Stanford Research Institute. Plans 
must be written to cover allocation to shelters for both 
day and night populations, plans for internal shelter 
management written, procedures developed for inter- 
shelter communications and for communication from 
shelters to Emergency Operating Centers, and proto- 
type plans developed for the guidance of public and 
private shelter managers. 


Public Information 

An intensive and accelerated public information pro- 
gram is essential to the success of the Boston Civil 
Defense program. A step in that direction has been 
taken with the appointment of a full-time public infor- 
mation officer. The emphasis in this field for the past 
year has been as follows: 

Shelter and Related Information. In addition to 
answering hundreds of telephoned and written requests 
for information concerning the family fallout shelter 
program and distributing thousands of copies of 
‘Fallout Protection,” ‘‘The Family Fallout Shelter,” 
“First Aid,”’ ‘‘Home Protection Exercises,” ‘‘Emer- 
gency Sanitation,” and ‘‘Facts About Fallout,” this 
department has held public and private meetings en- 
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listing the services of the United States Army Corps of 
Engineers and personnel from the Stanford Research 
Institute as well as our own personnel, to acquaint 
public and private building owners with basic informa- 
tion about the public or community fallout shelter 
program. Boston Civil Defense personnel have visited 
building owners and licensees to provide detailed in- 
formation concerning protection factors, storage prob- 
lems, legal implications of the fallout shelter license, 
and other detailed information concerning this complex 
subject. 

The Cuban crisis provided dramatic proof of the need 
for an informed and educated public in time of emer- 
gency and has highlighted the need for trained personnel 
to cope with the problem of dispensing prompt, au- 
thoritative, and accurate information in time of emer- 
gency. 


Speaking Engagements. This department has con- 
tinued to provide qualified speakers on all phases of the 
Boston Civil Defense program. Of necessity, major 
emphasis has been placed upon the fallout shelter pro- 
gram, but other phases of the program have also been 
discussed; for example, basic Civil Defense, Civil 
Defense planning, the role of volunteers in Civil De- 
fense, and similar subjects. 


Numerous speeches and briefings have been given to 
military, civic, social, professional, and fraternal groups, 
and it is expected that specific meetings will be called by 
this department to acquaint city officials and rep- 
resentatives of business and industry with the latest 
Department of Defense policies and procedures as 
needed. 


Displays and Exhibits. In addition to our usual dis- 
plays and exhibits of Civil Defense equipment such as 
our heavy duty rescue trucks, radiological equipment, 
mobile lighting and power plant and underwater rescue 
and recovery equipment, we have placed a large fallout 
shelter supply display on public exhibit. We have also 
supplied personnel to accompany the exhibit and ex- 
plain the use and function of the supplies and equipment 
and to distribute literature. We have continued to 
participate in parades, public functions, etc., upon 
request. 
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Property and Equipment 


In addition to heavy duty rescue trucks, fire pumpers, 
mobile lighting and power plant, underwater rescue and 
recovery truck (fully equipped), pumps, generators, 
power saws, etc., we have acquired other equipment for 
various city departments at very little cost under the 
surplus property and matching funds programs. We are 
currently negotiating for the acquisition of a 65-foot 
boat and will continue to participate in federal and state 
programs to acquire needed supplies and equipment.

Summary 


The assumption of the major functions of the Office of 
Civil Defense Mobilization by the Department of 
Defense signifies the importance of an effective Civil 
Defense program in the nation’s over-all defense 
program. 

Superseding of evacuation as a major planning base by 
directed movement to shelters replaced an unrealistic 
policy with one which recognized that short, inter- 
mediate, and long-range missiles have drastically re- 
duced warning time and are rapidly replacing manned 
aircraft as the principal threat to this nation’s security. 
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The answer to this reduction in warning time has been 
the President’s and the Department of Defense’s 
advocacy of a comprehensive, nationwide community 
fallout shelter program to provide our civilian popula- 
tion effective protection against the deadly effects of 
radioactive fallout. 

The selection of this city as one of the three American 
municipalities as pilot cities presents Boston with a 
challenge and an opportunity. We are fortunate that 
we have an ample supply of fallout shelter spaces in 
existing facilities unlike many less fortunate com- 
munities throughout the nation. A breakdown of this 
survey follows:

Every resource, not only of this department, but also 
of every citizen, every business, every industry, every 
agency, public and private, will be needed to implement 
the Boston fallout shelter program. The high priority 
accorded this city, not only as a target area, but also 
as a pilot city for shelter research and development, 
should point up the need for an augmented, efficient, 
operational Civil Defense organization and an informed 
and educated public. 

We have been fortunate in having excellent coopera- 
tion from many agencies, public and private, to date. 
The tremendous problems involved in the fallout shelter 
marking and stocking program and shelter utilization 
planning will continue to demand even greater effort and 
cooperation from every level of government, from 
business and industry and the general public, if we are 
to carry out Boston’s Civil Defense program success- 
fully.

Sir, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to August 17, inclusive, from September 
19 to October 5, inclusive, and from November 7 to 
December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 7, 8, 15, 16, and 17, from 6 P.m. to 10 
P.M., for the State Primaries; and September 24, 25, 
26, 27, and October 2, 3, 4, and 5, from 6 p.m. to 10 P.m., 
for the State Election. This registration was held in 
two places in different sections of each ward, two nights 
in one section and three nights in the other section, 
for the State Primaries, and four nights in each section 
for the State Election. Special registration for the 
State Election was held on Saturday, September 29, 
from 12m. to 5 P.M., in one section of Wards 1, 2, 4, 5, 
6, 10, 12, and 21, and on Monday, October 1, from 
6 P.M to 10 P.M., in two sections of Wards 2, 6, and 21, 
and in one section of each of the remaining 19 wards.

NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the City Election held November 7, 1961, the 
number of voters on the list was 318,183. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 31, 1962, was 288,988. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 30,541 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 4,277 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the State Election, held November 6, 1962, 
was 319,529, an increase of 1,346 over the number on 
the list at the preceding City Election. The number 
of voters on the final list December 31, 1962, was 
319,568. 


NOMINATION Papers, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


The Board received 2,779 nomination papers for 
the State Primaries, on which 54,794 names were 
certified; 5 initiative petitions for amendments to the 
constitution, consisting of 10 papers, on which 177 
names were certified; 8 petitions for recount of ballots 
cast in the State Primaries, consisting of 23 papers, 
on which 480 names were certified; and 2 petitions for 
recount of ballots cast in the State Election, consisting 
of 39 papers, on which 600 names were certified ; making 
a total of 2,851 papers filed, on which the names of 
56,051 voters were certified. 


RECOUNTS 


Recounts of the votes cast in the Democratic State 
Primary for Representatives in General Court in the 
Fourth, Fifth, Eighth, Twelfth, Fifteenth, Nineteenth, 
and Twentieth Suffolk Districts (Wards 4, 5, 8, 138, 
16, 20, and 21) and in the Republican State Primary 
for Representatives in General Court in the Eleventh 
Suffolk District (Ward 12), were held on September 
25, 26, 27, 28, and October 1, 1962. 


Recount of votes cast in the State Election for 
Governor, (all Wards), was held on November 28, 29, 
30, and December 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 10, 11, 12, and 13, 1962. 
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Recheck of machine protective counters, check lists 
used at the polls, and official returns books, was held 
on December 18, 19, and 20, 1962. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING LIST 


The names of 4,652 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 

JURORS 

The jury list prepared by the Board in 1962 contained 
the names of 8,502 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 2,546 were drawn for jury service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of a physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an 
application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 168 such persons. Of that number 146 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
Persons so registered were furnished with applications 
for absentee ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, 38 persons in the military service 
were registered in Boston during the period from the 
close of registration to the third day preceding the 
State Election.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the con- 
stitution summarized below which was approved by the General 
Court in a joint session of the two branches held May 13, 1959, 
received 143 votes in the affirmative and 118 in the negative, and 
in a joint session of the two branches held March 29, 1961, received 
144 votes in the affirmative and 121 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment imposes no new taxes but gives the 
General Court the power to pass an income tax at graduated or 
proportioned rates and is a change in the contitutional limitations 
now in effect on the power of the General Court to pass tax 
measures. The proposed amendment would add a new Article 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth by which full power 
and authority is granted to the General Court, in the alternative 
to the power and authority to tax incomes in the manner provided 
in Article XLIV of the Amendments to the Constitution, to impose 
a tax on incomes at rates which are proportioned or graduated 
according to the amount of income received, irrespective of the 
source from which it may be derived, and to grant reasonable 
exemptions, deductions and abatements. It further provides 
that any property the income of which is taxed under the provi-= 
sions of the proposed Article may be exempted from the im- 
position and levying of proportional and reasonable assessments, 
rates and taxes as at present authorized by the Constitution, and 
that the Article shall not be construed to limit the power of the 
General Court to impose and levy reasonable duties and excises.

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SPECIAL COMMENTS 


1. Fire Prevention 

During the year 1962 this department was awarded 
a plaque by the National Fire Protection Association 
for placing first in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; 
third in municipalities of over 500,000 in the United 
States; and fifth among all cities in the nation in a 
National Prevention Contest held during 1961. The 
award is made for outstanding fire prevention activities. 

During the year an organization known as Fire 
Prevention Council, Inc., was founded and chartered 
under the provisions of Chapter 180 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth with full cooperation from 
the Fire Department. The Council was created for 
the express purpose of sustaining and supplementing 
the fire prevention activities of the Boston Fire De- 
partment on a continuous year-round basis. Its mem- 
bers are representative of a cross-section of business, 
civic, and professional life of the city. 

The Fire Prevention Council, Inc., replaces the 
Fire Prevention Committee of the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and derives its financial stability 
from membership dues. These dues are used to bear 
the cost of expenses involved in Fire Prevention Cam- 
paigns which the Council supports. For the first time 
in the history of the City of Boston we have an in- 
dependent group dedicated to the advancement of 
fire prevention. 

Under Section 5A of Chapter 148 of the General 
Laws, which became effective July 9, 1962, portable 
wick-type space heater units are forbidden in any 
building used for human habitation. 

Section 25A of Chapter 148 of the General Laws, 
effective October 18, 1962, outlaws the sale, offer to 
sell, or installation of secondhand space heaters or 
portable stoves which use kerosene, range oil, or No. 1 
fuel oil for fuel, and forbade the use of any unvented 
space heater in a building used for habitation. 
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Section 25B of Chapter 148 of the General Laws, 
effective July 1, 1965, outlaws the use of any space 
heater, vented or unvented, in any building used in 
whole or in part for human habitation. 

The action of this law should substantially aid in 
the reduction of fire and the loss of life and property 
from fire in the City of Boston. 

During the year the department embarked on a 
survey of all hospitals, convalescent homes, and like 
institutions throughout the city. A new form was 
established by the Fire Prevention Division which 
directs scrutinizing to every part of these institutions 
based upon fire hazards, type of construction, and 
special requirements of hospitals. This form is now 
being used nationwide in connection with hospital 
inspections. 


A comprehensive analysis of plastic wastebaskets used 
in hospitals and other institutions showed that not only 
was this type of equipment insufficient to contain a fire 
occurring within, but actually contributed to the fire. 
As a result of requirements established by this depart- 
ment, manufacturers are developing a wastebasket 
which has approximately the same safety characteristics 
as metal equipment. 

The Fire Department is currently making an investi- 
gation to determine a method which will overcome fires 
in grease flues in restaurants. All expenses of the investi- 
gation are being borne by manufacturers of flue and 
restaurant equipment. 


2. Fire Stations 


We have undertaken a program of remodeling some 
of our older fire stations during 1962. After public 
bidding, contracts were awarded for making major 
alterations and repairs to the following fire stations: 


Engine House 1—119 Dorchester Street, South 
Boston 
Engine House 5 — 360 Saratoga Street, East Boston 


Engine House 28 — 659 Centre Street, Jamaica Plain 
Engine House 40 — 260 Sumner Street, East Boston 
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When the alterations have been completed the fire 
stations will present a better view to the public and will 
also be more structurally safe and will afford better 
living conditions for the fire fighters quartered therein. 


8. Fire Apparatus 

Ten pumping engines, four 100-foot aerial ladder trucks 
and two 85-foot aerial ladder trucks were delivered to 
the department in 1962 and have all been placed in 
active service. The new apparatus will increase our 
operating efficiency at fires and other emergencies and 
will also help to reduce the cost for maintenance and 
repair of motor equipment. 


4. Training Division 

Twenty-eight new fire fighters were given seven weeks 
of intensive training and drilling in basic procedures at 
fires, including engine and ladder company operation, 
special equipment, techniques, first aid, rescue work, 
and handling of radioactive materials. This compre- 
hensive coverage enables new members to carry out 
their duties more efficiently. 

The division conducted periodic surveys related to 
fire protection and fire-fighting equipment in order to 
insure that the equipment will function properly if its 
use is required. The survey also included life-saving 
equipment of various types. 

Many groups have taken advantage of the training 
course offered at the Fire Department Training Acad- 
emy, including City and Town Fire Departments, 
United States Army, Navy, Coast Guard, large hospitals 
and security agencies, such as Pinkerton, Brinks, 
Burns, ete. 

A complete and comprehensive accident report review 
program is maintained by the Training Division. Per- 
sonnel involved in accidents with department motor 
equipment are contacted, and the pertinent facts of 
each accident are recorded. A driver-training program 
was inaugurated by this division for the training of 
operators of our motor vehicles. This program covers 
the basic operations of clutches, transmissions, etc., 
and actual road instruction, and also educates chauffeurs 
in the proper operation of our motor equipment.

The ninety-first annual report of the Boston Health 
Department is herewith submitted. 

During the year 1962 there was no serious outbreak 
of communicable disease in the city. 

Surveys were conducted to determine the need for 
and type of rodent control. Another group of experts 
reviewed the maternal and child health services avail- 
able from health agencies in the city. 

The Boston Health Department pioneered a Sabin 
oral polio program for all children three months through 
high school. Free vaccine was provided by the state 
for infants and children through seven years of age, 
and Chas. Pfizer & Co., Inc., supplied enough vaccine 
to immunize children from seven years of age through 
high school. Some 363,334 doses were given, resulting 
in 93 per cent participation of school children and 78 
per cent of the preschool group. 

On July 15, Dr. F. Robert Freckleton returned to the 
Public Health Service, and on July 16, I was appointed 
temporary Health Commissioner.

INTRODUCTION 


As reported on the following pages in this the ninety- 
first report of the Health Department — Health, Regis- 
try, and Weights and Measures Divisions — the year 
1962 in Boston was another good one for the public 
health of residents. 

Dr. F. Robert Freckleton, on loan from the Public 
Health Service to the city for two years as Health Com- 
missioner beginning July 15, 1960, returned to the 
Public Health Service in Washington, D. C., on July 
15, 1962. Dr. John T. Foley was appointed Temporary 
Health Commissioner on July 16, 1962, by the Mayor. 
Dr. Foley had been Director of Medical Services for the 
Health Division since 1950, first having joined the 
department in 1942 as Director of Venereal Disease 
Control. 

The year was marked by two major high lights —a 
highly successful oral polio program for Boston’s pre- 
school and school children through high school and the 
receiving of $86,360 in Federal Project Grant funds for 
tuberculosis control. The year also included further 
implementation of some of the many recommendations 
resulting from the management, dental, vital statistics, 
and laboratory studies and surveys conducted in 1961. 
A survey.on maternal and child health services avail- 
able in the City of Boston was begun, to be completed 
in 1963 (see Child and Adult Health). 


HIGH LIGHTS 


As mentioned, the year 1962 was marked by two 
major high lights. First of all, in January the Health 
Division received a six-month Federal Project Grant 
of $47,000 for tuberculosis control in Boston. In July 
the Project Grant was continued for another year with 
the appropriation of an additional $39,360 for the six 
months remaining in 1962. This is indeed a high light, 
since the last time a Federal Grant of this size was given 
to the department for a single purpose was some years 
ago. The grant was made to increase and improve 
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services to tuberculosis patients and their families. 
Details of the tuberculosis program may be found under 
Disease Control. 

Second high light of the year was the preschool-school 
Sabin oral polio program. With clinics for Type I 
vaccine in May and for Type III in June (Type II not 
being given), the percentage of participation by the 
potential population in the preschool group, 78 per 
cent, and school group, 93 per cent, was excellent. A 
total of 352,659 doses of oral polio vaccine were given 
to preschool and school children in two months — more 
doses of polio vaccine than the department has ever 
given in several month-long and even year-long pro- 
grams since the first polio immunizations in 1955.

In this program vaccine for children through seven 
years of age was provided without charge to the city by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. The 
Boston Health Department because of its participation 
in the 1961 Sabin oral polio vaccine field trials — these 
trials contributing to the licensing of the vaccine for 
nationwide use — the Health Department received suffi- 
cient oral polio vaccine as a public service from a 
pharmaceutical company to enable including in its 1962 
program all Boston school children through high school 
in public, parochial, and private schools. Further 
details may be found under Disease Control. 


PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Public Health Council was established in 1956 
and is a board of nine members appointed by the Mayor 
to assist and advise the Health Commissioner. The

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ordinance establishing the Council requires that its 
membership consist of a registered physician, a registered 
dentist, a representative of an industry handling food, 
a representative of another industry, a representative of 
labor, and a housewife. Initially, three members of the 
Council were appointed for one year, three for two years, 
and three for three years. Thereafter, as any term 
expired, the Mayor appointed a new member for a 
term of three years. Members of the Council serve 
without receiving any compensation. 

During 1962 the Council met in March, May, Octo- 
ber, and December. Completed studies and surveys 
as well as on-going and proposed programs were re- 
viewed at these meetings. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Health Division operates centrally from the 
Health Department building in Haymarket Square, 
where all its administrative oflices are located, the 
Registry and Weights and Measures Divisions being 
located in City Hall. In planning for the new City Hall 
and Government Center, all administrative offices of the 
department will be located in City Hall. The Health 
Department maintains eight George Robert White 
Fund Health Units and operates five substations, the 
latter located in various municipal buildings. 


As in 1961 the department during 1962 lived within 
its budget and ended the year with a substantial un- 
expended balance. Five sixths of the department’s 
expenditures are for salaries, there being about 335 
employees. The unexpended portions of the budget, 
therefore, are due primarily to the difficulty in recruiting 
and retaining personnel, particularly in areas requiring 


personnel professionally trained and qualified in public 
health.

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In April, 1962, the city administration at the direction 
of the Mayor contracted with a firm having consultants 
in public administration and finance to make a com- 
prehensive review and to update the position classifica- 
tion and compensation plans of the city. This type of a 
review was last done by the same firm in 1951. It is 
to be hoped that the survey now under way upon its 
completion and implementation will remedy the Health 
Department’s personnel situation at least in part. 


In 1961 a management review of the Health Depart- 
ment was conducted by an outside consultant at the 
suggestion of the Commissioner and the Public Health 
Council preparatory to the submission of reorganization 
plans for the department to the Mayor. The report on 
this review became available early in 1962. Among the 
recommendations were the following: (1) that the 
Bureau of Public Health Nursing be transferred from the 
Section of Medical Services to the Section of Local 
Health Services; (2) that the Environmental Sanitation 
Section’s organization be simplified; (3) that the Bureau 
of Health Education be moved from the Section of 
General Services to the direct supervision of the Health 
Commissioner; (4) that the Health Division’s Bureau 
of Vital Statistics and the Health Department’s Registry 
Division be merged; (5) that the annual report of the 
department be changed in order to be more useful; 
(6) that a head clerk be appointed to coordinate clerical 
personnel on the tuberculosis program; (7) that there 
be work load studies for the public health nurse and the 
environmental sanitation inspector positions; (8) that 
assistance be given the Bureau of Public Health Nursing 
in the form of extra clerical help and licensed practical 
nurses; (9) that the position of Director of Local Health 
Services be filled, this position having been vacant 
since May, 1959. 


During 1962 steps were taken to implement some of 
these recommendations, steps having been taken in 
1961 to begin implementation of the dental, laboratory, 
and vital statistics studies. Transfer of the Bureau of 
Public Health Nursing from the Section of Medical 
Services to Local Health Services is under discussion. 
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Simplification of the Environmental Sanitation Section’s 
organization involves some title changes and, therefore, 
action by the Massachusetts Division of Civil Service. 
As plans are under way for a new City Hall, merger of 
the Health Division’s Bureau of Vital Statistics with the 
Health Department’s Registry Division is being held in 
abeyance until the entire Health Department is located 
in the same building, the Registry Division and the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics presently being located in 
separate buildings. Slight revision of the annual report 
was begun in 1960 and more extensive revision in 1961. 
This continues in the present report (see Education). 
A head clerk was appointed in January to coordinate 
activities of clerical personnel working on the tubercu- 
losis program. A work measurement study was begun 
in May, 1961, on the public health nurse’s work and is 
discussed in the section on Child and Adult Health. A 
request has been made to the city budget office for 
approval of new positions in the Health Department 
with the title of licensed practical nurse. In September 
a Director of Local Health Services was appointed. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


Statistics on births, deaths, and morbidity are col- 
lected and tabulated, these statistics being essential for 
defining health problems, planning and conducting 
public health programs. Analysis of such statistics can 
give an accurate picture of the city’s health problems, 
and the population involved. 


For 1962 the resident death rate from all causes was 
13.4 (9,386 deaths) as compared with 13.1 for 1961, 
and the resident birth rate was 20.5 (14,418 births) as 
compared with 21.6 in 1961, these rates being per 
100,000 population. The 1962 resident infant and 
maternal mortality rates were 26.5 and 0.2, respectively, 
per 1,000 live births. As in recent years birth and death 
rates remained relatively the same, as did the city’s 
five leading causes of death — heart disease, cancer, 
vascular lesions of the central nervous system, accidents, 
and diseases of the arteries. These also are among the 
leading causes of death for the nation as a whole. 
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The Health Division issues permits for the burial, re- 
moval, and transportation of the dead in accordance 
with state law. All standard death certificates are 
checked for completeness and accuracy, then coded, 
tabulated, and recorded on punch ecards. Since 1960 
all questionab‘e sequences of any death certificate have 
been checked through with the physician, medical 
office, or hospital signing the certificate. Particular 
emphasis is given to those certificates on which the 
underlying cause of death is in doubt. This procedure 
has resulted in a marked improvement on death certifi- 
cates in the uniform classification of deaths from 
various causes in accordance with the World Health 
Organization’s classification list. As soon as all vital 
information has been transferred from certificates to 
statistical cards for analysis, death certificates are sent 
to the City Registrar for permanent filing and issuance 
of certified copies. In 1962, 13,759 burial, removal, and 
transportation permits were issued, and 12,971 resident 
and nonresident death certificates were filed. 


Standard death certificates are distributed to physi- 
cians, funeral directors, hospitals, and nursing and rest 
homes, the certificates being issued by the Secretary of 
State’s office. There were 29,862 such certificates dis- 
tributed during 1962. Cases of sudden death are proc- 
essed by the Health Division. In instances where the 
County Medical Examiner declines to certify death, 
there being no evidence of foul play, certification of 
death is made by one of the Health Division’s public 
health physicians. 

Monthly reports on total deaths, deaths in certain 
age groups, infant mortality, stillbirths, live births, and 
deaths due to pneumonia and influenza are sent to the 
National Office of Vital Statistics as part of the national 
reporting program. As required by state law, weekly 
reports are made to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health on all deaths occurring in Boston due to 
reportable diseases. Special reports on specific diseases 
are sent on request to various agencies. Numerous 
special requests are received for statistical information. 
These requests are concerned primarily with studies 
and special research being done throughout the country 
by students and physicians, particularly in the areas of 
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cancer, tuberculosis, and infant and maternal mortali- 
ties. 

Working with section and bureau chiefs, procedural 
manuals were prepared for various programs. ‘The 
manuals contain flow charts, diagrams, card designs, 
and narratives for all Health Division programs for 
which statistical data is to be put on punch cards, 
enabling location by anyone at a moment’s notice as to 
where data should be at any particular moment. This 
equipment was invaluable in the rapid tabulation early 
in 1962 of detailed statistical studies on the 1961 Sabin 
oral polio field trials. 


DISEASE CONTROL 


The Health Division also is concerned with the con- 
trol, detection, follow-up, and epidemiological study of 
all reportable diseases, the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health and other interested groups being 
notified regularly of reportable disease incidence in the 
city. 

In August of 1962 the Chief of the Bureau of Disease 
Control retired This vacancy has not yet been filled. 

During 1962 there were 4,253 resident cases of com- 
municable d sease reported, about average for the num- 
ber reported in any year. Public health physicians 
made 1,822 visits on communicable disease cases, 
generally to verify suspicion of communicable disease 
when no diagnosis had been made by a physician. As 
in 1961 one resident case of paralytic polio was reported, 
and for the fourth successive year there were no resident

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deaths from polio. Two cases of typhoid fever were 
reported in contrast to the thirteen in 1961, the two 
cases reported not being related in any way so far as is 
known to the thirteen cases of 1961. There were 450 
resident cases of infectious hepatitis reported in 1962, 
a marked increase over the 187 cases reported in 1961. 
Such an increase has been noted throughout the United 
States. Epidemiological investigat on in Boston by the 
department’s public health physicians has not pointed 
to any source or reason for the 1962 increase. 


Follow-up work on cases of enteric disease (salmon- 
ella, bacillary dysentery, and typhoid fever) is done by 
the public health physicians and involves taking of 
medical histories and stool culture examination on all 
patients and family contacts, the cultures being ex- 
amined by the laboratory. These cases are followed 
until negative cultures are obtained. 


In the spring of 1962 the Department conducted its 
first oral polio program, in this instance for children 
three months of age through high school, the latter in 
all Boston public, parochial, and private schools. 
Type I vaccine was given in May and Type III in 
June, Type II not being given at all. School children 
received their vaccine in school. For preschoolers 
special clinics were set up throughout the city, there 
being twenty-nine such locations in May and eighteen in 
June. The number of doses given in the two-month 
period exceeded by better than 100,000 the total 
number of polio immunizations given by the Department 
in any year since it first began giving polio immuniza- 
tions in 1955 (see table under High Lights). d

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Vaccine for the program was obtained without expense 
to the City of Boston. The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health provided vaccine at no charge to all 
communities in the state for children from three months 
of age through seven years. A pharmaceutical company, 
as a public service, provided Boston and Brookline with 
sufficient vaccine so that the program in these two 
communities might be extended to include all school 
children through high school, Boston and Brookline 
having participated in the 1961 Sabin oral polio field 
trials which led to licensing of the three types of oral 
polio vaccine for nationwide use. 

To obtain such a high percentage of participation in 
this program extensive groundwork was_ necessary 
before and during the program. The program officially 
was announced by the Health Commissioner at a radio- 
television-press conference in early April. From that 
time on health educators continued a steady stream 
of publicity activities through mass media and com- 
munity groups. Adopted as a symbol for the program 
was ‘‘Well-Bee,”’ a little bee designed by the Public 
Health Service Communicable Disease Center as an 
eye-catching symbol of good health appealing to all. 

Special fiers, 155,000, were printed and distributed 
throughout the city, giving clinic locations and hours 
for preschool children. Special attention was given 
to four particularly large housing projects, including 
preparation of several thousand mimeographed fiers 
giving clinic hours and locations in those particular 
areas. Special posters with clinic locations were printed 
and distributed. A letter to parents from the School 
and Health Departments jointly was printed, so that 
each youngster might take one home from. school. 
The letter explained the program and the importance 
of children’s having oral polio vaccine regardless of the 
number of Salk shots previously received. There 
were 250,000 special consent cards printed for both 
preschool and school children, to be signed by parents 
or guardians. Approximately 1,800 Boston private 
physicians were notified by letter of the program. 
Radio and television stations received weekly spot 
announcements on the preschool clinics. Three special

slides using ‘‘Well-Bee’’ were prepared for the tele- 
vision stations. Arrangements were made for announce- 
ments at religious services in churches and synagogues 
throughout the city, giving clinic locations and hours 
for the particular area in which the church or synagogue 
was located. Day care agency directors, settlement 
house directors and workers, and numerous other 
community agencies also were notified of the program 
by letter and given a supply of fliers for distribution. 
Arrangements were made for use of the Fire Depart- 
ment sound truck and for announcements from Police 
Department cruisers in local clinic areas. All police 
stations also received a supply of fiers. Two exhibits 
were made on the program for use at City Hall entrances, 
and one was made for the entrance to the Health 
Department’s administrative building. 


Dr. Albert Sabin, who developed the Sabin strain of 
oral polio vaccine, came to Boston on the invitation of a 
voluntary agency. His visit came in May at the time 
local clinics for preschool children were opening, and a 
number of these clinics were visited by Dr. Sabin. 

Throughout the program a number of special tele- 
vision and radio appearances were arranged for the 
Health Commissioner, all to point out the importance 
of oral polio vaccine and to urge parents that their 
children receive it. Several feature articles on the 
program appeared in daily papers. Weekly releases 
from the department appeared in the local weekly 
papers and foreign language papers. Almost daily 
releases on the program appeared in the city’s daily 
papers. 


During June, 1962, the final statistics on the 1961 
Boston-Brookline field trials of the Sabin vaccine were 
prepared. A joint report on the field trials was given to 
the Massachusetts Public Health Association January 
meeting by the Assistant Director of Public Health 
Education and the Brookline Health Edueator. 


Tuberculosis in Boston still is a leading problem. 
With the Federal Project Grant of $86,360 received in 
1962 for tuberculosis control, it was possible to employ 
ten additional public health nurses, a case register 
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specialist, and six clerks to do intensive work on the 
tuberculosis program in clinic and field services, the 
regular public health nurse’s function being a generalized 
program of family health service, not a_ specialized 
program. There are daily tuberculosis clinics at the 
South End Health Unit, biweekly clinics at River 
Street, and weekly clinics in three other areas of the city. 


In order to supplement and intensify activities of the 
general nursing staff, the tuberculosis project nurses 
work cooperatively with this staff in all health districts. 
Both project and general nursing staffs work closely 
with the Boston Sanatorium, the Boston City Hospital,

private physicians, and community agencies. Plans for 
interagency referrals between the Boston Sanatorium 
and other agencies were revised and strengthened in 
1962. In particular, a new interagency referral form 
was developed, requiring more explicit information and 
notes from the doctor, nurse, social worker, and nutri- 
tionist and requiring more pertinent information regard- 
ing the home conditions and family relationships as 
learned in the hospital. The privilege of attending the

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Boston Sanatorium’s weekly discharge conferences was 
extended during the year to the nursing coordinator for 
the tuberculosis program. A social worker was loaned 
to the Health Division by the local tuberculosis associa- 
tion as are the services of another social worker by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


To further improve tuberculosis case finding, a 
Heaf tuberculin-testing program was conducted for the 
first time in Boston public and parochial schools, all 
other tuberculin-testing programs in which the Health 
Division previously participated, having used the Man- 
toux method of testing. 


All positive reactors, their close friends, and members 
of their immediate families were followed. As in the 
1958 and the 1958-59 programs, initial follow-up was 
by a series of three letters mailed at two-week intervals, 
requesting that those over eighteen years of age come 
to a given location between certain hours for an X-ray, 
and that those under eighteen do the same for a tuber- 
culin test. Nursing visits were made to all those

positive reactors and contacts who had not returned for 
X-ray or tuberculin test two weeks after the third letter 
had been mailed. Positive reactors were put on chemo- 
therapy. The Heaf test, a multiple puncture method 
using an automatic punch Heaf gun with a six-pronged 
head or plate, was a rapid and efficient method of 
testing. 


Extensive groundwork was required before the pro- 
gram could begin. Since 1958, when the Department 
conducted a tuberculin-testing program in two areas 
of the city with a high incidence of tuberculosis, health 
educators assigned to the program have developed pro- 
cedures for acquiring and keeping for study purposes 
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basic information on the positive reactors and their 
contacts. These procedures have been refined and now 
are carried out by those directly concerned with follow- 
up. A general out'ine giv.ng the major steps for the 
entire program was developed for the use o* all persons 
com ng into contact in any way with the program. 
A more specific outline was developed for the use of 
teachers whose pupils would be tested, this outline 
being pretested with the teachers themselves. A 
third and very detailed outline was developed for 
clerks who would be working directly on the program, 
giving step by step all procedures involved in the letter 
follow-up of positive reactors and contacts as well as all 
procedures for acquiring and recording basic statistical 
information. 


Testing was done by a team consisting of a physician, 
the school nurse, and a clerk. Reading was done by a 
team consisting of a special nurse (one), the school 
nurse, and a clerk. The local tuberculosis association 
provided the physicians to do the testing, the special 
nurse, and the two clerks, and also prepared in coopera- 
tion with the Health and School Departments the testing 
and reading schedules. 

In November of 1962 planning was begun for a 1963 
Grade VIII tuberculin-testing program. 

The Chief Examining Physician in the tuberculosis 
program published jointly with another physician a 
paper on the “Ambulatory Treatment of Tuberculosis.” 
In May the article appeared in ‘‘Diseases of the Chest,”’ 
the official journal of the American College of Chest 
Physicians. The article was based on analysis of 
tuberculosis clinic records. 


In 1959 a pilot study was begun to explore the extent 
of alcoholism among patients attending tuberculosis 
clinics. Early in 1962 the mental health nurse and one 
social worker in cooperation with other clinic staff and 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Health’s 
Division of Alcoholism began group meetings for alco- 
holic tuberculosis patients attending tuberculosis clinics. 
These groups met once a week during the year, the 
average attendance being five. In addition, a referral 
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plan was established between the Boston State Hospital 
and the Health Division for emergency referrals of 
patients with a diagnosis of alcoholism, provided these 
patients were a member of a family group. On dis- 
charge from the hospital, the public health nurse visits 
these patients’ homes, her purpose being to provide 
continuity of care, give support to the family, and 
assist the family in understanding the patient and his 
disease of alcoholism. 


CHILD AND ADULT HEALTH 


Through home visiting, clinic activities, and the 
parochial schools, the public health nurse provides 
guidance and counseling to families in the principles of 
healthful living for the prevention of disease and the 
promotion of sound physical and mental health from 
birth to old age. Similarly, through clinie and parochial 
school activities, the public health physician also pro- 
vides advice and counselling. 

EKach week thirty-three well child conferences are 
held. An appointment system is used in conferences at 
the East Boston, Whittier, Savin, and Harvard Street 
Health Units and the Bromley Park Substation. The

system provides more time for each patient from both 
the public health physician and the public health nurse 
by limiting attendance at a given time, thereby creating 
better physician-patient-nurse relationships and, thus, 
better counselling and guidance. 

All children attending well child conferences receive a 
physical examination on their initial visit. Thereafter, 
examinations are made monthly of infants and tri- 
monthly of children after the second year. The public 
health physician prescribes formulae and other dietary 
requirements as .ndicated and gives advice to mothers. 
Diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, and polio im- 
munizations and smallpox vaccinations are given.

A br-ef study was made by public health nurses of 772 
attendance records for infants and preschool children 
in ten health districts. It was found that the majority 
of children over one year made very few clinic visits. 
Time losses in clinic attendance were evident between 
the time initial immunizations were completed and the 
time boosters were received. This points up the need 
for additional education of parents with regard to the 
importance of medical supervision of the well child 
through the preschool years. 


The nursing staff participated in a maternal and child 
health study evaluating such services as_ presently 
provided by voluntary and official health agencies in the 
City of Boston. The study was funded by the federal 
government Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare through the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and was conducted by the Harvard 
School of Public Health. It will be completed in 1963. 


Since April, 1958, four of the fourteen Boston hos- 
pitals having maternity services have been reporting 
births directly to the Bureau of Child Health. In 1962, 
these four hospitals reported 4,970 births to the Bureau. 
As a result of contacting parents by letter with a return 
postal card enclosed, visits to 611 of these newborn by 
the public health nurse were not necessary since parents 
indicated the infant was under care of a private physi- 
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cian. Between the Health Division and the Boston 
Visiting Nurse Association there is a direct referral 
program to prevent duplication of visits to the newborn 
by the two agencies. 

In 1962 there were 1,055 premature resident births in 
Boston. By state law financial aid may be given for 
hospital care of premature infants (five pounds or less) if 
the parents or guardian are unable to pay, the aid 
being given by the town in which the mother resides. 
During the year 186 parents applied for such aid.

Throughout the year two groups of lay volunteers 
again successfully assisted the public health nurses by 
helping in well child conferences, relieving the nurse of 
non-nursing activities such as the care of children while 
in the waiting room. One group was the ‘“‘Pediatts,”’ 
students from the Back Bay Nursing Service who are 
specializing in the care of children, the other, a group 
of senior high school students interested in nursing 
careers who have received instruction in child care in 
their school program. 

City of Boston parochial schools receive their health 
services from the Health Division, the public schools 
having their own Department of School Hygiene and, 
thus, their own school physicians and nurses. During 
the 1961-1962 school year 57 elementary parochial 
schools received services from the Division. The 
population in these schools was approximately 33,269. 

Children in grades I, V, and VIII are given physical 
examinations as are children in other grades at the 
request of the school nurse or teacher. Necessary im- 
munizations are given to pupils not adequately pro-

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tected. The public health nurse arranges for and 
assists the physician in giving physical examinations 
and immunizations. She is responsible for the follow-up 
of any defects found in need of attention. Vision testing 
(Snellen) generally is done by the classroom teacher. 
Audiometer tests are given by the public health nurse 
to children in grade III and to those being followed up 
as a result of previous testing as well as to any referred 
by the classroom teacher. Due to inability to secure a 
full-time staff nurse for this program, one staff nurse in 
each health unit was assigned to do hearing tests in 
parochial schools in that area. This arrangement in- 
volved nine nurses and is time consuming and un- 
satisfactory. 

In the South Boston, Whittier Street, and Charles- 
town Health Units the Department’s ophthalmologist 
conducts eye clinics one morning a week. In these 
clinics eyeglass prescriptions, medicine, and advice are 
given and referrals to hospitals are made. Children 
are referred from both public and parochial schools, 
there having been 639, 725, and 498 visits in 1962, 
1961, and 1960 respectively. 

In addition to the well child conferences, c'inics for 
camp and nursery school or day care agency physicals 
and immunizations are held at all Health Units except 
the North End.

The public health nutritionist develops and provides 
for the public health nurse guidelines for obtaining 
from patients nutrition data needed for evaluating the 
patients’ nutrition needs. The nutritionist also assists 
public health nurses with methods and techniques for 
nurse-patient nutrition interviews. 
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The work measurement study of the public health 
nurse’s activities begun under the direction of the 
Public Health Service in February, 1961, was completed 
early in 1962. In this study the individual nurse kept a 
detailed activity sheet for two weeks in the winter, 
fall, and spring. The study showed, therefore, how the 
individual nurse spends her time.

During 1963 an effort will be made to determine 
the percentage of the public health nurse’s time given 
to specific program areas. Program areas receiving a 
very high percentage of time will be carefully evaluated 
in order to cut down on any unnecessary time being 
given these areas and to provide more time for other 
program areas. The work measurement study also 
will be used to determine the number of nurses needed 
in each district. 


DENTAL HEALTH 


There are 24 dental clinics conducted by the Health 
Division, nine of these located in the Health Units, 
six in municipal buildings, three in public schools, and 
six in parochial schools. School children are released 
from class to attend dental clinics. A public health 
nurse or volunteer may accompany children to dental 
clinic.

A two-year caries control ye was begun in 1961 
in cooperation with the Dental Division of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health and the Forsyth 
Dental Infirmary. During the year the dental health 
status of 650 children was followed in detail to study 
relative effectiveness of two different topical ffuorides 
in controlling dental caries. 

Thirteen dental chairs were completely refurbished 
for clinic use and three new chairs were installed in 
the Whittier Street clinic. This is in line with the 
1961 review of the dental program made by the Dental 
Division of the Public Health Service. The Dental 
Advisory Committee established in 1961 as a result 
of the survey did not meet during the year. 


MENTAL HEALTH 


The mental health program began in 1957 under a 
grant from the Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health. In 1958 and 1959 the program was primarily 
an educational one for the nursing staff. From Septem- 
ber, 1959, through March, 1962, the Harvard School 
of Public Health made a study to determine whether 
or not the nurse’s ability to understand and work with 
the mental and emotional problems of patients had 
increased following intensive mental health orientation 
such as the nurses had been receiving. The study 
report is not yet available. 

After the mental health nurse’s retirement in Sep- 
tember, the School of Public Health’s mental health 
staff assumed responsibility for orientation of new 
staff nurses, individual conferences with staff on family 
mental health problems, and group conferences with 
staff and supervising nurses. 
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LABORATORY 


The laboratory carries out standard diagnostic culture, 
microscopic, and serological examinations of specimens 
submitted by physicians, hospitals, and clinics to verify 
and establish clinic findings. Reports on all bacteri- 
ological diagnoses are sent to the physician, hospital, 
or clinic submitting the specimens and also to the 
specific Health Division bureaus concerned. For in- 
stance, to assist in epidemiological procedures, findings 
of streptococcus, diphtheria, salmonella, and bacillary 
dysentery are reported to the Section of Medical 
Services and tuberculosis findings to the Bureaus of 
Disease Control and Public Health Nursing. 


The laboratory’s routine diagnostic services are 
maintained continuously throughout 365 days of the 
year. The laboratory is re-certified annually by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. The 
certification is given for some 20 types of examinations, 
including agglutinations, blood cultures and various 
blood tests, enteric pathogens, tuberculosis smears 
and cultures, gonococcus smears, water bacteriology, 
tests on eating and drinking utensils, and so on. 


With changing times and public health, there has 
been less of a demand for such examinations as diph- 
theria cultures, but other examinations have come to 
require more refined diagnostic techniques in order 
to verify diagnosis. This is true in the case of salmonella 
examinations. The intensive work being done on the 
tuberculosis program in both case finding and treatment 
areas has greatly increased the number of tests made 
to determine sensitivity and virulence of body fluids 
positive to M. tuberculosis cultures. 

Routine bacteriological tests also are made by the 
laboratory on samples submitted by the Department’s 
inspectors. These samples are of water from swimming 
pools and beaches, swab rinses from restaurant utensils 
and equipment, and milk specimens. 

Several recommendations of the 1961 review of the 
Diagnostic and Milk and Chemistry Laboratories, the 
review having been under the direction of the Public 
Health Service Communicable Disease Center, were 
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put into effect early in 1962. The review recommended 
(in addition to the consolidation of the two laboratories 
under one director as was done in 1961) that obsolete 
equipment be replaced and new equipment acquired. 
Thus, a new chest-type deep freeze was acquired for 
the storage of bacteriologicals. This was particularly 
needed for immediate storage of large quantities of 
Sabin oral polio vaccine used in the intensive preschool 
and school oral polio program. Another recommen- 
dation was that steps be taken for the safety of personnel. 
Thus, an isolation unit for safely conducting tuber- 
culosis culture techniques was installed. The review 
also had suggested study of the location and number of 
drugstores throughout the city which are distribution 
centers for state-produced biologicals, with a view to 
eliminating those no longer necessary. During the 
year the number of these culture stations was further 
reduced from the 50 of 1961 to 38. This action elimi- 
nated centers in areas where the demand for specimen 
containers and state-produced biologicals had been 
reduced markedly. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


In this area the Health Division is concerned with 
general sanitation, housing, food, milk, and milk prod- 
ucts. The Division is responsible for the prevention, 
detection, and elimination of nuisances affecting the 
publie’s health. 

In June, 1962, the Public Health Service and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health were asked 
to survey the scope, nature, and causes of rodent in- 
festations in Boston and to make recommendations with 
regard to this problem. The study began in August 
and consists of outside and inside inspections of build- 
ings. It will be completed early in 1963. 

As in 1961 mosquito control through a spraying pro- 
gram again was carried out in two sections of the city — 
West Roxbury and the Orient Heights section of East 
Boston. 

The Health Division was asked by the Boston Re- 
development Administration to conduct a Housing Code 
enforcement program in several areas of the city desig- 
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nated as rehabilitation areas. Inspection was made of 
dwellings in these areas with regard to compliance with 
the Housing Code. 


Since September, 1961, the Police Commissioner has 
assigned six police officers to the Health Division to 
assist in enforcing sanitary regulations. These officers 
work on a city-wide basis inspecting dwelling exteriors 
with special attention to the enforcement of receptacle 
regulations, abatement of rodent infestations, and gen- 
eral clean-up. 


The Health Division has responsibility for assigning 
sites for dumps, incinerators, cemeteries, and noisome 
trades after making sanitary surveys, interviewing 
residents in the area, and holding public hearings. 
Upon the petitions of citizens and neighboring com- 
munities, a bill was introduced into the Massachusetts 
Legislature calling for closure of a privately owned 
dump in the Columbia Point area which receives rub- 
bish, including a majority of the demolition material 
from the city’s urban renewal program. The bill was 
not acted upon finally in 1962. The Division is par- 
ticipating in a study with other agencies to determine 
alternate disposal methods for demolition material. 


To protect the Boston consumer, routine inspections 
are made to ascertain compliance with regulations for 
the maintenance of wholesome food and drink, having 
adequate refrigeration and storage, proper cleanliness 
of utensils and equipment, proper display, selling, and 
serving of food and drink, and cleanliness of employees. 


Complaints received against any of the 3,250 eating 
and drinking establishments in Boston call for inspec- 
tion of the establishment to determine any violations 
and bring about their correction. Food samples and 
swab rinses of eating utensils are obtained for bacteri- 
ological and chemical analyses by the laboratory. Case 
histories on all eating and drinking establishments, in- 
cluding appraisals and memoranda of inspectors, are 
kept on file. During 1962 there were a number of 
rumors concerning certain restaurants. With extensive 
and detailed inspections these rumors proved to be un- 
founded and stopped. 
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During the year 2,700,000 pounds of unfit food were 
condemned, more than half a million pounds of potatoes 
being spoiled in a warehouse fire. The remaining ap- 
proximately 2,200,000 pounds of food were condemned 
as a result of normal condemnations and seizures of 
spoiled foods at fruit and produce terminals. The lack 
of available dumps and the decreasing number of nearby 
piggeries create a problem in the immediate disposal of 
spoiled foods as does the limited capacity of the city 
incinerator to accept large lots of garbage. This prob- 
lem of spoiled food disposal is under study. 

The streets of the market area which improved 
greatly under an intensive program in 1961 as a result 
of combined efforts among Health Division inspectors, 
the Public Works and the Police Departments, con- 
tinued to show improvement. This was the result of 
constant surveillance by inspectors and two _ police 
officers assigned specifically to this area. 

Work begun by inspectors and health educators in 
1961 on an in-service education course for food service 
personnel in a major hospital was completed during 
1962. ‘The course was given in a series of 12 sessions 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Food and a principal 
inspector and covered the principles of safe food service 
and their application. It was received enthusiastically 
and resulted in considerable improvement in operation 
of the premises. 

As the result of inspections by environmental sani- 
tation inspectors there were three court convictions for 
selling hamburg with excessive amounts of fat and ham- 
burg adulterated with sodium products. The Division 
also recommended to the Boston Licensing Board sus- 
pension of three restaurants’ licenses for unsanitary 
conditions, and the licenses were suspended. 

Boston’s milk supply is routinely inspected to insure 
quality control. The major sources of the city’s milk 
supply are in Maine, Vermont, and New York. The 
state is responsible for inspection of all farms producing 
milk for sale in Massachusetts, but pasteurization plants 
supplying milk to Boston are inspected by the Health 
Division to insure that all equipment such as pasteur- 
izers, pumps, and coolers is sanitized and used properly. 
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Temperature charts and quality reports also are ex- 
amined. City of Boston rules and regulations require 
that twice a month each dealer make a bacteriological 
examination of each farmer’s milk to see that standards 
are met. It has been decades since a case of disease 
has been traced to the Boston milk supply. All milk 
sold in Boston is pasteurized. 

All cases of poisoning in children involving Boston 
residents are reported to the Bureau of Public Health 
Nursing by the Children’s Hospital Poison Control 
Center. On all such reports a visit is made to the home 
by both a public health nurse and an inspector. Pur- 
pose of the visit is to investigate the housing and family 
situation, in particular with reference to the source of 
poisoning and accident hazards in the home. Reports 
are made on all cases by both the nurse and inspector, 
one report remaining in the local health district office, 
one being sent to the main office and another to the 
hospital. The family is assumed on the public health 
nurse’s case load and is followed after the patient re- 
turns home. 


EDUCATION 


Education toward the total well-being of both the 
individual and the community is a continuous process 
conducted both formally and informally by all per- 
sonnel of the department. 

As part of the health services to Boston parochial 
schools an in-service education program is conducted 
by health educators for the approximately 750 parochial 
elementary school teachers. In this program there is 
an hour-long meeting in each school attended by the 
school nurse, the principal, and the teachers. Meet- 
ings are followed by a discussion period. During the 
1961-1962 school year the program was conducted in 
56 of the 57 schools, one school being unable to schedule 
the meeting. Topic for the year was the ‘“‘Scope of 
Physical Fitness,” the approach being that there is far 
more to physical fitness than mere participation in 
physical education programs. Special film, educational 
materials, and reference book bibliographies were pre- 
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pared on physical fitness. Models and charts of the 
various body systems are available for loan to classroom 
teachers for periods of six weeks. Forty-eight such 
requests were filled in 1962. 


For publicity and public relations there is contact 
with Boston’s four daily newspapers, twenty-nine local 
weekly papers, and eleven local foreign language papers 
as well as with Boston’s three television channels, seven 
radio stations, and various other radio stations in the 
metropolitan area. Routinely, news releases and radio 
spot announcements are prepared, television spot an- 
nouncements, due to their expense, being made only for 
special department programs.* In March arrange- 
ments were made with the feature medical writer on 
one of the daily papers for feature coverage of a visit by 
a group of high school exchange students to the de- 
partment. During the year there were special appear- 
ances on radio and television programs by the Health 
Commissioner and other department staff particularly 
with reference to the oral polio program and the topic 
of infectious hepatitis. There is no charge to the De- 
partment for space given by the press or time received 
on radio and television, and the cooperation of these 
media always is excellent. 


A limited number of films are available for loan to 
school and community groups. During the year a group 
of public health nurses and environmental sanitation 
inspectors were instructed in the use of projection 
equipment. The Department has a crown graphic 
camera purchased in the early 1940’s which was recon- 
ditioned in 1962 and used by health educators par- 
ticularly during the oral polio program. A 35 mm. 
camera also was used to begin a series of color slides 
illustrating the Department’s activities with a view to 
using such a series in orientation programs for personnel, 
students, and community groups. 


Again in 1962 a float was prepared for the March 17 
and June 17 city parades. In both instances the basic 
unit of a family of three and a housefront, designed and 
purchased in 1960, was used. For March the float 
theme concerned clean-up, specifically the proper method 
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of rubbish disposal in covered receptacles of adequate 
number and type. The June theme dealt with accident 
prevention in the backyard and garden during the 
summer months. 


Throughout the year health educators designed and 
prepared nine exhibits as well as both a self-standing 
and a table-top exhibit backing which the Department 
had made and purchased for the oral polio program. 
For both the May and June phases of the oral polio 
program two exhibits were prepared for the entrances 
to City Hall and one for the Health Department ad- 
ministrative building in Haymarket Square. In Febru- 
ary two exhibits were prepared on infectious hepatitis 
for use in one section of the city having a particularly 
high number of cases. Also, a nutrition exhibit was 
prepared for an in-service education meeting of the 
nursing staff in October. ? 


During the year over 32,000 pieces of general educa- 
tional materials were distributed through the main 
channels of distribution in the community — the nursing 
staff, the Health Unit waiting rooms, the parochial 
schools, and the day care agencies. This material is 
in addition to fliers and materials printed for special 
programs of the Department such as oral polio program 
fliers and leaflets for well child conferences. To find new 
educational materials available to the Department in 
quantity without charge is a constant problem as there 
is no budget for the purchase of such materials. Each 
year the number of companies and agencies willing and 
able to provide such materials becomes smaller. 


The Annual Report of the Department is prepared 
from reports and statistics on the year’s activities 
submitted by heads of the Registry and Weights and 
Measures Divisions and by bureau and section chiefs 
of the Health Division. The narrative reports are 
edited by the health education staff. Revision of this 
portion of the report was begun in 1960 and continued 
in accordance with basic health education principles. 
By reporting according to program area rather than 
according to bureau and section the report becomes far 
more readable and useful to those who must constantly 
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refer to it — personnel in the Health and other City 
Departments, personnel in voluntary and official health 
agencies. The report also becomes far more interesting 
and useful to the numerous students who request it. 
It is hoped that in the next few years revision of the 
report’s statistical portion can be made since modern 
statistical reporting requires more concise and readily 
understandable methods of presentation than those 
presently found in the report’s statistical summary. 
Distribution of the report is not a Health Department 
function. Since 1955 all city documents have been dis- 
tributed by the City Messenger’s office at City Hall, 
and all requests must be channeled through that office. 

During the year Department personnel, particularly 
the nursing, health education, and laboratory staffs, 
worked with students on all levels of study — elemen- 
tary and secondary school, college and university, and 
graduate. Also, Boy Scouts are examined for their 
merit badges in public health. Meetings with students 
are on both an individual and group basis, tours of the 
Department often being arranged. 

In January a meeting was conducted by the health 
education staff for representatives of 14 colleges and 
nursing schools whose graduate and undergraduate 
students come to the Department for assistance with 
projects and other special assignments or for orientation 
and field training. Staff members from all bureaus and 
sections participated in this meeting to develop better 
understanding of the Department and its resources, 
enabling school and Department staffs to better prepare 
students. | 

Continued during the year was the cooperative 
program between the Bureau of Public Health Nursing 
and two collegiate nursing schools. The program began 
in the fall of 1961 as an experiment in newer methods of 
teaching and supervising collegiate nursing field students 
and was conducted at the Harvard Street and South 
End Health Units. In 1962, 94 collegiate nursing 
students participated in the program which was ex- 
panded to include the Savin Street and South Boston 
Units and the Codman Square and Jamaica Plain 
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sub-stations. From the Boston City Hospital School 
of Nursing 36 students received four weeks of field 
experience with the Department. Forty-eight nursing 
students from a number of hospitals and schools and 
four Masters students spent varying periods of time 
in orientation and field work. 


The nursing staff participates in an in-service educa- 
tion program planned and conducted by their in-service 
education committee. During the year this program 
consisted of four lectures, a panel, and a discussion 
group presentation. Lectures were given on current 
drug therapy in tuberculosis, on leukemia, infectious 
hepatitis, and nutrition. The lecture on infectious 
hepatitis was a combined meeting of both the public 
health physicians and the public health nurses. The 
panel presentation was concerned with bringing to the 
nursing staff results of a Public Health Service workshop 
which the ten tuberculosis project nurses had attended. 
The discussion presentation dealt with the obese child. 


The laboratory during the year provided orientation 
and field training for four graduate medical students, 
ten university students, and nine technicians from the 
Carney, Faulkner, St. Elizabeth’s, New England, and 
New England Deaconess Hospitals. Orientation also 
was given to a group of thirty-five students from 
Emmanuel and Regis Colleges. Three students work- 
ing for a Masters of Public Health in Microbiology 
received a two-week period of training in the laboratory. 


A number of courses were attended during the year 
by members of the staff. The Director of Public 
Health Education participated in a publicity and 
public relations course. A new staff health educator 
attended an intensive three-day visual aids course. 
Twenty-five staff nurses studied in collegiate schools 
of nursing, most working toward their Bachelors degree. 
This study was made possible by use of credit vouchers 
from the collegiate nursing schools in exchange for 
services given to their students. Four staff nurses 
attended a rehabilitation course. Two principal and 
two supervising nurses attended a course on the rela- 
tionship of management and teaching skills to improve- 
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ments in patient care. Attendance at this course was 
made possible through the New England Council on 
Higher Education for Nursing. Three staff nurses 
attended a course on tuberculosis and its control, 
attendance being possible through scholarships from 
the local tuberculosis association. One principal public 
health nurse attended a civil defense instructor’s course 
for certification as an instructor in civil defense, four 
nurses already being certified as civil defense instructors. 
Several inspectors attended a course on environmental 
sanitation and members of the Vital Statistics Bureau 
staff a course on the new data equipment acquired by 
the Department. 


Members of the staff also attend meetings of profes- 
sional associations such as the Massachusetts Public 
Health Association. The Commissioner and Directors 
of Public Health Nursing and Public Health Education 
attended the annual meeting of the American Public 
Health Association in October. The Assistant Director 
of Public Health Education attended the Fifth In- 
ternational Congress on Health and Health Education 
in July and in October, the Institute on Community 
Services for the Chronically Ill sponsored by the Harvard 
School of Public Health and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. 


Staff members serve on committees for professional 
organizations and health agencies and participate in 
their programs and activities. They also serve as pro- 
gram participants, instructors, consultants, and com- 
mittee members for varied groups and agencies within 
the local community. 


LICENSING 


During the year all licensing activities were com- 
bined and transferred from the General Services to the 
Environmental Sanitation Section. 

The Division annually issues licenses for such items 
as the manufacture of frozen desserts and non-alcoholic 
beverages, the pasteurization of milk, the keeping and 
selling of oleomargarine, and licenses for pedlars, under- 
takers, and day care agencies. Almost three quarters 
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of the 8,973 licenses issued in 1962 were for keeping and 
selling milk, oleomargarine, or ice cream. 


In 1962, 57 day care agencies were licensed to care 
for approximately 2,223 children. By Massachusetts 
law any person having in his care and away from their 
parents during all or part of the day three or more 
children under seven years of age and not of common 
parentage must have a day care license. All day care 
agencies presently are visited by the public health 
nurse, the public health physician, the public health 
educator, the nutritionist, and environmental sanitation 
inspector as well as by inspectors from the Fire and 
Building Departments. Inspection is concerned with 
the physical facilities and environment of these agencies, 
the meals and snacks served, the educational back- 
ground of staff, and the program conducted for the 
children enrolled. In working with day care agency 
directors during the year, emphasis was given particu- 
larly to the keeping of adequate medical records on all 
children enrolled. Considerable work remains to be 
done in interpreting to day care directors the importance 
of such records and of their being kept up to date. 
Health educators prepared a bibliography for day care 
agencies on books dealing both generally and specifically 
with various phases of the day care agency or nursery 
school program. 


In July, 1962, the Massachusetts Legislature passed a 
bill providing for licensure of day care agencies by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health in ac- 
cordance with minimum regulations to be drawn up 
cooperatively by the State Departments of Public 
Health, Public Welfare, Education, Mental Health, and 
Public Safety, the bill to take effect on January 1, 1963. 
Under this new law the State Health Department may 
delegate to the local health department or board of 
health the responsibility for licensing day care agencies 
if the department or board meets requirements with 
regard to standards, staff, and program and provided 
the local department or board consents to such delega- 
tion. The new minimum regulations are in the process 
of being drawn up. 
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The Boston Health Department has the responsibility 
for seeing that nursing and convalescent homes, rest 
homes, hospitals, and institutions meet minimum 
standards set by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, the State Health Department issuing the 
license. Home, hospital, and institution licenses are 
renewable every two years. Boston in 1962 had 91 
nursing and convalescent homes, 41 rest homes, and 
45 hospitals. The nursing and convalescent homes have 
approximately 3,516 beds, and the rest homes ap- 
proximately 1,102. 

During the year conferences were held in all health 
districts to assist nurses in establishing good rapport 
with nursing, convalescent, and rest home owners and 
in discovering their needs as well as assisting them in 
following the minimum regulations. Public health 
nurses and the nutritionist visit the homes with reference 
to the nursing care, nursing personnel, equipment, 
nutrition practices, and safety measures. 

Federal grant-in-aid funds provided by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health for improving 
patient care in nursing homes continued in 1962. On 
these funds one principal public health nurse continues 
to provide more intensive consultation and assistance 
to nursing home personnel than was possible previously.

ORGANIZATION 

Headquarters of the Division are located at Room 
105, City Hall Annex. The office is open from 9 A.M 
to 5 P.M. daily, Monday through Friday. The tele- 
phone is La—3-5100, extension 458 or 459. The present 
force consists of a sealer, a chief deputy sealer, 14 deputy 
sealers, a heavy motor equipment operator, and a prin- 
cipal clerk. 

On May 26, 1962 Deputy Sealer Edward F. Green 
submitted his resignation to accept employment with 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Three of the 
present deputy sealers are serving on a provisional 
basis pending the establishment of an eligible list from 
an examination to be held in 1963 from which permanent 
appointments will result. 

GENERAL DUTIES 

The general duties of the sealer and the deputies are 
set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, chap- 
ters 94, 98, and 101. Briefly, they state the require- 
ments regarding the sealing, adjusting, or condemning 
of all weighing or measuring devices that are used for 
the buying or selling of goods, wares, or merchandise 
for public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers 
also are authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to 
the giving of false weight or measure; the laws relative 
to the licensing of hawkers, pedlars, and transient 
vendors; the examination of coal as to quality and the 
weighing of coal offered for sale; the inspection of con- 
tainers, the size, shape, and dimensions of which are 
established by law; the investigation of complaints 
and the prosecution of violations when the evidence 
warrants such action. Licenses and permits for hawkers 
and pedlars are issued by the Health Division. If 
other than fish, fruit, or vegetables are to be sold by 
hawkers and pedlars, a license or permit also is necessary 
from the Bureau of Standards at Room 194, the State 
House.

In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees of the 
Hospital Department present the following report of 
its condition for the year ending December 31, 1962. 

This is the ninety-ninth annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, in- 
cluding the East Boston Relief Station, the Sanatorium 
Division and the Long Island Division. 

On August 2, 1962, Mr. Louis P. Smith was appointed 
to the Board of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 
1967, replacing Mr. Henry E. Foley whose term expired

IV. LITIGATION 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Second Church in Dorchester v. Boston, 348 Mass. 477. 
This was a bill in equity under G. L. c. 231A for de- 
claratory relief respecting real’ estate taxes illegally 
assessed in 1954, 1955, 1956, and 1957 upon the plain- 
tiff’s parsonage. None of the conditions precedent 
imposed by G. L. c. 60, s. 98, on the maintenance of an 
action to recover back taxes had been complied with. 
The only apparent purpose of seeking declaratory 
relief was to circumvent the bars of that statute. The 
Supreme Judicial Court held that the taxes could not be 
recovered back under this bill in equity as G. L. c. 231A 
was not intended to enlarge substantive, as opposed to 
procedural, rights in a case of this sort. 


Police Commissioner of Boston v. Boston, 343 Mass. 
480. A gubernatorially appointed Police Commissioner 
who had made contracts for the repair of police buildings 
without inviting proposals therefor by advertisements 
in the City Record brought this bill for a declaration as 
to their validity. The precise question was whether 
the Police Commissioner was an ‘‘officer ’ 
charge of a department in said city”’ within the meaning 
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of St. 1909, c. 486, s. 30. The Supreme Judicial Court 
held that he was and, in incurring expenses subject to 
that section, was required to comply with the advertising 
prescribed therein. 


Boston v. Chelsea, 343 Mass. 499. ‘The issue in this 
action of contract brought by the City of Boston to 
recover from the City of Chelsea certain old age assist- 
ance furnished by Boston to one allegedly settled in 
Chelsea was whether the recipient of the assistance 
retained her legal settlement in Chelsea although she 
took up residence in an incorporated charitable institu- 
tion in Boston. Involved was the effect of the last 
sentence of G. L. c. 116, s. 2, upon a provision in G. L. 
ce. 118A, s. 1.. The Supreme Judicial Court, holding 
that G. L. ce. 116, s. 2 was controlling and that the 
recipient retained her settlement, affirmed the Superior 
Court’s judgment for Boston. 


Cohen v. Assessors of Boston, 1962 Mass. Adv. Sh. 701. 
The issue concerned the Appellate Tax Board’s jurisdic- 
tion over an appeal from the refusal of Boston’s assessors 
to abate a certain 1960 real estate tax. The Supreme 
Judicial Court took judicial notice of the Appellate Tax 
Board’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, but held that 
the Board could not by any rules confer upon itself a 
jurisdiction which is lacking, that the case was com- 
pletely governed by Singer Sewing Machine Co. v. 
Assessors of Boston, 341 Mass. 513, and that the Board’s 
decision allowing a plea in bar imported a finding of all 
the subsidiary facts necessary to support it. ‘The 
Assessors were thus held to have a right to challenge a 
jurisdictional fact alleged in a statement under informal 
procedure although the Assessors had not answered 
denying such fact. 


Franklin Foundation v. Collector-Treasurer of Boston, 
1962 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1063. This was a petition for a 
declaration as to the right of The Franklin Foundation 
to use the principal of the so-called Carnegie donation 
to acquire land for the extension of the Franklin In- 
stitute. The Supreme Judicial Court denied the right, 
declaring itself satisfied that the ‘‘donation and its 
acceptance by the city was on the understanding that 
no part of it be spent to buy a site for the school, and 
that the scope of this understanding was not limited to 
the original site.” 
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B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuB.Lic UTILITIES 


During 1962, this department screened approxi- 
mately twenty-nine public utility cases, and when the 
City’s interests warranted, entered an appearance on 
behalf of the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. Crvit SERVICE 


This department handled 113 hearings given to 
employees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws and 3 hearings before the Boston 
Retirement Board. 

This department represented department heads in 21 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was specially 
assigned to provide legal counsel to the Government 
Center Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1958. 


C. TORT ACTIONS 


During the year, 373 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $342,690.04. 
Following is a brief comparison of such total payments 
since 1957:

G. CONTRACT CASES 


Three contract cases were tried during the year, re- 
sulting in plaintiff’s verdicts totaling $2,105.02. One 
contract case was settled before trial at a total cost 
of $833.90; and one was settled during trial for 
$307,900.46. 


H. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Seventeen land damage cases were disposed of dur- 
ing 1962. 

Fourteen cases arose from the taking of land for 
street purposes, eight of which were settled in 
sums totaling $60,884.01, and six cases were dis- 
posed of by “‘neither party’”’ agreements. 

Three cases arising from the taking of land for 
off-street parking purposes were disposed of by the 
payment of an aggregate sum of $65,850. 
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I. CITY EMPLOYEE SUITS 


Sixty-nine suits involving city employees were dis- 
posed of during the year 1962; thirteen were settled for 
sums totaling $16,779.75; twenty-six were tried result- 
ing in verdicts totaling $18,407.54; four were settled 
during trial for a total of $3,609.00; six were settled dur- 
ing trial before auditors for a total of $20,950.00; nine 
defendant’s verdicts were entered; ten were disposed of 
by discontinuance, and one by a ‘“‘neither party” 
agreement. 


J. MISCELLANEOUS CASES 


In 1962 four petitions for writs of mandamus were 
disposed of, two by discontinuance and two by denial. 
Two petitions for writs of certiorari were dismissed; 
and one was granted. There were six bills in equity: 
in one, a zoning variance was annulled; in three there 
were declaratory decrees; a fifth was dismissed; and in 
the sixth (a bill to reach and apply brought by the City) 
a counter-claim resulted in a $500 judgment against 
the City.

VI. CONVEYANCING 
A. REAL ESTATE

During the year 1962 the Conveyancing Section 
of the department prepared 6 deeds, 4 leases, 8 City 
Council orders, 8 licenses, 21 agreements, and 6 opinions. 

This section of the department conducted numerous.

reporting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN

The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 121 petitions for land 
takings and damages to property resulting from the 
laying out and construction of public highways involving 
payments of $41,629.90. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all 
petitions filed with the Land Court for registration 
of title to lands within the territorial limits of the city. 
During the year the office appeared in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 
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D. PROBATE COURT 
During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

C. COLLECTION FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION 


Under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5A, the 
Assessors of the City of Boston have committed to the 
Collector-Treasurer upon a special warrant the aggre- 
gate amount of the taxes from which certain persons 
were relieved. The claims for these taxes have been 
referred to the Law Department for collection. 

During the year there were eleven such cases closed 
and the amount of $11,076.68 was collected and turned 
over to the Collector-Treasurer of the City of Boston. 


D. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS 


During 1962, 159 bankrupt estates were investigated 
to ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted to 
the city. In 70 of these estates, claims aggregating 
$18,731.55 were filed. Sums received in 1962 from 
bankrupt estates totaled $26,256.26. 

During 1962, 32 assigned estates were investigated to 
ascertain whether the assignors were indebted to the city. 
In 14 of these estates, claims aggregating $4,381.11 
were filed. Sums received in 1962 from assignees

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
“Park Department.’”? The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 

In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 

Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 

The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,702 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 122 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bath houses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes); 3 public 
bathing beaches with bathhouses in which are 2 solaria; 
4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 2 outdoor); 85 public 
squares; 14 greenhouses; 19 cemeteries (3 active, 16 in- 
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active or historic); 108 miles of parkways, driveways, 
walks, and paths; 131 acres of ponds and rivers; and the 
care and maintenance of all trees on city streets, parks, 
and playgrounds. 

The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
ation buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1962, all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1962 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Boston Common: During 1962 a definite start was 
made towards the reconstruction of walks on Boston 
Common. A contract in the amount of $27,680 was 
awarded for the main walk from Park Street to Joy 
Street, the walk from the Shaw Memorial to Joy Street 
and the Oliver Wendell Holmes walk from Joy Street 
through the Common towards Boy!ston Street. It is 
hoped each year to reconstruct a section of the Common 
walks so that in a period of four or five years, the entire 
area will be completed. 
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For a period of twenty-two years, the U.S.O. and the 
Servicemen’s Officers Club, have operated and main- 
tained the Buddies Club and Service Club on Boston 
Common adjacent to La Fayette Mall opposite West 
Street. Here in these two buildings servicemen from 
all over the world were entertained under the auspices 
of these two organizations, these servicemen coming 
from practically every country in the world. In recent 
years it has been the desire of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission and many citizens of Boston that these 
Clubs having served the purpose for which they were 
organized should be moved to a new location in 
the business area of the City. The U.S.O. and Service 
Club are now located at Boylston and Tremont Streets. 
The area upon which the buildings were located was 
demolished under a special contract costing $6,900 and 
the area now has been loamed, re-seeded and once again 
has become a permanent park area of the Common. 


Arnold Arboretum: During 1962 at this famous garden 
spot, known throughout the world, we continued our 
program of the asphalt surfacing of roadways. This 
work was done at a cost of $24,116.50. At the mainte- 
nance level, the Parks and Recreation Department 
staff painted the fences, repaired and painted the 
benches and did other incidental work for which the 
city is responsible. The entire operation of this famous 
area; trees, shrubs, plantings of all kinds, greenhouses, 
buildings and all personnel, is the responsibility of 
Harvard University. 


Louis Polcari Playground, North End: This small-tot 
children’s area was resurfaced at a cost of $2,711.25. 


Thomas O’Day Playground, West Newton Street, South 
End: During 1961 and 1962 an entire new play area was 
constructed at the site of the former Girls’ High School 
Building. The play area included developing asphalt 
surface, lawns, and seeded area, the planting of twenty- 
two maple trees, new benches, curbing, interior fencing 
and chain-link fencing enclosing the entire area. There 
was also constructed a new modern shelter building 
with meeting-room and sanitaries. In addition, basket- 
ball courts and new modern, colorful playground equip- 
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ment were placed in the area which is open to the 
mothers and children up to the age of twelve. The 
entire cost of this project which includes the demolition 
of the old Girls’ High School was $123,187. 


Buildings, Etc. 

Refectory Building, Franklin Park, Dorchester: We 
were obliged to make major repairs to the building 
caused by fire early in January of 1962. The main 
damage occurred in the basement of the building and 
some of the first floor. Plastering, painting, plumbing, 
new floor covering, electrical work, etc., were com- 
pleted at a cost of $31,286. 


“L” Street Bath House, South Boston: A major 
interior painting job including the painting of several 
hundred lockers was comp eted at a cost of $20,116.00. 


Franklin Field Locker Buiiding: Installation of a 
new boiler at a cost of $8,485.00. 


Cabot S reet Bath House and Recreation Center: In 
our planned program for the conversion of many of 
our facilities from soft coal to oil, a new heating plant 
was constructed and placed in this Center at a cost of 
$33,561.25. 


Franklin Park Garage: For many years it was the 
custom of the department to send trucks and cars to 
local service stations for lubrication and general greasing 
work. During 1962 there was installed in this garage 
an automotive lift and lubrication equipment machine 
at a cost of $4,946.64 


North Bennet Street Bath House and Recreation Cen er: 
This was another of the department buildings which 
was listed in our program for conversion from soft 
coal to oil and the work was completed during the 
year at a cost of $39,945.00. 


Parkways, Roadways, and Walks 
Franklin Square, South End: All the walks in this 
Park located in front of the Frank in Square House 
in the South End District were reconstructed and 
new benches installed at a total cost of $11,530.50. 
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During the year, incidental repairs were made to 
roadways within the Park System at a cost of $4,995.00. 


Greenhouses, Franklin Park 


A contract in the amount of $9,443.00 was awarded 
and completed for repairing and painting of windows 
and the roof area. 

Recreation 


Our recreat on program and what this department 
accomplished for all groups, from the youngest to the 
Golden Age, is well known in the United States. As in 
former years we have conducted our city-wide basket- 
ball, baseball, handball, and football programs in all 
sections of the city. Thousands of persons competed 
in al. these sports, which are set up in junior varsity 
and senior vars.ty park leagues. 


During the summer season we staffed playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with young men and women 
instructors most of whom were college graduates or 
upper classmen in college, who directed workshop pro- 
grams, sports, games, athletics, handcrafts, music, ete. 

Under the supervision of skilled instructors we 
conducted a program for handicapped and retarded 
chi'dren, at South Boston’s Castle Island, at the Tiles- 
ton School, and in Brighton, where these children 
learned to run and play and do many things their 
parents believed they cou d not do. 


Cummings Estate, Woburn: Far removed from the 
crowded tenement districts, children from the most 
congested sections of the city planted and raised many 
vegetables and expertly cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. 

Cemeteries 


During the year excavation work for the furnishing 
and placing of concrete iners in new burial area was 
completed in Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries 
at a cost of $37,310.00. The City re-sells these grave 
liners at a profit when grave and burial lots are sold. 
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All the monies received are allocated either to the 
General Cemetery Funds or Trust Funds. 


Tree Planting 


New Trees: Approximately 450 new trees were 
planted on streets throughout the city. They included 
regular maples, pin oaks and lindens. Some were to 
replace trees destroyed by storms or removed because 
of diseased condition and others were planted on new 
city streets recently constructed. This work was done 
at a cost of $14,437.50. 


A long over-due project, the trimming of dead 
branches and superfluous branches on the trees in 
Boston Common and the Public Garden was completed 
at a cost of $12,150.00. It is the opinion of the officials 
of this department that this was the finest tree-trimming 
job that has ever been done in the department. It 
should add new life to all trees in the Common and the 
Public Garden and as a result, wi:l not require this 
extra-special attention for some few years to come. 


Transfer and Acquisition of Properties 


William E. Carier Playground, South End: The area of 
the playground was reduced by 2,836 square feet. This 
area was approved and sold under City Council order of 
December 31, 1962. The purpose of the sale was to 
allow industrial and manufacturing concerns in the 
rear of the playground a larger entrance into their 
property so that overland trucks and trailers might 
make deliveries and pick up merchandise. The cost of 
the shelter on the playground and a new fence which 
were constructed, was borne by the persons who pur- 
chased the playground property. 


Franklin Field, Dorchester: With the approval of the 
City Council and the Parks and Recreation Commission 
an agreement was signed November 14, 1962 which 
transferred approximately 134,000 square feet of Frank- 
lin Field area on Talbot Avenue to the Metropolitan 
Distr.ct Commission for the construction of a new 
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swimming pool and ice-skating rink. These facilities 
will be under the care, custody and control of the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 


Ross Estate, Forest Hiils: This property which has 
been under the control of the Parks and Recreation 
Department for many years and never used by the de- 
partment, either as a park or playground site, was sold 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus Ukrainian Catholic Church. 
Reservations were made in the property for the con- 
struction of an extended highway, which under City of 
Boston Public Works plans, will be constructed in the 
near future. 


Castle Isiand, South Boston: Under date of December 
10, 1962, Castle Island was deeded from the United 
States Government to the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. Since 1907, except in wartime, this island 
was maintained as a recreation area by the Parks and 
Recreation Department, the ownership of this property 


remaining always with the Federal Government.

Comment 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1962. I am 
pleased to report that despite an average increase of 
ten per cent in the inmate population of the institution, 
it was possible to keep within the amount appropriated 
and to return to the General Funds the amount of 
$12,126.31. 

The following repairs and improvements have been 
made with inmate labor at a considerable saving in 
cost: 


A new steam line from the powerhouse of the new 
prison, approximately 660 feet, has been put under- 
ground and insulated with 420 feet of refractory 
cement and also 2 cement block manholes were in- 
stalled. Approximately 3,290 square feet of cement 
sidewalk has been completed during the year. 


For many years, the new prison sewer line has had 
numerous stoppages. Three cement block manholes 
have been installed along various points of the 600- 
foot sewer line to facilitate repair work in the event 
of further stoppages. 


Our water system has been tied in with an 8-inch 
U.S. Navy water supply line to assure a water supply 
for the institution in the event of an emergency. 


A twelve ton Michigan Crane and an Adams Road 
Grader were secured for a nominal sum from the 
surplus department of the United States Government. 
They have been repaired and placed in operation to 
perform many needed tasks at the institution, such 
as repairing the sea walls and levelling the roads. 
This equipment serves a dual purpose, as it is pos- 
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sible to instruct inmates in the operation of the same 

and thus aid them in securing a job when they are 

released. 

The carpenter shop of the institution has manufac- 
tured fifty ice ladders and a large number of swing seats 
for the City of Boston Park Department. A program 
for repairing the trash baskets of the City of Boston 
Public Works Department was instituted in June of the 
year 1962. This represents a saving for that depart- 
ment and assists in gainfully employing the inmate 
population. 

The institution laundry, in addition to taking care of 
all of the laundering needs of the institution, has under- 
taken the task of cleaning the work clothes for the 
Albany Street Yards of the Public Works Department. 

An Alcoholics Anonymous Program, with visiting 
speakers from various outside groups of this organiza- 
tion, is held on Saturdays. In 1962, for the first time 
in this Commonwealth, a Narcotics Anonymous Pro- 
gram was instituted at this institution. Meetings are 
held on Thursdays and about twenty-five inmates, who 
had previously been addicted to narcotics and barbitu- 
rates, are in attendance. Meetings are addressed by 
prominent outside speakers with a personal or practical 
knowledge of the problems of drug addiction. This is a 
very important program in the rehabilitation of the 
narcotic or drug addict. 

Entertainers from the theatrical and night club cir- 
cuits were obtained on a voluntary basis during the year 
to supplement the moving picture entertainment pro- 
vided on Sundays and holidays. These live programs 
were well received by the inmates, and the entertainers, 
who gave so freely of their time and talent without 
recompense, are to be highly commended. 

The Red Cross Bloodmobile visited the institution on 
three occasicns in 1962, and ten hundred and sixty- 
three (1,063) pints of blood were donated by the officers 
and inmates during the year. One visit of the Blood- 
mobile had to be cancelled because of a possible case of 
infectious hepatitis at the institution and this cancella- 
tion was responsible for the lesser amount of blood 
donated during the year. 
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The piggery at the institution was discontinued fol- 
lowing a fire which destroyed the piggery building and 
resulted in the loss of approximately 400 pigs. The cost 
of reconstructing the building and the increasing diffi- 
culty in collecting garbage was responsible for the de- 
cision which was made. The remaining pigs were dis- 
posed of by contract sale on bids. The amount realized 
from this sale was $11,663.86, and this amount was 
deposited with the City Treasurer and was credited to 
the general funds. 

I am pleased to report that the expenditures at the 
institution, despite rising costs of salaries, food and 
materials, are lower than the expenditures made prior 
to your taking office as Mayor.

GENTLEMEN: 


Under the provisions of Section 2, Chapter 351, of the 
Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of the 
Department of School Buildings is required to submit to 
His Honor the Mayor, to the School Committee, and to 
the Commissioners of School Buildings, a written report 
annually, or oftener, as required. 

In compliance with this statute, I therefore respect- 
fully submit for your consideration the following report 
which contains a financial statement showing in detail 
all expenditures charged to appropriations made by the 
School Committee. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES 


The following is a report of the major items of altera- 
tions and repairs performed by various divisions of this 
department during the fiscal year 1962. 


PLUMBING AND GASFITTING DIVISION 


During the year the following major plumbing 
projects were performed: 

Atherton School — Modern plumbing facilities installed 
at a cost of $18,544. 

New sinks were installed in cooking and science rooms in 
various school buildings at a cost of $8,433. 

First aid standpipe hoses were installed in various school 
buildings at a cost of $5,975. 

Hand washing facilities were installed in the Roger Wolcott 
School at a cost of $3,210. 

Boston Latin School — New water closets were installed 
at a cost of $1,967. 

Girls’ High School — New toilets in teachers’ rest room 
were installed at a cost of $2,488. 


As the result of an agreement between the Boston Gas 
Company and the Department of School Buildings all 
gas ranges in our school buildings are replaced every 
three years at a nominal charge by the Boston Gas 
Company for the new ranges. During the year 1962 
155 gas ranges (in 155 school buildings) were replaced 
in various schools at a charge of $829 by the Boston Gas 
Company which represents the difference in price be- 
tween the new model gas ranges and the old ranges. 
In addition a contract in the amount of $1,625 was 
awarded for the removal of the old ranges and the 
installation of the new ranges. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING DIVISION 


During the year the following major items of modern- 
ization work were performed: 


William E. Russell School — New oil burners were in- 
stalled at a cost of $12,310. 

Boston Trade School Annex — New boiler was installed 
at a cost of $5,445. 

45 Myrtle Street — New boiler was installed at a cost of 
$6,085. 
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Patrick T. Campbell School — New traps were installed 
and vacuum pumps repaired at a cost of $5,415. 

Repairs to heating systems in various schools were made 
at a cost of $6,400. 

Boston Latin School — Alterations to provide for a new 
cafeteria resulted in changes to the heating system at a 
cost of $7,144. 

Plumbing alterations in various schools necessitated 
changes in the heating layouts at a cost of $8,003. 


In addition to the above work, boiler and incinerator 
masonry repairs were made at a cost of $27,896; boilers 
were retubed at a cost of $28,648; manhole and handhole 
gaskets and fusible plugs were replaced at a cost of 
$6,880.

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EXTRAORDINARY REPAIR BOND ISSUE 


In the latter part of 1961, the Mayor and the City 
Council authorized a bond issue for extraordinary re- 
pairs to City buildings. Out of a total bond issue of 
$5,000,000 the sum of $1,621,500 was allotted to the 
Department of School Buildings. The expenditure of 
this money was to be spread over the next several years. 

In general, the items covered by the bond issue are 
major in scope and comprise work other than what is 
considered ordinary maintenance work. It includes re- 
placement and modernization of plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems, the rebuilding and general surfacing 
of yards and roadways, the construction of retaining 
walls, drainage systems, the replacement of roofs, and 
the modernization and auxiliarizing of fire alarm facili- 
ties.

CONCLUSION 


During the year 1962, enrollments in many sections of 
the City increased in such proportions that many 
alterations were required to provide classrooms and 
other facilities to accommodate the pupils and also to 
make provisions for special class programs now being 
set up. 


In order that the pupils in our schools may be taught 
in pleasant and attractive surroundings, our painting 
program, was expanded during 1962. Sixteen buildings 
were completely painted at a total cost of $171,476. 
Much painting of particular areas and rooms in many 
other school buildings occurred in 1962. The 1962 
budget allowance for painting was $150,000. Due to 
transfer of funds made possible by savings in other 
budget items $205,098 was actually expended. 


A comparison of the painting expenditures for the 
past three years follows:

A large amount of modernization of construction and 
mechanical systems has been performed during the 
current year. 
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VANDALISM 


A great part of the department funds have been 
expended to remedy damage caused by vandalism 
which is continually occurring in every section of the 
city. During the year 1962 the sum of $74,751 was 
expended for the replacement of broken windows alone. 
However, this item of vandalism is only a portion of the 
expenditures for all types of vandalism. A great part 
of the vandalism occurs within the buildings and as a 
result does not usually come to the attention of the 
public. 


In recent years, the types of vandalism which have 
appeared to increase include the demolishment of 
heavy masonry and steel construction such as stone 
and brick walls, piers, large granite stairways, the 
removal and destruction of heavy iron fences and other 
types of structural material which it is not possible 
to damage or remove except by persistent and decisive 
effort. In general, these acts could not be achieved 
without the use of heavy bars, long levers, etc. In 
many instances the vandals are getting on roofs and as a 
result many skylights and other roof structural ele- 
ments have been damaged or destroyed. The exteriors 
of many of the buildings are being defaced with paint, 
grease, and other materials, which have proved very 
difficult to remove. In many cases it has been necessary 
to grind down the surfaces of the limestone and other 
masonry. 


There have, also, been a number of cases of deliberate 
and determined attempts to ignite fires within the 
buildings by the breaking of glass and the introduction 
of burning materials. Fortunately, the arsonists have 
succeeded in causing a total loss in only one building, 
the abandoned 16-classroom Frothingham School in the 
Charlestown District which was so badly gutted and left 
in such a dangerous condition that an immediate 
demolition of the building was required at a cost of 
$8,300. In many buildings, smaller fires have occurred 
due to the same cause. 
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Where possible, particularly in the case of continued 
and extreme glass breakage, other types of enclosure or 
paneling have been substituted for the original material. 
Wood or steel panels have been used to replace glass in 
areas where glass is not particularly needed. As far as 
possible, wooden screens or metal grilles have been 
installed over the exterior of the unprotected areas. 

The matter of glass substitutes has been investigated 
and experimental installations made. However, glass 
substitutes have not proven entirely satisfactory as a 
means to end the breakage. In some cases, within a 
short time after installation much of the newly applied 
material has been found broken in the same manner as 
ordinary glass. Also, due to their greater cost and 
installation requirements the cost of such substitutes has 
averaged over twice the cost of glass installations. 

Breaking and entering has resulted in severe damage, 
both interior and exterior, to many buildings. After 
illegal entry is made, the entrants go on a rampage 
causing damage to the floors, walls, and furniture. 

It is believed that the cost to remedy the damage 
done in types of vandalism other than glass breakage 
will equal if not exceed the cost of glass replacement. 

Constant contact is maintained with law enforcement 
agencies so that the expenditures attributable to 
vandalism may be reduced to a minimum. 


EXTRAORDINARY REPAIR BOND ISSUE 


Under the Extraordinary Repair Bond Issue, which 
was authorized by the Mayor and City Council in 1961, 
contracts for many major items of work were negotiated. 
This bond issue provides moneys for major items of 
work other than the ordinary maintenance of the 
school buildings, and, as a result, plumbing, heating 
and electrical systems have been modernized or replaced, 
school yards and roadways resurfaced, retaining walls 
and drainage systems constructed, and contracts let 
for auxiliary fire alarm electric service in all the schools. 
Much of this work was performed in 1962. 

As noted in the above paragraph, the Mayor and 
City Council authorized a bond issue for extraordinary 
repairs to city buildings. Out of a total of $5,000,000 
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authorized in this bond issue, the sum of $1,621,500 
was allotted to the Department of School Buildings. 
The expenditure of this money was to be spread over 
the next several years. During 1962, the sum of $685,065 
was encumbered. It is expected that the entire allot- 
ment of $1,621,500 will be encumbered during 1963. 

At this time, I desire to express my most sincere 
thanks to His Honor the Mayor, the School Committee, 
the Superintendent of Schools and his assistants, the 
members of the Board of Commissioners of School 
Buildings, and to all City of Boston and Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts agencies, for their cooperation 
in all matters.

Administration 


On July 1, 1962, a major change in the structure of the 
department went into effect as the result of a legislative 
act. This change was enacted as a direct result of a 
recommendation made by the Automotive Safety Foun- 
dation Report submitted in 1961, and in effect imposes 
on the Commissioner additional powers and duties. 

The Traffic Department is now the Traffic and Park- 
ing Department, and the Traffic Commissioner is the 
Commissioner of Traffic and Parking, and is still Chair- 
man of the Traffic and Parking Commission. The Com- 
missioner of Traffic and Parking now has the power to 
determine the location of off-street parking facilities 
contemplated for construction by the Board of Real 
Estate Commissioners under the city-owned lease pro- 
gram of such public garages providing such construction 
is in the public interest to improve the circulation of 
traffic. All permits to operate open-air parking lots are 
also now issued by the Commissioner after all such ap- 
plications are reviewed and the sites inspected to assure 
compliance by the operators with all the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Commission. 

Whenever the Commission is not in session, the Com- 
missioner generally may exercise all the authority of the 
Commission. This now eliminates any delays in 
initiating changes in rules and regulations formerly only 
within the power of the Commission. It further estab- 
lishes methods of public hearings relative to rule changes 
and conditions under which rules may be effective after 
public notice, and indicates any changes in all other 
areas of the original act creating the Traffic Depart- 
ment, Traffic Commission, and the powers of the Chair- 
man and the members thereof. 

Commissioner Carty, therefore, held seven meetings 
with his staff in the Traffic and Parking Department 
since July 1, 1962, and ten meetings of the Traffic and 
Parking Commission were held during the year 1962. 
There were 822 permanent changes made in the rules 
and regulations governing traffic movements in the

entire city and over 300 temporary changes for detours 
in construction areas. It is anticipated that many 
major detours will be necessary during the next few 
years as progress develops on the Toll Road Extension, 
the Prudential Center, and the Government Center. 

Many other measures were resolved at these meetings 
including changes in the schedule of fines for specific 
types of parking violations. 


The year 1962 saw the ‘‘ New Boston” actually coming 
alive. Ground was broken for the Toll Road Extension, 
and the early stages of demolition are well under way. 
The Commissioner, the Deputy Commissioner, the 
Director of Traffic Engineering, and members of the 
Engineering Division have established a well-organized 
liaison with both the Toll Road Authority and the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority. Similar arrange- 
ments are maintained with the contractors engaged in 
all the multimillion-dollar developments in order that 
proper adjustments can be established well in advance 
to accommodate traffic movements with a minimum of 
delay and congestion. There are twenty-one bridges 
within the City of Boston lying directly in the path of 
the Toll Road Extension, all of which will necessarily be 
demolished and rebuilt with present-day design in 
order to span this eight-lane limited access expressway 
and the two-track railway line running parallel with 
each other from the Newton line. One can readily 
understand the enormous problems that will confront 
the traffic engineers who have the responsibility of 
maintaining traffic in the city without complete stran- 
gulation. Every medium of communication with the 
public has offered complete cooperation so that motorists 
will be alerted to the great number of changes in traffic 
patterns all along the route. Definite time tables on an 
alternating and staggering basis are being worked out in 
the over-all planning for the two to three years of con- 
struction. 

It has been said that highway planners and engineers 
are dreamers, and justly so. How can one estimate 
correctly the future that lies ahead, or what will result 
with this new facility jwhich will bring a motorist into the 
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downtown area in twelve minutes from the present 
Weston terminus of the Massachusetts Toll Road? 
The four major interchanges planned will create a 
positive change of traffic flows and demands in a major 
portion of the city. What effect will it have on new 
developments in close proximity to the interchanges? 
Already air-space over the road is seriously being con- 
sidered. How soon will the citizens see some of the 
other varied proposals in the Master Highway Plan of 
1948 placed in effect? 


The new electronic-controlled system of traffic signals 
in Unit 2, the Back Bay area, was completed and is in 
full operation. Signal inspectors and engineers, after 
continuing studies during the first several months, 
succeeded in providing smoother and uninterrupted 
traffic flows throughout the entire system. Today, 
in spite of the influence on traffic generated by construc- 
tion of the Prudential Center and Toll Road Extension, 
Massachusetts Avenue traffic experiences little con- 
gestion, or back-stacking at the various major inter- 
sections. 


The department, in keeping with Mayor Collins’ 
policy of in-service training of city employees to attain 
the highest degree of professional skills, was able to 
send all the traffic signal repairmen to a special re- 
fresher course given by one of the country’s leading 
trafic signal equipment manufacturers. Application 
of the knowledge obtained from these courses has been 
evident in the trials of the new system in Unit 2, wherein 
major breakdowns have been resolved with a minimum 
of loss of the service. In-service training of these 
employees has thus been more than justified and will 
be encouraged in all divisions to enable the department 
to keep abreast of all the most modern equipment and 
techniques used today in all phases of traffic control. 

The city saw the completion of the final installation 
of the new ten-cent parking meters in the downtown 
area. Every major city in the country is plagued with 
the problem of pilfering of parking meters. In Boston, 
too, we have experienced this common nuisance by 
professionals, amateurs, students, and juveniles to the 
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extent of 10 per cent of normal anticipated revenues. 
The loss of the revenue alone, however, is not as great 
as the cost of both the loss of equipment and the cost 
of repairs. It appears ironical when a meter containing 
less than a dollar in coins is damaged to the extent of 
repairs up to $10. When one considers the replacement 
of a meter up to $40, only to have it broken into the very 
next day, it is no wonder then that serious consideration 
must be given to replacing all 10,000 meters in the city 
with a more expensive but unbreakable and burglar- 
proof type. The annual estimated 10 per cent monetary 
loss and the tremendous maintenance cost problem, 
reduced to a mere trifle would justify this expense in 
only a few years time. 

Two-way radios have already been installed in several 
service trucks, and it is hoped that by next year all signal 
maintenance vehicles and passenger cars of the depart- 
ment shall be so equipped. One can readily appreciate 
the stepped-up service that will be available to the 
department when maintenance men can be alerted to a 
condition directly by radio without delay from one as- 
signment to another. 

The first major study in improving mass transit 
facilities anywhere in the country was initiated here in 
Boston during the year. A $10.5 million grant was 
made, including both federal and state funds, and this 
money will be apportioned to the various transit lines 
servicing the metropolitan area. All eyes are focused 
on these experiments here involving both rail lines and 
rapid transit and bus lines which will see fares reduced 
considerably from the present schedules and parking 
rates at fringe areas made as low as can be possible to 
attract motorists to their use. The staff of the Mass 
Transportation Commission will maintain a keen vigil 
on the progress of all these subsidized plans and prepare 
detailed analyses and reports of all experiments. We, 
in this area, are fortunate in being the first “guinea 
pigs” in this direction and will find ourselves in a 
most convenient position to receive federal aid in 
permanent improvements resulting from these experi- 
ments under President Kennedy’s mass transit bill 
which is pointed to spark the national interest in the 
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stimulation of mass transportation systems in all large 
metropolitan areas throughout the country. 

Every possible effort has been made to minimize 
high accident locations with whatever improvements 
were deemed necessary. The Safety Division is con- 
tinually presenting the accident history at critical 
areas to the Engineering Division, proposing remedial 
measures for further studies by the traffic engineers. 
With all this, however, the year 1962 saw a drastic 
change from the declining curve of fatal, personal 
injury, and property damage accidents when a sharp 
upward trend resulted from the 1962 accident figures in 
all three categories. What are the answers to these 
changes one may ask? Are motorists cognizant that 
last year ninety people were killed in traffic accidents in 
Boston, including M.D.C. parkways, and that in over 
15,000 accidents more than 25,000 people were injured? 
These alarming statistics perhaps should be exploited 
more fully to every motorist in the city. Educational 
programs pointed directly to drivers should be stepped 
up along with more rigid enforcement. Common factors 
found contributing in most accidents are speed too fast 
for conditions, flagrant disregard to traffie control 
devices of all types, and disobedience to traffic rules 
and regulations, all based on drivers’ attitudes. 

The State Department of Public Works, as a result 
of permissive legislation by the General Court regu- 
lating the use of ways by pedestrians, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 409 of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, is currently drawing up proposed pedestrian 
regulations which will be offered to all cities and towns 
in the state. The adoption of the National Uniform 
Code of Traffic Control Devices by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works is a step forward to simplicity 
and understanding of traffic regulations to interstate 
drivers and will undoubtedly become a determining 
factor in the over-all accident reduction program. 
The acceptance of the ‘‘ Pedestrian Law” by the City of 
Boston will eventually see the adoption of the ‘‘ Walk” 
and ‘‘Don’t walk” system of pedestrian control at all 
signalized intersections. More effective roadway paint- 
ing of crosswalks, center lines, lane lines, and stop lines 
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will become auxiliary aids to motorists and pedestrians 
alike. 

Mayor John F. Collins and Police Commissioner 
Edmund L. McNamara are to be congratulated in 
initiating the program of uniformed women super- 
visors at critical school crosswalks in all districts of 
the city. Over 1,500 qualified women were closely 
screened and in November sixty appointments were 
made each assigned to the most critical cross-walks 
in school areas. This first experiment met with such 
great success it is now anticipated that a total of 180 
such supervisors will eventually be placed to prctect 
school children by 1968. 

The final portion of the surface roads of the John F. 
Fitzgerald Expressway (Central Artery), under the 
control of the State Public Works Department within 
the Expressway right-of-way since construction was 
first begun, was transferred back to the City of Boston 
on September 11, 1962. The department necessarily is 
undertaking the responsibility of reappraising all rules 
and regulations governing all such local roads, including 
all intersecting ways, re-signing the entire area with the 
appropriate signs. ‘This also includes the transfer of 
all signal controls at every intersection and will add 
fifteen signalized intersections to the present system 
now under the control of the Traffic and Parking 
Department. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES 
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Investi gation Division 


Under the reorganization structure recommended by 
the Automotive Safety Foundation the Investigation 
Division has now assumed the responsibility of a new 
subdivision, ‘‘Street Signs”. The Investigation Division 
performs the principal function under the category of 
Trafhie Operations as recommended by the Automotive 
Safety Foundation study and handles all street signs, 
whether of a temporary or a permanent nature, loading 
zones, street openings, detours, and temporary con- 
struction votes. 


This division has the responsibility of maintaining all 
the detours involving changes in traffic patterns due to 
demolition and reconstruction at the three major 
projects, all of which were under way during the year — 
the Toll Road Extension, the Government Civic Center, 
and the Prudential Complex. This division maintains 
liaison with all these project areas which will un- 
doubtedly continue for the next three or four years. 
The continuous flow of traffic entering the city during 
the peak hours has not experienced too great an in- 
convenience due to the efficient detours planned by the 
engineers of this division. The Metropolitan District 
Commission engineers have cooperated splendidly with 
this department in making available changes in their 
traffic patterns to coordinate with public ways under 
the jurisdiction of the Traffic and Parking Department 
to relieve congestion, especially in the Kenmore Square 
and Fenway areas of the Back Bay.

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Parking Meter Division 


The final installation of the new ten-cent parking 
meters throughout the city and the conversion of one- 
cent parking meters in the districts to five-cent parking 
meters was completed in 1962. Although there were 
many new parking meter installations established in 
some business districts outside the downtown area, a 
considerable number of parking meters were removed 
in the areas of the new Government Center construction 
and the Prudential Center construction, with the result 
that at the end of the year there were 8,633 parking 
meters in operation throughout the city. This com- 
pares with 8,670 parking meters at the end of the 
previous year. 


As was anticipated, the additional revenue from 
parking meters was increased almost $300,000 for a 
total of $833,967.71. 
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Safety Education Division 


The second annual Traffic Safety Week Program, 
sponsored by the Traffic and Parking Department, the 
Boston Police Department, and the Massachusetts 
Safety Council, was held on the Boston Common during 
Labor Day week. The program attracted thousands of 
people to the exhibits and demonstrations. Participat- 
ing agencies in this affair were the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority, the Insurance Safety Associates, 
the American Automobile Association, and the Auto- 
mobile Legal Association. High light of the activities 
on the Common was the Allied Van Company mobile 
drivitron van which contained a simulated vehicle 
where people were subjected to simulated on-the-road 
driving tests. The entire program was carried through 
every medium of communication, and it is felt that the 
program reached perhaps one half-million people. 

On numerous other occasions the Safety Education 
Division, at the request of Mayor John F. Collins, 
prepared appropriate floats for parades each denoting 
a specific safety theme, bringing again directly to the 
driving public and pedestrians a message to promote 
a united interest in the efforts of the department to 
reduce traffic accidents in the city. 

Following are various analyses of the traffic accident 
experiences compiled from the files of the department. 
High lights of these analyses are as follows: 


1. Boston reported the highest number of persons killed 
in traffic accidents since 1957—-when 62 people died in 58 
fatal accidents. 

a. There were 38 pedestrians killed; this includes 2 
bicyclists, 10 occupants, and 14 operators. 

b. Pedestrians represented 61 per cent of the total, 
which is the lowest percentage recorded in the last 
25 years. 
There were 31 adults and 7 child pedestrains killed. 
1. Of the 31 adult pedestrians, 27 were over age 60. 

2. Of the 58 fatal accidents, 22 (or 37 per cent) occurred 
during daylight hours, while 36 happened during hours of 
darkness. 
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a. In contrast to this—of the total of 12,946 traffic 
accidents reported, 6,926 (or 54 per cent) occurred 
during daylight hours as against 6,020 (or 46 per 
cent) during darkness. 

3. There were 22 fatal accidents (37 per cent) which 
occurred AT intersections (2 signal controlled) while 36 (63 per 
cent) occurred BETWEEN intersections. 

a. Again, however, the over-all picture shows that of 
the 12,946 reported accidents, 7,940 (61 per cent) 
happened at intersections, while 5,006 (39 per cent) 
occurred between intersections. 

4. Of the total of 62 persons killed, 45 (73 per cent) were 
males, while 17 (27 per cent) were females. 

a. There were 64 operators involved in fatal accidents, 
14 (22 per cent) were under 25 years of age. 

b. There were 53 (84 per cent) male operators, 8 (12 per 
cent) females, while 3 were unknown due to hit and 
run fatal accidents. 

ce. Of the 64 vehicles involved in fatal accidents 43 
(68 per cent) were Boston registrations; 16 (25 per 
cent) were Massachusetts (non-Boston); 4 were 
out of state. 

d. There were 22,478 vehicles involved in the 12,946 
reported accidents; 15,111 (or 69 per cent) were 
Boston registrations, 6,290 (or 27 per cent) were 
Massachusetts (non-Boston), while 1,077 (4 per cent) 
were out of state. 

5. Three persons were killed in one accident in March 
when operator skidded on a curve while speeding at 2:15 a.m. 
All killed were occupants. 

6. In April and in November, 2 pedestrians were killed 
in single accidents crossing mid-block during the hours of 
darkness. 

7. November was the worst month, when 11 fatal accidents 
occurred in which 12 people died, while only 1 fatal accident 
was reported in August. 

a. Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday were the worst 
days of the week when 11, 12, and 11 people respec- 
tively lost their lives in traffic accidents. 

b. There were 15 fatal accidents between the hours of 
midnight and 6 a.m. in which 18 persons were killed. 

c. Speeding too fast for conditions was a factor in 13 
fatal accidents. 

8. Most fatal accidents (15) occurred in the Roxbury 
district, while Hyde Park was the only district without a 
traffic fatality. 

a. Outside of the downtown area, Roxbury also had 
the highest number of all other type traffic accidents 
with 3,142, while Charlestown had the least with 441. 
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9. M.D.C. traffic accident figures in Boston indicate the 
following in addition to those reported above:

Safety Education Div. 
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Trafic Signal Division—1962 


The Signal Division installed traffic signals at ten 
new locations, four of which were single-faced warning 
flashers, bringing the total number of signalized inter- 
sections to 459 operated by the Boston Traffic and 
Parking Department. This figure does not include the 
ninty-one additional signalized intersections under the 
control of the Metropolitan District Commission within 
the City of Boston. 


During the latter part of the year this division began 
the installation of an entirely new electronic master 
traffic controller and local controllers at fifty-five inter- 
sections in the Back Bay area of the city. This con- 
version eliminated controllers that had been in operation 
for over thirty years. 


In addition to the Back Bay installation, over 400 
obsolete housings were replaced in the downtown 
Unit 1 area. Many of these housings had been in 
operation for many years and it was found that their 
replacement was a vast Improvement. 


All the personnel of the Signal Division underwent a 
three-day course in a training program held in the 
department by a representative of the Automatic 
Signal Company on the new electronic system installed 
in the Back Bay area. 


The following signal installations were made during 
the year 1962: 


Berkeley street and St. James avenue 

Dorchester avenue and Summer street 

Chelsea street, Porter street, and George Visconti road

The department fleet now comprises a total of forty- 
eight motor vehicles, including passenger cars and 
trucks. The fleet is perhaps the best equipped fleet 
that the department has had in years since all vehicles 
in the service are relatively new. All vehicles are 
equipped with automatic transmissions which have 
proven very efficient from a maintenance point of 
view, contributing to the fact that our maintenance 
costs have been reduced considerably. 


A total of over 300,000 miles are driven by this fleet, 
and the garage personnel, through their preventive 
maintenance program contiaue to maintain this rolling 
stock available at all times. 


Many of the vehicles will be equipped with two-way 
radios which will enable the personnel to perform many 
of their duties without unnecessary trips back to the 
department, especially on emergency occasions where 
direct contact can be made with the men in the field.

The annual report for 1962 for the Veterans’ Services 
Department is hereby submitted: 


The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated 
the earlier change in the name and structure of the 
department. 


The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 


1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
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dependents, and the various wars and conflicts 
included in our program are defined in the General 
Laws. 


2. The furnishing of information, advice, and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hospi- 
talization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ 
benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and 
who require them but to withhold benefits to those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
federal or state benefits available to recipients be 
received so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division at 
the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
city would not otherwise receive. It will continue to be 
our intention to pursue the course of action outlined. 


Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received; yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it is 
our obligation to render service and to help and, as we 
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have said in so many words before, we stand willing to 
assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law, but we exercise stringent efforts to 
withhold benefits to persons not entitled to them and 
not actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our 
utmost to see that our recipients avail themselves fully 
of any federal or state benefits which would reduce the 
burden upon the City of Boston. 


In the current year of 1963 as increasing number of 
World War II veterans are making application to this 
department for assistance in one or more categories. 
Sickness, disability, need for eyeglasses, braces, ortho- 
pedic appliances, inability to perform duties required in 
laboring jobs, etc., have been a predominant factor in 
this increased need for assistance. Hospital rates are on 
the upward spiral, as are corresponding costs of doctors, 
nurses, dentists, pharmacies, etc. The World War II 
veterans are now reaching the age bracket where the 
above services are becoming necessary. The Veterans 
Administration hospitals are decreasing the number of 
domicilary patients allowed in their facilities as rapidly 
as possible, and the Soldiers Home and Hospital at 
Chelsea have instituted a program of admitting only 
acute illnesses and decreasing the number of chronic and 
domicilary care patients at a very rapid rate. 


Due to the above conditions the case load in this 
department will show a constant upward trend as more 
and more World War II veterans grow older. 


Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans 
Services, has supported bills pending before the Legisla- 
ture for increased reimbursements from the Common- 
wealth on our veterans’ benefits cases and contacted the 
Central Office of the Veterans’ Administration for in- 
creased pension for all veterans needing aid and at- 
tendant care. 
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In 1962 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 


1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 


I am happy to report that in January, 1962, new 
quarters were obtained, and we are now located at 
38 Chauncy street, Boston. The new quarters are more 
spacious than those previously occupied, well lighted, 
and much better suited to our needs. 

Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts continue to be excellent. It is particularly im- 
portant to maintain this relationship in order that the 
City of Boston may obtain the greatest possible reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth. 

The department received $932,965.60 in 1962. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

OUR END RESULTS are perhaps less dra- 
matic and clearly less tangible than Boston’s 
emerging skyline. In most cases, they are in the 
line of the ordinary — finding jobs, maintaining 
home life, getting adequate medical care, or 
providing temporary shelter. But, for the 
people involved, they are taller than any man- 
made tower, replete with fulfillment and holding 
promise of a future. 


ALL THE ACTIVITIES detailed in this 1962 
report of the Boston Welfare Department, 
directly or indirectly, were tailored to make such 
happenings possible and probable.

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ANNUAL REPORT 1962 


With new directions and procedures, the Boston 
Welfare Department faced the challenge of aiding the 
city’s needy in 1962. 


From Washington, first in the President’s welfare 
message and later in the federal welfare bill (P.L. 
87-543), came new guidelines which recognized that 
welfare problems of the sixties could no longer be met 
with welfare methods of the thirties. 


Federal Legislation Takes The Rehabilitation Road 


The welfare reform bill passed in July, called for 
more social services to meet the needs of problem 
families and the extension of similar services for the 
aged and disabled; increased from 50 to 75 per cent 
the federal share of whatever funds the state directs 
toward rehabilitative services; authorized an initial 
$5 million for establishment of day care centers for 
children of working mothers; permitted the use of 
federal funds for on-the-job training of welfare re- 
cipients; and directed more aid toward the training 
of welfare personnel. 


Congress also continued for five years the temporary 
measure granting aid to children of unemployed parents; 
extended federal sharing in the ADC program to 
include the needs of the second parent when he is 
unemployed or incapacitated and living in the home; 
and increased by $4.20 per case federal reimbursement 
in Old Age and Disability cases. 

Welfare departments across the country will be 
busy for many years ahead revamping programs to 
meet these federal standards. Here in Boston, the 
task has already begun. By adhering to the plan 
advanced by the Mass. Department of Public Welfare, 
we have more than laid the groundwork for increasing 
social services to families. 
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State Directives Offer Guideposts . . . 


State directives required the classification of families 
to determine the number and degree of problems;* 
the separation of family and adult caseloads; and 
stipulated a maximum of fifty cases for workers handling 
family caseloads, with frequency of visits corresponding 
to problems encountered. Thus, intensive casework 
services can be given where most needed, while those 
persons whose problems are principally financial can 
be encouraged to retain as much self-direction as 
possible. 


And Boston Makes The Necessary Changes 


Although the personnel, procedural, and structural 
changes made necessary to apply this plan to Boston 
were extensive, the department was well acquainted 
with the family classification method. In 1959, we 
first utilized the method in a pilot project, later adapting 
our own version to selected caseloads first in the Bromle 
Park and then the Columbia Point housing devel- 
opments. 


To reduce family caseloads to fifty per worker, the 
social service staff had to be increased and recruitment 
efforts stepped up to fill these newly- created positions. 

It naturally followed that orientation efforts also 
mushroomed as seventy-seven new social workers ar- 
rived in ten different groups during the year. 


Redistricting Proves Major Task 


The task of redistricting offices was monumental, in- 
volving first the separation of ADCf and GR family 
cases from OAA, MAA, DA, and GR adult cases, and 
then the redistricting of all Boston streets so that social 
workers’ areas would encompass the specified number of 
cases. 


Adult caseloads retained the system of having the 
geographic boundaries of the social worker’s area de- 
termine case responsibility. The maximum here was 
set at 185 cases. In the family units, however, the 


* Families are classified as: (a) needing little service beyond financial 
aid; (b) able to use casework services profitably; and (ce) multiproblem 
families who require intensive service and/or whose response to these 
services is limited.

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supervisory unit dictates case accountability. In practi- 
eal application, this means a worker will continue to 
Visit a case as long as it remains within the bounds of 
the supervisory area. Thisis but another measure aimed 
at fostering closer relationships with families as the 
prospect of changing social workers due to moving and 
thus Pe profitable casework relationships is mini- 
mized. 


By the end of the year, three of the five offices slated 
for redistricting were completed, another was in progress, 
and the last will be finished by late spring of ’63. 


Physical Facilities Expanded 


Growing services also triggered the need for physical 
expansion, and plans are under way to open a branch 
office at the Columbia Point housing development in 
February of ’63. This office will not only alleviate 
space problems, but will also serve as a demonstration 
project to see what effect proximity of services has on 
welfare recipients. 


Today’s Research—Tomorrow’s Answers? 


Hopefully, today’s social research will supply answers 
to tomorrow’s welfare problems. For this reason, the 
department continues to assist such projects, which this 
year included a Brandeis University Social Research 
study of the factors influencing the use or nonuse of 
public assistance funds by low-income families; a 
Harvard University School of Public Health project 
investigating dependency causes as reflected in an ex- 
ploratory study of physically handicapped fathers 
presently receiving assistance; a United Community 
Services(UCS) study of “Unwed Parents and Services 
to Them in Metropolitan Boston”; and participation, 
along with many private agencies, on a committee 
organized to study how best to meet the problems of 
Boston’s homeless men. 


In addition, Boston is the first local public assistance 
agency in the country to welcome a student-training unit 
subsidized by the U. 8. Office of Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion. Under this project, four graduate students from 
Boston College and Simmons College Schools of Social 
Work are working with a limited number of cases in 
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(Total Cases Closed — 12,818 
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which a physical or mental handicap has figured in 
placing the person on public assistance. The goal in 
view is to help the individual assume his former role as a 
contributing member of the family and community. 


The Job of Helping People Went On 


These represent the highlights of 1962, a year in 
which, under one of five categorical assistance programs, 
the department aided 41,588 cases (including reapplica- 
tions) at a cost of more than $44 million.* To our 
district offices came 18,702 persons seeking assistance for 
themselves and/or their families. Of these requests, 
14,505 were approved and the balance rejected or with- 
drawn. Cases closed during the year numbered 12,787, 
leaving 28,723 eligible cases as of December 31, 1962, 
an increase of 1,640 or 6.1 per cent over ’61. 


Contributing factors to the caseload increase included 
a substantial 29.5 per cent jump in MAA cases, which 
went from 4,263 cases in ’61 to 5,520 cases by the end 
of 62. Also up by 10.6 per cent was the ADC caseload. 
Under this program, we were servicing 6,186 families 
in *61 and 6,842 families by the end of the year. In 
each family group there was an average of close to four 
persons, which meant that in each month of ’62 an 
average of 24,000 persons were being aided under ADC. 
More widespread awareness of the category was cited 
for the MAA rise, while continuation of aid to children 
of unemployed parents was principally responsible for 
the ADC increase. 


Categorically, Old Age Assistance and Medical As- 
sistance for the Aged covered 58.2 per cent of all cases 
aided; Aid to Dependent Children, 24.1 per cent; 
Disability Assistance, 11.2 per cent; and General Relief, 
the non-federally subsidized category, 6.5 per cent. 


* Costs and caseload figures quoted in this section are detailed in the 
appendix. 
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SOURCES OF INCOME — 1962 
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Welfare Costs Are Up .. . 


The $44 million spent in ’62 represents a $3.7 million 
increase over last year. Comparisons with ’59 and ’61 
figures reflect the ascendancy pattern of assistance costs 
and caseloads. In ’59, $37 million was spent on 39,981 
cases, while in ’61 it cost $43.6 million to aid 39,764 
cases. Of course, Boston’s share in these expenditures is 
but partial, with federal, state, and other resources con- 
tributing more than 75 per cent of the total. 


But Boston’s Share Is Down 


In fact, increased federal subsidy has meant that the 
city’s share of welfare costs has been declining. In ’59, 
Boston gave $8.9 million or 24.2 per cent of total relief 
costs; in ’61, $9.4 million or 23.4 per cent; and in ’62, 
$9.5 million or 21.7 per cent, a percentage drop of 1.7 
per cent. Significantly, even in terms of dollars spent, 
the city’s share this year increased by only $117,000 
and had the Commonwealth made its expected payments 
in the General Relief category, even this slight increase 
would have been canceled. 


The Reasons Why 


With more adequate programs and in the face of 
higher price tags on all goods and services, over-all 
increased welfare costs are an anticipated and, in the 
immediate future, predictable fact of economic life. 

Federal changes in the ADC law outlined above 
mean more people are eligible for this program than 
ever before. In another area, eligibility requirements 
for persons discharged from mental institutions were 
relaxed so that any person, whether permanently 
discharged, released on visit, or to family care, is now 
able to request assistance. 


Steps Toward More Adequate Grants 


On a state level, the transportation allowance for Old 
Age recipients was increased from $4.00 to $5.00, while 
contribution requirements for children of OAA and MAA 
recipients were both reduced and made uniform in the 
first step toward standardizing eligibility requirements 
for these categories. Legislators also reduced the 
residence requirements for OAA, discarding the three- 
year requirement, but retaining the one year of con- 
tinuous residence necessary immediately prior to appli- 
cation.

In Boston, General Relief recipients confined to 
nursing and boarding homes were granted a $5.00 
monthly personal care allowance, and there was a $5.25 
increase in the minimum rental rate in federal housing 
projects. Collectively, all these items had a part in the 
$1.7 million increase in direct assistance. 


More People Need Medical Care 


Indirect assistance, the money the department pays to 
hospitals, nursing homes, doctors, druggists, and other 
vendors, totaled $16.7 million, showing a $2.1 million 
increase over 761. All categories except General Relief 
contributed to the increase here, with MAA alone 
accounting for $1.3 million, partially due to the 25-cent 
increase in the daily nursing home rate. This alone 
meant an additional cost to the department of $290,000. 


This year, medical services claimed more ($14.4 
million) of the money spent on indirect assistance than 
ever before. Rising medical costs and increased case- 
load are jointly responsible. Under ADC, for example, 
in ’59 medical payments amounted to less than $800,000, 
while in ’62 they reached almost $1.3 million.

Welfare Department 
Responding With More Than A Check 


More important than the money spent, however, was 
how this money together with casework services helped 
the 46,898 persons aided under the five categorical 
programs, at the department’s Temporary Home for 
Women and Children, through Homeless Men’s Services, 
or trust fund grants. 


AVERAGE MONTHLY CASELOAD BY CATEGORIES — 1962 
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Social service takes many directions in an agency 
servicing a city the size of Boston. The department’s 
basic goal, however, is to offer purposeful help to 
individuals with financial and social difficulties and to 
encourage them to utilize and discover personal, finan- 
cial, and community resources which may bring ultimate 
self-support or offer varying degrees of social, personal, 
and financial independence. 


Often this is done through employment, medical, and 
child-placing services. 
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By Offering Job Opportunities 

Besides working closely with the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Employment Security in finding jobs for unem- 
ployed recipients, the staff offered job counseling to 450 
men this year, 85 per cent of whom were General 
Relief recipients. For some of these men, who face the 
world of automation with no skills, finding jobs is at 
best difficult, and at times impossible. When such 
conditions lead to discouragement and _ restlessness, 
sometimes assignment to light maintenance work in 
department buildings means restoration of self-pride 
through the opportunity to, so to speak, “earn one’s 
way.” In each month of ’62, an average of 155 men 
were thus assigned, each working between eight and 
twelve days during the month. 


Providing Medical Care .. . 


Chronic illness remains the primary cause of depend- 
ency on public aid, and medical problems in general are 
major contributors to the plight of welfare recipients. 
Thus, the medical care program is, and has been, a vital 
part of department services. In addition to caring for 
the sick and rehabilitating when possible the elderly 
and disabled, the department must see to it that recip- 
ients get routine medical and dental care and are 
acquainted with preventive measures to keep healthy. 

Because final eligibility in some categories and re- 
quests for special grants often hinge on medical findings, 
the interchange of social and medical information 
between medical personnel and the staff is constant. 
In ’62, for example, medical matters involved the staff 
in over 38,000 contacts with physicians, medical social 
workers, hospital personnel, and others, and meant the 
preparation or review of over 11,000 medical reports 
concerning recipients. Close cooperation with these 
community medical resources is therefore essential if 
the department is to continue the rapport we have 
always enjoyed with Boston hospitals and physicians. 


That Is Competent and Complete 


Services such as the uniform cost-accounting system 
used to determine if additional funds are needed for 
special diets and the medical social unit maintained 
at Boston City Hospital reflect the completeness of 
the medical care program offered by the department. 
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At the City Hospital unit, over 7,000 interviews were 
held this year. These interviews not only guide the 
many welfare recipients who come there to the correct 
clinic, but also offer needed reassurance to those who 
face the prospects of illness with more than a handful 
of doubts, fears, and superstitions. Backing up the 
interview is a well-organized system geared to speed 
needed medical decisions to district social workers and 
alert doctors to pertinent social data which may have a 
bearing on prescribed treatment or disability or work 
tolerance rulings. 


Much cooperation from City Hospital administrators 
plays a prominent part in the unit’s effectiveness. 
The department reciprocates by offering monthly brief- 
ings to the ever-changing medical staff on Boston’s 
welfare programs and services. 


And Child Placements When Necessary 


Family focus reflected on child welfare services, where 
another worker was assigned to handle increased 
activity. 

Permanent child placements in Massachusetts are 
handled by the state, but when hospitalization of the 
mother or other factors mean children will be in need 
of temporary care, the department is responsible for 
placement. During ’62, approximately 500 children 
from 185 families were placed in foster homes or child- 
caring agencies. In thirty-seven instances, due to 
death, mental commitment, and other reasons, the need 
for care became permanent. Such cases were accordingly 
referred to the state’s Division of Child Guardianship. 


When indicated, the staff also referred some of these 
children for emotional and mental evaluation and also 
offered planning help for unmarried mothers when 
requested. 


Responding to Community Needs Meant .. . 


Social service is also response to community needs. 
It was found in Boston, for example, that three times 
as many persons over sixty-five were living in sections 
of the city slated for demolition under Boston’s re- 
development program than elsewhere. The brunt of 
relocation, therefore, was being borne by the elderly,

many of whom had been getting by on small incomes, 
few of whom were aware of the financial benefits for 
which they qualified. 


Relocation Help for the Elderly 


The department was credited with acting promptly 
by appointing staff members as liaison officers to the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and providing infor- 
mation on programs and eligibility requirements when 
requested. In many cases, the establishment of assist- 
ance made the move to more adequate housing possible. 


Aid for Cuban Refugees 


We were also prepared this year to aid any Cuban 
refugees who came to Boston. Only two cases were 
actually given assistance under this program, which 
received total reimbursement from the federal govern- 
ment, under special legislation passed by the U.S. 
Congress. 


Concern with Nursing Home Standards 


An age in which medical science takes daily giant 
steps brings with it the problem of what to do with an 
ever-increasing aging population which statisticians 
predict will see 24 million Americans in the over sixty- 
five bracket by 1980. 

Chronic illness and senility often spell the end of 
self-care, and many senior citizens must turn to nursing 
homes. Over 3,000 of our recipients are in such homes, 
and thus we are concerned with the standards of care 
maintained. ‘This year the department held a meeting 
of all nursing home operators, outlining our require- 
ments, while a special legislative commission was also 
scheduled to investigate nursing home practices. 


And the Need fora Friend .. . 


But even when physical needs are amply cared for in 
such facilities, the need for recreation and companion- 
ship remains unanswered. This problem is common to 
the elderly whether in nursing homes or the community, 
for the prospect of growing old without benefit of family 
or friends is bleak. In some small way the regular 
visits of department social workers help, but more 
community resources such as Friendly \isitors and the 
Golden Age Clubs are needed to make for these senior 
Bostonians the most of these final years. 
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When There’s No Place Called Home 


For women and children who are homeless, or in cases 
where homes are disrupted by marital discord, or physi- 
cal or mental problems, the department uses the Tem- 
porary Home on Chardon Street. A Boston landmark 
in its own right by virtue of its age (105), the depart- 
ment-operated home has supplied food and shelter to 
countless thousands who have knocked on its door. 


b 

During the year, 1,310 persons were admitted and 
47,064 meals served. Family groups made up 58 per 
cent or 736 of these admissions, while unattached 
women and children and transient adolescents com- 
prised the balance. Referral sources varied little from 
past years, as police, hospitals, courts, and voluntary 
admissions continued to account for most admissions. 


Behind the Need of Shelter __ Problems 


The manifested need for food and shelter is often- 
times nominal in comparison with the many problems 
faced by the people coming to the Home. Those aided 
in ’62 were no exception. Most are multiproblem 
cases, and the staff is well familiar with the so-called 
‘“hard-core”’ case. 


Due to mental limitations, illness, alcoholism, and 
assorted other problems, many of these women lack the 
ability to cope with the everyday task of living. For 
some, minimal education limits employment; for others, 
professional training is nullified by the emotional in- 
ability to keep a job. 


In other cases, years of deprivation have built a 
virtually insurmountable wall of defenses, difficult to 
scale even with the best of casework services. This 
year, as in last, the prevalence of mental problems re- 
mained high, and 31 cases had to be directly referred 
to mental institutions.

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Despite the many problems, 69 per cent of those 
cared for in 62 were returned to the community. Al- 
though the number of admissions showed a slight de- 
crease of 44 compared to ’61, the number of days’ care 
was up by 161, because the average stay per case was 
longer in 762. Scarcity of desirable low-rental housing 
was principally responsible for this. 


For the Men — Food, Lodging, and Shelter 


For unattached and homeless men, the department 
provides meals and lodging at the Boston Industrial 
Home and supplies meal tickets redeemable at specified 
restaurants. 

Until November, 1957, the department operated a 
lodge for these men, but when it was judged economi- 
cally unsound to continue the lodge, the present plan 
was enacted. Under these arrangements, 16,430 nights’ 
lodging and breakfasts were provided in ’62 and a like 
number of meal tickets issued at a cost of $17,404. 

From six to ten each night, men come to the Home- 
less Men’s Services unit seeking shelter. In an average 
month, the staff interviewed 1,300 men, often encour- 
aging them to return to the office the following morning 
for employment tips or consideration for categorical 
assistance. In 44 cases, General Relief was established. 


An Old Tradition LivesOn .. . 


As Bostonese as the brownstones scattered throughout 
Beacon Hill is the long-standing tradition of leaving 
money to the city’s poor under the trusteeship of the 
Board of Overseers of the Public Welfare. 

At the beginning of the 18th century, when no cate- 
gorical programs met the needs of the poor, prominent 
Bostonians such as Boylston and Scollay began leaving 
such funds for designated purposes. Proof that the 
tradition yet lives is reflected in the gift this year of 
one thousand dollars left by a prominent Boston realtor, 
the late Edward F. Cassell. 


As Trust Fund Grants Meet Unmet Needs 


While present assistance programs now meet most 
needs, trust funds and grants from the special fund sup- 
ported by the Mayor’s Charity Field Day continue to 
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cover unusual requirements or “‘little extras.’”’ They 
supply food and gifts at Christmas and Thanksgiving 
for families; provide yearly stipends to the chaplains 
assigned to the Deer Island House of Correction and 
Long Island Hospital; and parties for children at the 
Temporary Home. 

Because of the funds, 53 children attended summer 
camp this year; 59 individuals were able to begin, 
continue, or complete education at special schools for 
the retarded, schools of nursing and beauty culture; 
and 67 tuberculous patients confined to the Boston 
Sanatorium received a small monthly allowance for per- 
sonal needs. 

By paying a delinquent bill or helping with a major 
medical expense, trust fund grants placed some families 
back on solid financial footing. In all, 247 persons 
received $34,507.34 from the funds, which total well 
over one million dollars ($1,072,250 .13) including accu- 
mulated interest. 

Trust fund requests in ’62 ran the gamut from the 
fairly typical to the singular, included day care for 
children and schooling for ADC mothers in specific job 
skills such as hairdressing. Very often, they opened the 
door to self-support in the not-so-distant future. But, 
more importantly, they answered a need which no 
other community resource appeared to meet and 
brought hope to ostensibly hopeless situations. 


Decent Burial for the Indigent 

Although less well known than the services offered 
under our categorical programs, the department’s obliga- 
tion to provide decent burial for indigent and unknown 
persons predates by two centuries present assistance 
programs. For since 1701, local welfare boards in 
Massachusetts have been responsible for burying the 
indigent dead within the confines of their community. 

In some cases, aid is of a supplementary nature with 
relatives or Social Security sharing costs, but with un- 
known persons, the department covers all burial ex- 
penses. During the year, 5380 cases were referred for 
burial. Of these, 55 per cent were buried by the de- 
partment; 33 per cent given partial payment toward 
burial; and the balance rejected or withdrawn due to 
sufficient resources. ‘Total cost to the department was 
$58,759.41. 
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In Protecting a Public Trust .. . 


The right to assistance is a legal one which has been 
defined in Massachusetts law since 1622 when the first 
public almshouses opened their doors to the needy. 
Conversely, eligibility requirements are also prescribed 
by law, and the department, along with the obligation 
for caring for the poor, shares an equal responsibility to 
see that eligibility requirements spelled out by law are 
being met. 


Resources Must Be Checked 


Thus all resources must be checked, and all prospects 
of revenue from property holdings, insurance, or support 
payments must be explored. To do the job effectively, 
the department relies on many referral sources, depends 
in some cases on the help of the Boston Police Depart- 
ment. 


And Reconciliations Fostered 


Concern at state and federal levels with increasing 
services for families included suggestions for stepping up 
efforts to locate missing fathers, hopeful of reconciliation 
if possible, or at least financial support when indicated. 
At the state level, a central registry has been estab- 
lished. By maintaining information on all missing 
parent cases and assuming responsibility for making 
some inquiries, the state is expected to give cities and 
towns a substantial assist in a task which, until now, 
has been the individual responsibility of the community 
in which the case is aided. 

Here in Boston, efforts to obtain financial support 
through voluntary agreements, civil procedures, and, 
when necessary, court action, meant a projected savings 
of $308,358.13 to the city, as support payments obtained 
meant the closing of cases or reduction of grants. This 
came close to doubling the amount obtained in ’61 and 
was principally responsible for the $44,000 increase in 
refunds recovered by the city this year. 


Making It All Possible—Community Cooperation 


_Cooperation from the Social Security Administra- 
tion, which supplied names and addresses of former 
employers in many cases, and the interstate communica- 
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tion and court action possible under the Uniform 
Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act(URESA) proved 
invaluable aids in locating many of these fathers. 


And Help From the Domestic Relations Squad 


Additionally, the department has at its disposal the 
facilities of the Domestic Relations Squad of the Boston 
Police Department. Referrals to the men in blue this 
year almost doubled those of ’61. The squad, which 
assists the department in cases of an involved nature, 
handled 910 referrals; located 643 or 74 per cent of these 
men, one half of whom faced court action. Five of the 
husbands located by the police were reconciled with 
their families, and these cases closed as self-supporting, 
while 69 per cent of those facing court action were given 
suspended sentences and ordered to support. Such 
action demonstrates both the department and court 
attitude which places priority on reconciliation and 
support rather than punishment. 


Not Be Underestimated — Standard Inquiries 


Legal limitations bind public assistance on many 
other matters besides child support. Resource ceilings 
demand checks on bank accounts, insurance, and prop- 
erty holdings. Routine inquiries to the Social Security 
Administration numbered 8,140, of which 63 per cent 
checked the amount or existence of Social Security 
benefits. More than 10,000 standard bank forms 
reached local banks inquiring of savings. Over 900 
property holdings were also checked, and in some in- 
stances liens taken or agreements made to protect the 
city’s interests. 


From the cases thus closed due to sufficient resources 
and from monies thus recovered, the department re- 
ceived $284,875.79. This combined with the sum 
realized from court orders meant a saving to the city 
of well over half a million dollars. 


Settlement Dictates Financial Responsibility 


Perennial legislation to abolish settlement continues 
to fall short of passage, and thus the task of determining 
what community is financially responsible for GR and 
OAA cases still demands a good deal of staff time. 
This year, 4,669 such cases were checked for settlement 
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determination. We also do all settlement research and 
billing for all Boston City Hospital cases judged as 
unable to pay of which there were 13,476 in 1962. 


Implicit to Progress — Doing the Routine Well 


Within the limits of an annual report, innovations 
and changes of necessity hold the spotlight, while routine 
departmental operations are mostly assumed. 

Yet, inherent to the introduction of new procedures is 
the smooth operation of our basic functions. This in- 
cluded issuing close to one million checks during 62 and 
seeing to it that they went out to the right people, in 
the right amount, at the right time. It meant keeping 
case records, compiling statistics, doing complex book- 
keeping in order to claim reimbursement funds, and 
answering in person and by phone over 6,000 inquiries 
about our programs and services. 

It also meant finding new ways to do these jobs even 
better. Illustrative of this is the new system initiated 
to handle emergency authorizations. Under our present 
system, once assistance is authorized, the recipient re- 
ceives a check within 48 hours. But if the need is 
immediate, recipients may get the check the same day 
by coming to central office. 

To eliminate the need for such trips, however, the 
department’s messenger service now makes a special 
afternoon trip to all district offices to pick up these 
emergency authorizations. On return to central office, 
these are processed immediately and checks placed in 
the mail for delivery the following morning. 


Sound Planning Checks Administrative Costs 


Sound administrative planning, which included bulk 
ordering of supplies and the printing of all our own 
forms, envelopes, and letterheads, kept administrative 
costs at $3.5 million or 7.6 per cent of the total budget.

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It is interesting to observe that despite a total budget 
which has increased from $38.5 million in 758 to $47.6 
million in ’62, administrative costs have remained at a 
consistent 7.6—-7.9 per cent of the total budget for the 
past five years. Salaries averaged 7 per cent of these 
costs and other items only .9 of one per cent. 


Behind the Scenes Are People 


While IBM accounting machines and the RAMAC 
computer made many phases of department activity 
easier and more efficient, it was our nearly 800 em- 
ployees who chose between merely doing the job and 
doing it willingly and well. 


Unfortunately, our preoccupation with solving other 
people’s problems does not make us immune to prob- 
lems of our own and staff turnover remained high de- 
spite increased employee benefits. 


The compensation standards provided by passage of 
Chapter 579 of the General Laws brought all employees 
with the department for five years to their maximum; 
provided annual step-rate increases; and included a 
“relative standing’ clause, which assured employees 
classified under the old plan a comparable status under 
the new compensation schedule. 


Employees also benefited from the new Health-Insur- 
ance plan covering all city workers, which offered in- 
creased benefits at lower costs; and a staff Newsletter 
was introduced to bring our offices closer together and 
facilitate communication. 


In=Service Training for Continued Growth 


In-service training efforts saw 26 social workers en- 
rolled in a Growth and Behaviour course and, in addi- 
tion to regular sessions in the staff development pro- 
gram for new workers, also provided a special course for 
provisional social workers preparing for the civil service 
examination in December. 


With the purchase of a movie projector, visual 
education came to the department, and a new dimen- 
sion was added to in-service training classes. Many 
excellent films on social problems can now be made 
available to the staff. 


30 Welfare Department 


In conjunction with recruitment efforts, the depart- 
ment, for the sixth consecutive year, participated in 
the Social Work Careers Program by providing a paid 
summer work experience for two college seniors, and 
throughout the year offered ‘‘Come-See”’ tours for 
interested students. 


In Quest of a Future 


To the extent that welfare programs meet the prob- 
lems of people and the community they are effective. 
_ In ’62, we have, on as many levels as possible, attempted 
to meet these immediate needs, perhaps more aware 
than ever before that present responsibility includes 
future planning. 


If our efforts are judged adequate, there is no time to 
be complacent or self-praising. Future generations 
await our answers as they knock on the door in quest of 
not only subsistence, but the right to a future.

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THE CITY SEAL 
As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows:— ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: “God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.”’ 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the “First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicut Patrisus Sit Drus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonra ConpitTa, A.D. 1630. CivitTatis 
REGIMINE Donata A. D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.’’ 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1930, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘General Court” 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be “‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.’’ 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, ec. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincey, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
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when “Mount Woollaston’”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘“‘to build a public hospital.” This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island by order of Court of Assistants, March 
*9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, ¢. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THE MunicrpaL REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1940 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THe Municrpat REGISTER was adopted in 
1941 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MUNICIPAL 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changeg 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


‘*City”’, the city of Boston. 


‘‘Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


‘‘Regular municipal election”’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


‘‘Preliminary election’’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘*Proportional representation’’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws, 

‘‘Present form of city government”’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 

None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Secr.6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted 
_ the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Puan A. GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, Crry CouNciL, AND ScHooLt Com- 
MITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Secr. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such elections by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be cailed 
‘“‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Sect. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Secr. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 13A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Sect. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor, If at a regular 
municpal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the re- 
maining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 


Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 


Secr. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and quali- 
fications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a majority 
of all the members a president who when present shall preside at the 
meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its pro-

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ceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city 
council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Srecr. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 


shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 


Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Secr. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

oecurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention, and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Secr. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
Pian D 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘“‘regular 
election’”’ shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term ‘“pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Secr. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
‘*Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large”’ or ‘‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows:— city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word ‘“‘Veteran’’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet 
shall be in substantially the following form:—

Each of the undersigned does hereby certify that he or she has not 
subscribed (if the petition relates to the office of mayor, here insert: — any 
other nomination petition for said office; if the petition relates to the office 
of city councillor, here insert: — more than eight other nomination petitions 
for said office; and if the petition relates to the office of school committeeman, 
here insert: — more than four other nomination petitions for said office). 

In case the above-named candidate withdraws his name from nomi- 
nation or is found to be ineligible or dies, we authorize (names and resi- 
dences of a committee of not less than five persons) or a majority thereof 
as our representatives to fill the vacancy in the manner prescribed by law.

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Secr. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 


The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 


Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All ncmination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commissicn shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Sect. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternocn on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballot law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 


Secr. 57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 


The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday follow- 
ing the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at sich election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 


If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

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viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 


Secr. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the pupose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 


Sect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty - 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an oportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 
follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 


Sect. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words “‘ VOTE FOR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Secr. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Sect. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 


at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Secr. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 


person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section. 
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CURRENTLY OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 
OF 
CHAPTER 486 OF THE ACTS OF 1909 
AS AMENDED 


THe Mayor anp City CounciL 


* * * * * * * * aK * ok * 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 


Secr. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

Sect. 4A.t The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 


acts he shall be responsible tu sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each.

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Sect. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose cn any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance 
made under this section shall, unless ex officic, be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected or, in the case of a person serving without com- 
pensation or of a person serving on the board of appeal, the board of 
examiners, the board of examiners of gasfitters or other like board, for 
such other term as the by-law or ordinance may prescribe. Every person 
holding an office or position subject to the civil service law and rules 
shall, if the office or position is abolished by a by-law or ordinance made 
under this section and the by-law or ordinance so provides, be reappointed 
without civil service examination cr registration to a similar office or 
position with similar status in any new department or agency, or division 
of either, thereby created or in any department or agency, or division 
of either, not thereby abolished; and every such person shall upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as if such abolition 
had not taken place. As used in this section, the term “‘agency”’ shall 
be construed to mean any office in charge of a board or officer not subject 
to the direction of a department head. Nothing in this section shall 
authorize any action in conflict with the civil service laws or rules ex- 
cept as expressly provided herein; nor shall any by-law or ordinance made 
under this section affect in any way the school committee or any board 
or officer of the school committee or school department, or the board of 
commissioners of school buildings or the superintendent of construction, 
or the board of trustees of the teachers’ retirement fund or the board of 
trustees of the permanent school pension fund, or the Boston retirement

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board, or the city clerk, or the board of election commissioners, or the 
Boston traffic commission, or any board or officer appointed by the 
governor. 


Sect. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. ; 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor cr for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 


A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


. . 


THE EXEcuTIvVE DEPARTMENT 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided. 

* * * * * * * * * Ba ao * * 

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing law) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
secticn twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the electicn depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement cf the 
cause for their removal.

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Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Sect. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
like or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de- 
livery of such work, services or supplies for the whole or any part of the 
first three months of the next fiscal year; provided, that in no event shall 
the average monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiscal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, services or supplies 
during the last nine months of the then current fiscal year. 


Tue FINANCE COMMISSION 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of cffice expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time tc the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 


Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
sixty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least sixty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commis- 
sion shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation df its ap- 
propriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 


Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordi- 
nances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


Tue City CLERK 


Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
law. 


Tue Criry AUDITOR 


Sxcr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Srct. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance cf the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 


of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that 
the premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city cf Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sxecr. 27. Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish tc the city auditcr a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘‘compilation date,’’ 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-twe or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 


Suct. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the maycr and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.’”’ All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for cpening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the major unless the said officer, board 
or Official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, upless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

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The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 5 new activities—the receipt and 
processing of general complaints; the repair and maintenance of office 
machines; surplus property control; data processing; and the adruinistra- 
tion of a life-health insurance program for City and County employees. 


The Department is under the charge of a board known as the Admin- 
istrative Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative 
Services as chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel, the Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, 
and the Commissioner of Assessing, ex officiis. It is the duty of this 
board, and more especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to 
make, under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the 
organization, activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, 
and officers so that the administration thereof shall be economical and 
efficient. 


The regular activities of the department, for payroll purposes, are 
divided into seven divisions—administrative, budget, complaints, data 
processing, personnel, printing, and purchasing, the operations and func- 
tions of all divisions being under the overall supervision of the Director. 


The Administrative Division which handles all types of administrative 
matters concerning City and County operations, including the adminis- 
tration of the life-health insurance program, is under the supervision of the 
Administrative Secretary to the Board. 


The Supervisor of Budgets is the budget officer of the City and County 
and under the direction of the Mayor and in consultation with the Director 
is responsible for the preparation of the annual and all supplementary 
budgets as well as all subsequent revisions of the items in any budget. 


The Supervisor of Personnel is in charge of all personnel records as well 
as the administration of all compensation plans established for City and 
County employees. He makes a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions, and economic changes affecting all departments 
and recommends to the Mayor and department officials programs and 
administrative policies designed to improve and co-ordinate the handling 
of personnel matters. 


The Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials 
or supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of 
the Printing Plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the City and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. He is also 
responsible for the operations of the Office Machine Repair Unit. 

The Complaints Division is under the supervision of a Supervisor of 


Complaints and the Data Processing Unit is under the supervision of a 
Manager of Data Processing. 
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The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission sha.l not communi- 


cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each 
year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects, and the 
Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from the list so 
submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a member of 
the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list 
selected by the body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property cf the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue,

The Assessing Department, is under the charge of a board consisting 
of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Assessing, and two other 
officers, known as Associate Commissioners cf Assessing. The mayor 
shall from time to time by a writing filed with the city clerk designate 
one of the associate commissioners of assessing as the associate com- 
missioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises and the other as the as- 
sociate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time to time 
into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical research division, and 
such other divisions as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing department 
including the board of review, exclusively have the power, and perform 
the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence im- 
mediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appcintments, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. 
The commissioner of assessing shall also have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor and the board 
of review in the assessing department in existence immediately prior to 
April 26, 1961, with respect to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa-~ 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other 
than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


The associate commissioners of assessing shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect, in the case of the asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
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to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In addition, each asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing may, at such time as he shall have been 
so authorized by written designation signed by the commissioner of as- 
sessing, approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of commissioner of assessing in relation to 
such matters as may be specified in such designation.

The Board cof Review, consists of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing department as the 
mayor, by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement of 
a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said board at his 
pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, shall be chairman of 
said board, (2) such person in the service of the statistical research division 
of the assessing department as the mayor in like manner shall designate 
to serve ez officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and (3) 
such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public at large. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every application 
for the abatement of a real estate or personal property tax and report 
to the commissioner of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after 
discussion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Every application for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, 
in the case of an application fcr the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the associate commissioner 
of assessing for motor vehicle excises, and in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 

The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 


Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were published 
by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, 
the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 


The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
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pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpcse other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 

The Commissioner registers master plumbers; establishes the qualifi- 
cations of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 


In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight of more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 


On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 


By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, and the Committee 
on licenses were placed in the Building Department and the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment and the Zoning Commission were placed in the said 
Department by Revised Ordinances of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 and 10, 
but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is subject to the 
supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but unless otherwise 
ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission or Committee 
shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report, 
except through the Building Commissioner.

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth”’, 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an ‘‘Exterior Architectural Feature” is the “archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion’’, 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows:

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from 
fire, panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of trans- 
portation, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote 
the health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City 
of Boston. 


No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 


ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- — 


tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 


a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or — 


any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from two 
candidates nominated one by The Boston Society of Architects and one

The term of office is for three 
years and the commissioners serve without compensation. 


Term ending 
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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL Derenss. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the “‘department’’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrector or Civit Drerense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“‘director’’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crvit Derensge Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve withcut pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authcrity shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Sect. 4. Porice Arp To OrHueR Cities AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riors AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby

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authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any 
act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derinition. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or con- 
tinuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same.

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POLICE LISTING BOARD 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the 
board of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the 
members of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of 
the city of Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said 
court who is not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagree- 
ment, be a member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the 
deciding vote in case of a tie.” 

The duties of said board are further provided for in Sections 8, 10, 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 16 of Chapter 29 of the Acts of 1917; and all other acts in 
amendment and addition thereto.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first City 
Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
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of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife. As the term of any member expires his successor shall 
be appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years. The members 
shall serve without compensation. The Mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice Chairman. 
The duties of said Board shall be (a) to make, upon its own initiative 
or at the request of the Mayor, the Director of Administrative Services or 
the Health Commissioner, studies and recommendations with respect to 
the organization, activities, policies, procedures and budget of the Health 
Division, (b) to review from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
Health Commissioner as may then be in force and report to the Health 
Commissioner its findings with respect to the adequacy thereof and its 
recommendations, if any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the Health Commissioner on such 
matters within the scope of his duties as he may refer to said council.

The duties of the division are set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 
94, 98, and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 
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The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing and 
measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares or 
merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. After 
giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not complying 
and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the results of 
tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. In addi- 
tion the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws relative 
to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the giving of 
false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, the exam- 
ination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain containers as to 
size, shape and dimensions. The division must investigate all complaints 
registered with the department and, when the evidence warrants, shall 
prosecute violations of the law.

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-six 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s ccmpensation agent and work- 
men’s compensation medical director, a chief legal assistant, and thirty- 
seven other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial and Collection Divisions 
of the Law Department. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, twenty-six Branch Libraries, three 
Bookmobiles, and Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital. 
In addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Beston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston 
Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

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DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and Hcspital Library Service. 
The purely library activities of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles 
are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the Division of 
Home Reading and Community Services. Within this division there are 
closed departments and public departments. The main grouping of the 
public departments is that of the Branch Libraries, the Bookmobiles, and 
Hospital Library Service, and the Audio-Visual Department, Central

Four publications are distributed free throughout the system: Books 
Current, Spotlight on New Books for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, 
each issued four times a year, and B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year.

The Penal Institutions Department is under the direction of the Penal 
Institutions Commissioner who is the executive and administrative head 
of the department and exercises the power and performs the duties pro- 
vided by statute. The Suffolk County House of Correction at Deer 
Island is under his control and he is also charged with paroling power for 
inmates, serving sentences of less than twelve months at the House of 
Correction and the Suffolk County Jail.

The Suffolk County House of Correction is located at Deer Island, 
which is part of Boston, adjacent to the Town of Winthrop, and covers 
about 67.5 acres. The institution dates from 1895 and now includes land 
and buildings valued at $2,221,600; land appraised at $448,900, and build- 
ings at $1,722,700.

For administrative and operational purposes the department is divided 
into four major bureaus designated as Bureau of Inspectional Services 
comprising the Staff Inspection Division, Intelligence Division and 
Internal Affairs Division; the Bureau of Field Operations comprising the 
Patrol Division, Traffic Division and Criminal Investigation Division; 
the Bureau of General Services comprising the Central Service Division 
and Records-Communications Division; and the Bureau of Personnel and 
Training comprising the Personnel Division and Training Division. 
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The city is divided into sixteen Police Districts in each of which is a 
police building containing facilities for command officers and a force of 
men. The personnel assigned to police districts are supplemented by 
personnel assigned to a permanent Tactical Patrol Force and a Special 
Service Squad, both of which may be deployed into any high crime inci- 
dence area of the city to aid in the prevention of crime or the apprehension 
of criminals, or to an area of the city in which any emergency arises. 

The Criminal Investigation Division is the central detective agency of 
the department and is located in the Headquarters building. It consists 
of the following major sub-divisions: Crimes Against Persons Section; 
Crimes Against Property Section; General Investigation Section; Vice 
Control Section; Juvenile Aid Section and Evidence-Criminal Identifica- 
tion Section. Within these Sections is found the following special investi- 
gating squads: automobiles stolen, banking, express thieves, homicide, 
hotels, lost and stolen property, narcotics, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, 
including junk-shop keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pick- 
pockets, domestic relations, retail stores and robbery. In addition crim- 
nal identification through fingerprinting and photographs, a ballistic unit 
and crime laboratory are maintained by this division. 

The criminal identification unit has continued to prove of great value 
and stands in favorable comparison with similar units of the most ad- 
vanced departments. 

This Division also handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts 
hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various police 
departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. Further, 
it cooperates in every way possible with outside police departments in the 
investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the 
daily line-up of all persons arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this 
Division. 

Advancement and changes are constantly being made to maintain effi- 
ciency of the various sections of the Criminal Investigation Division. To 
bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Division is continu- 
ally being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk Street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic 
conditions and for the safety of the public using the highways from 8 A.M. 
to 12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 

The Records-Communications Division, also located in the Headquarters 
building, consists of the Central Records Section, Central Complaint 
Section and Data Processing Unit. In the Central Records Section 
there is maintained files of criminals’ records, individual compilations of 
criminal activities of known criminals, indices of persons wanted for 
crime on warrants and summonses, reports of all felonies committed 
within the city and all reports of investigation of these felonies, indices of 
persons holding licenses granted by the Police Commissioner and missing 
persons. Warrants and summonses are also handled by this Section, as 
well as records incurred through the non-criminal parking violation 
enforcement. 
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In the Central Complaint Section all complaints received by the depart- 
ment are recorded on pre-numbered-pre-punched and time-stamped 
complaint message cards to insure central control over such complaints 
resulting in immediate response to requests for police assistance. This 
section also maintains the department radio station ‘“KCA860” which 
has two base transmitters located at Police Headquarters and on the roof 
of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square, the latter being 
operated by remote control from Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 163 police cars, 6 police boats, and 31 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, equipped with two-way radio tele- 
phone. Police automobiles and combination patrol wagons and ambu- 
lances with two-way radio are moving through all parts of the city day 
and night. Any part of the city may be reached by a police radio care or 
patrol wagon-ambulance in a very few moments after receipt of a radio 
message from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Data Processing Unit supplies the department with statistical 
information necessary for fficient operations and deployment of personnel 
as well as information needed for the monthly and annual returns of 
crime statistics required under uniform crime reporting procedures. 


The Central Service Division is charged with the supervision of care of all 
police buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., are issued by this Division. The Automotive Mainte- 
nance Section is also a responsibility of this Division. 


The processing of thousands of hackney carriage licenses as well as other 
licenses issued by the Police Commissioner as well as the auditing of all 
cash receipts for licenses and other services is under the supervision of 
this Division. 


The Property Clerk’s office of the Central Service Division is charged 
with the care of lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other 
property alleged to have been illegally obtained, and all articles and 
property taken from persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are 
also placed all seized liquor and gaming implements which come into 
possession of the Department. Orders for supplies, uniforms and equip- 
ment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
‘William H. Pierce” and the ‘‘William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts. 
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A Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat, the ‘‘Warren C. Perkins’’; the ‘‘Argus,”’ 
a 28-foot craft: ‘Patrol Boat 63,” a 63-foot sea-rescue craft, and ‘“‘Patrol 
Boat 45,” a 45-foot sea-rescue boat. 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On January 1, 1963, the police force numbered 2,596.

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinances to be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing. The Department now operates 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance, 
water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal 
of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Engineering Division. The Central Office 
performs general administrative functions including personnel manage- 
ment, payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property 
and equipment maintenance.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking); to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
signs, and similar uses of the public ways. 

The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, signs, etc.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, and Stat. 1962, Chap. 338, the Com- 
mission was reorganized. The Commissioner of Traffic and Parking is 
appointed by the Mayor, and until the qualification of his successor, 
receives compensation established by the Mayor and City Council, and 
may be removed by the Mayor. The associate commissioners of traffic 
and parking receive no compensation. 

The commissioner of traffic and parking may employ, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, 
engineers, experts, assistants and other officers and employees. The 
commission has exclusive authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal 
rules and regulations relative to vehicular street traffic, and to the move- 
ment, stopping or standing of vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or 
any streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the 
city. The commission has the power to erect, make and maintain, or 
cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings 
and other devices for the control of such traffic in the city and for informing 
and warning the public as to the rules and regulations adopted by the 
commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,607 one-way 
streets, 3,191 no-parking regulations, and 958 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 457 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, and two hundred (200) miles of white lines 
painted in the roadway, including crosswalks, center lines, lanes, lines and 
stop lines are maintained by the commission. Seven hundred and ninety- 
four (794) loading zones, requiring 24,480 feet of painted curb, are main- 
tained. Fees amounting to $48,234 are collected for the establishment and 
maintenance of these loading zones. The commission also maintains 
8,200 parking meters. It is anticipated that approximately $834,000 
will be taken in as revenue during the year 1963. Issued 292 licenses for 
off-street parking lots and collected $68,958.25 in fees for these licenses,

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking

Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 


This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

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The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issued annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1962, was $1,072,250.13, the annual income from 
which ($36,890.37 in 1962) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

At Administration Building Annex, 45 Myrtle street, educational and 
employment certificates are issued daily (except Saturdays) from 8.30 
A.M. to 3.30 P.M. Physical examination of applicants for employment 
certificates daily from 8.30 to 9.30 a.m. 

Minors’ licenses (7.e., minors under 16 years of age to act as newsboys, 
etc.) are obtained by application to the Principal of the school which the 
minor attends. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 


These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
36 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 a.m. and 1.30 p.M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 school physicians, and 6 school medical aids. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 66 school nurses (including 10 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1962 is 
$814,951. 
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The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 2 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 38 women and 47 men instructors of physical 
education; 64 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 36 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 17 assistant teacher coaches, 35 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
and practical arts courses in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


There are co-operative industrial courses in eight high schools, as fol- 
lows: Boston Technical High (printing), Brighton (automobile mechanics), 
Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork and upholstery), East 
Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park (machine shop), Jamaica Plain (agri- 
culture), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 
Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, and South Boston High School. 


There are 150 shops, including 9 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, print- 
ing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and handcrafts in the fifth grade, although 
taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 


Gardening is conducted by the department as summer activity on a 
seven-acre plot of City of Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 133 teachers, an assistant 
director and a director. 
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There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics, Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park 
High, Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 8 appointed teachers of Home 
Economics; in addition, there are 7 appointed teachers assigned from 
Junior High, 4 appointed teachers assigned from Elementary, 1 provisional 
teacher and 2 temporary teachers. There are 15 standard clothing labora- 
tories, 8 food laboratories, and 4 home economics suites. 


In the junior high there are 30 teachers of foods, including one teacher 
assigned to Special Class Occupational Center, one teacher assigned to 
Trade High School, and one teacher assigned from Trade High School. 
There are 70 elementary and junior high school teachers of clothing. 
There are also 6 temporary teachers, 1 provisional teacher having a home 
economics program, and 1 provisional teacher assigned to Horace Mann 
School. There are 3 home economics teachers at the M. Gertrude Godvin 
School. 


There are 46 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 16 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 109 classrooms equipped for the teaching 
of clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Boston Central Adult, (J. E. 
Burke Schoolhouse), Brighton, East Boston (Joseph H. Barnes School- 
house), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston School of Business Education), 
and South Boston. ‘These schools, the sessions of which are held on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in 
the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the Boston 
Central Adult High are commercial schools. 


There are eight evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


North End Evening Elementary School meets on Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where 
instruction in the English language is provided, classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for four hours a day from 9:00 a.m., to 1:00 P.M. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
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Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the 
Abraham Lincoln School, 152 Arlington Street, Boston, for the equiv- 
alent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statue to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session, 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


USE OF SCHOOLS AS POLLING PLACES 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 


These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 


The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 


On December 31, 1962, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $68,281.77 and 154 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom, 


The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120.00 per year to 1,362 Annuitants, the total amount 
of the Fund on August 31, 1962 being $2,359,387.52. At that date 2,507 
teachers were contributing $24.00 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted’”’ there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 


By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 


It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 


The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit”. (Repealed, see c. 616 Acts of 1962.) 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks,” 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to no others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Institute of Boston as an independent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts” made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 


Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,” he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants . . . 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
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years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.” The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 


A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
‘‘Selectmen’’, $329,300.48 (F229 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for ‘‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Boston and for the equipment of the same.”” Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen”’ and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as The Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 


On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
has been used. 


On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Institute of Boston. 

In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be ‘‘laid out” by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Union Building was erected and equipped at a cost of 
$438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute 
to train young men and women for positions of supervision in industry. 
In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of the Members of the Franklin 
Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate in Engineering upon qualified 
graduates of the Institute. 

In 1961, the name of the school was again changed to Franklin Institute 
of Boston. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($410,535 for the fiscal 
year 1962), and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the 
Andrew Carnegie donation and the Storrow bequest). Educational 
programs are offered which are accredited by the Engineers’ Council 
for Professional Development. The Franklin Union Building contains 
11 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 2 shops and 8 laboratories. There is 
also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 

A second building, acquired in 1960 at 4 Appleton Street, contains 4 
classrooms, 2 laboratories, 1 shop and 2 offices. Eight hundred (800) 
adult students received instruction at evening sessions and 500 in day 
courses during the school year of 1962. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 


The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 


At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
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handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West Ind, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall, 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statute of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 


On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statute of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 


In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 

London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 
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Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 

War Memorial Center in the Fens 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $50 per day for the Chairman, 
and $40 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 


The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 
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FEDERALLY-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the Au- 
thority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house war 
workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal 
government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and servicemen 
with families. On December 31, 1956 title was given to the Authority 
with the development to be used to house low-income families. 

Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, was leased to the Authority to house 
low-income families on May 1, 1988. On December 31, 1958 title to it was 
given to the Authority. 

StatTeE-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 200. 
This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in building homes 
for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee of the 
principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds issued for 
this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed two and one- 
half per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied 
in ten developments. 

PLANNING AND DEVELOPING 

Local housing authorities are now empowered to build housing for 
elderly persons of low-income. Under the Federally-aided program, six 
developments specifically designed for occupancy by the elderly, ranging 
in size from 44 to 96 apartments, are under construction. Under the 
State-aided program for the elderly, an 80-apartment development has 
been completed. 

With the approval of the Mayor and the City Council, the Authority 
is planning 1,000 additional apartments, mostly for the elderly, under 
the Federally-aided program, with occupancy scheduled for 1963. Under 
the State-aided elderly program, 280 more apartments are in the pre- 
liminary planning stage.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance with 
Gen. Laws, Chap. 121, as amended by Chap. 150, Acts of 1957, has the 
sole responsibility for urban renewal projects in the City of Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its cer- 
tificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
October 4, 1957. 


Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into con- 
tracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance and 
urban renewal projects. Two thirds of the net project costs of an urban 
renewal project may be obtained from the Federal Government, the re- 
maining one third must be provided by the local government. 


Recent amendments to Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide 
authority for local communities to carry out urban renewal without Fed- 
eral aid. 


Under Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, the City Planning Board was abolished 
and all its staff transferred to the Authority, and the functions, duties 
and responsibilities for general city planning assumed by the Authority. 


The Authority is presently engaged in a series of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of each project 
is detailed below: 


New York Streets Project, UR Mass. 2-1. All land acquisition, relocation 
of families, demolition, grading and site improvement work completed. 
The cleared land was sold in 1957 to the Cerel-Druker Redevelopment 
Corporation. Five new buildings have been erected on the site for the 
Boston Herald-Traveler Corp., Graybar Electric Co., Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Co., and Transit Insurance Co. Over 80 per cent of the land has 
been developed in the past three years, 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-3. Charles River Park, Inc., the prin- 
cipal redevelopers of the area, substantially completed the first group of 
new apartment buildings on this site and initial occupancy started in 
January, 1962. The redevelopers took delivery of the second parcel of 
project land in September, 1961, and construction of another complex of 
new buildings is scheduled to start in 1962. The Retina Foundation, an 
institution devoted to research and investigative work on the human eye, 
plans to open a new building located on Staniford Street in the project 
area, in May, 1962. The Boston Public Library has plans for a new 
branch facility to be located on Cambridge Street on which construction 
is to start in 1962. 


Whitney Redevelopment Area. The Authority acquired all land in this 
7}-acre site in the Roxbury district July, 1960. All relocation and demo- 
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lition was completed in 1961. The Beacon Redevelopment Corporation 
took delivery of 92,000 square feet of land in September, 1961, and started 
construction of a 23-story apartment building to contain 277 dwelling 
units. This structure is scheduled for completion in 1963. It is being 
developed under Chapter 121A of the General Laws, the so-called limited 
dividend statute, designed to encourage the construction of housing for 
middle income families. Present plans call for the remaining two parcels, 
each of about 92,000 square feet to be developed for moderate income 
housing by other real estate and building firms, 


Government Center Project, Mass. R-35. The Authority entered into a 
temporary Loan Contract for Early Land Acquisition in the amount of 
$21,260,470 on this project in October, 1961, with the Federal Govern- 
ment. On October 25, 1961, the Authority acquired all land in the proj- 
ect area by eminent domain, filing an ‘‘Order of Taking” in the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. Relocation of the 450 families and 827 business firms 
in the area started immediately and will continue over the next three 
years. The Authority established a Site Office at 30 Hawkins street to 
handle the relocation, property management and to process relocation 
payment claims. Demolition began in February, 1962, to provide cleared 
land for the construction of a new Federal office building, a new City Hall, 
a complex of buildings for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, new 
private office and commercial buildings. A redevelopment plan for the 
area will be presented to the Mayor and City Council early in 1963 for 
approval. 


Washington Park. The original survey and planning advance contract 
for this project has been amended to extend the area from 188 to 472 
acres and increase the planning advance from $143,461 to $298,291. This 
project is scheduled to be Boston’s first major effort at rehabilitation and 
conservation under the provisions of the U. 8. Housing Act of 1949, as 
amended. Final plas were ready late in 1962 and that project put into 
execution. The Authority has received excellent cooperation and whole- 
hearted support of many civic and neighborhood groups in the Roxbury 
district on this undertaking 


Castle Square. The Authority entered into a temporary loan contract 
for Early Land Acquisition on the Castle Square Project, Mass, R-56L 
in the amount of $5,532,763.00, in December, 1962 with the Federal 
Government. On December 19, 1962 the Authority took title to the 
Castle Square area and relocation of families and businesses has been in 
operation since then. The Authority has established a site office in the 
Castle Square project to handle the relocation property management and 
process relocation payment claims. Demolition is expected to start in 
the summer of 1963, to provide cleared land for relocation housing and 
for commercial buildings. 


North Harvard Project. The North Harvard Street Urban Renewal 
Area is a 64 net acre project located in Brighton near present holdings of 
Harvard University. 
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In 1962 an Urban Renewal Plan and accompanying Application for 
Federal assistance was prepared, approved by the Authority and the 
City Council and submitted to the Federal Government for review and 
approval. 

The area will be developed under the provisions of Chapter 121A of 
the Massachusetts General Laws. The proposed ten-story structure will 
contain 280 apartment units with rents ranging from $75 to $275 per 
month. 

Besides eliminating a badly deteriorated area where housing surveys 
indicated over 50 per cent of the structures to be sub-standard, the de- 
velopment will increase the present tax yield to the city approximately 
ten times. 

Mattapan Project. For some ten years the City of Boston has con- 
sidered the development of a tract of largely vacant land off Cummins 
Highway and Livermore Street in the Mattapan district. The present 
424-acre urban renewal area contains but twenty-four families. 

In 1962 the Authority supported a proposal for the construction of 
two-story structures housing some 400 garden-type apartments to rent 
or $115 to $150. 

Throughtout 1962 planning proceeded at an accelerated pace. Ample 
open space was provided in the plan; good landscaping was insured; and a 
54-acre public park was set aside. The Boston School Committee agreed 
to construct a school in the area nearby and an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $750,000 was designated for street and utility improvements. 

Following a public hearing in the fall of 1962, the Authority approved 
the Urban Renewal Plan. The proposal is now pending in the City 
Council. 

Prudential Center. In 1961 the Prudential Insurance Company 
submitted an amended application to the Authority to undertake the 
development of the so-called Prudential Center in the Back Bay under 
the provisions of Chapter 121A, General Laws, as amended. Following 
the Authority’s approval of the Prudential application, a declaratory 
judgement was sought and the Supreme Judicial Court upheld the Au- 
thority’s action. Prudential resumed construction of the project in 1962.

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the term of any com- 
missioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like manner as 
such commissioner for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. The commissioners 
serve without compensation but are to be reimbursed for their traveling 
and other necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties, 

The commission shall construct, or cause to be constructed, the munici- 
pal auditorium authorized by chapter 164 of the acts of 1954, with an 
exhibition hall, assembly hall and accessory rooms suitable for exhibitions, 
conventions and other shows and gatherings in the city; shall contract 
for the care and management thereof after its completion; and for such 
purposes may, subject to the approval of the mayor, make such contracts 
and employ such experts, assistants and employees as they may think 
necessary or expedient.

Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, one member ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to serve at his pleasure, pursuant to Stat. 1960, 
Chap. 652, Sect. 12, and four other members appointed by the Mayor 
of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated by the 
Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three 
candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of any appointive member shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 


The member appointed by the Mayor upon selection at large shall be 
Chairman of the Government Center Commission, Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 
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The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under the aforesaid section 
26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, of 
Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chapter 
418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government Center 
Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the name and 
behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the planning and 
construction thereon and the original equipping and furnishing of such new 
city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. 


Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
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the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1962 loans made 
to members amounted to $4,338,047.25 and a total of $41,138,360.44 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $2,995,998.67 and 
reserves of $296,233.73, with 11,872 members, 5,364 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members, Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed’”’ and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the “Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’’ provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 


The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., Sep- 
tember 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hyne8 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

ORDINANCES OF 1963, CHAPTER 3. 


RELATIVE TO THE INVESTIGATION AND 
REMOVAL OF FIRE AND EXPLOSION 
HAZARDS 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-three. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1959 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 1.20 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section: 

Section 1.20. Investigation and Removal of Fire and 
Explosion Hazards. The Head of the Fire Department 
may, and upon complaint of a person having an interest 
in any building or premises or property adjacent thereto, 
shall, at any reasonable hour, enter into any building 
(including a dwelling) or any part thereof (including 
any dwelling unit therein) or upon any premises (in- 
cluding any alley or private way adjacent thereto), 
and make an investigation as to the existence of any 
material or condition therein or thereon likely to 
cause fire or explosion or to increase the intensity 
or spread of fire or constituting an obstacle to free 
ingress into, or egress from, such building (or part 
thereof) or premises. Whenever he finds any such 
material or condition to exist, he shall, in writing, 
order it to be removed or remedied within such time 
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as he shall deem reasonable in the circumstances and 
specify in the order. If in his opinion such material 
or condition is extremely hazardous, he may order 
it to be removed or remedied immediately. Notice 
of such order shall be served by a member of the Fire 
Department upon the owner of the building or premises 
or his agent; provided, that if an occupant is responsible 
for such material or condition, such notice may be 
so served upon him, and provided further, that if after 
reasonable search neither the owner nor any agent 
of the owner, can be found, such notice may be served 
by posting in a conspicuous place upon the building 
or premises. If any such order is not complied with 
within the time specified therein, the Head of the 
Fire Department, acting through the agency of a 
person or persons in the employ of the Fire Department 
or by an independent contractor, as the Head of the 
Fire Department shall from time to time determine, 
may enter into such building or part thereof or upon 
such premises and remove such material or remedy 
such condition; and any expense incurred in so doing 
shall be a lien upon the estate subject to the provisions 
of Section 5 of Chapter 148 of the General Laws.

1962 is now a record which would not be complete 
without the annual report of the Government Center 
Commission in our City of Boston. 

We are pleased to inform your Honor that: 

The Commission’s make-up remained un- 
changed throughout the year. 

The Commission accepted the resignations of 
Mrs. Ruth E. Sullivan and Mr. Michael J. Corrao. 

Miss Marie J. Federico took over the duties of 
executive secretary with most commendable 
competence. 

Thirty-four duly authorized meetings were held in the 
Commission’s Suite at 1 Court Street. The meeting 
dates recorded are: 

January 3, 10, 17, 24; February 7, 14, 21, 28; 
March 14, 18; April 4, 11, 18; May 9, 16, 29; 
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June 6, 20, 27; July 18, 25; August 1, 15; Septem- 
ber 5, 27; October 10, 24, 31; November 7, 14, 
28; December 5, 12 and 19. 


The epic departure from long established practice, 
namely, the Architectural Competition is perhaps best 
covered as a concise, precise summation of the many 
meetings, decisions, time and effort expended by the 
Commission, in the report of the Professional Adviser, 
the very able Professor Lawrence B. Anderson of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 


REPORT OF THE PROFESSIONAL ADVISER TO THE GOvV- 
ERNMENT CENTER COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF 
BOosToN 

During the Spring of 1961, I attended a number of 
meetings with the Commission to discuss the most de- 
sirable way to conduct a national competition to select 
an architect for the new City Hall. The experiences of 
other cities were reviewed and the general outline of a 
procedure suitable for Boston’s problem was adopted, 
together with estimates of cost. The Commission then 
invited me to serve as their Professional Adviser for the 
Competition and negotiated through the Law Depart- 
ment, a contract with me in which were incorporated 
the policies to be followed regarding procedure and ex- 
penditure. This contract bears the date July 21, 1961. 

The Summer of 1961 was spent in the preparation of 
a Program in the form of an illustrated booklet provid- 
ing the necessary information for competitors regarding 
the background and scope of the problem, together 
with an Appendix setting forth the competition proce- 
dures and awards. 

The Program included material on the geography and 
historical development of Central Boston obtained from 
standard works in this field, and described plans for the 
Government Center as developed over a period of years 
culminating in the current plans of the Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority. Restrictions on development 
were described in some detail, and a Site Plan adopted

from Boston Redevelopment Authority data further 
delineated the site and surroundings. 

The Becker and Becker Space Requirements Report 
dated August 24, 1959, with minor modifications ap- 
proved by the Commission, was used as the source for 
information concerning the interior planning needs of 
the City Hall. 

Additional photographs and maps were assembled to 
complete the Program, which was reviewed, revised, and 
approved in draft form not only by the Commission 
itself, but also by Boston Redevelopment Authority 
staff and its consultants. 

In the Appendix was contained a detailed statement of 
procedures to be adhered to by competitors, jury and 
professional adviser. The members of the jury were 
named, and the conditions under which the Commission 
would award a contract were stated. The contract form 
itself, bearing the approval of the Law Department, was 
quoted in full. The Schedule of dates was established 
and the size and type of drawings and models required 
for submittal. 

All of these details were cleared by the national 
officers of the American Institute of Architects, whose 
Secretary approved the program in writing. 

Following the consideration of a number of printing 
firms, the Buck Printing Company was selected to 
print the Program, and 3,000 copies were produced by 
October 16, 1961, the announced date of opening of the 
competition. 

Copies of the Program were mailed free in response to 
requests and approximately 2,500 copies were issued 
during the first few weeks. In order to be admitted to 
the competition, the competitor was required to fill in 
and return before December 11, 1961, a Registration 
Form indicating his license to practice architecture and 
how this could be verified. At the deadline time, 566 
registrations had been received. Licensing was in each 
individual case verified by the Commission’s secretarial 
staff by mail inquiry. Names and addresses of accepted 
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competitors were then put in a mailing list through 
which they could all be reached for bulletins relating 
to the competition. 


Competitors were allowed to ask questions anony- 
mously and in writing until December 18, 1961, regard- 
ing the interpretation of the Program. Answers pre- 
pared by the Professional Adviser were sent to all 
competitors by Bulletins 1 and 2 in the preliminary 
phase, and Bulletins 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 in the 
final phase. In all, 123 questions were answered this 
way. 

The Museum of Science, through its director, Mr. 
Bradford Washburn, very kindly consented to serve as 
hosts for the preliminary judgment which according to 
the conditions had to take place privately. Temporary 
screens were erected in a work area in the Exhibits 
Section, and 256 preliminary entries were received there 
and processed between January 17, 1962, and January 
23, 1962. Selected professional students of architecture 
were employed to handle the entries so as to assure 
anonymity and to check each of them for conformity 
to the detailed requirements of the Program. 

The preliminary jury then met over a period of three 
days and selected the eight finalists as indicated in their 
written report to me dated February 9, 1962. Notifica- 
tion of their selection was sent to all competitors and the 
finalists, who were identified by name but not by their 
entries even to the jury, were invited to prepare their 
final entries. There was no publication or public review 
at this time of any of the entries. 

It was arranged to have the final judgment and 
subsequent exhibition occur in the Museum of Fine 
Arts, where the Special Galleries were very graciously 
made available to the Commission beginning April 30, 
1962, by Mr. Perry Rathbone, Director. An earlier 
time was not possible because of the very important 
show of Van Gogh paintings through April 29, and since 
the final entries arrived in Boston on April 25, 1962, it 
was again necessary to use the facilities of the Museum 
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of Science for the processing of the entries prior to 
judgment. 

Then on April 30 and May 1, 1962, screens were 
erected in the Special Gallery and drawings and models 
of the eight finalists were displayed for the jury which 
convened on the evening of May 1 and worked through 
May 2 and May 3, making its selection of the winner and 
preparing the written report to me dated May 3, 1962. 
In a smaller adjoining gallery, 35 selected preliminary 
entries from competitors other than the finalists were 
hung, so that the public could appreciate the scope of 
design ideas stimulated by the competition. 

At 4:00 o’clock on the afternoon of May 3, 1962, a 
press conference was held at the Museum at which 
the Professional Adviser reimbursed the finalists $5,000 
each, according to the terms, and the Honorable John 
F. Collins, Mayor of Boston, opened the sealed envelope 
identifying the winning team. Following this the model 
of the winner was uncovered and the drawings and 
models were opened to the press and guests as the 
main attraction of a reception offered by the Boston 
Society of Architects. 

Subsequently, the entries remained on view at the 
Museum through June 30, 1962. 

Immediately after the final jury award, the Profes- 
sional Adviser sent notices of the same to all the 
competitors, and pictures and descriptive material were 
issued to the press. 

As provided under the terms of the competition, 
the winning team of three designers from New York, 
were required to propose associating themselves with 
another firm or firms selected by them in consultation 
with the jury and the Professional Adviser, in order 
to strengthen their ability to carry out the terms of 
the contract for complete architectural and engineering 
services. 

Sixty days after the jury award, the Commission 
was required either to offer a contract to the proposed 
association or to release the winner from his obligation 
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for further services. Since the Commission has formally 
acted to approve the winning design and to recommend 
to the Mayor the authorization of a contract with 
the winner’s proposed association, the definitive selec- 
tion of an architect has been made. 

I, therefore, respectfully request that the Commission 
take action to verify that I have discharged my duties 
as Professional Adviser to the Commission for the 
competition according to the terms of my contract.

The most acceptable design, by the unanimous vote 
of the enlarged seven-man judges’ panel was adjudged 
the winner and it was the submission of a three-man 
team whose background strongly indicates the base 
for the talent manifest in the winning design. We 
name: 

Gerhard Michael Kallmann, the dean of the trio, 
born in Berlin, Germany, in 1915, educated in England, 
and well known as a very perceptive critic and writer 
about modern architecture as well as for his own creative 
work. He studied at the Architectural Association 
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School of Architecture, London, England, 1935-1940, 
and won the Architectural Association Diploma, Asso- 
ciate Royal Institute of British Architects. Professor 
Kallmann, a member of the Columbia University faculty 
as an assistant professor of Architecture, has been design 
critic at the Institute of Design, Illinois Institute of 
Technology, on the faculty of Cooper Union, New 
York, and a visiting critic at Cornell, Yale, and Wash- 
ington University of St. Louis. He has been a con- 
tributor to Architectural Forum and Architectural Re- 
view. 

English-born Noel Michael McKinnell, 27, is a 
graduate of Manchester (England) University and 
Columbia University where he is a tutor in first-year 
design and at the Graduate School of Design. He has 
traveled extensively in Europe and has been associated 
with Percival Goodman in the FDR Competition; 
Carson, Lundin and Shaw of New York and Charles R. 
Colbert of New York. 

Edward F. Knowles, 32, Brooklyn native, with a 
bachelor’s degree in Architecture from Pratt Institute 
in 1951, teaches architecture at Cooper Union and 
at Columbia University and has traveled extensively 
and studied throughout Europe, Canada and the 
United States. Among the firms with which he has 
been associated are Philip Johnson of Connecticut, 
Edward L. Barnes and Unger and Unger. In association 
with the Kump Associates of Palo Alto, California, 
he designed the $2,500,000 Pine Manor Junior College 
of Chestnut Hill in Greater Boston, and has designed 
projects in New York City and Florida. 


The competition having ended, invitations were 
extended to Messrs. Kallmann, McKinnell and Knowles 
to attend the meeting of May 9, 1962, and they did. 
Chairman Morgan had listed many questions prompted 
by the concern of the Commission members. Acting 
on behalf of the Commission, he interrogated the 
designers. 
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Questions and answers, all recorded in the minutes, 
gave a measure of assurance that the design was prac- 
tical, the construction durable, the engineering was in 
accord with accepted norms, floors would have the 
same load strength, heavy equipment provided for 
on ground floor, future installations of newer office 
machinery would not involve inordinate effort or 
expense, additional floors could be built on because 
of the adequate foundation, if needed in the future. 
The design is flexible enough to permit installations 
of extra elevators and escalators and adequate provision 
is made for air conditioning, light, heat, power, handi- 
capped persons, control center, etc. 


It was further brought out that the construction 
would command the skills of eighteen building trades. 
Boilermakers will not be demanded because steam is 
planned to be piped in from a utility supply line. 


The winning designers elaborated on what they felt 
were outstanding design features, viz.: 


1. The grouping of offices around the inner court 
which will provide a tremendous amount of natural 
light. 

2. The total gross area of 500,000 square feet and 
the net working area of 350,000 square feet. 


3. The marked effect of trees which form a sub- 
stantial part of the Plaza. A controlled height of 15 
feet may cause the planting of sycamores. 


The last and final payment was authorized to be 
paid to the winning designers in keeping with the Code 
of Competition A.I.A., by the unanimous vote of the 
Commission and thereafter approved by your Honor. 

Many requests for the loan of the eight finalist 
exhibits to be publicly displayed by prominent public- 
spirited business firms, architects and colleges were 
gladly complied with, the Commission being most 
desirous of exciting public interest and approval and 
knowing your Honor’s concern with the satisfaction of 
Boston citizens. 
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Unforeseen contingencies arose due to the great 
number of submissions for exhibition. The dismantling 
of the exhibition, the mailing back of all contestant 
exhibits, necessary photography necessitated amending 
the expense allowance in Professor Anderson’s contract, 
which your Honor approved. 

The panel of seven experts as part of their contribu- 
tion and a final service to the Commission and the 
City, addressed themselves along with the Professional 
Adviser to the question of the competency of the 
winning designers to do the actual work of developing 
their plans. Their recommendations, accepted by the 
designers deemed to be acceptable by the Commission, 
resulted in the Joint Venture of Architects Campbell 
& Aldrich, William J. LeMessurier & Associates, Inc., 
Kallmann, McKinnell and Knowles. This became the 
group with which the Commission contracted with 
Mayoral approval. 


It is noted your Honor, that prior to seeking your 
approval in this matter, the Commission did a most 
complete background research of all principals and did 
spend a full day on a field trip, examining sites and 
buildings designed and/or engineered by Campbell & 
Aldrich and LeMessurier & Associates, Inc. The works 
_ so viewed were impressive and attested most con- 
vincingly to the competence and stability of the as- 
sociated joint venture group.

The acquisition of land of sufficient area to accom- 
modate public construction and allow for generous 
private investment on cleared land came about when 
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the Boston Redevelopment Authority acquired title to 
the so-called ‘‘Scollay Square Area’”’ in the latter part 
of 1961. 

Site allocation became a major consideration to the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and a prime concern 
of the Commission. 

The Commission, long aware that the public would 
be best served by cooperation with Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority and because of the economical con- 
siderations involved in site acquisition, did subscribe 
to a ‘‘Land Use and Disposal Agreement’”’ covering 
such things as location, height, size, design, use, soil 
and subsoil considerations; in our case site location 
involved a third public agency, the Metropolitan Transic 
Authority, because the new City Hall was to straddle 
the Washington Street subway and make necessary 
the relocation of the Old Brattle Street subway. 

In the interest of brevity and further information, 
we include verbatim a letter to Mr. Edward Logue 
from Chairman Morgan acting for the Commission, 
detailing the area of cooperation we hoped to be mutual- 
ly acceptable.

Drar Mr LoGus: 

In September 1961, the proposed brochure of the 
Government Center Commission (‘‘the Commission’’) 
relating to the competition for the selection of an 
architect for the new City Hall was sent to you. I 
understand that pertinent excerpts from this proposed 
brochure were reviewed by the members and the staff 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority (“the Au- 
thority’). The pertinent excerpts from the brochure 
included a description of the site within the Government. 
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Center area proposed for the new City Hall, as well as 
related building restrictions. 

This brochure was the basis for a national architec- 
tural competition concluded on May 3, 1962, for the 
selection of an architect for the new City Hall. 

In the meantime, discussions among the officials, 
staffs, and consultants for the Commission and the 
Authority have been held relating to the terms of the 
disposition agreement and a proposed time schedule. 

The purpose of this letter is to establish, for the 
record, understandings tentatively reached with re- 
gard to the site, the building restrictions and controls, 
the terms of the disposition agreement, and a proposed 
schedule. It would also serve to record the acceptance 
by the Authority of the design for the City Hall selected 
by the jury so that the Commission may make its 
selection of the architect for the City Hall in recognition 
of the overall design responsibilities of the Authority. 

1. The site selected for the proposed City Hall is a 
tract of land (“the site’’) identified as Parcel 6 on the 
Plan labeled ‘‘Master Parcel Plan — Government Center 
Project — Mass. R-35’’, dated June 21, 1962, a copy of 
which is attached hereto (Attachment No.1). The area 
of the site will be approximately 123,632 square feet. 

2. The Authority acquired at its expense the site on 
October 25, 1961, with the financial aid of the Federal 
Government and the City of Boston under the Urban 
Renewal Program. Under this program and with this 
financial aid, the Authority is now relocating the site 
occupants. The Authority will proceed to demolish, at 
its expense, the structures on the site to meet the 
schedule set forth below. The Authority will then 
convey the site to the Commission and the Commission 
will purchase the site from the Authority for an amount 
equal to the fair value of the site for its uses in accordance 
with the building restrictions and controls pertaining to 
the site and mutually accepted under Paragraph 4 
below. On the basis of the foregoing building restrictions 
and controls, the fair value is presently estimated to be 
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$900,000, but it is understood that the price finally 
paid by the Commission is still to be determined in 
accordance with customary Housing and Home Finance 
Agency valuation procedures. 


3. Attached is a form of Land Disposition Agreement 
by and between the Authority and the Commission 
which is dated June 22, 1962, (Attachment No. 2). The 
form is mutually satisfactory and its provisions will be 
incorporated in a disposition agreement to be entered 
into between the Commission and the Authority as 
soon as possible after the Urban Renewal Plan for the 
Government Center Project referred to in Section 101 (e) 
of attachment 2 has been approved in accordance with 
Chapter 121 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 


If the Land Disposition Agreement is executed 
prior to approval of the Urban Renewal Plan by the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency, attach- 
ment 2, may at the option of the Authority, be modified 
so that it will be conditioned upon such approval. 


4. Also attached are pertinent excerpts from the 
draft Urban Renewal Plan for the Government Center 
Project which are dated June 22, 1961 (Attachment 
No.3). These excerpts are acceptable to the Commission 
and to the Authority. 


5. The Commission will use its best efforts to com- 
plete the time schedule relating to the architectural and 
construction work as follows: 


a. Preliminary drawings and specifications to 
be completed by the architect engaged by the 
Commission by December 1, 1962. 


b. Commission and Authority approval of the 
preliminary drawings and specifications by De- 
cember 31, 1962. 


c. Advertising for construction of the foundation 
by May 1, 1963. 
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d. Thestart of construction of the foundation by 
June 1, 1963. 


e. Final construction drawings and specifications 
to be completed by the architect by August 1, 1963. 


f. Approval of final drawings and specifications 
by September 1, 1963. 


g. Construction of the super structures to begin 
on the City Hall by October 14, 1963. 


6. The architectural and construction schedule set 
forth above requires that the Authority will use its 
best efforts to convey the site to the Commission by 
May 1, 1968. The Authority will take the necessary 
steps to assure conveyance by that date, provided that 
the Commission is adhering to the shcedule set forth 
in paragraph 5 above. 


7. The architectural illustrations for the City Hall 
attached to this letter and dated June 22, 1962 (Attach- 
ment No. 4) are acceptable as an illustrative design for 
the improvements to be constructed by the Commission 
on the site and as a basis for future architectural plans 
for the improvements. 


Please acknowledge your agreement with the fore- 
going in the space provided on the enclosed copy hereof 
and return the signed copy to this office.

A multitude of problems requiring a lot of consider- 
ation have been resolved after conferences involving 
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the Commission, the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
and the Metropolitan Transit Authority. Reports on 
conferences have been incorporated in the minutes. 

Construction progress has started. The Scollay 
Square area is currently tortured by the shovels of the 
Wes-Julian Company under contract with the M.T.A. 
Included in this contract is provision for the building of 
several footings for the City Hall together with the 
setting up of a ‘“‘test pile” clear of the M.T.A. con- 
struction, for engineering sub-soil determinations neces- 
sary to our Architects and Engineers. 


A continuing flow of precise information has been 
forthcoming from the Becker and Becker Company 
whose original contract was amended for up-dating 
purposes and in July, your Honor accepted the Com- 
mision’s recommendations for two new contracts whose 
coverage is well recorded after protracted discussion by 
the Commission and consultation with our Architects. 


Data processing requirements and projections into 
the future, a very necessary study is amply covered by 
the Enright report, part of the minutes of November 14, 
1962. The work of Mr. Enright covered also the com- 
munication needs of the new City Hall. 


The utilities have exhibited lively concern, met with 
our sub-committees and in the matter of telephonic 
communication have filed a report covering improved 
modernized service that will, when installed, bring about 
a substantial saving on future use. 


The financial condition of the Commission for the 
year ending December 1962, showed that as of January 
1, 1962, we had an unencumbered balance of $19,855,- 
308.58 and expenditures of $95,418.75, leaving an un- 
expended balance of $19,759,889.83. 


The time table suggested after the competition ended 
seems at this time to be reasonably accurate. The 
Commission is extending its efforts and notes grate- 
fully the all-around cooperation extended, with par- 
ticular reference to the continuing concern, interest and 
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cooperation of your Honor, whose willingness and ability 
to ease difficulties has been most welcome and helpful. 

We have attempted through submission of this report, 
to convey to your Honor, that the Commission’s intent 
to get construction underway reasonably soon, coin- 
cides with what we know to be your Honor’s concern 
with progress in this instance as the forward looking 
Mayor of Boston.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the requirements of Chapter 3, 
Section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the City of Boston 
Auditorium Commission for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1962. 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five 
members, who serve without compensation for a term 
of five years. Members of the Commission are: William 
D. Ireland, Chairman, Donald B. Stanbro, Robert C. 
Nordblom, Frank R. Kelley, and William H. Ohren- 
berger. This Commission held forty-three publicly 
advertised meetings in 1962. 

In February of this year, the Commission called for 
bids from sub-contractors and the filed sub bids were 
opened February 21st. The general bids for construc- 
tion of the Auditorium were opened on February 28th 
with 8. Volpe & Co., Inc., submitting the low bid 
of $10,797,030.00. 
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On March 12th of this year, Your Honor officiated 
at the groundbreaking ceremonies for the Auditorium 
which was designed by Hoyle, Doran & Berry, Archi- 
tects, and on March 28rd, Your Honor signed the con- 
tract awarding the general contract to 8. Volpe & Co., 
Inc., of 185 Devonshire Street, Boston, with completion 
expected in 28 months. Before construction of the 
building could start, it was necessary for the contractor 
to clear the land, excavate Dalton Street, and remove 
the railroad tracks. A Resident Engineer was engaged, 
and the first test pile was driven on June 8th. The 
last pipe pile was driven on October 27th. There 
were two strikes called on the Prudential project which 
also involved the Auditorium, but construction progress 
is on schedule. 

The Commission began conducting interviews for 
the position of Director of the Auditorium, and also 
held discussions on possible rules and regulations to 
be enforced. Many conventions and shows have been 
tentatively booked for the building through the year 
1972. 

The Boston Opera Association, Ine., presented a 
check in the amount of $281,155 to the City of Boston 
in partial payment for the inclusion of opera facilities 
in the Auditorium, and The Prudential Insurance 
Company of America reimbursed the City of Boston 
in the amount of $130,000 for an easement through the 
Auditorium site for the erection of a vehicular roadway.

RULES FOR ADMINISTERING 
PAY SCHEDULE AND LIST OF POSITIONS 
WHICH, WITH THESE RULES, CONSTITUTE 
CLASSIFICATION AND COMPENSATION PLANS 
EFFECTIVE MARCH 6, 1963, 
FOR OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES 
OF SUFFOLK COUNTY 


RULE 1. Classification Plan. The List of Positions 
constituting a part of this Classification and Compensa- 
tion Plan as Schedule B and hereinafter called Schedule 
B, with such amendments as may be made thereto 
from time to time under these Rules, shall constitute 
the Classification Plan for offices and positions in the 
service of Suffolk County except the office or position 
of Clerk of Court, First Assistant Clerk of Court, 
and Assistant Clerk of Court. 


RULE 2. Classification of Existing Positions. All 
officers and employees of Suffolk County covered by 
the Classification Plan adopted by the order passed 
by the City Council on November 24, 1952, and ap- 
proved by the Mayor on November 25, 1952, as 
amended, shall continue to be classified as under said 
plan; provided, however, that any person holding on 
March 6, 1963, an office or position in the service of 
Suffolk County having a title not exactly the same as 
a title specified in Schedule B may, if he so consents 
and the Director of Civil Service of the Commonwealth 
in the case of an office or position subject to the Civil 
Service laws and rules, and the Supervisor of Personnel 
in any other case, so approves, be transferred as of 
March 6, 1963, to an office or position having a title 
exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B by 
the board or officer having power to appoint to such 
office or position. 


RULE 3. Classification of New Positions. When- 
ever a new position is established or the duties of a 
position are so changed that, in effect, a new position is 
created, the appointing authority shall forthwith report 
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this fact to the Supervisor of Personnel with a full state- 
ment of the circumstances and a description of the 
duties as changed. The Supervisor of Personnel shall, 
after an investigation of the actual and proposed duties 
and responsibilities, and subject to the approval of the 
City Council and the Mayor, classify or reclassify the 
position by allocating it to its appropriate class in 
accordance with the classification plan then in effect or, 
when necessary, by establishing a new class. The 
Supervisor of Personnel may likewise, from time to time, 
make investigations of any or all positions in the service 
and propose to the City Council changes in classification 
whenever the facts are considered to warrant such 
action. 


RULE 4. Amendment of the Classification Plan. 
The Supervisor of Personnel shall, from time to time, as 
he considers necessary, propose amendments to the 
Classification Plan, together with the reasons therefor. 
Any such amendment may provide for the establishment 
of one or more classes, for changes in the specifications 
of one or more existing classes, or for the combination or 
abolition of existing classes. Any such amendment 
shall become effective upon approval by the City 
Council, subject to the provisions of the City Charter. 


RULE 5. Interpretation of Class Specifications. The 
duties set forth for the various classes of positions 
in Schedule B are hereby declared to have the following 
force and effect: 

(a.) The ‘‘duties” statement shall be construed as 
indicative of the kind of position that should be allo- 
cated to the class. The use of a particular expression 
or illustration shall not be held to exclude others not 
mentioned, if similar as to kind or quality. In deter- 
mining the class to which any position should be allo- 
cated, consideration shall be given to the duties as a 
whole as well as to the relationships between classes. 

(6.) The ‘‘duties”’ statement shall be construed as 
a general description of the kind of work performed by 
the incumbent of a position that properly is allocated 
to the class, and not as prescribing what the duties of 
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any position shall be, nor as limiting the express or 
implied power of administrative authorities having 
charge of a department to prescribe or alter the duties 
of any position. 


(c.) No substantial change shall be made in the 
duties of any position, except for a temporary period of 
not more than three months, unless such change shall 
be reported by the administrative authority to the 
Supervisor of Personnel, with a view to a possible reallo- 
cation of the position. 


RULE 6. Compensation Plan. The Pay Schedule 
constituting a part of this Classification and Compensa- 
tion Plan as Schedule A and hereinafter called Schedule 
A, as supplemented by Schedule B and these Rules, 
shall constitute the Compensation Plan for offices and 
positions in the service of Suffolk County; provided, 
that persons now or hereafter holding the office or 
position of Clerk of Court, First Assistant Clerk of 
Court, and Assistant Clerk of Court shall continue 
to be compensated in accordance with the Compensation 
Plan adopted by an order passed by the City Council 
on November 24, 1952, and approved by the Mayor 
on November 25, 1952, as amended. 


RULE 7. Amendment of Compensation Plan. When- 
ever in his judgment the compensation for any class 
is in need of revision, the Supervisor of Personnel 
shall report such fact, in writing, to the City Council, 
together with his reason therefor and with revised 
schedules of compensation for such class and also for 
any class the compensation for which would be thrown 
out of due relation by such revision. Any such revision 
shall become effective upon approval by the City 
Council, subject to the provisions of the City Charter. 


RULE 8. Definition. As used in Rules 9 to 17, 
inclusive, the word ‘‘position” shall be construed as 
meaning office or position. 


RULE 9. Persons Subject to Compensation Plan. 
(a) Every person initially appointed on or after March 
6, 1963, to a position in the service of Suffolk County 
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having a title exactly the same as a title specified in 
Schedule B shall be compensated for his regular service 
pursuant to these Rules and Schedule A. 


(b) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, a 
position in the service of Suffolk County having a title 
exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B, and 
also every person holding on March 6, 1963, a position 
in such service not having a title exactly the same as 
a title specified in Schedule B who is transferred as of 
March 6, 1963, to a position in such service having a 
title exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B, 
shall be compensated for his regular service pursuant 
to these Rules and Schedule A after the completion of 
his transition to this Compensation Plan as provided 
in Rule 16. 


(c) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, a 
position in the service of Suffolk County not having 
a title exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule 
B who is not transferred as aforesaid shall continue to 
be compensated for his regular service in accordance 
with the compensation plan in effect for his position 
immediately prior to March 6, 1963; but the grade 
assigned in Schedule B to the position to which his 
appointing authority proposed to transfer him as of 
March 6, 1963, shall, if approved by the Supervisor of 
Personnel, be noted; and if subsequent to March 6, 1963, 
he is appointed, promoted or transferred to a position 
in the service of Suffolk County having a title exactly 
the same as a title specified in Schedule B and assigned 
in Schedule B a grade higher than the grade so noted, 
he shall, upon such appointment, promotion or transfer, 
be compensated for his regular service pursuant to these 
Rules and Schedule A, starting with the rate specified 
in Schedule A for such grade which is next above the 
rate being paid him immediately prior to such appoint- 
ment, promotion or transfer. If subsequent to March 
6, 1963, he is appointed, promoted, demoted or trans- 
ferred to a position in the service of Suffolk County 
having a title exactly the same as a title specified in 
Schedule B and assigned in Schedule B the grade noted 
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as aforesaid or a lower grade, he shall, upon such ap- 
pointment, promotion, demotion or transfer, be com- 
pensated for his regular service pursuant to these Rules 
and Schedule A (including the longevity provisions of 
Rule 15) as if his initial appointment had been under 
this Compensation Plan and the number of years 
served by him in the position in which he was serving 
immediately prior to such appointment, promotion, 
demotion or transfer had been served in the position 
to which he is appointed, promoted, demoted or trans- 
ferred; provided, that at no time shall he be compensated 
at a rate higher than that to which he would be entitled 
under Rule 16 if he had been transferred as of March 6, 
1963, to, and continuously thereafter until the time of 
such appointment, promotion, demotion or transfer 
held, the position to which he is appointed, promoted, 
demoted or transferred. 


RULE 10. Salary Rates as Full Compensation. The 
rate of pay specified in Schedule A shall be in full for 
all regular service rendered by the officer or employee 
in the position in which he is classified. If any person 
subject to this Compensation Plan receives for his 
regular service in the position in which he is classified 
compensation from more than one appropriation for 
county purposes, or from one or more appropriations 
for county purposes and one or more appropriations for 
municipal purposes, and the total amount so received 
exceeds for any period the aggregate of the starting 
salary prescribed by this Compensation Plan for such 
position and all step rate and longevity increments, 
if any, applicable to him thereunder, his compensation 
shall be reduced by the Supervisor of Personnel so as 
not to exceed such aggregate. If for his regular service 
rendered in the position in which he is classified any 
person subject to this Compensation Plan receives 
compensation directly from any source other than 
Suffolk County or the City of Boston, the amount so 
received shall be deducted from the amount payable 
to him under this Compensation Plan to the end that 
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his total compensation for such regular service shall 
not exceed for any period the aggregate of the starting 
salary prescribed by this Compensation Plan for his 
position and all step-rate and longevity increments, if 
any. applicable to him thereunder. 


RULE 11. Full-Time Employment. The rate of pay 
specified in Schedule A shall be for full-time employ- 
ment. The term “full-time employment” shall be 
deemed to mean a forty-hour week with respect to every 
person holding a position listed in Schedule B with an 
asterisk prefixed to the title of the position. With 
respect to all other persons, said term shall be deemed to 
mean a thirty-five-hour week. 


RULE 12. Part-Time Employment. The compensa- 
tion for part-time employment, which shall be deemed 
to include all employment not full-time employment, 
shall be in the proportion that the hours actually worked 
bear to the total number of hours prescribed for full- 
time employment. 


RULE 138. Steps of Pay Schedule. The term “‘step”’, 
as used in these Rules shall be construed to mean one 
of the following, which shall be construed as progres- 
sively higher in the order named: 


the rate specified in Column 1 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 2 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 3 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 4 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 5 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-2 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-3 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-4 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-5 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-6 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-7 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-8 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-9 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-10 
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the rate specified in Column B for grade R-11 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-12 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-13 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-13 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-14 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-14 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-15 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-15 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-16 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-16 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-17 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-17 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-18 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-18 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-19

RULE 14. Starting Salary. (a) Upon Initial Ap- 
pointment. Upon appointment to a position classified in 
a grade other than a grade with the suffix L, a permanent 
full-time employee shall be compensated at the rate 
specified for the grade of the position in Column 1 of 
Schedule A. Upon appointment to a position classified 
in a grade with the suffix L, a permanent full-time em- 
ployee shall be compensated at the rate specified for the 
grade of the position in Column 38 of Schedule A. An 
emergency, temporary, provisional, or military substi- 
tute employee shall be compensated, if holding a position 
classified in a grade other than a grade with the suffix L, 
at the rate specified for the grade of the position in 
Column 1 of Schedule A, and if holding a position 
classified in a grade with the suffix L, at the rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Column 3 of Schedule A. 
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(b) Reinstatement. An employee who at the time he 
becomes separated from the service is subject to this 
Compensation Plan shall, upon reinstatement, be com- 
pensated at the rate specified for the grade of the posi- 
tion in the Column of Schedule A applicable to him 
when he becomes separated from the service. An 
employee whose separation from service antedates 
March 6, 1963, shall, upon reinstatement to his former 
position or a similar position, be compensated for his 
regular service pursuant to these Rules and Schedule 
A (including the longevity provisions of Rule 15) 
as if his initial appointment had been under this Com- 
pensation Plan and the number of years served by 
him in the position in which he was serving immediately 
prior to his separation from service had been served in 
the position to which he is reinstated; but at no time 
shall he be compensated at a rate higher than that to 
which he would be entitled under Rule 16 if he had held 
on March 6, 1963, and continuously thereafter until the 
time of his reinstatement, the position to which he is 
reinstated. 


(c) Upon Transfer. A permanent transfer pursuant 
to the Civil Service laws and rules to a position in the 
same grade shall be treated as if the employee con- 
tinued in his former position. Such a transfer to a posi- 
tion in a higher grade shall be treated as a promotion, 
and to a position in a lower grade as a demoltion. 


(d) Upon Promotion. If a person holding a position 
assigned a grade in Schedule B is temporarily or perma- 
nently promoted to another position assigned such a 
grade and the promotion is from grade R-1 to grade 
R-2 or from grade R-1L to grade R-2L or from grade 
R-2 to grade R-3 or from grade R-2L to grade R-3L 
or from grade R-8 to grade R-4 or from grade R-8L to 
grade R-4L or from grade R-4 to grade R-5 or from 
grade R-4L to grade R-5L or from grade R-5 to grade 
R-6 or from grade R—5L to grade R-6L or from grade 
R-6 to grade R-7 or from grade R-6L to grade R-7L or 
from grade R-7 to grade R-8 or from grade R-7L to 
grade R-8L or from grade R-8 to grade R-9 or from 
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grade R-8L to grade R-9L or from grade R-9 to grade 
R-10 or from grade R-9L to grade R-10L or from grade 
R-10 to grade R-11 or from grade R-10L to grade R- 
11L or from grade R-11 to grade R-12 or from grade 
R-11L to grade R-12L, he shall be compensated on 
promotion for his regular service in his new position 
at the rate specified for the grade of his new position 
in the column of Schedule A next after the column in 
the grade for such new position which specifies the rate 
of compensation being paid him for regular service in 
his old position. Upon any other promotion, whether 
temporary or permanent, to a position assigned a grade 
in Schedule B, the employee shall be compensated for 
his regular service in his new position at whichever of 
the following is the higher: (1) the lowest rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Schedule A, or (2) the 
rate so specified which is two steps higher than the rate 
being paid him for regular service in his old position. 
Anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding, when- 
ever a person holding a position assigned a grade in 
Schedule B is, after the completion of twenty-five or 
more years of total service as defined in Rule 15, perma- 
nently promoted to another position assigned such a 
grade, he shall be compensated for his regular service in 
his new position at the rate specified for the grade of 
such position in Column B of Schedule A. 


(e) Upon Demotion. Upon demotion, the employee 
shall be compensated at such rate specified for the 
grade of the position to which he is demoted as would 
apply under this Compensation Plan if his service in all 
positions in a higher grade had been performed in the 
position to which he is demoted. 

(f) Certain Changes. Neither a change from a posi- 
tion assigned in Schedule B a grade with the suffix L to 
a position so assigned a grade without such suffix, nor a 
change from a position so assigned a grade without such 
suffix to a position assigned a grade with such suffix, 
shall be deemed either a transfer or a promotion within 
the meaning of this Rule. 
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RULE 15. Increments. (a) Step-Rate. Every per- 
manent full-time employee holding a position classified 
in a grade other than a grade with the suffix L shall, 
upon the completion of one half year, and also of one 
and one half years, and also of two and one half years, 
and also of three and one half years, of service in the 
position, be advanced to the rate specified for the grade 
of the position in the next numerically numbered col- 
umn, if any, of Schedule A. Every permanent full-time 
employee holding a position classified in a grade with 
the suffix L shall, upon the completion of one half year, 
and also of one and one half years, of service in the 
position, be advanced to the rate specified for the grade 
of the position in the next numerically numbered col- 
umn, if any, of Schedule A. 

(b) Longevity. Every permanent full-time employee 
holding a position classified in a grade other than a 
grade with the suffix L, who has been compensated for 
at least one year at the rate specified for the grade of 
the position in Column 5 of Schedule A shalJl, upon the 
completion of nine years of total service as defined in 
this Rule, be advanced to the rate so specified in Col- 
umn A of said schedule; and every such employee, who 
has been compensated for at least one year at the rate 
specified for the grade of the position in Column A of 
Schedule A shall, upon the completion of sixteen years 
of total service as defined in this Rule, be advanced to 
the rate so specified in Column B of said schedule. 
Every permanent full-t?me employee holding a position 
classified in a grade with the suffix L, who has been 
compensated for at least one year at the rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Column 5 of Schedule A 
shall, upon the completion of seven years of total ser- 
vice as defined in this Rule, be advanced to the rate so 
specified in Column A of said schedule; and every such 
employee, who has been compensated for at least one 
year at the rate specified for the grade of the position 
in Column A of Schedule A shall, upon the completion 
of fourteen years of total service as defined in this Rule, 
be advanced to the rate so specified in Column B of 
said schedule. 
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(c) Effective Date of Increment. Anything in this 
Rule to the contrary notwithstanding, increments un- 
der this Rule shall become effective as follows: If the 
employee is paid on a monthly basis, the increment 
shall become effective with the payroll for the month 
next succeeding that in which he becomes entitled to 
such increment; if the employee is paid on a semi- 
monthly basis, the increment shall become effective 
with the payroll for the first half of such next succeed- 
ing month; and if the employee is paid on a weekly 
basis, the increment shall become effective with the 
payroll for the first full payroll week in such next 
succeeding month. 


(d) Total Service. Provisional or temporary service 
shall be included in computing total service. So much 
of every period during which an employee receives 
no pay (whether or not the employer-employee relation- 
ship exists during such period or not) as is in excess of 
one month shall not be included in computing total 
service; provided, however, that every leave of absence 
for military service terminating with the reinstatement 
or reemployment of the employee in his former position 
or a similar position shall be so included; and provided, 
further, that every period for which an employee 
receives weekly payments under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 69 to 79, inclusive, of Chapter 152 of the General 
Laws (the Workmen’s Compensation Act) or a lump 
sum settlement in lieu of such weekly payments shall be 
so included, subject, in the case of a lump sum settle- 
ment, to computation of the period consistent with the 
provisions of Paragraph (c) of Subdivision (1) of Section 
14 of Chapter 32 of the General Laws. Service with 
the Cities of Boston, Chelsea and Revere and the Town 
of Winthrop shall be included in computing total 
service. Service with the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, the Boston Redevelopment Authority, the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority in a position within the 
labor or classified civil service shall also be included 
in computing total service; but no service with any 
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governmental unit other than Suffolk County, the 
Cities of Boston, Chelsea and Revere, and the Town of 
Winthrop, except service with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority as aforesaid, shall be included 
in computing total service. 

(e) Part-Time Employment. A part-time employee 
shall not become entitled to an increment until his 
part-time service has aggregated a period equal to the 
full period required of a full-time employee. 

(f) Extraordinary Circumstances. If a statement 
signed by the appointing authority and published in 
the City Record recites in detail the existence of ex- 
ceptional circumstances for a permanent full-time 
employee to receive the step-rate increments provided 
by paragraph (a) of this Rule in advance of the time 
specified therein, the Mayor, upon recommendation 
of the Supervisor of Personnel, may enter an executive 
order determining the date when such increments shall 
become effective for such employee, anything in para- 
graphs (a) and (c) of this Rule to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

(g) Effective Date of Rule. This Rule shall take effect 
on March 6, 1963, for persons initially appointed on or 
after said date, and on January 1, 1964, for persons 
coming within Rule 16. 


RULE 16. Transition to This Plan from Pre-Existing 
Plan. (a) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, or 
transferred as of said date to, a position in the service 
of Suffolk County having a title exactly the same as a 
title specified in Schedule B shall, if the grade assigned 
to such position in Schedule B is a grade with the 
suffix L, be compensated for his regular service pursuant 
to these Rules and Schedule A, subject, however, to 
the provisions of paragraphs (c), (d), (e) and (f) of this 
Rule and subject also to the following provisions: 

(t) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
first step of his grade under the compensation plan 


, 
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in effect for his position immediately prior to said 

date, hereinafter called the Obsolescent Plan, he shall 

be compensated on and after said date at the rate spec- 
ified in Column 3 of Schedule A for the grade of his 
position. 

(71) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
second step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at 
the rate specified in Column 4 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position. 

(277) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
third step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 

(7v) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fourth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he also shall be compensated on and after said date 
at the rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for 
the grade of his position unless he has seven years of 
total service, in which case he shall be compensated 
on and after said date at the rate specified in Column 
A of Schedule A for such grade. 

(v) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fifth or sixth step of his grade under the Obsolescent 
Plan, he shall be compensated on and after said date 
at the rate specified in Column A of Schedule A for 
the grade of his position unless he has fourteen years 
of total service, in which case he shall be compen- 
sated on and after said date at the rate specified in 
Column B of Schedule A for such grade. 

(b) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, or trans- 
ferred as of said date to, a position in the service of 
Suffolk County, and having a title exactly the same 
as a title specified in Schedule B shall, if the grade 
assigned to such position in Schedule B is a grade other 
than a grade with the suffix L, be compensated for his 
regular service pursuant to these Rules and Schedule 
A, subject, however, to the provisions of paragraphs 
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(c), (d), (e) and (f) of this Rule and subject also to the 
following provisions: 

(7) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
first step of his grade under the compensation plan in 
effect for his position immediately prior to said date, 
hereinafter called the Obsolescent Plan, he shall be 
compensated on and after said date at the rate speci- 
fied in Column 1 of Schedule A for the grade of his 
position. 

(22) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
second step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 2 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position. 

(222) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
third step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 3 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 

(zv) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fourth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 4 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 

(v) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fifth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, he 
shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position unless he has nine years of total service, 
in which case he shall be compensated on and after 
said date at the rate specified in Column A of Schedule 
A for such grade. 

(vt) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
sixth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column A of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position unless he has sixteen years of total 
service, in which case he shall be compensated on and 
after said date at the rate specified in Column B of 
Schedule A for such grade. 
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(c) Anything in this Rule to the contrary notwith- 
standing, if March 6, 1963, April 3, 1963, May 1, 1963, 
or June 5, 1963, was, or July 3, 1963, August 7, 1963, 
September 4, 1963, October 2, 1963, November 6, 1963 
or December 4, 1963, would be, the effective date of an 
increment under the Obsolescent Plan for a person 
coming within paragraph (a), or paragraph (b), of this 
Rule, or if for such a person January 1, 1964, Febru- 
ary 5, 1964, March 4, 1964, or April 1, 1964, would be 
the effective date of his first increment under the Obso- 
lescent Plan, such increment shall be included in de- 
termining for the purposes of such paragraph what step 
of his grade such person was on under the Obsolescent 
Plan on March 6, 1963; but, until the effective date of 
such increment under the Obsolescent Plan or the effec- 
tive date of the corresponding increment under this 
Compensation Plan, whichever date is earlier, he shall 
be compensated at the rate prescribed in paragraph (a), 
or paragraph (b), as the case may be, less, in either 
case, the amount of such increment under the Obsoles- 
cent Plan. 

(d) In every case in which paragraph (a), or para- 
graph (b), of this Rule, as affected by paragraph (c) of 
this Rule, would result in a person holding a position 
assigned a grade with the suffix L being compensated at 
a rate in excess of the rate specified in Column 3 of 
Schedule A for the grade of his position or in a person 
holding a position assigned a grade other than a grade 
with the suffix L being compensated at a rate in excess 
of the rate specified in Column 1 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position and the increase in the salary of 
either such person, exclusive of any part thereof attrib- 
utable to an increment in 1963 or 1964, would be more 
than ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect for such 
person on January 1, 1963, under the Obsolescent Plan, 
the preceding provisions of this Rule shall be inappli- 
cable; but such person shall be given 

effective as of March 6, 1963, a salary increase 
equal to ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect for 
such person on January 1, 1963, under the Obso- 
lescent Plan, and 
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effective March 4, 1964, a salary increase equal 

either to ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect 

for him on December 31, 1963, or to the amount 
necessary to place him on the step of his grade to 
which, for his service in the position and his total 
service, he is then entitled under this Compensation 

Plan, whichever is the lesser, and 

effective March 3, 1965, such salary increase, if 

any, aS may be necessary to place him on the step of 

his grade to which, for his service in the position and 
his total service, he is then entitled under this Com- 
pensation Plan. 

(e) If any salary increase under paragraph (d) re- 
sults in a rate of compensation which is not a multiple 
of fifty cents, there shall be such further salary increase, 
not exceeding forty-nine cents and effective simultane- 
ously with the increase under paragraph (d) as will 
result in a rate which is a multiple of fifty cents. 

(f) If any case in which paragraph (a), or paragraph 
(b), of this Rule, as affected by paragraph (c) of this 
Rule, would result in a reduction in salary for any per- 
son, such person shall be compensated on and after 
March 6, 1963, at such rate, if any, specified in Schedule 
A for the grade of his position as is next above the 
salary in effect for him on March 6, 1968, under the 
Obsolescent Plan. If such salary is higher than the 
rate specified in Column B of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position, such salary shall remain unchanged. 


Rue 17. Recommendation by Department Head. 
All promotions, transfers, and new appointments shall 
be submitted, in writing, by department heads to the 
Supervisor of Personnel, who shall approve the same if 
conforming to the Classification and Compensation 
Plans and Rules, and give notice of such approval to 
the City Auditor. After the effective date of these 
Rules, no payment of compensation shall be approved, 
nor any change of title, position, or rate of compensa- 
tion be recognized, by the City Auditor unless and 
until the provisions of these Rules have been complied 
with. 
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RuuE 18. Official Classification and Compensation 
Plan. The Supervisor of Personnel shall cause to be 
maintained in his office, in loose-leaf or other suitable 
form, an accurate, complete, and up-to-date copy of 
the Classification and Compensation Plan. This official 
copy shall be open to inspection by the public, under 
reasonable conditions, at all times during business hours. 


Rute 19. Roster of Employees. The Supervisor of 
Personnel shall cause to be maintained in his office 
an official roster on cards or some other form, showing 
for each officer and employee in the service of Suffolk 
County classification title, rate of pay, each change 
of status (including promotions, transfers, increases, or 
decreases in the rate of compensation, demotions, lay- 
offs, removals, and other actions taken in accordance 
with these Rules), and such other relevant information 
as he may deem advisable for the maintenance of a 
proper record of the service of officers and employees 
in Suffolk County. Department heads shall supply 
the Supervisor of Personnel with such information as he 
may consider necessary to establish and maintain the 
official roster. 


Rute 20. Appeal. Any incumbent aggrieved by 
the classification of his office or position may, in writing, 
appeal to the Mayor. All appeals shall be referred to 
the Supervisor of Personnel, who shall investigate the 
merits thereof and report to the Mayor. The action 
hy the Mayor in relation thereto shall be final.

2A, cl. (b), and having a title exactly the same 
as a title specified in the List of Positions constituting 
a part of this Compensation Plan as Schedule B and 
hereinafter called Schedule B shall be compensated for 
his regular service pursuant to these Rules and the Pay 
Schedule constituting a part of this Compensation Plan 
as Schedule A and hereinafter called Schedule A. 

(b) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, a posi- 
tion in the service of the City classified as aforesaid and 
having a title exactly the same as a title specified in 
Schedule B shall be compensated for his regular service 
pursuant to these Rules and Schedule A after the com- 
pletion of his transition to this Compensation Plan as 
provided in Rule 10. Every person holding on March 6, 
1963, a position in the service of the City classified as 
aforesaid but not having a title exactly the same as a 
title specified in Schedule B who is transferred on or as 
of March 6, 1963, to a position in the service of the City 
so classified but having a title exactly the same as a 
title specified in Schedule B shall likewise be compen- 
sated for his regular service pursuant to these Rules 
and Schedule A after the completion of his transition to 
this Compensation Plan as provided in Rule 10. Every 
person holding on March 6, 1963, a position in the 
service of the City classified as aforesaid but not having 
a title exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B 
who is not transferred as aforesaid shall continue to be 
compensated for his regular service in accordance with 
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the compensation plan in effect for his position immedi- 
ately prior to March 6, 19638, hereinafter called the 
Obsolescent Plan; but the grade assigned in Schedule B 
to the position to which his appointing authority pro- 
posed to transfer him as of March 6, 19638, shall be 
noted; and if subsequent to March 6, 1963, he is ap- 
pointed, promoted or transferred to a position in the 
service of the City classified as aforesaid and having a 
title exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B 
and assigned in Schedule B a grade higher than the 
grade so noted, he shall, upon such appointment, pro- 
motion or transfer, be compensated for his regular 
service pursuant to these Rules and Schedule A, starting 
with the rate specified in Schedule A for such grade 
which is next above the rate being paid him immedi- 
ately prior to such appointment, promotion or transfer. 
If subsequent to March 6, 1963, he is appointed, pro- 
moted, demoted or transferred to a position in the 
service of the City classified as aforesaid and having a 
title exactly the same as a title specified in Schedule B 
and assigned in Schedule B the grade noted as aforesaid 
or a lower grade, he shall, upon such appointment, pro- 
motion, demotion or transfer, be compensated for his 
regular service pursuant to these Rules and Schedule A 
(including the longevity provisions of Rule 9) as if his 
initial appointment had been under this Compensation 
Plan and the number of years served by him in the posi- 
tion in which he was serving immediately prior to such 
appointment, promotion, demotion or transfer had been 
served in the position to which he is appointed, pro- 
moted, demoted or transferred; provided, that at no 
time shall he be compensated at a rate higher than that 
to which he would be entitled under Rule 10 if he had 
been transferred on or as of March 6, 1963, to, and con- 
tinuously thereafter until the time of such appointment, 
promotion, demotion or transfer held, the position to 
which he is appointed, promoted, demoted or transferred. 

(c) Anything in this Rule to the contrary notwith- 
standing, every person holding on March 6, 1963, and 
every person initially appointed on or after March 6, 
1963, to a position in the City’s Department of School 
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Buildings classified as aforesaid shall continue to be 
compensated for his regular service in accordance with 
the compensation plan in effect for such position im- 
mediately prior to March 6, 1963. 


RULE 2. Salary Rates as Full Compensation. The 
rate of pay specified in Schedule A shall be in full for all 
regular service rendered by the employee in the position 
in which he is classified. If any person subject to this 
Compensation Plan receives for his regular service in the 
position in which he is classified compensation from 
more than one appropriation for municipal purposes, or 
from one or more appropriations for municipal purposes 
and one or more appropriations for county purposes, and 
the total amount so received exceeds for any period the 
aggregate of the starting salary prescribed by this Com- 
pensation Plan for such position and all step-rate and 
longevity increments, if any, applicable to him there- 
under, his compensation shall be reduced by the Super- 
visor of Personnel so as not to exceed such aggregate. 
If for his regular service rendered in the position in 
which he is classified any person subject to this Com- 
pensation Plan receives compensation directly from any 
source other than the City, the amount so received 
shall be deducted from the amount payable to him by 
the City under this Compensation Plan to the end that 
his total compensation for such regular service shall not 
exceed for any period the aggregate of the starting salary 
prescribed by this Compensation Plan for his position 
and all step-rate and longevity increments, if any, 
applicable to him thereunder. 


RULE 3. Full-Time Employment. The rate of pay 
specified in Schedule A shall be for full-time employ- 
ment. The term ‘full-time employment” shall be 
deemed to mean a forty-hour week with respect to every 
person holding a position listed in Schedule B with an 
asterisk prefixed to the title of the position, and a 
twenty-five hour week with respect to every person 
holding a position so listed with a double asterisk pre- 
fixed to the title of the position. With respect to all 
other persons, said term shall be deemed to mean a 
thirty-five-hour week. 
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RULE 4. Part-Time Employment. The compensa- 
tion for part-time employment, which shall be deemed 
to include all employment not full-time employment, 
shall be in the proportion that the hours actually worked 
bear to the total number of hours prescribed for full- 
time employment; provided, however, that any provision 
of this Compensation Plan to the contrary notwith- 
standing, a physician or dentist in the service of the 
Health Department on a part-time basis shall be com- 
pensated at such rate as, in lieu of a compensation 
grade, Schedule B shall specify for his title. 


RULE 5. Steps of Pay Schedule. The term ‘‘step”’, 
as used in these Rules, shall be construed to mean one 
of the following, which shall be construed as progres- 
sively higher in the order named: 


the rate specified in Column 1 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 2 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 3 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 4 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column 5 for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-1 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-2 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-3 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-4 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-5 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-6 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-7 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-8 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-9 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-10 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-11 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-12 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-13 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-13 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-14 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-14 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-15 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-15 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-16 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-16 
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the rate specified in Column A for grade R-17 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-17 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-18 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-18 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-19 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-19 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-20 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-20 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-21 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-21 
the rate specified in Column A for grade R-22 
the rate specified in Column B for grade R-22 


RULE 6. Night Shift Work. Whenever in the 
course of his regular service an employee works a night 
shift, which term, as used herein, shall mean a regular 
work shift four or more hours of which occur between 
7:00 P.M. on one day and 8:00 a.m. on the next succeeding 
day, he shall be compensated for such work at a rate of 
compensation one step higher than the rate of com- 
pensation otherwise provided for by this Compensation 
Plan instead of at such latter rate. 


RULE 7. Reduction in Salary for Maintenance. If 
meals or maintenance are provided with a position, the 
rate of pay specified in Schedule A shall be reduced as 
follows: 


Two meals a day The amount by which Column 4 
(5 days a week) for the grade exceeds Column 3 
for the grade. 
Three meals a day ‘Twice said amount. 
(7 days a week) 


Full maintenance Three times said amount. 
(room) 

Full maintenance Five times said amount. 
(suite) 

Full maintenance Such number (not less than seven 
(house) nor more than ten) times said 


amount as the Supervisor of 
Personnel shall from time to 
time determine to approximate 
the value of the maintenance to 
the person involved. 
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RULE 8. Starting Salary. (a) Upon Initial Ap- 
pointment. Upon appointment to a position classified in 
a grade other than a grade with the suffix L, a permanent 
full-time employee shall be compensated at the rate 
specified for the grade of the position in Column 1 of 
Schedule A. Upon appointment to a position classified 
in a grade with the suffix L, a permanent full-time em- 
ployee shall be compensated at the rate specified for the 
grade of the position in Column 3 of Schedule A. An 
emergency, temporary, provisional, or military substi- 
tute employee shall be compensated, if holding a position 
classified in a grade other than a grade with the suffix L, 
at the rate specified for the grade of the position in 
Column 1 of Schedule A, and if holding a position 
classified in a grade with the suffix L, at the rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Column 38 of Schedule A. 

(b) Reinstatement. An employee who at the time he 
becomes separated from the service is subject to this 
Compensation Plan shall, upon reinstatement, be com- 
pensated at the rate specified for the grade of the posi- 
tion in the Column of Schedule A applicable to him 
when he becomes separated from the service. An 
employee whose separation from service antedates 
March 6, 19638, shall, upon reinstatement, be com- 
pensated for his regular service pursuant to these Rules 
and Schedule A (including the longevity provisions of 
Rule 9) as if his initial appointment had been under this 
Compensation Plan and the number of years served by 
him in the position in which he was serving immediately 
prior to his separation from service had been served in 
the position to which he is reinstated; but at no time 
shall he be compensated at a rate higher than that to 
which he would be entitled under Rule 10 if he had held 
on March 6, 1963, and continuously thereafter until the 
time of his reinstatement, the position to which he is 
reinstated. 

(c) Upon Transfer. A permanent transfer pursuant 
to the Civil Service laws and rules to a position in the 
same grade shall be treated as if the employee con- 
tinued in his former position. Such a transfer to a posi- 
tion in a higher grade shall be treated as a promotion, 
and to a position in a lower grade as a demotion. 

(d) Upon Promotion. If a person holding a position 
assigned a grade in Schedule B is temporarily or perma- 
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nently promoted to another position assigned such a 
grade and the promotion is from grade R-1 to grade 
R-2 or from grade R-1L to grade R-2L or from grade 
R-2 to grade R-8 or from grade R-2L to grade R-3L 
or from grade R-3 to grade R-4 or from grade R-3L to 
grade R-4L or from grade R-4 to grade R-5 or from 
grade R-4L to grade R-5L or from grade R-5 to grade 
R-6 or from grade R-5L to grade R-6L or from grade 
R-6 to grade R-7 or from grade R-6L to grade R-7L or 
from grade R-7 to grade R-8 or from grade R-7L to 
grade R-8L or from grade R-8 to grade R-9 or from 
grade R-8L to grade R-9L or from grade R~-9 to grade 
R-10 or from grade R-9L to grade R-10L or from grade 
R-10 to grade R-11 or from grade R-10L to grade R- 
11L or from grade R-11 to grade R-12 or from grade 
R-11L to grade R-12L, he shall be compensated on 
promotion for his regular service in his new position 
at the rate specified for the grade of his new position 
in the column of Schedule A next after the column in 
the grade for such new position which specifies the rate 
of compensation being paid him for regular service in 
his old position. Upon any other promotion, whether 
temporary or permanent, to a position assigned a grade 
in Schedule B, the employee shall be compensated for 
his regular service in his new position at whichever of 
the following is the higher: (1) the lowest rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Schedule A, or (2) the 
rate so specified which is two steps higher than the rate 
being paid him for regular service in his old position. 
Anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding, when- 
ever a person holding a position assigned a grade in 
Schedule B is, after the completion of twenty-five or 
more years of total service as defined in Rule 9, perma- 
nently promoted to another position assigned such a 
grade, he shall be compensated for his regular service in 
his new position at the rate specified for the grade of 
such position in Column B of Schedule A. 

(e) Upon Demotion. Upon demotion, the employee 
shall be compensated at such rate specified for the 
grade of the position to which he is demoted as would 
apply under this Compensation Plan if his service in 
all positions in a higher grade had been performed in 
the position to which he is demoted. 
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(f) Certain Changes. Neither a change from a posi- 
tion assigned in Schedule B a grade with the suffix 
L to a position so assigned a grade without such suffix, 
nor a change from a position so assigned a grade without 
such suffix to a position assigned a grade with such 
suffix, shall be deemed either a transfer or a promotion 
within the meaning of this Rule. 


RULE 9. Increments. (a) Step-Rate. Every per- 
manent full-time employee holding a position classified 
in a grade other than a grade with the suffix L shall, 
upon the completion of one half year, and also of one 
and one half years, and also of two and one half years, 
and also of three and one half years, of service in the 
position, be advanced to the rate specified for the grade 
of the position in the next numerically numbered 
column, if any, of Schedule A. Every permanent 
full-time employee holding a position classified in a 
grade with the suffix L shall, upon the completion of 
one half year, and also of one and one half years, of 
service in the position, be advanced to the rate specified 
for the grade of the position in the next numerically 
numbered column, if any, of Schedule A. 


(b) Longevity. Every permanent full-time employee 
holding a position classified in a grade other than a 
grade with the sufhx L, who has been compensated 
for at least one year at the rate specified for the grade 
of the position in Column 5 of Schedule A shall, upon 
the completion of nine years of total service as defined 
in this Rule, be advanced to the rate so specified in 
Column A of said schedule; and every such employee, 
who has been compensated for at least one year at the 
rate specified for the grade of the position in Column A 
of Schedule A shall, upon the completion of sixteen years 
of total service as defined in this Rule, be advanced 
to the rate so specified in Column B of said schedule. 
Every permanent full-time employee holding a position 
classified in a grade with the suffix L, who has been 
compensated for at least one year at the rate specified 
for the grade of the position in Column 5 of Schedule A 
shall, upon the completion of seven years of total serv- 
ice as defined in this Rule, be advanced to the rate so 
specified in Column A of said schedule; and every such 
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employee, who has been compensated for at least one 
year at the rate specified for the grade of the position 
in Column A of Schedule A shall, upon the completion 
of fourteen years of total service as defined in this Rule, 
be advanced to the rate so specified in Column B of 
said schedule. 


(c) Effectwwe Date of Increment. Anything in this 
Rule to the contrary notwithstanding, increments under 
this Rule shall become effective as follows: If the em- 
ployee is paid on a monthly basis, the increment shall 
become effective with the payroll for the month next 
succeeding that in which he becomes entitled to such 
increment; if the employee is paid on a semi-monthly 
basis, the increment shall become effective with the 
payroll for the first half of such next succeeding month; 
and if the employee is paid on a weekly basis, the 
increment shall become effective with the payroll for 
the first full payroll week in such next succeeding 
month. 


(d) Total Service. Provisional or temporary service 
shall be included in computing total service. So much 
of every period during which an employee receives 
no pay (whether or not the employer-employee relation- 
ship exists during such period or not) as is in excess of 
one month shall not be included in computing total 
service; provided, however, that every leave of absence 
for military service terminating with the reinstatement 
or reemployment of the employee in his former position 
or a similar position shall be so included; and provided, 
further, that every period for which an employee 
receives weekly payments under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 69 to 79, inclusive, of Chapter 152 of the General 
Laws (the Workmen’s Compensation Act) or a lump 
sum settlement in lieu of such weekly payments shall be 
so included, subject, in the case of a lump sum settle- 
ment, to computation of the period consistent with the 
provisions of Paragraph (c) of Subdivision (1) of Section 
14 of Chapter 32 of the General Laws. Service with 
the County of Suffolk shall be included in computing 
total service. Service with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and the Metro- 
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politan Transit Authority in a position within the 
labor or classified civil service shall also be included 
in computing total service; but no service with any 
governmental unit other than the City of Boston 
or County of Suffolk, except service with the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority 
and the Metropolitan Transit Authority as aforesaid, 
shall be included in computing total service. 

(e) Part-Time Employment. A part-time employee 
shall not become entitled to an increment until his 
part-time service has aggregated a period equal to the 
full period required of a full-time employee. 


(f) Extraordinary Circumstances. If a statement signed 
by the appointing authority and published in the 
City Record recites in detail the existence of excep- 
tional circumstances for a permanent full-time em- 
ployee to receive the step-rate increments provided 
by paragraph (a) of this Rule in advance of the time 
specified therein, the Director of Administrative Serv- 
ices, upon recommendation of the Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel, may enter an executive order determining the 
date when such increments shall become effective for 
such employee, anything in paragraphs (a) and (c) of 
this Rule to the contrary notwithstanding. 

(g) Effective Date of Rule. This Rule shall take effect 
on March 6, 1963, for persons initially appointed on or 
after said date, and on January 1, 1964, for persons 
coming within Rule 10. 


RULE 10. Transition to This Plan from Pre-Existing 
Plan. (a) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, or 
transferred as of said date to, a position in the service 
of the City classified under G. L. c. 31, s. 2A, el. (6), and 
having a title exactly the same as a title specified in 
Schedule B shall, if the grade assigned to such position 
in Schedule B is a grade with the suffix L, be compen- 
sated for his regular service pursuant to these Rules 
and Schedule A, subject, however, to the provisions of 
paragraphs (c), (d), (e) and (f) of this Rule and subject 
also to the following provisions: 

(¢) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
first step of his grade under the compensation plan 
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in effect for his position immediately prior to said 
date, hereinafter called the Obsolescent Plan, he shall 
be compensated on and after said date at the rate spec- 
ified in Column 3 of Schedule A for the grade of his 
position. 


(42) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
second step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at 
the rate specified in Column 4 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position. 


(222) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
third step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 


(zv) If on March 6, 1968, such person was on the 
fourth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he also shall be compensated on and after said date 
at the rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for 
the grade of his position unless he has seven years of 
total service, in which case he shall be compensated 
on and after said date at the rate specified in Column 
A of Schedule A for such grade. 


(v) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fifth or sixth step of his grade under the Obsolescent 
Plan, he shall be compensated on and after said date 
at the rate specified in Column A of Schedule A for 
the grade of his position unless he has fourteen years 
of total service, in which case he shall be compen- 
sated on and after said date at the rate specified in 
Column B of Schedule A for such grade. 


(b) Every person holding on March 6, 1963, or trans- 
ferred as of said date to, a position in the service of the 
City classified under G. L. c. 31, s. 2A, cl. (6), and 
having a title exactly the same as a title specified in 
Schedule B shall, if the grade assigned to such position 
in Schedule B is a grade other than a grade with the 
suffix L, be compensated for his regular service pur- 
suant to these Rules and Schedule A, subject, however, 
to the provisions of paragraphs (c), (d), (e) and (f) of 
this Rule and subject also to the following provisions: 
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(7) If on March 6, 19638, such person was on the 
first step of his grade under the compensation plan in 
effect for his position immediately prior to said date, 
hereinafter called the Obsolescent Plan, he shall be 
compensated on and after said date at the rate speci- 
fied in Column 1 of Schedule A for the grade of his 
position. 


(it) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
second step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 2 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position. 


(777) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
third step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 3 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 


(wv) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fourth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 4 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position. 


(v) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
fifth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, he 
shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column 5 of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position unless he has nine years of total service, 
in which case he shall be compensated on and after 
said date at the rate specified in Column A of Schedule 
A for such grade. 


(vt) If on March 6, 1963, such person was on the 
sixth step of his grade under the Obsolescent Plan, 
he shall be compensated on and after said date at the 
rate specified in Column A of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position unless he has sixteen years of total 
service, in which case he shall be compensated on and 
after said date at the rate specified in Column B of 
Schedule A for such grade. 


(c) Anything in this Rule to the contrary notwith- 
standing, if March 6, 1968, April 3, 1963, May 1, 1963, 
or June 5, 1963, was, or July 3, 1963, August 7, 1963, 
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September 4, 1963, October 2, 1963, November 6, 1963 
or December 4, 1963, would be, the effective date of an 
increment under the Obsolescent Plan for a person 
coming within paragraph (a), or paragraph (6), of this 
Rule, or if for such a person January 1, 1964, Febru- 
ary 5, 1964, March 4, 1964, or April 1, 1964, would be 
the effective date of his first increment under the Obso- 
lescent Plan, such increment shall be included in de- 
termining for the purposes of such paragraph what step 
of his grade such person was on under the Obsolescent 
Plan on March 6, 1963; but, until the effective date of 
such increment under the Obsolescent Plan or the effec- 
tive date of the corresponding increment under this 
Compensation Plan, whichever date is earlier, he shall 
be compensated at the rate prescribed in paragraph (a), 
or paragraph (6), as the case may be, less, in either 
case, the amount of such increment under the Obsoles- 
cent Plan. 


(d) In every case in which paragraph (a), or para- 
graph (b), of this Rule, as affected by paragraph (c) of 
this Rule, would result in a person holding a position 
assigned a grade with the suffix L being compensated at 
a rate in excess of the rate specified in Column 3 of 
Schedule A for the grade of his position or in a person 
holding a position assigned a grade other than a grade 
with the suffix L being compensated at a rate in excess 
of the rate specified in Column 1 of Schedule A for the 
grade of his position and the increase in the salary of 
either such person, exclusive of any part thereof attrib- 
utable to an increment in 1963 or 1964, would be more 
than ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect for such 
person on January 1, 1963, under the Obsolescent Plan, 
the preceding provisions of this Rule shall be inappli- 
cable; but such person shall be given 


effective as of March 6, 1963, a salary increase 
equal to ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect for 
such person on January 1, 1963, under the Obso- 
lescent Plan, and 
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effective March 4, 1964, a salary increase equal 
either to ten per cent (10%) of the salary in effect 
for him on December 31, 1963, or to the amount 
necessary to place him on the step of his grade to 
which, for his service in the position and his total 
service, he is then entitled under this Compensation 
Plan, whichever is the lesser, and 


effective March 3, 1965, such salary increase, if 
any, aS may be necessary to place him on the step of 
his grade to which, for his service in the position and 
his total service, he is then entitled under this Com- 
pensation Plan. 


(e) If any salary increase under paragraph (d) re- 
sults in a rate of compensation which is not a multiple 
of fifty cents, there shall be such further salary increase, 
not exceeding forty-nine cents and effective simultane- 
ously with the increase under paragraph (d) as will 
result in a rate which is a multiple of fifty cents. 


(f) In any case in which paragraph (a), or paragraph 
(b), of this Rule, as affected by paragraph (c) of this 
Rule, would result in a reduction in salary for any per- 
son, such person shall be compensated on and after 
March 6, 1968, at such rate, if any, specified in Schedule 
A for the grade of his position as is next above the 
salary in effect for him on March 6, 1963, under the 
Obsolescent Plan. If such salary is higher than the 
rate specified in Column B of Schedule A for the grade 
of his position, such salary shall remain unchanged. 


RULE 11. List of Employee Representatiwes. In July 
in the year 1963, and in January in each year thereafter, 
every organization of employees incorporated under 
the provisions of law now embodied in Section 15 of 
Chapter 180 of the General Laws of which at least 
thirty-five persons subject to this Compensation Plan 
are members may submit to the Mayor the names of 
three persons as employee representatives. From the 
names so submitted, the Mayor shall establish for such 
year a list of not less than five persons from whom an 
employee may select a representative for the purposes 
of Rule 12. 

Any employee claiming to be 
aggrieved by the compensation grade assigned to his 
position in Schedule B may at any time, by a writing 
filed with the Supervisor of Personnel, designate one of 
the persons named in the list established by the Mayor 
under Rule 11 in the year in which such writing is filed 
and request such Supervisor or whomever such Super- 
visor may designate to sit with such person and with 
him jointly review the facts pertaining to the em- 
ployee’s case and make such recommendation as they 
shall determine to the Director of Administrative Ser- 
vices, who, if he approves thereof, shall transmit the same 
to the Mayor for his consideration.

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THE AMERICAN GOAL 


INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1963 


DELIVERED BY 
LT. GENERAL JAMES M. GAVIN 


Your Honor, Mayor Collins, Mr. Chairman, Reverend 
Clergy, Distinguished Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen. 
As we assemble in this hallowed hall and as I 

stand here before you, I am deeply impressed by the 

historic significance of the occasion. One can almost 
feel the presence of those who have assembled here 
for well-nigh 200 years. 


Before coming here this morning, I had an oppor- 
tunity to read the titles of many of the addresses that 
have been given during the past 125 years. The 
word “America” appears in nearly all of them and 
almost equally as often the words liberty, freedom, 
patriotism, and democracy. 


Our preoccupation with those words tells us a 
great deal about what has been on the minds of these 
Americans for these many years. What sort of person 
is this American? What are his aspirations, and what 
are his goals? Today I would like to briefly talk to 
you about the last of these — ‘“The American Goal.”’ 
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To begin with, the American is an entirely different 
type of person from any other, different in his attitude, 
concerns, and aspirations. Much that concerns him is 
taken for granted throughout the world, but it should 
never be taken for granted by the American himself, 
for he sired a revolution that has inflamed the minds 
and hearts of men everywhere. And now, today, that 
revolution faces its greatest challenge and at the same 
time its greatest danger. For this very reason we 
should welcome our present situation for what it is — 
a challenge in a time of great danger — for they go 
hand in hand, and with them comes opportunity. 

Let us talk briefly about the nature of the danger 
that confronts us. It is quite clear, and there should 
be no mistake about it. It is a form of totalitarianism 
that would exploit the individual to the utmost, and 
enslave him, if necessary, in the interests of the state. 

The difference between our two views of a way of 
life for mankind were foreseen by a Frenchman who 
visited America well over one hundred years ago, 
Alexis de Tocqueville, when he wrote, 


“The American struggles against the obstacles 
that nature opposes to him; the adversaries of the 
Russian are men. The former combats the wilder- 
ness and savage life; the latter, civilization with 
all its arms. The conquests of the American are 
therefore gained by the plowshare; those of the 
Russian by the sword. The Anglo-American relies 
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upon personal interest to accomplish his ends and 
gives free scope to the unguided strength and 
common sense of the people; the Russian centers 
all the authority of society in a single arm. The 
principal instrument of the former is freedom; of 
the latter, servitude. Their starting-point is differ- 
ent and their courses are not the same; yet each of 
them seems marked out by the will of heaven to 
sway the destinies of half the globe.”’ 


Now to many Americans the issue is beclouded, 
and, of course, it is in the Soviet’s interest that it re- 
main beclouded. As Lenin has written, the Marxists 
have always considered the maxim ‘‘War is merely a 
continuance of policy by other means” to be the 
theoretical foundation of every conflict. And the 
Soviets pursue a zigzagging course of aggression, on 
one hand apparently desiring above all else peace; on 
the other hand Mr. Khrushchev says, ‘‘We will bury 
you.” While thousands of United Nations young men 
were dying in Korea at the hands of Soviet-inspired 
aggressors, the Stockholm Peace Petition was being 
circulated. Lenin again has written that history de- 
mands that the greatest problems of humanity be 
solved by struggle and by war; he expressed approval 
of the views of von Clausewitz when he wrote, ‘“‘A con- 
queror is always a lover of peace, he would like to 
make entry into our state unopposed.” As George 
Orwell has so cleverly made clear, they finally accept 
the slogan, ‘‘War is Peace.” 
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But let us have no illusions about their intentions 
nor their long-range plans for us; they would destroy 
and enslave us if they could. We must, therefore, 
always be fully aware of and understand the insidious 
danger that confronts us. Let us look to the further- 
ance of our own revolution begun here in these sacred 
precincts. 

One hundred years ago, Abraham Lincoln saw the 
nation drifting toward the brink of a disastrous Civil 
War. He sensed that the need for a national under- 
standing of where the nation was going was funda- 
mental to finding a solution to its problems. Now 
we are drifting again toward a crisis, and his counsel in 
1858 is as applicable today as it was then: “If we can 
first know where we are, and whither we are tending, 
we can better judge what to do and how to do it.” 
Where are we today, and how did we get where we are? 
What is America and what does it stand for at this 
moment when it is at the crossroads of destiny? 
What are our aspirations and our goals? 

Has democracy, as some would have us believe, 
reached its greatest hour of fulfillment? Are we so pre- 
occupied with the enjoyment of the physical comforts 
it has brought us that we are now simply against 
anything that would challenge that enjoyment? Max 
Lerner in America As a Civilization, suggests this: 


“The crucial question about America’s destiny 
in the world frame brings us back to the tests of 
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America’s strength as a civilization. It is hard not 
to feel that while America is still on the rising 
are of its world power it is on the descending arc 
of its inner social and moral vigor, that it has 
allowed itself to be switched off from the main 
path of its development into the futile dead ends 
of the fear of ideas and the tenacious cult of prop- 
erty, 


This expresses very well one point of view toward 
our present situation. Nevertheless, while the author 
finds it ‘“‘hard not to feel” that the conditions are as 
he describes them, I do not for a moment agree with 
the implications he suggests. The revolution of man 
that found expression in the new nation founded on 
this continent is deeper seated and more lasting than 
the evidence of its physical achievements, because it is 
essentially an idea, an idea that has enflamed the 
hearts and minds of men whenever it has touched 
them. It is an idea that is identified with being an 
American. It is what Americans have stood for since 
Kuropeans first set foot upon this continent. To 
understand it is to understand America itself—not 
only the America of today but America in its begin- 
nings. 


There is no one answer to the question ‘“‘ What 
is America?”’ There have been many theories as to 
why America is unique. Foremost among them is 
that it is blessed with an abundance of natural re- 
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sources. But there are other nations which are equally 
blessed. Then there is the theory that, protected by 
two great oceans, we have been spared the scourge 
of war. But we have had the bloodiest of all wars on 
this continent, our own Civil War. 


Or there is the theory that our nation from its 
inception had an expanding frontier; that each gen- 
eration had to meet the challenge of the unknown 
from its infancy; and that consequently the nation 
developed men of great self-reliance, determination, 
and courage, men who sought the challenge of the 
unknown for the sake of the challenge itself. They 
had to develop these qualities in order to survive. 


I believe that America is all of these things, 
although it could not be any of them without men. 
And the men who first came to this continent were 
those men who were willing to give up everything 
in the old world and strike out on their own, accepting 
every risk that the future offered, in order to live as 
free men. They established settlements on the eastern 
seaboard and created a civilization out of a wilderness 
and out of their hearts and minds. They soon gave 
expression to their loftiest aspirations: 


“.. . To form amore perfect union, establish 
justice, insure domestic tranquillity, provide for 
the common defense, promote the general welfare 
and to secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity. 
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To establish and preserve a system based on 
the concept of the dignity of the individual.’’ 


The republic that they created expanded across 
the Appalachians and the Alleghenies, down the 
Ohio and across the Great Plains. It was more than 
a physical expansion; it was a spiritual growth as 
well. As our democracy grew, communities within 
it grew, and within them institutions of their own 
creation to serve them. To be American was to be 
a symbol of what free men were for. Optimism, 
buoyant energy, and drive toward a new challenge 
all have been used by historians to describe these 
men. They were for something, and while they 
might have had difficulty describing it, there is no 
doubt that they were intensely and fiercely proud of it. 
It was and is democracy, a dynamic living entity 
that lives for the morrow. 


It has been written that when our forefathers 
reached California and the Pacific, one of a group 
of pioneers said, ‘‘It is too bad, we wanted to go on.”’ 
They did go on, they and their sons after them. They 
went on, ultimately, to the beaches of Okinawa and 
Iwo Jima and the 38th Parallel in Korea. We seemed 
to have difficulty in explaining what we were for at 
the time of Korea. Perhaps we lacked a Tom Paine, 
or we had just simply forgotten. Certainly those 
who had been touched with fire in an earlier war, 
World War II, knew. 
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The division of which I was a member in World 
War II arrived in the small town of Ludwigslust, 
Mecklenburg, just as we met the Russians early in May 
of 1945. The night of our arrival the Burgemeister 
and his wife and daughter committed suicide. I was 
quite concerned lest our soldiers had mistreated them. 
But the reason for their suicide pact became known to 
us a day later. Several kilometers from the town we 
discovered a concentration camp. It was a desolate 
assemblage of primitive buildings in a forest clearing. 
It could be smelled long before it could be seen. I 
never knew the exact number of its inmates, but we 
buried about 1,000 of them. It took great care to 
separate the living from the dead, so alike were they. 
In one corner of the clearing there was what appeared 
to be an old quarry or excavation. On its edge stood a 
bulldozer that had been used to shove the daily pile 
of cadavers into the pit. Scattered about the camp 
were groups of inmates more dead than alive. The 
chalk-green skin stretched over their bony frames was 
revolting to see, but not nearly so revolting as the 
odors and sounds that came from them. It seemed 
incredible that man could be so inhuman to his fellow 
man, and to all of us who liberated that camp it will 
forever remain in our memories as a symbol of totali- 
tarianism. If there ever had been doubt about what 
we were fighting for or what America stood for, at 
that moment it was removed forever from our minds. 
It was to rid the earth of man’s inhumanity to man, to 
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protect and foster the way of life of free men, and, if 
necessary, to fight for that way of life. It is too bad 
that so many must see in order to believe. 

Now, once again, we are confronted with a new 
form of totalitarianism. It is not enough that we 
merely be against it, or be satisfied with its contain- 
ment. ‘We live in a time of danger and a time of 
great hope. Whoever offers us complacency blinds us 
to one and denies us the other.’’ * If the Communists 
are not to “bury us,” then this heritage that is ours 
needs new reaffirmation. It is time that we took 
counsel, not from our fear of communism, but from 
our aspirations and the promise of democracy. Our 
country will never be truly secure until our people hold 
clear convictions on some fundamental issues, and 
hold them closely and fiercely. Among these convic- 
tions should be a respect for the truth; a belief in the 
dignity of the individual; a belief in government by 
law, not by men; a belief in honesty and fair play, 
among nations as well as individuals; and a belief in 
man’s right to worship freely, and to climb as high as 
his talents will lift him and his ambitions drive him, 
held within the bounds of consideration for others and 
the knowledge that the common good must be served 
above all else. 

And these words have a special meaning on Inde- 
pendence Day in this year of 1963. I personally be- 
lieve that no laws, nor the Constitution itself, can be

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of help to us with our current civil rights critical 
situation unless we, in our hearts — each one of us — 
want to do something about the situation. There 
are evils in our society that must be corrected, and it 
is up to you and to me, here and now, to resolve to do 
what we can to see to it that they are corrected. 

Let us here, on this historic occasion and in these 
sacred precincts, reaffirm the principles of the revolu- 
tion that our forefathers began, and that it is for us to 
continue. Let us do so, not so much for ourselves, for 
our neighbors, but for our sons and their sons yet 
unborn, so that they too will enjoy the freedom that 
has been ours.

Be 2t ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938 is hereby amended 
by striking out Part 23, as amended by Chapter 8 of 
the Ordinances of 1943 and Chapter 2 of the Ordinances 
of 1955, and inserting in place thereof the following:

2301 — Design for Loads.

2313 — Load Tests of Structure 


Section 2301. Design for Loads.—All buildings and other structures 
and parts thereof shall be designed to support the loads and to withstand the 
forces to which they are to be subjected during construction as well as after 
completion. The design shall allow for dead and live loads including wind 
and snow loads as required in this part without exceeding the allowable 
stresses prescribed for supporting members elsewhere in this code. 


Sect. 2302. Dead and Live Loads.—(a) The dead loads acting upon 
a building or structure shall include all the forces due to weight of walls, 
permanent partitions, floors, roofs, framing and all other permanent stationary 
construction and fixed service equipment entering into and becoming part 
of the structure. 

(b) The live loads acting upon a building or structure shall include all 
loads other than dead loads. 


Sect. 2303. Weights of Materials.—(a) The actual weights of the 
constituent parts of a structure and of materials to be supported shall be 
used in calculation of loads. The materials listed in the following table shall 
be taken to weigh not less than there indicated:

Sect. 2304. Loads from Partitions.—(a) In structures in which permanent 
partitions occur their weight shall be counted as affecting the design of all 
supporting structural members, including columns and foundations, as part 
of the dead load; and in those portions of office buildings in which the pre- 
scribed live load does not exceed fifty pounds per square foot, allowance for 


partition weight shall always be made whether or not partitions are shown 
on plans. 


(b) If a layout of partitions is included in the building plans, the weights 
of the partitions and their locations shall be determined in accordance there- 
with, or such layout shall be used to determine an equivalent load per square 
foot of floor to be applied uniformly as a super-imposed dead load for purposes 
of design. But the allowance for partition weight in portions of buildings 
given to office occupancy, when expressed in pounds per square foot of floor, 
shall in no case be less than a minimum of two pounds for each foot of story 
height for each square foot of floor. 
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(c) In estimating loading from actual weights of partitions it may be 
assumed that the partition occupies a space one foot wide, and a deduction 
may be made of the live load displaced on this width. 


(d) Arch action of partitions shall not be assumed to relieve the supporting 
members. 


Sect. 2305. Live Loads on Floors.—The live loads taken on floors for 
purposes of design shall be the greatest loads that will probably be produced 
by the intended occupancies but the following distributed live loads shall be 
taken as the minimum for the occupancies named. For occupancies not listed, 
the design engineer shall submit the proposed design live load to the Com- 
missioner for approval. All plans filed for permit shall include a list or 
notation of the live loads used in design. In buildings, structures or portion 
thereof used for industrial, mercantile or storage occupancies the live load 
for which each floor or part of a floor is designed and approved shall be con- 
spicuously posted in that part of the story to which it applies. See also 
Section 114.

Sect. 2307. Partial Loadings.—(a) The effect of a partial live load on a 
structure—taking into account its construction connections and rigidity— 
which will produce maximum stress in any member shall be provided for in 
the design as well as the full live load.

(c) For snow and wind load requirements, see Sections 2311 and 2312. 


Sect. 2308. Impact.—(a) The live loads prescribed herein include a suffi- 
cient allowance to cover the effects of ordinary impact. 


(b) For structures carrying live loads which induce unusual vibration or 
impact forces, the live load shall be increased sufficiently to provide for same.

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(d) The lateral force on crane runways to provide for the effect of moving 
crane trolleys shall, if not otherwise specified, be 20 percent of the sum of the 
weights of the lifted load and of the crane trolley (but exclusive of other 
parts of the crane), applied at the top of rail, one-half on each side of the 
runway; and shall be considered as acting in either direction normal to the 
runway rail. 


(e) The longitudinal force shall, if not otherwise specified, be taken as 10 
percent of the maximum wheel loads of the crane applied at the top of rail. 


Sect. 2309. Lateral and Uplift Forces.—(a) In the design of basement 
walls and similar approximately vertical structures below grade, the forces 
due to lateral pressure of adjacent soil shall be calculated. Due allowance 
shall be made for possible surcharge from fixed or moving loads. When a 
portion or the whole of the adjacent soil is below a free water surface, calcula- 
tions shall be based on the weight of the soil as diminished by buoyancy, plus 
full hydrostatic pressure. 


(b) In the design of structures below ground grade, the upward pressure of 
water, if any, in the supporting soil, shall be taken as the full hydrostatic 
pressure applied over the entire area. 


(c) Balcony and stairway railings, exterior and interior, shall be designed 
to resist a horizontal thrust of twenty pounds per linear foot applied at the 
top of the rail. 


Sect. 2310. Reduction of Live Loads.—(a) Roof Live Loads—No reduc- 
tion shall be made in the roof live load. No reduction shall be made in wind 
loads. 


(b) Live Loads 100 Pounds per Square Foot or Less—For uniformly 
distributed live loads of 100 pounds or less per square foot the design live 
load on any member (except one-way slabs) supporting 150 square feet or 
more may be reduced at the rate of 0.06 percent per square foot of area 
supported by the member, except that no reduction shall be made for areas 
to be occupied as places of public assembly.

(c) Live Loads Exceeding 100 Pounds per Square Foot—For live loads 
exceeding 100 pounds per square foot, no reduction shall be made, except that 
the design live loads on columns may be reduced by 1/2 the percentage 
specified in (b). 


Sect. 2311. Roof and Snow Loads.—(a) Flat roofs and roofs having a 
rise of two inches or less per foot of run shall be designed to support a vertical 
snow load of thirty pounds per square foot of horizontal projection. Roofs 
used as roof gardens, or for other such purposes shall be designed as floors to 
support the load prescribed for corresponding occupancies. 
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(b) Roofs having a rise of more than two and less than twelve inches per 
foot of run shall be designed for a vertical snow load of (34-2r) pounds per 
square foot of horizontal projection in which r is the rise in inches per foot 
of run. 

(c) Roofs having a rise of twelve inches or more per foot of run shall be 
designed for a vertical snow load of ten pounds per square foot of horizontal 
projection. 

(d) Roof structures or portions thereof shall be designed for stresses 
produced by partial snow loading whenever such stresses exceed those pro- 
duced by full snow loading. In such cases the partial snow load per square 
foot shall be taken as two thirds of the load required by paragraph a, b, or c 
of this section. 

(e) All roofs shall be designed for the wind loads specified in Section 
2312 in addition to the live loads presented in this section. Two thirds of 
the wind load required by Section 2312 shall be combined with two thirds 
of the snow load required by paragraph a, b, ¢, or d of this section, whenever 
such a combination produces higher stresses than those existing with wind 
or snow load acting separately. 


Section 2312. Wind Loads.—(a) All structures shall be designed to 
resist wind forces applied to both walls and roofs without exceeding the 
stresses allowed elsewhere in this code. 

(b) The design wind pressure P in pounds per square foot shall vary 
with the height above the average ground elevation adjacent to the base of 
the structure in accordance with the following table: For a sloping roof the 
heights of the structure shall be measured to the average height of the roof.

(d) As an alternative to the provisions of Section 2312 (c) and with the 
approval of the Building Commissioner, wind force on a building may be 
based on shape coefficients obtained from wind tunnel tests of models or by 
other approved methods. Such shape coefficients shall include the full effect 
of openings in wall or roof surfaces. In such cases the velocity pressure *‘q” 
to be used at any height shall be taken as .77P where P is given by the table 
in paragraph 2312 (b). 

(e) The overturning moment due to wind pressure shall not exceed 
66 2/3 percent of the moment of stability due to the dead load only, unless 
the building or structure is securely anchored to the foundation to resist 
this force. 

Section 2313 Load Tests of Structures.—(a) The Commissioner may 
order tests under load or other tests of any portion of a structure (whenever 
the Commissioner doubts the adequacy of a structure to serve the purpose 
for which it was intended). Such tests shall not be required to be made on 
any concrete or masonry construction until it is at least sixty days old. 

(b) In such tests the member or portion of the structure under test shall 
be subject to a total load including its own weight which shall equal the total 
dead load plus twice the live load for which it is required to be designed. 
This load shall be left in position for a period of twenty-four hours before 
removal. The structure, if a floor or portion thereof, shall be considered to 
have passed the test if within twenty-four hours after the removal of the load 
such floor or roof recovers three quarters of the maximum deflection under 
the test load. If the member or portion of the structure shows evident failure 
or fails to meet the recovery requirement, it shall be rebuilt or may be modified 
as is necessary to make the structure adequate for the rated capacity, except 
that, where lawful, and where the structure is undamaged a lower rating may 
be established. 

Sect. 2. Anything in s. 3 of c. 1 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 to 
the contrary notwithstanding, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the City Council in passing the same.

Section 28-1.0. Design of Steel and Iron. — Structures of steel and iron 
shall be designed by methods admitting of rational analysis according to 
established principles of mechanics, supplemented by the assumptions herein 
specified, to support the loads and withstand the forces to which they are 
subject without exceeding the stresses allowed in this part for the various 
members and the materials thereof. 


Sect. 28-1.1A. Plans and Drawings. 


1.1.1A. Plans. — The plans (design drawings) shall show a complete de- 
sign with sizes, sections, and the relative locations of the various members. 
Floor levels, column centers, and offsets shall be dimensioned. Plans shall be 
drawn to a scale large enough to convey the information adequately. 

Plans shall indicate the class or classes of construction (as defined in Sect. 
28-1.2A) to be employed, and they shall be supplemented by such data con- 
cerning the assumed loads, shears, moments and axial forces to be resisted by 
all members and their connections, as may be required for the proper prepa- 
ration of the shop drawings. 

Where joints are to be assembled with high strength bolts and are required 
to resist shear between the connected parts, the plans shal] indicate the type 
of connections to be provided, namely, friction or bearing. 

Camber of trusses, beams and girders, if required, shall be called for on the 
design drawings. 


1.1.2A. Shop Drawings. — Shop drawings, giving complete information 
necessary for the fabrication of the component parts of the structure, including 
the types of material, the location, type and size of all rivets, bolts and welds, 
shall be prepared in advance of the actual fabrication. They shall clearly 
distinguish between shop and field rivets, bolts and welds. 
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Shop drawings shall be made in conformity with the best modern practice 
and with due regard to safety, speed and economy in fabrication and erection. 


1.1.3. Notations for Welding. — Note shall be made on the plans and on 
the shop drawings of those joints or groups of joints in which it is especially 
important that the welding sequence and technique of welding be carefully 
controlled to minimize locked-up stresses and distortion. 

Weld lengths called for on the plans and on the shop drawings shall be the 
net effective lengths. 


1.1.4A. Standard Symbols and Nomenclature. — Welding symbols used 
on plans and shop drawings shall preferably be the American Welding Society 
symbols. Other adequate welding symbols may be used, provided a complete 
explanation thereof is shown on the plans or drawings. 


Sect. 28-1.2A. Classes of Construction. — Three basic classes of con- 
struction and associated design assumptions are permissible under the re- 
spective conditions stated hereinafter, and each will govern in a specific 
manner the size of members and the types and strength of their connections. 

Class A, commonly designated as “rigid-frame”’ (continuous frame), assumes 
that beam-to-column connections have sufficient rigidity to hold virtually 
unchanged the origina] angles between intersecting members. 


Class B, commonly designated as ‘‘conventional” or “simple” framing 
(unrestrained, free-ended), assumes that the ends of beams and girders are 
connected for shear only, and are free to rotate under load. 


Class C, commonly designated as “‘semi-rigid framing”’ (partially restrained), 
assumes that the connections of beams and girders possess a dependable and 
known moment capacity intermediate in degree between the complete rigidity 
of Class A and the complete flexibility of Class B. 


The design of all connections shall be consistent with the assumptions as to 
class of construction called for on the design drawings. 


Class A construction is unconditionally permitted under this Code. Two 
different methods of design are recognized. Within the limitations laid down 
in Sect. 28-2.1A, members of continuous frames, or continuous portions of 
frames, may be proportioned, on the basis of their maximum predictable 
strength, to resist the specified design loads multiplied by the prescribed load 
factors. Otherwise Class A construction shall be designed, within the limi- 
tations of Sect. 28-1.5A, to resist the stresses produced by the specified design 
loads, assuming moment distribution in accordance with the elastic theory. 


Class B construction is permitted under this Code, subject to the stipu- 
lations of the following paragraph wherever applicable. Beam-to-column 
connections with seats for the reactions and with top clip angles for lateral 
support only are classed under Class B. 

In tier buildings, designed in genera] as Class B construction (that is, with 
beam-to-column connections other than wind connections flexible) the distri- 
bution of the wind moments between the several joints of the frame may be 
made by a recognized empirical method provided that the wind connections, 
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designed to resist the assumed moments, are adequate to resist the moments 
induced by the gravity loading and the wind loading at the increased unit 
stresses permitted therefor. 

Class C (semi-rigid) construction will be permitted only upon evidence that 
the connections to be used are capable of furnishing, as a minimum, a pre- 
dictable proportion of full end restraint. The proportioning of main members 
joined by such connections shall be predicated upon no greater degree of end 
restraint than this minimum. | 

Classes B and C construction may necessitate some non-elastic but self- 
limiting deformation of a structural steel part.

Structural steel members installed in buildings built in the year 1924 or 
earlier shall not be stressed in excess of 16000 psi.

— Rivets, high strength bolts or welds con- 
necting flange to web, or cover plate to flange, shall be proportioned to resist 
the total horizontal shear resulting from the bending forces on the girder. 
The longitudinal distribution of these rivets, bolts or of intermittent welds 
shall be in proportion to the intensity of the shear. But the longitudinal 
spacing shall not exceed the maximum permitted, respectively, for compression 
or tension members in Sect. 28-1.18.2.3 or 28-1.18.3.1. Additionally, rivets 
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or welds connecting flange to web shall be proportioned to transmit to the 
web any loads applied directly to the flange unless provision is made to transmit 
such loads by direct bearing. 


Partial length cover plates shall be extended beyond the theoretical cut-off 
point and the extended portion shall be attached to the beam or girder by 
rivets, high strength bolts (friction-type joint), or fillet welds adequate, at 
stresses allowed in Sect. 28-1.5.2A or 28-1.5.3 or Sect. 28-1.7, to develop the 
cover plate’s portion of the flexural stresses in the beam or girder at the 
theoretical cut-off point. In addition, for welded cover plates, the welds 
connecting the cover plate termination to the beam or girder in the length a’, 
defined below, shall be adequate, at the allowed stresses, to develop the cover 
plate’s portion of the flexural stresses in the beam or girder at the distance a’ 
from the end of the cover plate.* The length a’, measured from the end of 
the cover plate, shall be: 


1. A distance equal to the width of the cover plate when there is a 
continuous weld equal to or larger than 34 of the plate thickness across the 
end of the plate and continued welds along both edges of the cover plate 
in the length a’.

28-1.5.1, assuming the column 
section to comprise the pair of stiffeners and a centrally located strip of the 
web whose width is equal to not more than 25 times its thickness at interior 
stiffeners or a width equal to not more than 12 times its thickness when the 
stiffeners are located at the end of the web. The effective length shall be taken 
as not less than 34 of the length of the stiffeners in computing the ratio l/r. 
Only that portion of the stiffener outside of the angle fillet or the flange-to-web 
welds shall be considered effective in bearing.

1.10.5.3. — Intermediate stiffeners are not required when the ratio h/t is 
less than 260 and the maximum web shear stress f, is less than that permitted 
by Formula (9). 

The spacing of intermediate stiffeners, when stiffeners are required, shall be 
such that the web shear stress will not exceed the value for F, given by Formulas

When the greatest shear stress f, in a panel is less than that permitted by 
Formula (8) this gross area requirement may be reduced in like proportion. 

The moment of inertia of a pair of stiffeners, or a single stiffener, with 
reference to an axis in the plane of the web, shall not be less than (h/50)4. 

Intermediate stiffeners may be stopped short of the tension flange a distance 
not to exceed 4 times the web thickness, provided bearing is not needed to 
transmit a concentrated load or reaction. When single stiffeners are used 
they shall be attached to the compression flange, if it consists of a rectangular 
plate, to resist any uplift tendency due to torsion in the plate. When lateral 
bracing is attached to a stiffener, or a pair of stiffeners, these, in turn, shall 
be connected to the compression flange to transmit 1 percent of the total flange 
stress, unless the flange is composed only of angles. 

Intermediate stiffeners required by the provisions of Sect. 28-1.10.5.3 shall 
be connected for a total shear transfer, in pounds per linear inch of single 
stiffener or pair of stiffeners, not less than that computed by the formula

This shear transfer may be reduced in the same proportion that the largest 
computed shear stress f, in the adjacent panels is less than that permitted by 
Formula (8). However, rivets and welds in intermediate stiffeners which are 
required to transmit to the web an applied concentrated load or reaction shall 
be proportioned for not less than the applied load or reaction. 

Rivets connecting stiffeners to the girder web shall be spaced not more than 
12 inches on center. If intermittent fillet welds are used, the clear distance 
between welds shall not be more than 16 times the web thickness nor more 
than 10 inches.

1.10.8. Splices. — Butt welded splices in plate girders and beams shall be 
complete penetration groove welds and shall develop the full strength of the 
smaller spliced section. Other types of splices in cross-sections of plate girders 
and in beams, shall develop the strength required by the stresses, at the point 
of splice, but in no case less than 50 percent of the effective strength of the 
material spliced. 


1.10.9A. Horizontal Forces. — The flanges of plate girders supporting 
cranes or other moving loads shall be proportioned to resist the horizontal 
forces produced by such loads. (See Part 23) 


1.10.10. Web Crippling. 


1.10.10.1. — Webs of beams and welded plate girders shall be so proportioned 

that the compressive stress at the web toe of the fillets, resulting from concen- 

trated loads not supported by bearing stiffeners, shall not exceed the value of 

0.75F, pounds per square inch allowed in Sect. 28-1.5.1; otherwise, bearing 
stiffeners shall be provided. The governing formulas shall be:

Sect. 28-1.11. Composite Construction. 


1.11.1. Definition. — Composite construction shall consist of steel beams 
or girders supporting a reinforced concrete slab, so inter-connected that the 
beam and slab act together to resist bending. When the slab extends on both 
sides of the beam, the effective width of the concrete flange shall be taken as 
not more than one-fourth of the span of the beam, and its effective projection 
beyond the edge of the beam shal] not be taken as more than one-half the clear 
distance to the adjacent beam, nor more than eight times the slab thickness. 
When the slab is present on only one side of the beam, the effective width of 
the concrete flange (projection beyond the beam) shall be taken as not more 
than one-twelfth of the beam span, nor six times its thickness nor one-half the 
clear distance to the adjacent beam. 

Beams totally encased 2 inches or more on their sides and soffit in concrete 
poured integrally with the slab may be assumed to be interconnected to the 
concrete by natural bond, without additional anchorage, provided the top of 
the beam is at least 114 inches below the top and 2 inches above the bottom 
of the slab, and provided that the encasement has adequate mesh or other 
reinforcing steel throughout the whole depth and across the soffit of the beam. 
When shear connectors are provided in accordance with Sect. 28-1.11.4, 
encasement of the beam to achieve composite action is not required. 


1.11.2. Design Assumptions. 


1.11.2.1. — Encased beams shall be proportioned to support unassisted all 
dead loads applied prior to the hardening of the concrete (unless these loads 
are supported temporarily on shoring) and, acting in conjunction with the slab, 
to support al] dead and live loads applied after hardening of the concrete, 
without exceeding a computed bending stress of 0.66F,,, where F, is the yield 
point of the steel beam. The bending stress produced by loads after the 
concrete has hardened shal] be computed on the basis of the moment of inertia 
of the composite section. Concrete tension stresses below the neutral axis of 
the composite section shal] be neglected. Alternatively, the steel beam alone 
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may be proportioned to resist unassisted the moment produced by all loads, 
live and dead, using a bending stress equal to 0.76F,, in which case temporary 
shoring is not required. 

1.11.2.2, — When shear connectors are used in accordance with Sect. 28- 
1.11.4 the composite section shall be proportioned to support all of the loads 
without exceeding the allowable stress prescribed in Sect. 28-1.5.1.4.1 or 
28-1.5.1.4.4, as applicable. The moment of inertia J; of the composite 
section shall be computed in accordance with the elastic theory. Concrete 
tension stresses below the neutral axis of the composite section shall be neg- 
lected. The compression area of the concrete above the neutral axis shall be 
treated as an equivalent area of steel by dividing it by the modular ratio n. 

For construction without temporary shoring the value of the section modulus 
of the transformed composite section used in stress calculations (referred to 
the tension flange) shall not exceed

where My, and M p are, respectively, the live load and dead load moments 
and S, is the section modulus of the steel beam (referred to its tension flange) 
and provided that the steel beam alone, supporting the loads before the 
concrete has hardened, is not stressed to more than the applicable bending 
stress given in Sect.

1.11.3. End Shear. — The web and the end connections of the steel beam 
shall be designed to carry the total dead and live loads. 


1.11.4. Shear Connectors. — Except in the case of encased beams as defined 
in Sect. 28-1.11.1, the entire horizontal shear at the junction of the steel beam 
and the concrete slab shall be assumed to be transferred by shear connectors 
welded to the top flange of the beam and embedded in the concrete. The 
total horizontal shear to be thus resisted between the point of maximum 
positive moment and each end of the steel beam (or between the point of 
maximum positive moment and a point of contraflexure in continuous beams) 
shall be taken as the smaller value using the formulas

The required number of shear connectors may be spaced uniformly between 
the sections of maximum and zero moment. 
Shear connectors shall have at least 1 inch of concrete cover in all directions. 


Sect. 28-1.12A. Simple and Continuous Spans. 


1.12.1A. Simple Spans. — When beams, girders and trusses are designed 
on the basis of simple spans, the effective length shall be taken as the distance 
between centers of gravity of the members to which they deliver their end 
reactions. 


1.12.2. End Restraint. — When designed on the assumption of full or 
partial end restraint, due to continuous, semi-continuous or cantilever action, 
the beams, girders and trusses, as well as the sections of the members to which 
they connect, shall be designed to carry the shears and moments so introduced, 
as well as all other forces, without exceeding at any point the unit stresses 
prescribed in Sect. 28-1.5.1 except that some non-elastic but self-limiting 
deformation of a part of the connection may be permitted when this is essential 
to the avoidance of overstressing of fasteners. 


Sect. 28-1.13. Deflections. — Beams and girders supporting floors and 
roofs shall be proportioned with due regard to the deflection produced by the 
design loads. 

Beams and girders supporting plastered ceilings shall be so proportioned 
that the maximum live load deflection will not exceed 1/360 of the span. 

The depth of beams and girders supporting flat roofs shall be not less than 
f>/600,000 times their span length whether designed as simple or continuous 
spans. 
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Sect. 28-1.14. Gross and Net Sections. 


1.14.1. Definitions. — The gross section of a member at any point shall be 
determined by summing the products of the thickness and the gross width of 
each element as measured normal to the axis of the member. The net section 
shall be determined by substituting for the gross width the net width computed 
in accordance with Sect. 28—-1.14.3 to 28-1.14.6 inclusive. 


1.14.2. Application. — Unless otherwise specified, tension members shall 
be designed on the basis of net section. Compression members shall be 
designed on the basis of gross section. Beams and girders shall be designed 
in accordance with Sect. 28-1.10.1. 


1.14.3. Net Section. — In the case of a chain of holes extending across a 
part in any diagonal or zigzag line, the net width of the part shall be obtained 
by deducting from the gross width the sum of the diameters of all the holes 
in the chain, and adding, for each gage space in the chain, the quantity

The critical net section of the part is obtained from that chain which gives 
the least net width; however, the net section taken through a hole shall in no 
case be considered as more than 85 percent of the corresponding gross section. 

In determining the net section across plug or slot welds, the weld metal shall 
not be considered as adding to the net area. 


1.14.4. Angles. — For angles, the gross width shall be the sum of the width 
of the legs less the thickness. The gage for holes in opposite legs shall be the 
sum of the gages from back of angles less the thickness. 


1.14.5. Size of Holes. — In computing net area the diameter of a rivet or 
bolt hole shall be taken as 1% inch greater than the nominal diameter of the 
rivet or bolt. 


1.14.6. Pin-Connected Members. — Eyebars shall be of uniform thickness 
without reinforcement at the pin holes.* They shall have “circular” heads in 
which the periphery of the head beyond the pin hole is concentric with the 
pin hole. The radius of transition between the circular head and the body 
of the eyebar shall be equal to or greater than the diameter of the head. 

The width of the body of the eyebar shall not exceed 8 times its thickness, 
and the thickness shall not be less than % inch. The net section of the head 
through the pin hole transverse to the axis of the eyebar, shall not be less 
than 1.33 nor more than 1.50 times the cross-sectional area of the body of the 


* Members having a different thickness at the pin hole location are termed “built-up.” 
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eyebar. The diameter of the pin shall not be less than 7% the width of the 
body of the eyebar. The diameter of the pin hole shall not be more than 
1% inch greater than the diameter of the pin. 

The minimum net section across the pin hole, transverse to the axis of the 
member, in pin-connected plates and built-up members shall be determined at 
the stress allowed for such sections in Sect. 28—-1.5.1.1. The net section beyond 
the pin hole, parallel to the axis of the member, shall not be less than % of 
the net section across the pin hole. The corners beyond the pin hole may be 
cut at 45° to the axis of the member provided the net section beyond the pin 
hole on a plane perpendicular to the cut is not less than that required beyond 
the pin hole parallel to the axis of the member. The parts of members built 
up at the pin hole shall be attached to each other by sufficient fasteners to 
support the stress delivered to them by the pin. 

The distance transverse to the axis of a pin-connected plate or any separated 
element of a built-up member from the edge of the pin hole to the edge of the 
member or element, shall not exceed 4 times the thickness at the pin hole. 
The diameter of the pin shall preferably not be less than 5 times the thickness 
of the member or separated element at the pin hole. If a smaller size is used, 
the bearing stress shall not exceed that allowed by Sect. 28-1.5.1.5.1. The 
diameter of the pin hole shall not be more than % inch greater than the 
diameter of the pin. 


1.14.7. Effective Areas of Weld Metal. — The effective area of butt and 
fillet welds shall be considered as the effective length of the weld times the 
effective throat thickness. 

The effective shearing area of plug and slot welds shall be considered as the 
nominal cross-sectional area of the hole or slot, in the plane of the faying 
surface. 

The effective area of fillet welds in holes and slots shall be computed as 
above specified for fillet welds, using for effective length, the length of center- 
line of the weld through the center of the plane through the throat. However, 
in the case of overlapping fillets, the effective area shall not exceed the nominal 
cross-sectional area of the hole or slot, in the plane of the faying surface. 

The effective length of a fillet weld shall be the overall length of full-size 
fillet including returns. 


The effective length of a butt weld shall be the width of the part joined. 


The effective throat thickness of a fillet weld shall be the shortest distance 
from the root to the face of the diagrammatic weld. 

The effective throat thickness of a complete penetration butt weld (i.e., a 
butt weld conforming to the requirements of Sect. 28-1.23.6) shall be the 
thickness of the thinner part joined. 

The effective throat thickness of single-V or single-bevel groove welds having 
no root opening and having partial penetration into their joints shall be 14 inch 
less than the depth of the V or bevel groove. The effective throat thickness 
of single-J or single-U groove welds having no root opening and having partial 
penetration into their joints shal] be the depth of the J or U groove. The 
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effective throat thickness of any of these partial penetration groove welds shall 


be not less than VV t;/6, where ¢; is the thickness of the thinner part connected 
by the weld. 


Sect. 28-1.15. Connections. 


1.15.1. Minimum Connections. — Connections carrying calculated stresses, 
except for lacing, sag bars, and girts, shall be designed to support not less 
than 6,000 pounds. 


1.15.2. Eccentric Connections. — Axially stressed members meeting at a 
point shall have their gravity axes intersect at a point if practicable; if not, 
provision shall be made for bending stresses due to the eccentricity. 


1.15.3. Placement of Rivets, Bolts and Welds. — Except as hereinafter 
provided, the rivets, bolts or welds at the ends of any member transmitting 
axial stress into that member shall have their centers of gravity on the gravity 
axis of the member unless provision is made for the effect of the resulting 
eccentricity. Except in members subject to repeated variation in stress, as 
defined in Sect. 28-1.7, disposition of fillet welds to balance the forces about 
the neutral axis or axes for end connections of single angle, double angle, and 
similar type members is not required. Eccentricity between the gravity axes 
of such members and the gage lines for their riveted or bolted end connections 
may be neglected. 


1.15.4. Unrestrained Members. — Except as otherwise indicated by the 
designer, connections of beams, girders or trusses shall be designed as flexible, 
and may ordinarily be proportioned for the reaction shears only. 

Flexible beam connections shall permit the ends of the beam to rotate 
sufficiently to accommodate its deflection by providing for a horizontal dis- 
placement of the top flange determined as follows:

1.15.5. Restrained Members. — Fasteners or welds for end connections 
of beams, girders and trusses not conforming to the requirements of Sect. 28- 
1.15.4 shall be designed for the combined effect of end reaction shear and 
tensile or compressive stresses resulting from moment induced by the rigidity 
of the connection when the member is fully loaded. 
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1.15.6. Fillers.— When rivets or bolts carrying computed stress pass 
through fillers thicker than 14 inch, except in friction-type connections as- 
sembled with high strength bolts, the fillers shall be extended beyond the 
splice material and the filler extension shall be secured by enough rivets or 
bolts to distribute the total stress in the member uniformly over the combined 
section of the member and the filler, or an equivalent number of fasteners 
shall be included in the connection. 


In welded construction, any filler 14 inch or more in thickness shall extend 
beyond the edges of the splice plate and shall be welded to the part on which 
it is fitted with sufficient weld to transmit the splice plate stress, applied at 
the surface of the filler as an eccentric load. The welds joining the splice 
plate to the filler shall be sufficient to transmit the splice plate stress and shall 
be long enough to avoid overstressing the filler along the toe of the weld. Any 
filler less than 14 inch thick shall have its edges made flush with the edges of 
the splice plate and the weld size shall be the sum of the size necessary to 
carry the splice plate stress plus the thickness of the filler plate. 


1.15.7. Connections of Tension and Compression Members in Trusses. — 
The connections at ends of tension or compression members in trusses shall 
develop the strength required by the stress, but not less than 50 percent of 
the effective strength of the member. Groove welds in connections at the 
ends of tension or compression members in trusses shall be complete pene- 
tration groove welds. 


1.15.8. Compression Members with Bearing Joints. — Where compression 
members bear on bearing plates, and where tier-building columns are finished 
to bear, there shall be sufficient rivets, bolts or welds to hold all parts securely 
in place. 

Where other compression members are finished to bear, the splice material 
and its riveting, bolting or welding shall be arranged to hold all parts in line 
and shall be proportioned for 50 percent of the computed stress. 

All of the foregoing joints shall be proportioned to resist any tension that 
would be developed by specified lateral forces acting in conjunction with 
75 percent of the calculated dead load stress and no live load. 


1.15.9. Combination of Welds. — If two or more of the general types of 
weld (butt, fillet, plug, slot) are combined in a single joint, the effective ca- 
pacity of each shall be separately computed with reference to the axis of the 
group, in order to determine the allowable capacity of the combination. 


1.15.10. Rivets and Bolts in Combination with Welds. — In new work, 
rivets, A307 bolts, or high strength bolts used in bearing-type connections, 
shall not be considered as sharing the stress in combination with welds. Welds, 
if used, shall be provided to carry the entire stress in the connection. High 
strength bolts installed in accordance with the provisions of Sect. 28-1.16.1A 
as a friction-type connection prior to welding may be considered as sharing 
the stress with the welds. 
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In making welded alterations to structures, existing rivets and properly 
tightened high strength bolts may be utilized for carrying stresses resulting 
from existing dead loads, and the welding need be adequate only to carry all 
additional stress. 


1.15.11. High Strength Bolts (in Friction-Type Joints) in Combination 
with Rivets. —In new work and in making alterations, rivets and high 
strength bolts, installed in accordance with the provisions of Sect. 28-1.16.1A 
as friction-type connections, may be considered as sharing the stresses resulting 
from dead and live loads. 


1.15.12. Field Connections. — Rivets, high strength bolts or welds shall 
be used for the following connections: 


Column splices in all tier structures 200 feet or more in height. 

Column splices in tier structures 100 to 200 feet in height, if the least 
horizontal dimension is less than 40 percent of the height. 

Column splices in tier structures less than 100 feet in height, if the least 
horizontal dimension is less than 25 percent of the height. 

Connections of all beams and girders to columns and of any other beams 
and girders on which the bracing of columns is dependent, in structures 
over 125 feet in height. 

Roof-truss splices and connections of trusses to columns, column splices, 
column bracing, knee braces and crane supports, in all structures carrying 
cranes of over 5-ton capacity. 

Connections for supports of running machinery, or of other live loads 
which produce impact or reversal of stress. 

Any other connections stipulated on the design plans. 


In all other cases field connections may be made with A307 bolts. 


For the purpose of this Section, the height of a tier structure shall be taken 
as the vertical distance from the curb level to the highest point of the roof 
beams, in the case of flat roofs, or to the mean height of the gable, in the case 
of roofs having a rise of more than 224 in 12. Where the curb level has not 
been established, or where the structure does not adjoin a street, the mean 
level of the adjoining land shall be used instead of curb level. Penthouses 
may be excluded in computing the height of structure. 


Sect. 28-1.16A. Rivets and Bolts. 


1.16.1A. High Strength Bolts. — Use of high strength bolts shall conform 
to the provisions of the Specifications for Structural Joints Using ASTM A825 
Bolts as approved by the Research Council on Riveted and Bolted Structural 
Joints, March 1962, except that A354, Grade BC, bolts meeting the dimensional 
requirements of the Council’s specification and tightened to their proof load, 
may be substituted for A325 bolts at the working stresses permitted in Sects. 
28-1.5A and 28-1.6A. 
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1.16.2. Effective Bearing Area. — The effective bearing area of rivets and 
bolts shall be the diameter multiplied by the length in bearing, except that for 
countersunk rivets and bolts half the depth of the countersink shall be 
deducted. 


1.16.3. Long Grips. — Rivets and A307 bolts which carry calculated stress, 
and the grip of which exceeds five diameters, shall have their number in- 
creased 1 percent for each additional 1% inch in the grip. 


1.16.4. Minimum Pitch.— The minimum distance between centers of 
rivet and bolt holes shall be not less than 224 times the nominal diameter of 
the rivet or bolt but preferably not less than 3 diameters. 


1.16.5. Minimum Edge Distance.— The minimum distance from the 
center of a rivet or bolt hole to any edge, used in design or in preparation of 
shop drawings, shall be that given in Table 28-1.16.5.

1.16.6. Minimum Edge Distance in Line of Stress. — In bearing-type con- 
nections of tension members, where there are not more than two fasteners in 
a line parallel to the direction of stress, the distance from the center of the end 
fastener and that end of the connected part toward which the stress is directed 
shall be not less than 


(a) for riveted connections: the area of the fastener divided by the 
thickness of the connected part for fasteners in single shear, and twice this 
distance for fasteners in double shear. 

(b) for high strength bolted connections: 114 times the distances given 

in (a). 
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The end distance may, however, be decreased in such proportion as the 
fastener stress is less than that permitted under Sect. 28-1.5.2A, but it shall 
not be less than the distance specified in Sect. 28-1.16.5 above. 


When more than two fasteners are provided in the line of stress the provisions 
of Sect. 28—1.16.5 shall govern. 


1.16.7. Maximum Edge Distance. — The maximum distance from the 
center of any rivet or bolt to the nearest edge of parts in contact with one 
another shall be 12 times the thickness of the plate, but shall not exceed 
6 inches. 


Sect. 28-1.17. Welds. 


1.17.1. Welder and Welding Operator Qualifications. — Welds shall be 
made only by welders and welding operators who have been previously 
qualified by tests as prescribed in the Standard Code for Arc and Gas Welding 
in Building Construction of the American Welding Society, to perform the type 
of work required, except that this provision need not apply to tack welds not 
later incorporated into finished welds carrying calculated stress. 


1.17.2. Qualifications of Weld and Joint Details.— Weld grooves for 
complete penetration welds which are accepted without welding procedure 
qualification under the Standard Code for Welding in Building Construction 
or the D1.0-63 Standard Specification for Welded Highway and Railway 
Bridges D2.0-63 of the American Welding Society may be used under this 
Specification without welding procedure qualification. 

Weld grooves of the 60° single-V, 45° single-bevel, single-J or single-U 
form, conforming to the details for such grooves provided in the above AWS 
Standards but having partial penetration with an effective throat thickness as 
defined in Sect. 28—1.14.7 and no root opening, may be used under this Specifi- 
cation without welding procedure qualification However, they shall not be 
used in butt joints to resist tensile stress acting in a direction normal to the 
plane of the weld throat, except in splices or connections of columns or other 
members subject primarily to axial compressive stress. 

Joint forms or welding procedures other than those included in the fore- 
going may be employed provided they shall have been qualified in accordance 
with the requirements of these AWS Standards. 

ASTM-A233 class E60 and E70* series electrodes for manual are welding 
and Grade SAW-1 or Grade SAW-2* submerged are process may be used for 
welding A7, A873 and A36 steel. Only E70 low-hydrogen electrodes for 
manual are welding or Grade SAW-2 for submerged are welding shall be used 
with A441 or weldable A242 steel, except that fillet welds or partial penetration 
groove welds may be made with E60 series low-hydrogen electrodes and Grade 
SAW-1 submerged arc process. 


Welding A440 steel is not recommended. 





* See allowable stresses, Sect. 28-1.5.3. 
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1.17.3. Submerged Arc Welding. — The bare electrodes and granular 
fusible flux used in combinations for submerged arc welding shall be capable 
of producing weld metal having the following tensile properties when de- 
posited in a multiple pass weld

1.17.4. Minimum Size of Fillet Welds. — In joints connected only by fillet 
welds, the minimum size of fillet weld to be used shall be as shown in Table 
28-1.17.4 weld size is determined by the thicker of the two parts joined, except 
that the weld size need not exceed the thickness of the thinner part joined 
unless a larger size is required by calculated stress:

1.17.5. Maximum Effective Size of Fillet Welds. — The maximum size of a 
fillet weld that may be assumed in the design of a connection shall be such that 
the stresses in the adjacent base material do not exceed the values allowed in 
Sect. 28-1.5.1. The maximum size that may be used along edges of connected 
parts shall be: 


1. Along edges of material less than 14 inch thick, the maximum size 
may be equal to the thickness of the material. 

2. Along edges of material 14 inch or more in thickness, the maximum 
size shall be 4% inch less than the thickness of the material, unless the weld 
is especially designated on the drawings to be built out to obtain full throat 
thickness. 
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1.17.6. Length of Fillet Welds. — The minimum effective length of a 
strength fillet weld shall be not less than 4 times the nominal size, or else the 
size of the weld shall be considered not to exceed one-fourth of its effective 
length. 

If longitudinal fillet welds are used alone in end connections of flat bar 
tension members, the length of each fillet weld shall be not less than the 
perpendicular distance between them. The transverse spacing of longitudinal 
fillet welds used in end connections shall not exceed 8 inches, unless the design 
otherwise prevents excessive transverse bending in the connection. 


1.17.7. Intermittent Fillet Welds. — Intermittent fillet welds may be used 
to transfer calculated stress across a joint or faying surfaces when the strength 
required is less than that developed by a continuous fillet weld of the smallest 
permitted size, and to join components of built-up members. The effective 
length of any segment of intermittent fillet welding shall be not less than 4 
times the weld size with a minimum of 1% inches. 


1.17.8. Lap Joints. — The minimum width of laps on lap joints shall be 
5 times the thickness of the thinner part joined and not less than 1 inch. Lap 
joints joining plates or bars subjected to axial stress shall be fillet welded along 
the edge of both lapped parts except where the deflection of the lapped parts 
is sufficiently restrained to prevent opening of the joint under maximum loading. 


1.17.9. End Returns of Fillet Welds. — Side or end fillet welds terminating 
at ends or sides, respectively, of parts or members shall, wherever practicable, 
be returned continuously around the corners for a distance not less than 
twice the nominal size of the weld. This provision shall apply to side and top 
fillet welds connecting brackets, beam seats and similar connections, on the 
plane about which bending moments are computed. End returns shall be 
indicated on the design and detail drawings. 


1.17.10. Fillet Welds in Holes and Slots. — Fillet welds in holes or slots 
may be used to transmit shear in lap joints or to prevent the buckling or 
separation of lapped parts, and to join components of built-up members. 
Such fillet welds may overlap, subject to the provisions of Sect. 28-1.14.7. 
Fillet welds in holes or slots are not to be considered plug or slot welds. 


1.17.11. Plug and Slot Welds. — Plug or slot welds may be used to trans- 
mit shear in a lap joint or to prevent buckling of lapped parts and to join 
component parts of built-up members. 

The diameter of the holes for a plug weld shall be not less than the thickness 
of the part containing it plus 5% inch, rounded to the next greater odd 4% inch, 
nor greater than 214 times the thickness of the weld metal. 

The minimum center-to-center spacing of plug welds shall be 4 times the 
diameter of the hole. 

The length of slot for a slot weld shall not exceed 10 times the thickness of 
the weld. The width of the slot shall be not less than the thickness of the 
part containing it, plus 5% inch, rounded to the next greater odd 4% inch, nor 
shall it be greater than 214 times the thickness of the weld. The ends of the 
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slot shall be semicircular or shall have the corners rounded to a radius not less 
than the thickness of the part containing it, except those ends which extend to 
the edge of the part. 

The minimum spacing of lines of slot welds in a direction transverse to 

their length shall be 4 times the width of the slot. The minimum center-to- 
center spacing in a longitudinal direction on any line shall be 2 times the length 
of the slot. 
. The thickness of plug or slot welds in material 5% inch or less in thickness 
shall be equal to the thickness of the material. In material over 5 inch in 
thickness, it shall be at least one-half the thickness of the material but not 
less than 5 inch. 


Sect. 28-1.18. Built-Up Members. 


1.18.1. Open Box-Type Beams and Grillages.—- Where two or more 
rolled beams or channels are used side-by-side to form a flexural member, 
they shall be connected together at intervals of not more than 5feet. Through- 
bolts and separators may be used, provided that in beams having a depth of 
12 inches or more, no fewer than 2 bolts shall be used at each separator loca- 
tion. When concentrated loads are carried from one beam to the other, or 
distributed between the beams, diaphragms having sufficient stiffness to 
distribute the load shall be riveted, bolted or welded between the beams. 
Where beams are exposed, they shall be sealed against corrosion of interior 
surfaces, or spaced sufficiently far apart to permit cleaning and painting. 


1.18.2. Compression Members. 


1.18.2.1. — All parts of built-up compression members and the transverse 
spacing of their lines of fasteners shall meet the requirements of Sects. 28-1.8 
and 28-1.9. 


1.18.2.2. — At the ends of built-up compression members bearing on base 
plates or milled surfaces, all components in contact with one another shall be 
connected by rivets or bolts spaced longitudinally not more than 4 diameters 
apart for a distance equal to 11% times the maximum width of the member, or 
by continuous welds having a length not less than the maximum width of 
the member. 


1.18.2.3.— The longitudinal spacing for intermediate rivets, bolts or 
intermittent welds in built-up members shall be adequate to provide for the 
transfer of calculated stress. However, where a component of a built-up 
compression member consists of an outside plate, the maximum spacing 


shall not exceed the thickness of the thinner outside plate times 4,000/ V Fy 
when rivets are provided on all gage lines at each Section, or when intermittent 
welds are provided along the edges of the components, but this spacing shall 
not exceed 12 inches. When rivets or bolts are staggered, the maximum 
spacing on each gage line shall not exceed the thickness of the thinner outside 
plate times 6,000/VF, nor 18 inches. The maximum longitudinal spacing 
of rivets, bolts or intermittent welds connecting two rolled shapes in contact 
with one another shall not exceed 24 inches. 
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1.18.2.4. — Compression members composed of two or more rolled shapes 
separated from one another by intermittent fillers shall be connected to one 
another at these fillers at intervals such that the slenderness ratio l/r of either 
shape, between the fasteners, does not exceed the governing slenderness ratio 
of the built-up member. The least radius of gyration r shall be used on com- 
puting the slenderness ratio of each component part. 


1.18.2.5. — Open sides of compression members built up from plates or 
shapes shall be provided with lacing having tie plates at each end, and at 
intermediate points if the lacing is interrupted. Tie plates shall be as near 
the ends as practicable. In main members carrying calculated stress the end 
tie plates shall have a length of not less than the distance between the lines 
of rivets, bolts or welds connecting them to the components of the member. 
Intermediate tie plates shall have a length not less than one-half of this dis- 
tance. The thickness of tie plates shall be not less than 1/50 of the distance 
between the lines of rivets, bolts or welds connecting them to the segments 
of the members. In riveted and bolted construction the pitch in tie plates 
shall be not more than 6 diameters and the tie plates shall be connected to 
each segment by at least three fasteners. In welded construction, the welding 
on each line connecting a tie plate shall aggregate not less than one-third the 
length of the plate. 


1.18.2.6A. — Lacing, including flat bars, angles, channels or other shapes 
employed as lacing, shall be so spaced that the ratio l/r of the flange included 
between their connections shall not exceed the governing ratio for the member 
asa whole. Lacing shall be proportioned to resist a shearing stress normal to 
the axis of the member equal to 2 percent of the total compressive stress in 
the member. The ratio //r for lacing bars arranged in single systems shall 
not exceed 140. For double lacing this ratio shall not exceed 200. Double 
lacing bars shall be joined at their intersections. In determining the required 
section for lacing bars, Formula (1) or (8) shall be used, K/ being taken as the 
unsupported length of the lacing bar between rivets or welds connecting it to 
the components of the built-up member for single lacing and 70 percent of 
that distance for double lacing. The inclination of lacing bars to the axis 
of the member shall preferably be not less than 60 degrees for single lacing 
and 45 degrees for double lacing. When the distance between the lines of 
rivets or welds in the flanges is more than 15 inches, the lacing shall preferably 
be double or be made of angles. 


1.18.2.7. — The function of tie plates and lacing may be performed by 
continuous cover plates perforated with a succession of access holes. The 
width of such plates at access holes, as defined in Sect. 28-1.9.2, is assumed 
available to resist axial stress, provided that: the width-to-thickness ratio 
conforms to the limitations of Sect. 28-1.9.2; the ratio of length (in direction 
of stress) to width of hole shall not exceed 2; the clear distance between holes 
in the direction of stress shall be not less than the transverse distance between 
nearest lines of connecting rivets, bolts or welds; and the periphery of the holes 
at all points shall have a minimum radius of 11% inches. 
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1.18.3. Tension Members. 


1.18.3.1.— The longitudinal spacing of rivets, bolts and intermittent 
fillet welds connecting a plate and a rolled shape in a built-up tension member, 
or two plate components in contact with one another, shall not exceed 24 
times the thickness of the thinner plate nor 12 inches. The longitudinal spac- 
ing of rivets, bolts and intermittent welds connecting two or more shapes in 
contact with one another in a tension member shall not exceed 24 inches. 
Tension members composed of two or more shapes or plates separated from 
one another by intermittent fillers shall be connected to one another at these 
fillers at intervals such that the slenderness ratio of either component between 
the fasteners does not exceed 240. 


1.18.3.2. — Either perforated cover plates or tie plates without lacing 
may be used on the open sides of built-up tension members. Tie plates shall 
have a length not less than two-thirds the distance between the lines of rivets, 
bolts or welds connecting them to the components of the member. The 
thickness of such tie plates shall not be less than 1/50 of the distance between 
these lines. The longitudinal spacing of rivets, bolts or intermittent welds 
at tie plates shall not exceed 6 inches. The spacing of tie plates shall be such 
that the slenderness ratio of any component in the length between tie plates 
will not exceed 240. 


Sect. 28-1.19. Camber. 


1.19.1. Trusses and Girders. — Trusses of 80 feet or greater span should 
generally be cambered for approximately the dead load deflection. Crane 
girders of 75 feet or greater span should generally be cambered for approxi- 
mately the dead and half live load deflection. 


1.19.2. Camber for Other Trades. — If any special camber requirements 
are necessary in order to bring a loaded member into proper relation with the 
work of other trades, as for the attachment of runs of sash, the requirements 
shall be set forth on the plans and on the detail drawings. 


1.19.3. Erection. — Beams and trusses detailed without specified camber 
shall be fabricated so that after erection any minor camber due to rolling or 
shop assembly shall be upward. If camber involves the erection of any 
member under a straining force, this shall be noted on the erection diagram. 


Sect. 28-1.20. Expansion. — Adequate provision shall be made for ex- 
pansion and contraction appropriate to the service conditions of the structure. 


Sect. 28-1.21. Column Bases. 


1.21.1. Loads. — Proper provision shall be made to transfer the column 
loads, and moments if any, to the footings and foundations. 
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1.21.2. Alignment.— Column bases shall be set level and to correct 
elevation with full bearing on the masonry. 


1.21.3. Finishing. — Column bases shall be finished in accordance with the 
following requirements: 


1. Rolled steel bearing plates, 2 inches or less in thickness, may be used 
without planing, provided a satisfactory contact bearing is obtained; rolled 
steel bearing plates over 2 inches but not over 4 inches in thickness may be 
straightened by pressing; or, if presses are not available, by planing for all 
bearing surfaces (except as noted under Requirement 3 of this Section), to 
obtain a satisfactory contact bearing; rolled steel bearing plates over 
4 inches in thickness shall be planed for all bearing surfaces (except as 
noted under Requirement 3 of this Section). 

2. Column bases other than rolled steel bearing plates shall be planed 
for all bearing surfaces (except as noted under Requirement 3 of this Section). 

3. The bottom surfaces of bearing plates and column bases which are 
grouted to insure full bearing contact on foundations need not be planed. 


Sect. 28-1.22. Anchor Bolts. — Anchor bolts shall be designed to provide 
resistance to all conditions of tension and shear at the bases of columns, in- 
cluding the net tensile components of any bending moments which may 
result from fixation or partial fixation of columns. 


Sect. 28-1.23. Fabrication. 


1.23.1. Straightening Material. — Rolled material, before being laid off 
or worked, must be straight within the tolerances allowed by ASTM specifi- 
cation A6-62T. If straightening is necessary, it shall be done by methods 
that will not injure the metal. 


1.23.2. Gas Cutting. — Gas cutting shall preferably be done by machine. 
Gas cut edges which will be subjected to substantial stress or which are to 
have weld metal deposited on them shall be free from gouges; any gouges that 
remain from cutting shall be removed by grinding. All re-entrant corners 
shall be shaped notch free to a radius of at least 14 inch. 


1.23.3. Planing of Edges. — Planing or finishing of sheared or gas cut edges 
of plates or shapes will not be required unless specifically called for on the 
drawings or included in a stipulated edge preparation for welding. 


1.23.4. Riveted and Bolted Construction — Holes. — Holes for rivets or 
bolts shall be 4% inch larger than the nominal diameter of the rivet or bolt. 
If the thickness of the material is not greater than the nominal diameter of 
the rivet or bolt plus % inch, the holes may be punched. If the thickness of 
the material is greater than the nominal diameter of the rivet or bolt plus 
Yg inch, the holes shall be either drilled from the solid, or sub-punched and 
reamed. The die for all sub-punched holes, and the drill for all sub-drilled 
holes, shall be at least 4% inch smaller than the nominal diameter of the 
rivet or bolt. 
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1.23.5. Riveted and High Strength Bolted Construction — Assembling. — 
All parts of riveted members shall be well pinned or bolted and rigidly held 
together while riveting. Drifting done during assembling shall not distort the 
metal or enlarge the holes. Holes that must be enlarged to admit the rivets 
or bolts shall be reamed. Poor matching of holes shall be cause for rejection. 


Rivets shall be driven by power riveters, of either compression or manually- 
operated type, employing pneumatic, hydraulic or electric power. After 
driving they shall be tight and their heads shall be in full contact with the 
surface. 

Rivets shall ordinarily be hot-driven, in which case their finished heads 
shall be of approximately hemispherical shape and shall be of uniform size 
throughout the work for the same size rivet, full, neatly finished and con- 
centric with the holes. Hot-driven rivets shall be heated uniformly to a 
temperature not exceeding 1950°F; they shall not be driven after their tem- 
perature has fallen below 1000°F. 

Rivets may be driven cold if approved measures are taken to prevent 
distortion of the riveted material. The requirements for hot-driven rivets 
shall apply except as modified in the Tentative Specification for Cold-Driven 
Rivets of the Industrial Fasteners Institute. 

Surfaces of high strength bolted parts in contact with the bolt head and 
nut shall not have a slope of more than 1:20 with respect to a plane normal to 
the bolt axis. Where the surface of a high strength bolted part has a slope of 
more than 1:20, a beveled washer shall be used to compensate for the lack 
of parallelism. High strength bolted parts shall fit solidly together when 
assembled and shall not be separated by gaskets or any other interposed 
compressible materials. When assembled, all joint surfaces, including those 
adjacent to the washers, shall be free of scale except tight mill scale. They 
shall be free of dirt, loose scale, burrs, and other defects that would prevent 
solid seating of the parts. Contact surfaces within friction-type joints shall 
be free of oil, paint, lacquer or galvanizing. 

All A325 and A354, Grade BC, bolts shall be tightened to a bolt tension 
not less than the proof load given in the applicable ASTM Specification for 
the type of bolt used. Tightening shall be done with properly calibrated 
wrenches or by the turn-of-nut method. 

Bolts tightened by means of a calibrated wrench, shall be installed with a 
hardened washer under the nut or bolt head, whichever is the element turned 
in tightening. Hardened washers are not required when bolts are tightened 
by the turn-of-nut method. 


1.23.6. Welded Construction. — Surfaces to be welded shall be free from 
loose scale, slag, rust, grease, paint and any other foreign material except that 
mill scale which withstands vigorous wire brushing may remain. Joint 
surfaces shall be free from fins and tears. Preparation of edges by gas cutting 
shall, wherever practicable, be done by a mechanically guided torch. 

Parts to be fillet welded shall be brought in as close contact as practicable 
and in no event shall be separated by more than %% inch. If the separation is 
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1% inch or greater, the size of the fillet welds shall be increased by the amount 
of the separation. The separation between faying surfaces of lap joints and 
butt joints on a backing structure shall not exceed 4 inch. The fit of joints 
at contact surfaces which are not completely sealed by welds, shall be close 
enough to exclude water after painting. 


Abutting parts to be butt welded shall be carefully aligned. Misalignments 
greater than 14 inch shall be corrected and, in making the correction, the 
parts shall not be drawn into a sharper slope than 2 degrees (% inch in 
12 inches). 


The work shall be positioned for flat welding whenever practicable. 


In assembling and joining parts of a structure or of built-up members, the 
procedure and sequence of welding shall be such as will avoid needless distor- 
tion and minimize shrinkage stresses. Where it is impossible to avoid high 
residual stresses in the closing welds of a rigid assembly, such closing welds 
shall be made in compression elements. 


In the fabrication of cover-plated beams and built-up members, all shop 
splices in each component part shall be made before such component part is 
welded to other parts of the member. Long girders or girder sections may be 
made by shop splicing not more than three sub-sections, each made in ac- 
cordance with this paragraph. 


All complete penetration butt welds made by manual welding, except when 
produced with the aid of backing material or welded in the flat position from 
both sides in square-edge material not more than % inch thick with root open- 
ing not less than one-half the thickness of the thinner part joined, shall have 
the root of the initial layer gouged out on the back side before welding is 
started from that side, and shall be so welded as to secure sound metal and 
complete fusion throughout the entire cross-section. Butt welds made with 
use of a backing of the same material as the base metal shall have the weld 
metal thoroughly fused with the backing material. Backing strips may 
be removed by gouging or gas cutting after welding is completed, provided no 
injury is done to the base metal and weld metal and the weld metal surface 
is left flush or slightly convex with full throat thickness. 


Butt welds shall be terminated at the ends of a joint in a manner that will 
ensure their soundness. Where possible, this should be done by use of ex- 
tension bars or run-off plates. Extension bars or run-off plates, if used, shall 
be removed upon completion of the weld and the ends of the weld made smooth 
and flush with the abutting parts. 


No welding shall be done when the ambient temperature is lower than 0°F. 


Base metal shall be preheated as required to the temperature called for in 
Table 28-1.23.6 prior to tack welding or welding. When base metal not other- 
wise required to be preheated is at a temperature below 32°F, it shall be pre- 
heated to at least 70°F prior to tack welding or welding. Preheating shall 
bring the surface of the base metal within 3 inches of the point of welding to 
the specified preheat temperature, and this temperature shall be maintained 
as a minimum interpass temperature while welding is in progress. Minimum 
preheat and interpass temperatures shall be as specified in Table 28—1.23.6. 
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Where required, multiple-layer welds may be peened with light blows from 
a power hammer, using a round-nose tool. Peening shall be done after the 
weld has cooled to a temperature warm to the hand. Care shall be exercised 
to prevent scaling, or flaking of weld and base metal from overpeening.

1.23.7. Finishing. — Compression joints depending upon contact bearing 
shall have the bearing surfaces prepared to a common plane by milling, 
sawing or other suitable means. 


1.23.8. Tolerances. 


1.23.8.1. Straightness. — Structural members consisting primarily of a 
single rolled shape shall, unless otherwise specified, be straight within the 
appropriate tolerances allowed by ASTM Specification A6-62T or as pre- 
scribed in the following paragraph. Built-up structural members fabricated 
by riveting or welding, unless otherwise specified, shall be straight within the 
tolerances allowed for wide flange shapes by ASTM Specification A6 or by the 
requirements of the following paragraph. 

Compression members shall not deviate from straightness by more than 
1/1000 of the axial length between points which are to be laterally supported. 

Completed members shall be free from twists, bends and open joints. 
Sharp kinks or bends shall be cause for rejection of material. 


1.23.8.2. Length. —A variation of % inch is permissible in the overall 
length of members with both ends finished for contact bearing as in Sect. 
28-1.23.7. 

Members without ends finished for contact bearing, which are to be framed 
to other steel parts of the structure, may have a variation from the detailed 
length not greater than 1% inch for members 30 feet or less in length, and not 
greater than 14 inch for members over 30 feet in length. 
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Sect. 28-1.24A. Protection and Painting. 


1.24.1. General Requirements. — Unless subjected to deteriorating con- 
ditions, steelwork which will be concealed by interior building finish need 
not be painted; steelwork to be encased in concrete shall not be painted. 

Unless specifically exempted, all other steelwork shall be given one coat 
of shop paint, applied thoroughly and evenly to dry surfaces which have 
been cleaned in accordance with the following paragraph, by brush, spray, 
roller coating, flow coating, or dipping, at the election of the fabricator. 

After inspection and approval and before leaving the shop, all steelwork 
specified to be painted shall be cleaned by hand-wire brushing, or by other 
methods elected by the fabricator, of loose mill scale, loose rust, weld slag or 
flux deposit, dirt and other foreign matter. Oil and grease deposits shall be 
removed by solvent. Steelwork specified to have no shop paint shall, after 
fabrication, be cleaned of oil or grease by solvent cleaners and be cleaned of 
dirt and other foreign material by thorough sweeping with a fiber brush. 

The shop coat of paint is intended to protect the steel for only a short period 
of exposure, even if it is a primer for subsequent painting to be performed in 
the field by others. 


1.24.2. Inaccessible Surfaces. — Surfaces inaccessible after assembly 
shall be treated in accordance with Sect. 28-1.24.1 before assembly. 


1.24.3. Contact Surfaces. — Contact surfaces shall be cleaned in accordance 
with Sect. 28-1.24.1 before assembly but shall not be painted. 


1.24.4. Finished Surfaces. — Machine finished surfaces shall be protected 
against corrosion by a rust-inhibiting coating that can be easily removed prior 
to erection or which has characteristics that make removal unnecessary prior 
to erection. 


1.24.5. Surfaces Adjacent to Field Welds. — Unless otherwise provided, 
surfaces within two inches of any field weld location shall be free of materials 
that would prevent proper welding or produce objectionable fumes while 
welding is being done. 


1.24.6A. — After erection and after touch-up of shop coat, steel, unless 
specifically exempted in this Section 28-1.24A, shall be given a field coat of 
approved metal protection of another color. 

Primary frame steel built into exterior masonry walls shall have adequate 
protection against corrosion by encasing in one and one-half inches of Portland 
cement mortar or by a mastic asphalt or pitch one-eighth inch thick or its 
approved equivalent. 


1.24.7A. Protection of Light Gage Steel Construction. — All individual 
structural members and assembled panels of light gage cold-formed steel 
construction, except where fabricated of approved corrosion-resistive steel, 
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or of steel having a corrosion-resistive metallic or other approved coating, 
shall be protected against corrosion with an acceptable shop coat of paint, 
enamel, or other approved protection. 

After erection where directly exposed to the weather, except when encased 
in concrete made of non-corrosive aggregates, or where fabricated of approved 
corrosion-resistive steel, or of galvanized or otherwise adequately protected 
steel, individual structural members and assembled panels of light gage cold- 
formed steel construction shall be given an additional coat of acceptable 
protection. 

Exposed siding or sheathing shall be fabricated of approved corrosion-resistive 
steel or otherwise protected at the ground level for sufficient height above 
grade as determined by the depth of average snowfall (40 inches). 

Floor or roof construction which extends into an exterior wall shall be 
adequately waterproofed and protected from the weather to prevent corrosion. 


Sect. 28-1.25. Erection. 


1.25.1. Bracing. — The frame of steel skeleton buildings shall be carried 
up true and plumb, and temporary bracing shall be introduced wherever 
necessary to take care of all loads to which the structure may be subjected, 
including equipment and the operation of same. Such bracing shall be left 
in place as long as may be required for safety. 

Wherever piles of material, erection equipment or other loads are carried 
during erection, proper provision shall be made to take care of stresses resulting 
from such loads. 


1.25.2. Adequacy of Temporary Connections. — As erection progresses, 
the work shall be securely bolted, or welded, to take care of all dead load, wind 
and erection stresses. 


1.25.3. Alignment. — No riveting, permanent bolting or welding shall be 
done until as much of the structure as will be stiffened thereby has been 
properly aligned. 


1.25.4. Field Welding. — Any shop paint on surfaces adjacent to joints 
to be field welded shall be wire brushed to reduce the paint film to a minimum. 


Sect. 28-1.26A. Inspection. 


1.26.1. General. — Material and workmanship at all times shall be subject 
to the inspection of experienced engineers representing the purchaser. 


1.26.2. Cooperation. — All inspection as far as possible shall be made at 
the place of manufacture, and the contractor or manufacturer shall cooperate 
with the inspector, permitting access for inspection to all places where work 
is being done. 
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1.26.3. Rejections. — Material or workmanship not conforming to the 
provisions of this Code may be rejected at any time defects are found during 
the progress of the work. 


1.26.4A. Inspection of Welding and High Strength Bolts. — The inspection 
of welding shall be performed in accordance with the provisions of the Standard 
Code for Welding in Building Construction, American Welding Society D1.0-63. 

Inspection of high strength bolts shall be performed by a competent in- 
spector qualified by experience and training and approved by the Building 
Commissioner and shall comply with the provisions of the 1962 Specifications 
For Structural Joints Using ASTM A-325 bolts. 


1.26.5. Identification of High Strength Steels. — Steel which is used for 
main components and which is required to have a yield point greater than 
36,000 psi shall, at all times in the fabricator’s plant, be marked to identify 
its ASTM specification. Identification of such steel in completed members 
or assemblies shall be marked by painting the ASTM specification designation 
on the piece, over any shop coat of paint, prior to shipment from the fabri- 
cator’s plant. 


Sect. 28-1.27A. Open Web Steel Joists. 


1.27.1. General.— Open Web Steel joists shall mean any open-webbed 
beam or truss, twenty-four inches or less in depth, produced directly by 
rolling, cold-forming or pressing. Joists may be fabricated from rolled, cold- 
formed or pressed shapes by welding, riveting or expanding. 

Steel joists shall not be used in the first floor of a building where there is 
not a basement or cellar below, unless it has clearance above the ground of at 
least twenty-four inches, and the space below is ventilated either to a heated 
basement or to the outside air. Ventilation of such space to a heated base- 
ment shall consist of at least two remote openings in the basement wall having 
a total area of at least two square feet for each twenty-five linear feet of wall. 
Ventilation of such space to outside air shall consist of one or more openings 
in each exterior wall thereof, well distributed, except that openings need not 
be provided in the front wall when the space is ventilated in the rear and both 
side walls. The aggregate area of openings shall be not less than two square 
feet for each twenty-five linear feet of wall. Openings in exterior walls shall 
be protected by non-corrodible wire mesh with openings not greater than 
one-half inch. 


1.27.2. Design. — The provisions of this Part for design and materials 
shall apply to Open Web Steel Joists. Steel members hot-rolled to shape shall 
be designed in accordance with the provisions of Sections 28-1.0 through 
28-1.27A; steel members cold-formed to shape shall be designed in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 28-1.28A. 

Where Open Web Steel Joists are used for other than simple spans under 
uniformly distributed loading their stresses shall be investigated and be limited 
to those allowed by this Part. Adequate top flange and lateral bracing shall 
be provided to support the joist in proper alignment under such loads. 
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The clear span of joists shall not exceed 24 times their depth in roof con- 
struction and shall not exceed 20 times their depth in floor construction. 

The deflection due to design live load shall not exceed 1/360 of the clear 
span for all floors and roofs where a plaster ceiling is attached or suspended, 
and 1/240 of the clear span in all other cases. 


1.27.3. End Bearing. — The ends of steel joists shall extend a distance of 
not less than 4 inches over masonry or concrete supports and not less than 
21% inches over steel supports, except where opposite joists butt over a narrow 
steel support and positive attachment is made by welding or bolting, a shorter 
end bearing length may be used when the bearing stresses are within the 
allowable working stresses permitted in this Part. 


1.27.4. Anchorage. — Joists resting on masonry or concrete supports shall 
be bedded in mortar and anchored thereto with an anchor equivalent to a 
34-inch round steel bar not less than 8 inches long. Every joist in floors and 
roofs shall be anchored. 

In roofs where parapet walls are not present, two 14-inch anchor bolts or 
other equal means shall be used in lieu of the steel bar. The ends of all steel 
joists resting on steel supports shall be positively attached thereto by either a 
minimum of two welds 1 inch long or one bolt 14 inch diameter. If uplift 
forces are a consideration, the anchorage shall be capable of resisting such 
uplift forces. 


1.27.5. Bridging. — Bridging shall be provided for steel joists to afford 
lateral support during and after erection and to distribute concentrations of 
live load among adjacent joists. Bridging shall be of approved rigid type. 
Attachment shall be by welding or mechanical means and shall be capable of 
resisting a horizontal force of not less than 500 pounds. The ratio of unbraced 
length to least radius of gyration (l/r) of the bridging member shall not 
exceed 300. Bridging shall be provided at intervals of not more than 7 feet 
for spans up to 21 feet, nor more than 8 feet for spans over 21 feet. The ends 
of all bridging terminating at walls or beams shall be anchored thereto at both 
top and bottom chords. 


Sect. 28-1.28A. Light Gage Cold-Formed Steel Construction. 


1.28.1. Design. — All computations for safe load, stress, and deflection of 
light gage cold-formed steel structural members shall be in accordance with 
the provisions specified herein. 

Where design criteria or applications are not specifically covered in Sect. 
28-1.28, the design shall be in accordance with the 1962 Edition of the Specifi- 
cation for the Design of Light Gage Cold-Formed Steel Structural Members 
of American Iron and Steel Institute. 

Properties of sections shall be based on the full cross-section of the members 
(or net section where the use of a net section is customary) except where the 
use of a reduced cross-section, or “effective design width,” is required.

Filling shall be standard weight, machine-mixed, stone or gravel concrete 
and shall have a minimum compressive strength of 3,500 pounds per square 
inch when proportioned and tested by procedures described in Part 26. Con- 
crete while being placed shall be compacted by a mechanical method which 
will ensure complete filling of the pipe with dense concrete of homogeneous 
quality. 

Bases, caps, web ties, brackets and shear heads shall be of steel meeting the 
requirements of ASTM Standards A373-58T, A7-61T or A36-62T. Such 
fixtures and their attachments to the pipe and reinforcement shall be such as 
to ensure that the allowable stresses, under the maximum conditions of loading, 
are not exceeded. 

Longitudinal steel having a yield point approximating that of the pipe may 
be used to increase the strength of the columns. Such steel shall be new, 
straight and continuous for the entire length of the column with ends so 
detailed as to develop the computed stress. The ends of such steel shall be 
arranged for even bearing with the pipe and milled after filling if necessary 
to obtain uniform bearing. The strength of this reinforcement shall be 
calculated by adding its area to the area of the steel pipe and including it 
in the calculations. 

Material surrounding a filled pipe column for fire protection shall not be 
considered as either load-bearing or as increasing the stiffness.

1.29.3. Tests. — Copies of sanction tests of filled pipe columns subjected 
to axial loads made in accordance with this section shall be filed with the 
Commissioner for each size of column produced by a manufacturer. These 
tests shall be made on specimens the length of which approximates 24 times 
the smallest outside dimension of the pipe. Tests shall be made in an approved 
laboratory. For acceptance the ratio of the test strength to Pa shall not be 
less than the factor of safety in Formulas (1) and (2), modified as in 1.29a.2.1 
above excepting that in computing P. for sanction tests m rather than 2n 
shall be used. 


1.29.4. Identification. — Columns shall be labeled with manufacturer’s 
name and date of manufacture. 


Sect. 28-1.30A. Cast-Iron Columns. 


1.30.1. — Cast-iron columns shall not be used in the primary structural 
frames of buildings the height of which exceeds one hundred feet or twice the 
width at the ground level. Cast iron shall not be used for columns required 
to have four-hour fire-resistive protection. 


1.30.2. — The ends of cast-iron columns shall be machined to a smooth plane 
surface perpendicular to the axis to provide full bearing for the entire cross 
section of the column. 


1.30.3. — Hollow cast-iron columns, except when open at both ends and 
without flanges, shall have two three-eighths inch holes drilled in the shell to 
exhibit the thickness thereof. If the columns are cast on the side, both holes 
shall be at mid-height at ninety degrees from one another about the axis of 
the column. Additional holes shall be drilled when required by the Com- 
missioner. If the core of a cast-iron column is found to have shifted more 
than one-quarter the thickness of the shell, the strength shall be computed 
assuming the thickness all around to be that of the thinnest part. 
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1.30.4. — Cast-iron columns shall not be smaller than six inches in outside 
diameter or side, and the thickness of metal shall not be less than three-fourths 
inch or less than one-twelfth the outside diameter or widest side. 


1.30.5. — Cast-iron columns supporting a floor shall not be longer than 
seventy times the least radius of gyration or twenty-four times the outside 
diameter or least side. Cast-iron columns supporting roof loads only shall not 
be longer than ninety-six times the least radius of gyration or thirty times the 
outside diameter or least side. 


1.30.6. — Cast-iron columns shall not be used where the loading is so ec- 
centric as to cause tension, nor shall they be used in garages or other structures 
where they may be subject to impact from vehicles. 


Sect. 28-2.0. Plastic Design. 


Sect. 28-2.1A. Scope.— Subject to the limitations contained herein, 
simple or continuous beams, one and two-story rigid frames classified as 
Class A construction in Sect. 28—-1.2A and similar portions of structures rigidly 
constructed so as to be continuous over at least one interior support, * may 
be proportioned on the basis of plastic design, i.e., of their maximum strength. 
This strength, as determined by rational analysis, shall not be less than that 
required to support 1.70 times the given live load and dead load for simple 
and continuous beams. For continuous frames it shall not be less than 1.85 
times the given live load and dead load, nor 1.40 times these loads acting in 
conjunction with 1.40 times any specified wind or earthquake forces. 

Connections joining a portion of a structure designed on the basis of plastic 
behavior with a portion not so designed need be no more rigid than ordinary 
seat-and-cap angle or standard web connections. 

Where plastic design is used as the basis for proportioning continuous beams 
and structural frames, the provisions relating to allowable working stress, 
contained in Sects. 28-1.0 through 28.1.26.5 are waived. Except as modified 
by these rules, however, all other pertinent provisions of these Sections shall 
govern. 

Crane runways shall not be designed continuous over interior vertical 
supports on the basis of maximum strength. However, rigid frame bents 
supporting crane runways may be considered as coming within the scope of 
the rules. 


Sect. 28-2.2A. Structural Steel. — Structural steel shall conform to one of 
the following specifications. 

Steel for Bridges and Buildings, ASTM A7-61T 

Structural Steel for Welding, ASTM A373-58T 

Structural Steel, ASTM A36-62T 


Sect. 28-2.3. Columns. — In the plane of bending of columns which would 
develop a plastic hinge at ultimate loading, the slenderness ratio l/r shall not 


_ * As used here, “interior support’’ may be taken to include a rigid frame knee formed by the 
junction of a column and a sloping or horizontal beam or girder. 
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exceed 120, 1 being taken as the distance center-to-center of adjacent members 
connecting to the column or the distance from such a member to the base of 
the column.

— Unless reinforced by diagonal stiffeners or a doubler 
plate, the webs of columns, beams, and girders shall be so proportioned that

(Shear stresses are generally high within the boundaries of the connection 
of two or more members whose webs lie in a common plane. The foregoing 
provisions will be satisfied, without reinforcing the web within the connection, 
when its thickness w, in inches, is greater than 23,000M/A;-I,, M being the 
algebraic sum of clockwise and counter-clockwise moment (in kip-feet) applied 
on opposite sides of the connection web boundary, and A», the planar area of 
the connection web, expressed in square inches, and F’, is given in pounds per 
square inch.

Sect. 28-2.5. Web Crippling. — Web stiffeners are required on a member 
at a point of load application where a plastic hinge would form. 

At points on a member where the concentrated load delivered by the flanges 
of a member framing into it would produce web crippling opposite the com- 
pression flange or high tensile stress in the connection of the tension flange, 
web stiffeners are required

Their ends shall be fully welded to the inside face of the flange opposite the 
concentrated tensile load. They may be fitted against the inside face of the 
flange opposite the concentrated compression load. When the concentrated 
load delivered by a beam occurs on one side only, the web stiffener need not 
exceed one-half the depth of the member, but the welding connecting it to the 
web shall be sufficient to develop FyAs:. 


Sect. 28-2.6. Minimum Thickness (Width-Thickness Ratios). — Pro- 
jecting elements that would be subjected to compression involving plastic 
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hinge rotation under ultimate loading, shall have width-thickness ratios no 
greater than the following: 


Flanges of rolled shapes and flange plates of similar built-up shapes: 84, 
except that for rolled shapes an upward variation of 3 percent may be 
tolerated. The thickness of sloping flanges may be taken as their average 
thickness. Stiffeners and that portion of flange plates in box sections and 
cover plates included between the free edge and the first longitudinal row 
of fasteners or connecting welds: 8. 

The width-thickness ratio of flange plates in box sections and flange cover 
plates included between longitudinal lines of connecting rivets, high strength 
bolts or welds, shall not exceed 32. 


The depth-thickness ratio of beam and girder webs subjected to plastic 
bending without axial loading shall not exceed 70 and, when subjected to 
combined axial force and plastic bending moment at ultimate loading, the

Sect. 28-2.7. Connections. — All connections, the rigidity of which is 
essential to the continuity assumed as the basis of the design analysis, shall 
be capable of resisting the moments, shears and axial loads to which they would 
be subjected by the ultimate loading. 


Corner connections (haunches), tapered or curved for architectural reasons, 
shall be so proportioned that the full plastic bending strength of the section 
adjacent to the connection can be developed, if required. 


Stiffeners shall be used, as required, to preserve the flange continuity of 
interrupted members at their junction with other members in a continuous 
frame. Such stiffeners shall be placed in pairs on opposite sides of the web 
of the member which extends continuously through the joint. 


Rivets, welds and A307 bolts shall be proportioned to resist the forces pro- 
duced at ultimate load using unit stresses equal to 1.67 times those given in 
Sects. 28-1.16A and 28-1.17. 

In general, groove welds are preferable to fillet welds, but their use is not 
mandatory when the strength of the latter at 1.67 times the stress given in 
Sect. 28-1.17 is sufficient to resist the ultimate load imposed upon a joint. 


High strength bolts may be proportioned, on the basis of their minimum 
guaranteed proof load, to resist the tension produced by the ultimate loading. 
When used to transmit shear produced by the ultimate loading, one bolt may 
be substituted for a rivet of the same nominal diameter. High strength bolts 
may be used in joints having painted contact surfaces when these joints are 
of such size that the slip required to produce bearing would not interfere with 
the formation, at ultimate loading, of the plastic hinges assumed in the design. 


Sect. 28-2.8A. Lateral Bracing. — Members designed on the basis of ulti- 
mate load shall be adequately braced to resist lateral and torsional displace- 
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ments at the plastic hinge locations associated with the failure mechanism. 
The laterally unsupported distance, 1, from such braced hinge locations to 
similarly braced adjacent points on the member or frame shall not exceed

Any greater laterally unbraced length for these segments must be justified 
by an analysis based upon the predictable amount of restraint present at the 
ends of the segment in the plane of the computed bending moments. 

The foregoing provisions need not apply in the region of the last hinge to 
form in the failure mechanism assumed as the basis for proportioning a given 
member, nor in members oriented with their weak axis normal to the plane of 
bending. However, in the region of the last hinge to form, and in regions not 
adjacent to a plastic hinge, the maximum distance between points of lateral 
support shall be such as to satisfy the requirements of Formulas (4), (5A), 
(5B) and (6) in Sections 28-1.0 through 28-1.26.5 of this Code. For this 
case the value of fa and fy shall be computed from the moment and axial 
force at ultimate loading, divided by the applicable load factor. 

Members built into a masonry wall and having their web perpendicular to 
this wall can be assumed to be laterally supported with respect to their weak 
axis of bending. 


Sect. 28-2.9. Fabrication. — The provisions of Sects. 1.7.5 through 1.26.5 
with respect to workmanship shall govern the fabrication of structures, or 
portions of structures, designed on the basis of maximum strength, subject to 
the following limitations: 

The use of sheared edges shall be avoided in locations subject to plastic 
hinge rotation at ultimate loading. If used, they shall be finished smooth 
by grinding, chipping or planing. 

In locations subject to plastic hinge rotation at ultimate loading, holes for 
rivets or bolts in the tension area shall be subpunched and reamed or drilled 
full size.
